In  every  port  of  the  world  there  are  taxes  on  shipping  in  some 
shape  or  form,  and  these  burdens  upon  the  commercial  intercourse 
of  nations,  are  in  many  ports  so  heavy  that  they  become  a  matter 
worthy  of  serious  consideration  to  ship-owners,  ship-brokers,  and 
masters,  in  drawing  up  the  conditions  and  stipulations  of  their 
charter-parties. 

The  present  work  is  intended  to  serve  as  a  manual  of  reference 
to  those  interested  in  mai-itime  affairs.  The  following  synopsis  of 
the  contents  will  serve  to  shew  the  kind  of  information  given — as 
far  as  possible — regarding  each  port : — The  depth  of  water  on  the 
bar,  and  inside ;  comparative  safety ;  tonnage  and  light  dues ; 
pilotage  and  steam-tug  charges;  cost  of  discharging,  stowage, 
lighterage,  &c,;  port  rules  and  customs;  quarantine  dues  and 
regulations;  cost  of  labour,  Ixdlast,  water,  provisions,  (fee;  the 
monies,  wei^hbs  and  measures,  with  English  equivalents;  commis- 
sions on  shipping — collection  of  freight;  procuring  do.,  d'c;  with 
a  copy  of  a  vessel's  disbursements. 

In  obtaining  the  above,  no  labour  or  expense  has  been  spared ; 
an  extensive  correspondence  has  been  maintained  with  ship-owners 
and  ship-masters  at  homo  and  abroad,  and  printed  forms  of  queries 
have  been  sent  to  our  Consuls,  and  to  English  and  Foreign 
Mercantile  Houses.  In  almost  every  instance,  full  and  complete 
answers  have  been  promptly  and  courteously  furnished. 


The  compiler  tenders  his  most  sincere  thanks  to  those  gentlemen 
who  haye  so  kindly  aided  and  encouraged  him,  and  would  venture 
to  express  the  hope  that  they  will  be  good  enough  to  inform  him  of 
any  changes  which  may  take  place,  so  that  they  may  be  notified 
in  fiiture  editions.  Communications  regarding  any  ports  not 
given  in  the  book  or  inaccuracies  which  may  be  observed,  are 
earnestly  requested 

The  special  thanks  of  the  compiler  are  due  to  A.  G.  Findlay, 
Esq.,  F.ft.G.S.,  for  the  permission  given  to  make  use  of  his 
numerous  Sailing  Directories,  and  to  the  editor  of  the  MerctirUUe 
Marine  Magazine^  who  kindly  allowcnl  the  compiler  to  copy  the 
numerous  articles  connected  with  the  subject  to  be  found  in  the 
pages  of  that  periodical. 

To  those  ship-brokers  and  ship-owners  in  Liverpool  who  have 
taken  a  warm  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  who  have 
afforded  sources  of  information  otherwise  unattainable;  to  the 
"Courtiers  Maritimes"  and  "Capitaines  des  Ports"  of  France 
and  other  countries,  who  have,  almost  without  exception,  given 
every  possible  assistance,  the  compiler  begs  to  acknowledge  his 
many  obligations. 

A  few  ports  have  been  imavoidably  left  out,  owing  to  delay  in 
the  receipt  of  answers,  and  in  some  instances  to  the  impossibility 
of  obtaining  reliable  statistics  up  to  the  date  of  going  to  press,  but 
these  omissions  will  be  rectified  either  in  a  supplementary  form,  or 
in  a  new  edition. 

In  conclusion  the  compiler  sincerely  hopes  that  the  result  of 
his  labours  will  prove  of  service  to  the  maritime  community.

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Tonnage  Dues, — B7  a  recent  decree,  British  vessels  do  not  pay 
tonnage  dues  in  French  ports,  on  the  understanding  that  the  same 
privilege  be  extended  to  French  vessels  in  British  port& 

The  following  are  the  principal  clauses  of  the  treaty  existing 
between  the  United  States  and  France : — 

Art  1. — Articles  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the 
United  States,  imported  into  France  in  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  shall  pay  an  additional  duty,  not  exceeding  twenty  francs 
per  ton  of  merchandise,  over  and  above  the  duties  paid  on  the  liko 
articles,  also  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the  United 
States,  when  imported  in  French  vessels. 

Art.  2. — ^Articles  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of 
France,  impoiHied  into  the  United  States  in  French  vessels,  shall  pay 
an  additional  duty,  not  exceeding  three  dollars  and  seventy-five 
cents  per  ton  of  merchandise,  over  and  above  the  duties  collected 
upon  the  like  articles,  also  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture 
of  France,  when  imported  in  vessels  of  the  United  States. 

Art  4. — ^The  following  quantities  shall  be  considered  as  forming 
the  ton  of  merchandise  for  each  of  the  articles  hereinafter  specified : 

Wines,  four  61  gallon  hogsheads,  or  244  gallons  of  231  cubic 
inches,  American  measure. 

Brandies,  and  all  other  liquids,  244  gallons. 

Silks,  and  all  other  dry  goods,  and  all  other  articles  usually 
subject  to  measurement,  forty-two  cubic  feet,  French,  in  France, 
and  fifty  cubic  feet,  American  measure,  in  the  Unites  States. 

Cotton,  804  lbs.  avoirdupois^  or  365  kilogrammes. 

Tobacco,  1,600  lbs.  avoirdupois,  or  725  kilogrammes. 

Ashes,  pot  and  pearl,  2, 240  lbs.  avoirdupois,  or  1,01 6  kilogrammes. 

Rice,  1,600  lbs.  avoirdupois,  or  725  kilogrammes;  and  for  all 
weighable  articles,  not  specified,  2,240  lbs.  avoirdupois,  or  1,016 
kilogrammes. 


Mam/ests, — ^No  vessel  can  import  merchandise  into  a  French 
port,  without  a  manifest  and  copy  signed  by  the  master  only,  the 
copy  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  officer  of  customs  who  may  board 
the  vesseL  Penalty  for  lack  of  manifest  or  refusal  of  the  same 
1,000  francs.  Vessels  in  ballast  do  not  require  a  manifest.  For 
every  package  short  of  the  number  on  the  manifest  a  fine  of  300 
francs.     Any  over  and  above,  a  fine  of  1,000  francs  is  incurred. 

Report  and  Entry, — ^The  master  of  every  vessel,  whether  in 
ballast  or  with  cargo,  must  make  the  report  and  entry  of  vessel 
and  cargo  within  twenty-four  hours  after  arrival,  under  a  penalty 
of  500  francs. 

Sea  Protest. — ^This  extract  from  the  log-book  must  be  deposited 
at  the  Custom-house  with  the  report  and  entry,  by  all  British 
vessels  laden,  coming  from  the  United  Kingdom  or  British  posses- 
sions in  Europe;  also,  by  vessels  fi*om  the  United  States,  to  prove 
that  they  arrive  directly  therefrom  and  to  shew  the  events  of  the 
passage,  which  may  be  the  cause  of  damage  to  the  cargo.  By  this 
proceeding  the  vessel  may  obtain  the  immunities  or  reduction  of 
duty  on  the  cargo  in  consequence  of  such  damage.  The  above 
rules  are  all  applicable  to  vessels  putting  into  French  ports  wind- 
bound,  in  distress,  or  from  other  causes. 


HARBOUR  REGULATIONS  IN  THE  PRINCIPAL 

PORTS  IN  FRANCK 


ARRIVAL   OP  VESSELS   IN  PORT. 

1. — All  pilots  on  boarding  vessels  bound  to  a  port  of  France 
shall  enquire  of  the  master,  if  such  vessels  can  with  safety  lay 
aground,  and  the  draught  of  water  thereof  He  shall,  under  his 
own  responsibility,  take  all  necessary  measures  to  prevent  any 
accident. 

2. — ^All  vessels  putting  into,  or  departing  from,  a  port  of  France 
shall  hoist  their  national  fiag. 

3. — All  vessels  on  arrival  in  port  shall  have  their  bowsprit  sail 
yards,  martingale  booms  and  flying  jibbooms  rigged  in,  jibboom  in 
readiness  to  rig  in,  lower  yards  topped,  sails  clewed  up,  draught 
of  water  given  to  the  port  officers,  warps  and  hawsers  ready,  and 
the  master  to  the  best  of  his  judgment,  or  by  a  verbal  order  of 
the  port  officers,  shall  take  such  other  necessary  measures  to 
prevent  any  accident 


4. — "No  anchor  must  be  slipped  in  the  fairway,  and  when  slipped 
in  any  other  part  of  the  harbour,  a  buoy-rope  and  buoy  shall  be 
{xreTiously  placed  thereon. 

5. — Any  vessel  taking  ground  before  reaching  the  proper  place 
of  mooring,  shall  have  the  topgallant  masts  and  topmasts  lowered, 
the  boats  launched,  and  the  master  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  or 
by  a  verbal  order  of  the  port  officers,  shall  take  such  other  pre- 
cautions to  prevent  any  accident. 

6. — ^It  is  forbidden  to  brokers,  interpreters,  merchants'  clerks, 
ship-carpenters,  and  others,  to  ho&rd  vessels  arriving  before  being 
moored  at  the  quay. 

7. — Every  master  arriving  in  port  shall,  after  having  con- 
formed himself  to  the  sanitary  regulations,  within  twenty-four 
hours  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  port  officers  of  the  name  of 
the  vessel,  tonnage,  number  of  crew,  and  the  nature  of  his  cargo. 

Vessels  shall  be  berthed  in  the  docks  by  priority  of  entry, 
according  to  the  order  of  reporting  at  the  Custom-house,  to  the 
nature  of  their  cargo,  their  draught  of  water,  and  the  customs  of 
the  port 

The  port  officers  shall  remain  judges  of  exceptional  circumstances 
that  may  necessitate  a  departure  from  this  general  rule. 

Every  master  who  shall  allow  his  turn  to  pass,  shall  be  booked 
the  last  of  the  vessels  reporting. 

8. — ^When  by  hinderance,  encumbrance,  or  otherwise,  at  the 
entrance,  the  channel  or  tidal  basin  shall  be,  or  threaten  to  be, 
obstructed ;  the  port  officers  shall  take  the  necessary  measures  to 
re-establish  or  maintain  a  free  passage.  The  expenses  of  hauling 
or  towage  shall  be  borne  by  the  vessels  that  shall  be  requii'ed  to 
move. 

When  a  vessel  on  entering  shall  require  to  let  go  her  anchors 
in  the  tidal  basin,  such  anchors  shall  be  picked  up  within  twenty- 
four  hours  by  the  crew,  or  at  the  ship's  expense,  and  deposited 
either  on  board,  if  the  vessel  be  at  hand,  or  on  the  quay  if  the 
vessel  cannot  or  will  not  receive  them. 

9,— The  larger  steam-vessels  arriving  and  departing  at  fixed 
dates,  shall  have  the  precedence  over  all  other  vessels,  both 
inwards  and  outwards. 

Besides  the  two  signal  guns  usually  fired  by  them  on  arri-vdng 
and  departing,  their  arrival  and  departure  shall  be  announced  to 
all  other  vessels  by  a  flag,  that  each  one  may  bring  to  or  delay 
entering  or  departing,  as  the  meaning  of  the  signals  shall  prescribe. 

10. — ^The  vessels  laying  agi-ound  in  the  tidal  basin,  either  to 
wait  the  tide  to  enter  the  docks,  or  for  a  favourable  wind,  or  for 
any  other  motive,  shall  not  I'emain  moored  to  the  buoys,  nor 
aground  in  the  channel  of  the  port  A  light  shall  be  placed  at 
sunset  at  the  extremity  of  the  vessel  nearest  the  channel 


The  master  shall  be  in  person  on  board  his  vessel  on  entering 
into  and  departing  from  any  port,  haven,  or  river. 

In  case  of  non-observance  of  the  preceding  article,  the  master 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  accidents,  to  all  persons  interested  in 
the  vessel  and  in  the  cargo. 


ENTRANCE   OF  VESSELS   INTO   DOCK   AND  DEPARTURE  THEREFROM. 

1. — The  national  flag  hoisted  on  the  bridges  shall  indicate  that 
the  locks  are  to  be  opened. 

Unless  from  urgent  circumstances,  the  gates  shaU  not  be  opened, 
either  before  the  rising  or  after  the  setting  of  the  sun  or  during 
tempestuous  weather. 

Nevertheless,  at  periods  when  the  full  tide  serves  before  the 
rising  or  after  the  setting  of  the  sun,  should  there  be  vessels  to 
enter  the  docks  or  depart  therefrom,  and  should  the  weather 
permit,  the  gates  shall  be  opened  once  in  twenty-four  hours.  The 
tide  closely  preceding  the  rising,  or  that  less  distant  from  the 
setting  of  the  sun,  shall  be  preferred. 

2. — Vessels  entering  the  docks  will  bring  up  as  much  as  possible 
opposite  tlie  enti*ance  before  the  f\Ul  tide,  head  first. 

3.^ — The  port  officers  will  be  present  on  vessels  entering  the 
docks  or  departing  therefrom. 

The  master,  who  must  be  always  on  board  while  thus  moving 
the  vessel,  shall  receive  from  the  port  officers  the  necessary  orders 
when  passing  the  locks  and  bridges. 

The  port  officers  shall  determine  the  number  of  haulers  necessary, 
that  the  vessel  may  pass  through  the  locks  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

In  no  case  shall  vessels  remain  within  the  locks. 

4. — ^The  master  shall  not  discharge  his  pilot  and  assistance-boat 
until  the  vessel  be  moored  at  the  place  indicated.  He  shall  not 
bring  to  on  the  passage.  Wliile  proceeding  to  his  berth,  he  shall, 
immediately  after  passing  through  the  lock  of  the  dock  in  which 
he  shall  discharge,  finish  taking  in  all  sails,  booms,  topping  the 
lower  yards,  brace  or  top  the  upper  yards,  and  such  other  pre- 
cautions as  ordered  by  the  port  officers ;  in  default  of  which  the 
berth  mav  be  refused. 

5. — ^The  preceding  measures  shall  serve  for  vessels  departmg. 


VESSELS  WHILE   IN  HARBOUR. 


1. — ^Whenever  the  sluices  are  opened,  it  shall  be  indicated  during 
the  preceding  full  tide  by  a  blue  flag,  hoisted  and  withdrawn  at 
the  proper  time  by  the  lockmen  on  the  bridge  of  such  docks, 


wherein  the  water  shall  be  lowered;  the  port  officers  shall  take 
the  necessary  measures  to  prevent  accident. 

2. — ^No  movement  can  be  made  in  port,  except  with  the  per- 
mission and  in  conformity  to  the  orders  of  the  port  officers. 

3. — Every  master  must  proceed  to  the  berth  assigned  him  by 
the  port  officers.  In  hauling  to  the  berth,  the  necessary  measures 
shall  be  taken  not  to  damage  the  quay. 

4. — ^No  vessel  can  be  moored  elsewhere  than  to  the  rings  or 
posts  placed  for  that  purpose;  the  warps  will  be  placed  as  low  as 
possible  to  prevent  accidents;  if  vessels  be  moored  with  chains, 
they  must  be  raised  on  the  flags  of  the  quay  by  boards;  and 
farther,  they  shall  be  made  fast  with  rope  and  not  with  shackles, 
to  be  let  go  more  quickly  in  case  of  Are. 

Every  vessel  must  have  proper  fenders  to  prevent  damage,  and 
allow  a  free  passage  to  those  vessels  lying  off,  and  receive  their 
hawsers  and  let  go  their  lines  to  facilitate  the  movements  of  other 
vessels. 

5. — Every  vessel  to  be  laid  up  shall  have  a  watchman  on  board ; 
and  such  vessels  shall  be  sent  to  the  dock  set  apart  for  that 
purposa 

6. — ^The  port  officers  may,  to  remove  vessels  lying  up,  employ 
any  number  of  hands  requisite,  whenever  the  watchman  in  charge 
shall  not  be  able  to  execute  their  ordera  These  hands  shall  be 
paid  by  the  master,  owners,  or  consignees  of  such  vessels,  according 
to  a  voucher  of  the  port  officer,  approved  by  the  Prefect  or  such 
uther  functionary  as  he  may  delegate  to  that  effect. 

The  like  power  is  given  to  the  port  officers  for  all  other  vessels 
whose  crews  may  not  be  on  board  when  required,  to  execute  their 
orders. 

7. — ^It  is  forbidden  to  leave  the  sails  unfurled  during  the  night. 
In  case  of  storm,  every  master  or  watchman  must  double  the 
moorings,  unbend  the  topgallaut  sails,  and  lower  the  topgallant 
masts. 

8. — Every  master  shall  cause  the  quay  before  his  vessel,  and 
half  the  space  between  his  vessel  and  the  next,  to  be  swept  each 
day  at  the  termination  of  the  work ;  the  sweepings  shall  be  heaped, 
and  in  no  case  or  under  any  pretext  shall  they  be  thrown  into  the 
tidal  basins  or  docks. 

9. — Every  vessel  shall  have  the  national  flag  hoisted  on  Sundays 
and  holidays,  and  whenever  the  flag  of  the  port  shall  be  hoisted. 


SHIPMENT  AND   UNSHIPMENT. 


1. — ^The  space  reserved  on  the  quays  for  circulation  will  remain 
alwa3r8  clear. 

The  goods  of  each  vessel  may  remain  deposited  on  the  other 
spsMDe  duriDjK  the  time  allowed  them  for  loading  and  unloading. 
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2, — ^Every  vessel,  duly  reported,  that  may  be  detained  in  the 
tidal  basin  from  any  imavoidable  cause,  will  be  considered  as  if  in 
dock.  However,  such  vessels  shall  only  have  precedence  over 
those  vessels  not  unloading. 

For  loading,  applications  will  be  received  only  from  the  day 
when  the  vessel  is  completely  discharged  and  all  repairs  finished. 

3. — No  goods  to  be  landed  are  allowed  to  be  cast  from  the 
vessel  to  the  quay;  goods  must  be  landed  with  the  tackle  or  by 
hand. 

All  heavy  goods  shall  be  placed  on  planks. 

Stones,  plaster,  metal,  or  other  like  goods,  cannot  be  landed  or 
shipped  unless  the  flags  be  covered  with  planks. 

No  tiles,  bricks,  plaster,  chalk,  clay,  sand,  coal,  ^.,  can  be 
landed,  shipped,  or  transhipped,  without  having  from  the  quay  to 
the  ship's  side  a  tarpaulin  in  good  condition  and  made  well  fast 

4. — Each  evening,  at  the  expiration  of  work  hours,  trucks, 
ladders,  planks,  and  other  articles  employed  in  loading  and 
unloading,  shall  be  removed  outside  the  mooring  posts. 

5. — Before  leaving  the  quay,  the  master  shall  cause  to  be 
properly  swept  the  space  occupied  by  the  goods  while  loading  or 
unloading. 


SHIPPING  AND  UNSHIPPING  BALLAST. 

1. — ^It  is  forbidden  to  throw  ballast  overboard  in  the  harbours, 
canals,  docks,  and  roadsteads,  or  to  have  it  carried  elsewhere  than 
to  the  place  indicated  by  the  port  oflScers. 

2. — No  ballast  shall  be  shipped  or  landed  previous  to  application 
in  writing,  to  the  port  officers.  The  application  shall  contain  the 
name  of  tiie  master  and  vessel,  the  place  where  the  vessel  is  lying, 
the  quantity  and  kind  of  ballast  required. 

The  entry  of  the  application  regulates  the  turn,  except  from 
particular  circumstances,  whereof  the  port  officers  shall  decide  in 
case  of  a  departure  from  this  regulation. 

It  is  forbidden  to  every  master  to  give  his  ballast  to  another,  or 
to  re-ship  that  landed,  previous  to  the  state  of  such  ballast  being 
examined  by  the  port  officers,  who  may  refuse  such  permission. 

Iron  ballast  and  ironstone  ballast  are  excepted  in  the  preceding 
measm*es. 

3. — It  is  forbidden  to  ship  or  land  ballast  during  the  night, 
unless  by  special  permission  of  the  port  officers. 

4. — ^The  shipping  and  landing  of  ballast  shall  incur  the  obliga- 
tion already  mentioned,  to  make  use  of  a  sail  or  tarpaulin  in  good 
condition  and  well  festened. 

In  the  shipfong  and  landing  of  ballast,  baskets  shall  be  used. 


The  ballast  deposited  on  the  quay  must  be  shipped  or  remoYed 
the  same  day. 

No  vessel  that  may  have  shipped  or  landed  ballast  shall  leave 
the  berth  previoos  to  the  quay  being  swept  and  properly  cleaned. 


STEAH  VESSELS. 

1. — Steam  vessels  shall  be  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
port  officers  for  all  that  concerns  the  fire,  cleaning  the  funnels,  the 
regulations  of  departure  and  arrival,  berths  and  moorings,  and  the 
safety  of  passengers. 

2. — ^The  master  of  every  steam  vessel  must  have  the  fires 
extinguished  on  arrival  into  port.  As  soon  as  the  steam  vessels 
are  moored,  the  port  officers  or  their  assistants  shall  proceed  on 
board  to  ascertain  that  every  measure  necessary  has  been  observed. 

Every  steam  vessel  departing  within  nine  hours  after  arrival 
may  keep  in  the  fiires. 

3. — ^Whenever  a  steam  vessel  is  ready  for  sea,  the  master  in 
giving  notice  thereof,  must  make  known  the  hour  he  shall  light 
the  fires,  which  is  to  be  done  in  the  presence  of  the  port  officers  or 
their  assistants,  who  shall  remain  on  board  until  the  steam  vessel 
shall  leave  the  quay. 

Steam  vessels  arriving  daily  may  be  exempted  from  these 
obligations. 

If  the  departure  of  a  steam  vessel  be  postponed,  the  fires  must 
be  immediately  extinguished,  as  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article. 

4. — ^Whenever  the  passage  of  a  steam  vessel,  arriving  or  depart- 
ing, is  obstructed  by  other  vessels,  such  steam  vessel  must  slow 
and  preserve  that  speed  absolutely  necessary  to  steer.  Steam 
vessels  remaining  in  the  tidal  basin  shall  not  be  swung  until  the 
channel  be  entirely  &ee  and  no  vessel  arriving  or  departing. 

5. — Wbenever  there  may  be  danger  for  a  vessel,  or  the  channel 
be  obstructed,  the  port  officers  may  in  such  case  employ  any  steam 
vessel  to  give  assistance. 

The  expenses  will  be  borne  by  the  vessel  towed  or  assisted. 

6. — Steam  vessels  are  likewise  subject  to  the  same  regulations 
as  other  vessels  for  all  rules  not  here  annulled. 


MEASURES    AGAINST    FIRE. — SMOKING    VESSELS. — FIRE    ON    BOARD. 

1. — No  vessel  may  enter  the  port  with  guns  or  other  fire  arms 
loaded.  If  thei-e  be  on  board  gunpowder  or  rockets,  the  master 
shall  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  port  officers,  who  will  superintend 
the  immediate  landing  and  the  deposit  of  the  same  at  the  powder 
magazine,  or  at  such  other  place  appropmted  to  that  purpose.

X — ^It  is  forfattdden  to  have  6re  on  boinl  Teaaek.  or  on  the  qaaT 
inside  the  mcKnin^  posts,  or  near  the  tents  or  merchandiae;  to 
hare  a  Hsbt  otherwise  than  in  a  lantern ;  to  cany  on  board  ahdila^ 
biiaTfifi  irons  for  pit4^  and  other  purposes ;  and  to  smoke. 

The  preceding  regulations  nLiv  be  depsrted  from,  smoldng 
in  rirtne  of  a  written  pennissivm  to  be  given  bj  the  port 


Permissions  shall  be  granted  whenever  necessur,  on  conditions 
that  everv  mfasure  be  taken  to  pn^vent  aoddent,  and  sabject  to 
tate  soperintendence  <^  the  port  officers  or  assistants. 

In  caae  of  negligence,  the  permission  shall  be  withdrawn. 

4. — Watdmien  on  board  vessels  laving  up,  shaU  have  at  all 
times  two  tabs  of  water  on  deck. 

5. — In  case  <^  fire  in  the  town,  the  masters  shall  aasemble  tlmr 
crews,  and  have  their  sails  clewed  n{k  The  port  officers  shall 
superintend  the  same. 

d. — In  case  of  fiie  on  board  a  vessie^  the  master  or  watchman 
shall  immediately  acquaint  the  port  officers. 

To  them  belongs  the  direction  of  all  assistance.  Ther  mav 
employ  the  ciews  of  other  vessels  to  give  assistanre  where  there 
is  danger. 

The  measures  prescribed  by  the  preceding  article  shall  be 
observed  bv  the  masters,  watchmen,  and  seamen  on  board. 

7. — XHienever  it  shall  be  necesssiy  to  smoke  a  vesseL  or  to  heat 
the  bonkezs.  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  port  officers,  who  shall  fix 
the  piaoe  and  time.  A  master  caulker  shall  be  employed  nnder 
the  direction  of  the  port  officers. 

The  port  officer  superintending  shall  not  allow  the  fire  to  be 
lifted  until  he  has  assured  himself: — 
"  1.  That  there  is  a  sufficient  quantity  of  ballast  above  the  keelson. 

2.  That  the  cauldi\>n,  containiog  the  ingredients  to  be  employed, 
is  apart  from  eveiy  inflammable  matter. 

3.  That  on  the  ship  s  deck  thene  be  several  buckets  of  water, 
two  bvickets  of  earth,  a  hatchet,  two  chisels,  and  two  hammers  or 
mallets. 

4.  That  there  be  six  hands  on  board. 

5.  That  a  boat  be  in  readiness  alongside^ 
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6.  That  a  pump-boat  be  alongside  and  ready  in  case  of  accident. 

The  master  caulker  employed  shall,  before  leaving,  examine  the 
hold,  assure  himself  that  the  fire  be  quite  extingmshed,  and  the 
port  officer  superintending  shall  then  make  his  inspection. 

8. — "No  vessel  shall  be  breamed  until  notice  be  given  to  the  port 
officers  by  the  master  thereof 

9. — In  all  cases,  the  breaming  shall  be  done  by  a  master  caulker, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  port  officers. 

The  port  officer  superintending  shall  assure  himself  before  the 
fire  be  lighted,  that  the  vessel  is  quite  isolated  from  other  vessels, 
according  as  the  wind  may  be,  and  at  a  distance  of  at  least  six 
metares  from  the  quay ;  that  the  rudder  is  unshipped,  the  helm-port 
planked  and  filled  with  earth;  likewise  the  windows,  light-ports, 
port-holes,  and  quarter  galleries;  that  the  seams  of  the  ship's 
counter  are  well  caulked;  and  finally,  that  the  vessel  is  provided 
with  breaming  fenders. 

During  the  time  of  breaming,  men  shall  be  posted  fore  and  aft 
with  buckets  of  water,  to  besprinkle  the  lanyards  and  moorings, 
and  to  watch  the  fire. 

As  soon  as  the  breaming  is  terminated,  the  master  shall  examine 
the  interior  of  the  vessel  and  assure  himself  that  no  fire  has 
entered  therein. 

10. — It  is  forbidden  to  heat  pitch  or  tar  elsewhere  than  at  the 
place  appointed  by  the  local  authorities  and  indicated  by  the  port 
officers. 


QUAYS,  LOCKS,  BRIDGES. 

1. — ^The  pilots  and  masters  are  responsible  for  damages  done  by 
their  vessels  to  the  quays,  locks,  bridges,  &Cf  of  the  ports,  except 
from  unavoidable  cause& 

All  damages  done  to  the  flags,  or  to  other  parts  of  the  quay, 
shall  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  such  persons  who  may  have 
occasioned  the  same,  without  prejudice  to  prosecution  for  ihe  like 
contravention. 

2. — It  is  forbidden  to  leave  chain-cables  on  the  flags  of  the  quay 
without  being  placed  on  planks. 

3. — It  is  forbidden :  (1.)  To  cast  unwholesome  liquids,  earth, 
rubbish,  and  all  other  materials,  in  the  harbours  or  docks ; 
(2.)  To  deposit  any  materials  on  that  part  of  the  quays  reserved  for 
the  circulation,  under  a  penalty  of  the  same  being  removed  at  the 
expense  of  such  persons,  without  prejudice  to  prosecution  for  the 
like  contravention. 

4. — It  is  forbidden  to  all  persons  to  cast  ofl)  or  cut  any  warps 
used  in  moving  or  mooring  vessels. 
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POBT  OFFICERS  AND  MA8TEBS. 


I. — ^The  port  officers  and  masters  shall  regulate  the  order  of 
entry  and  departure  of  vessels  in  the  harbour  and  docks;  the  berth 
for  each  vessel,  and  superintend  all  the  movements  thereof! 

They  shall  superintend  the  shipping  and  landing  of  ballast. 

They  sliall  prescribe  the  necessary  measures  for  smoking,  bream- 
ing, caulking,  repairing,  and  breaking  up  of  vessels. 

They  shall  superint^d  the  putting  out  of  fires,  the  landing  of 
gimpowder,  the  landing  and  shipping  of  goods,  the  safety  of  vessels, 
and  the  assistance  to  be  given  them  when  in  danger,  particularly 
in  case  of  fire. 

2. — ^The  port  officers  and  masters  shall  direct  the  masters  of 
vessels,  pilots,  and  others,  such  measures  of  safety,  order  and 
regulations  required  to  be  observed,  or  that  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  present  regulations. 

3. — ^The  port  officers  and  harbour  masters  may,  in  cases  of 
necessity,  without  fiirther  notice  than  two  verbal  injunctions,  cut, 
or  cause  to  be  cut,  the  moorings  that  masters  of  vessels,  or  others, 
may  refuse  to  let  go. 

In  cases  of  urgency  or  non-execution  of  orders  that  the  port 
officers  or  masters  may  give,  they  may  proceed  on  board,  and  there 
take  all  measures  necessary  for  tibe  moSring  of  such  vessels,  and  the 
expenses  thereof  incurred  shall  be  borne  by  any  such  vesseL 

4. — ^Whenever  the  port  officers  and  masters  shall  cause  to  be 
executed  any  work,  the  expenses  thereof  to  be  borne  by  such 
vessel,  they  shall  make  a  statement  of  the  expenses,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Prefect. 

5. — ^The  port  officers  and  masters  must  always  be  in  tmiform 
while  in  the  execution  of  their  duty. 

6. — ^The  port  officers  and  masters  shall,  whenever  molested, 
threatened,  or  maltreated,  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  cause 
such  persons  to  be  arrested,  and  the  indictment  made  by  the 
Impenal  Procurator. 

7. — ^On  penalty  of  dismissal,  and  imder  no  pretext  whatever, 
shall  the  port  officers  and  masters  exact  or  accept  any  indemnity, 
retribution,  or  gratuity,  other  than  the  fees  allowed  by  article  3 
of  the  decree  of  15th  July,  1854. 

Whenever  the  port  officers  and  masters  shall  cause  to  be  done 
any  work  in  consequence  of  non-execution  of  their  orders,  by  the 
master  or  crew,  and  the  expenses  thus  incurred,  shall  not  be  paid; 
or  whenever  the  master,  or  any  one  of  the  crew,  shall  commit  any 
violation  of  the  harbour  regulations,  the  vessel  shall  be  detained 
until  the  master  thereof  dball  give  bond  for  the  amount  of  the 
expenses  or  of  the  fine^  to  be  borne  by  the  delinquents. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  PILOT  REGULATIONS  FOR 
THE  PRINCIPAL  FRENCH  PORTa 


The  signal,  to  demand  a  pilot  is — ^for  government  vessels,  ensign 
at  the  main  mast  head;  for  merchant  vessels,  at  the  foremast  head; 
and  for  hoth,  the  ensign  abaft  at  the  poop. 

If  a  vessel  conducted  by  a  pilot  into  port,  arrives  from  a  country 
suspected  of  contagion,  and  the  said  vessel  be  not  therefore  admitted 
to  pratique,  the  pSot  must  conduct  the  vessel  to  the  place  set  apart 
for  the  sanitary  measures  and  visits,  without  communicating  with 
her,  if  it  be  possible.  The  quarantine  flag  shall  be  hoisted  at  the 
mizemnast  head,  and  if  the  vessel  has  only  one  mast,  the  flag 
shall  be  fixed  to  the  bowsprit  stay,  to  be  visibla 

The  pilot  on  boarding  a  vessel  bound  to  the  port,  shall 
immediately  cause  the  vessel's  national  flag  to  be  hoisted,  and 
shall  inform  the  master  that  all  fires  must  be  extinguished  before 
entering  the  port  Previous  to  the  vessel  being  moored  alongside 
the  quay,  all  guns  and  cannons  must  be  discharged  and  gunpowder 
landed. 

Pilots  shall  conduct  those  vessels  first  in  the  offing,  and  in  con- 
sequence, it  is  forbidden  to  give  the  preference  to  those  at  a 
greater  distance,  under  a  penalty  of  25  francs. 

However,  should  one  of  the  vessels  in  sight  be  in  distress,  the 
pilots  are  then  obliged  to  board  her  the  first;  every  vessel  in 
danger  requiring  to  be  assisted  in  preference  to  any  other. 

If  a  pHot  boards  a  vessel  having  a  fisherman  on  board,  before 
the  dangers  are  passed,  he  shall  be  received,  and  the  salary  of  the 
fisherman  be  deducted  from  that  of  the  pilot,  according  to  the 
distance  he  may  have  conducted  the  vessel. 

Every  pilot  is  obliged  to  give  the  preference  to  a  Government 
TesRel,  under  a  penalty  of  one  month's  imprisonment. 

Immediately  on  a  pilot  boarding  a  vessel,  the  master  thereof  is 
obliged  to  give  him  £tie  draught  of  water  of  such  vessel,  under  a 
penalty  of  liability  of  all  damage,  if  it  be  three  d^m^tres  (twelve 
inches  English)  less  than  the  actual  draught  of  water. 

The  master  shall  likewise  make  known  to  the  pilot,  the  vessel's 
rate  of  sailing,  her  qualities  and  defects,  that  he  may  in  con- 
sequence be  enabled  to  work  the  vesseL 

The  masters  of  French  and  foreign  vessels  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
take  such  pilots  as  they  may  think  fit,  to  enter  into  any  port  or 
river,  without  being  subject  on  departing  therefrom  to  employ 
the  same  pilota 

The  master  of  any  vessel  subject  to  be  conducted  by  a  pilot, 
entering  into  or  departing  from  a  port,  who  shall  refuse  to  take  a 
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pilot,  shall  be  enforced  to  pay  him  his  pilotage  as  if  he  were 
employed.    In  such  case,  he  shall  be  held  responsible  for  all  damage. 

The  owners,  shippers,  or  others  interested,  may  compel  the 
master  to  take  a  pUot,  and  in  case  of  refusal,  he  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  all  damage,  stranding,  and  wreck  caused  thereby. 

It  is  strictly  forbidden  to  pilots  to  leave  the  vessels  they  may 
conduct  before  being  anchored  in  the  roadstead  or  moored  in 
port ;  likewise,  to  almndon  such  vessels  as  they  may  conduct  out- 
wds  before  being  in  the  oflSng  beyond  the  dangers,  under  penalty 
of  forfeiture  of  their  salary,  &a 

It  is  forbidden  to  masters  to  detain  their  pilots  beyond  the 
dangers;  and  to  the  pilots  to  board  vessels  against  the  wish  of 
the  master. 

The  masters  of  vessels  and  pilots,  who  may  be  compelled  by 
hurricane  or  other  accident  to  cut  their  cables  and  leave  their 
anchors  in  the  roadstead,  are  obUged  to  fasten  thereto,  if  it  be 
jKxssible,  buoy-ropes  and  buoys  in  good  condition,  and  capable  of 
raising  such  anchors,  and  to  make  report  thereof 

The  anchors  and  cables  shall  be  picked  up  as  soon  as  the  weather 
may  permit,  by  the  pilots,  and  conducted  to  the  vessels  to  which 
they  belong,  if  such  anchors  have  not  been  picked  up  by  the 
ship's  crew. 

Whenever  such  anchors  shall  be  picked  up,  there  shall  be  paid 
for  salvage : —

If  the  anchor  be  'without  a  buoy,  one-fourth  of  the  value. 

If  the  anchor  be  with  a  buoy,  one-«ixth  of  the  value.

If  the  anchor  be  with  a  buoy,  one-third  of  the  value. 


The  same  to  be  estimated  by  surveyors  named  by  the  head-pilot 
and  the  master  of  the  vessel. 

Pilots  shall  not  exact  a  greater  sum  than  that  mentioned  in  the 
tarijOr  rates  drawn  up  in  each  port,  under  penalty  of  restitution  of 
the  entire  pilotage,  <Scc. 

In  cases  of  tempest  and  evident  danger,  an  indemnity  apart, 
fixed  by  the  Tribunal  of  Commerce,  according  to  the  work  done 
and  the  danger  encountered,  shall  be  paid  to  the  pilot  by  the 
master.

COMMERCIAL  CODE  OF  SIGNALS. 


Translation  of  a  Decree  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French  setting 
forth  the  rules  for  determining  the  taiiff  of  rates  to  be  charged 
for  private  telegraphic  messages  exchanged  between  vessels  at  sea 
and  the  electro-semaphoric  stations  established  on  the  coasts  of 
France : — 

Advised  by  our  Council  of  State,  we  decree,  and  it  is  hereby  decreed  as 
follows : — 

Abt.  1. — From  and  after  the  15th  of  November,  1866,  private  despatches 
can  be  exchanged  between  vessels  at  sea  and  the  electro-semaphoric  stations 
established  on  Uie  coasts  of  France  and  Algiers. 

The  Minister  ^f  the  Interior  and  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  of  the  Colo- 
nies will  in  concert  determine  the  period  of  the  opening  of  this  service  at  each 
semaphore. 

Abt.  2. — Messages  intended  for  vessels  at  sea  can  either  be  deposited  directly 
at  the  semaphore  stations  themselves,  or  they  may  be  transmitted  to  them  by 
post  or  by  electric  telegraph.  Mesitages  received  from  vessels  at  sea  by  the 
electro-semaphoric  station  will  be  forwarded  to  their  destination  by  the  post  or 
by  telegraph  according  to  the  directions  given  by  the  vessels  that  send  them. 

Abt.  3. — Messages  intended  for  vessels  at  sea,  deposited  at  telegraph  offices 
or  electro-semaphoric  stations,  can,  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  sender,  be 
written  in  ordinary  language,  or  may  be  made  up  of  groups  of  signal  letters  or 
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cyplien»  correspondhig  with  the  signals  in  nae  at  the  electro-Bemaphorie 
stationB.  Messages  in  ordinary  language  are  to  be  translated  by  the  overseer 
at  the  electro-semaphoric  stations,  and  transmitted  to  vessels,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Code  of  Signals. 

Abt.  4. — Messages  from  a  vessel  at  sea  are  to  be  transmitted  to  their  desti- 
nation  in  groups  of  signal  letten^  or  cyphers  when  the  Tessel  sending  them 
shall  have  requested  it.  When  no  such  request  has  been  made  the  messages 
are  transcribed  into  ordinary  languid  by  the  overseers  of  the  electro-semaphoric 
stations,  and  transmitted  to  their  destination. 

Abt.  5. — ^Whenever  a  message  is  transmitted  in  groups  of  signal  letters  or 
cyphers  by  telegraph,  the  office  which  receives  it  must  repeat  by  the  same 
means,  to  the  office  whence  it  came,  the  entire  message. 

Abt.  6. — When  a  message  coming  from  or  intended  for  a  vessel  at  sea  is 
transmitted  in  ordinary  language  by  the  telegraph,  it  is  to  be  charged  (regard 
being  had  to  the  number  of  woi^  it  contains)  according  to  the  rules  established 
for  private  telegraphic  correspondence  in  the  interior  of  the  Empire.  If  the 
message  is  transmitted  in  groups  of  letters  or  cyphers,  all  the  signs  or  cvphers 
which  compose  it  are  to  be  added  together,  and  the  total  number,  when  mvided 
by  five,  will  give  the  number  of  words  according  to  which  the  charge  is  to  be 
fixed,  the  excess  being  counted  as  one  word.  To  the  niunber  of  words  com- 
posing the  message  is  to  be  added  the  number  of  words  in  ordinary  language 
used  for  the  address  and  the  signature.  The  established  rate  for  these  imited 
numbers  is  to  be  double  that  for  an  ordinary  message  of  the  same  length. 

Abt.  7. — The  charge  for  messages  exchanged  between  electro-semaphoric 
stations  and  vessels  at  sea  is  fixed  at  two  francs  for  a  simple  message  of  twenty 
words,  and  an  additional  franc  for  each  indivisable  series  of  ten  words  above 
twenty.  The  nimiber  of  words  is  to  be  calculated  as  stated  in  the  first  two 
paragraphs  of  the  preceding  article.  If  a  message  from  a  vessel  at  sea  is  trans- 
mitted to  its  destination  by  post,  the  transmission  between  the  ship  and  the 
electro-semaphoric  station  is  to  be  charged  according  to  the  number  of  words 
contained  in  the  letter  addressed  to  the  person  to  whom  the  message  is  sent. 
In  no  case  is  the  additional  tax  established  by  the  last  paragraph  of  the 
preceding  article  applicable  to  messages  exchanged  between  vessels  at  sea  and 
electro-semaphoric  stations. 

Abt  8. — ^The  charge  for  a  message  intended  for  vessels  at  sea  is  to  be  paid 
by  the  sender  at  the  time  of  its  despatch.  If  the  message  be  franked  by 
means  of  stamps,  and  it  prove  to  be  insufficiently  stamped,  it  is  nevertheless 
to  be  forwarded,  the  administration  having  a  right  to  claim  from  the  sender 
the  excess  due  to  the  treasury,  together  with  a  further  fixed  chai^  of  fifty 
centimes  (50). 

Abt.  9. — The  charge  due  for  a  message  received  from  a  vessel  at  sea  is  to 
be  paid  by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent  on  delivery  to  him ;  should  he  refuse 
pa3rment,  the  administration  has  a  right  to  recover  from  the  sender. 

Abt.  10. — In  the  cases  provided  for  by  the  two  preceding  articles  the  process 
for  the  recovery  of  sums  due  is  by  writ  of  execution,  at  the  instance  of  the 
director,  to  be  enforced  by  order  of  a  magistrate  of  the  district  at  the  place  of 
business  or  residence  of  the  sender. 

Abt.  1 1 . — The  cost  for  forwarding  on  by  post,  messages  received  from  vessels 
at  sea,  is  the  same  as  that  for  forwarding  on  ordinary  telegraphic  messages. 
Carriage  "by  express"  is  to  be  charged  for  these  messages,  whatever  may  be 
the  distance  traversed.  A  special  tariff,  decreed  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
may  reduce  the  cost  of  carriage  by  express. 

Abt.  1 2. — Our  Ministers,  Secretaries  of  State  for  the  Interior,  and  for  the 
Marine  and  the  Colonies,  are  charged,  each  in  so  far  as  it  concerns  either,  with 
the  execution  of  the  present  decree,  which  is  to  be  inserted  in  the  "  Bulletin 
des  Lois."

Dock  Chofrgu. — A  circular,  issued  by  the  French  Minister  of 
Marine,  establishes  the  following  regulations,  charges,  dxx,  with 
regard  to  yessels  admitted  into  government  dry-docks  in  iSmnce, 
for  repairs : — 

SAilizig  yeneli,  per  ton : —  f .  c 

For  the  day  of  admiHuion 0  80 

For  eaoh  dky  a  reesel  remaina  in  dock,  inclnding  the  day  %A  leaving  it  0  40 

Steam  Teaeela,  per  ton : — 

For  the  day  of  admiflsion 1  00* 

For  eaoh  day  of  remaining,  including  day  of  leaving 0  50 

The  tonnage  of  sailing  vessels  will  be  calculated  according  to 
their  legal  measurement ;  that  of  steam  vessels  according  to  their 
legal  measurement,  plus  two-thirds.  Yessels  below  400  tons 
measurement  will  pay,  at  the  least,  on  that  amount.  Siuidays 
and  filte  days  will  not  be  charged  for,  unless  work  is  actually 
performed  on  those  days.  For  sailing  or  steam  vessels  above 
1,000  tons  burthen,  the  diarges  will  be  reduced  by  one-half  for  every 
ton  beyond  1,000  tons,  and  by  three-fourths  for  every  ton  beyond 
1,500  tons.  All  costs  for  material  and  labour  requisite  for 
admission  into  dock,  for  pimiping  out  the  dock,  for  shoring  the 
vessel,  and  for  clearing  out,  must  be  paid  for.  Nevertheless,  the 
crew  may  be  made  available  for  these  purposes  if  considered 
desirable. 


The  Director  of  Customs  in  France  has  sent  a  circular  to  all 
the  Custom-houses,  stating  that  by  law  the  importation  and 
exportation  of  salmon  and  trout  are  interdicted  from  the  20th  of 
October  to  the  31st  of  January  in  each  year,  and  directing  them 
to  see  to  the  execution  of  the  regulations  relative  to  seizures  of 
those  sorts  of  fish  brought  in  or  sent  out,  and  to  false  declarations 
respecting  them. 


Tidal  Signals, — ^The  following  system  of  tidal  signals  was  issued 
in  August,  1855,  by  the  French  Minister  of  Commerce  and  Public 
Works,  and  is  now  used  at  most  of  the  ports  on  the  coast  of 
France.  The  signals  are  made  by  balls  and  flags  hoisted  on  a 
mast,  on  which  a  yard  is  crossed.     The  balls  are  black. 

A  ball  hoisted  at  the  intersection  of  the  mast  and  yard  will 
denote  a  depth  of  10  feet  Fnglish  in  the  channel  between  the 
jetties. 

Each  ball  hoisted  on  the  mast  beneath  the  first  will  denote  an 
additional  depth  of  3^  feet. 

Each  ball  hoisted  above  the  fii*st  will  denote  an  additional  depth

To  indicate  the  state  of  the  tide  a  white  flag  with  a  black  cross 
is  used ;  also  a  black  pendant.  These  are  hoisted  at  the  mast 
head  immediately  there  are  6^  fb.  in  the  channel,  and  lowered 
when  the  water  has  receded  to  the  same  leveL  During  the  flood 
*the  pendant  will  he  cibove  the  flag ;  at  high  water  and  during  the 
top  of  the  tide  the  pendant  will  be  lowei-ed ;  and  during  the  ebb  the 
pendant  will  be  below  the  flag.  When  the  state  of  the  sea  is  such 
as  to  prevent  vessels  from  entering  the  port,  the  above  signals  will 
be  replaced  by  a  red  flag  hoisted  at  the  mast-head. 

Buoys  and  Beacons, — A  uniform  system  of  colouring  all  buoys 
and  beacons  is  observed  on  the  French  coast.  In  entering  a  port, 
buoys  and  beacons  painted  red  must  be  left  to  starboard^  and  ^ose 
black  to  port.  The  beacons  below  the  level  of  high-water,  and  all 
warping  buoys,  are  painted  white.  The  small  rocky  heads  in  the 
frequented  channels  are  painted  in  the  same  manner  as  the  beacons, 
when  they  have  a  conspicuous  surface. 

Every  buoy  or  beacon  bears  in  full  length,  or  abbreviated 
characters,  the  name  of  the  shoal  or  rock  which  it  is  meant  to 
distinguish,  and  also  its  number,  showing  its  numerical  order  in 
the  same  channel.  These  numbers  commence  from  seaward ;  the 
even  numbers  on  the  red  buoys  and  the  odd  numbers  on  the  black 
buoys. 

llie  letters  and  numbers  are  painted  white  on  the  most  con- 
spicuous parts  of  the  buoys,  and  from  ten  to  twelve  inches  in 
length  The  masts  of  the  beacons  which  do  not  present  sufficient 
surface  are  surmounted  for  this  purpose  by  a  small  board.  All 
the  jetty-heads  and  turrets  are  painted  above  the  half-tide  level, 
and  on  the  former  a  scale  of  metres  is  marked  commencing  from 
the  same  leveL 


LOCAL   MEASURES. 


The  ''last,'*  tised  as  a  measure  for  herrings  in  the  following  French  ports, 
varies.  In  Calais  and  Boulogne,  the  last  of  fresh  herrings  represents  100 
measures  of  20  litres  each,  or  2,000  litres  (55  bushels).  At  Boulogne,  for  salt 
herrings,  the  last  means  12  barrels  of  101  kilos,  each,  or  1,212  kilos.  (23cwt. 
3  qrs.  12  lbs.)  In  these  two  ports,  red  herrings  are  generally  sold  in  barrels. 
If  the  fish  are  small,  the  barrel  should  contain  1,212  herrings ;  if  medium 
mze,  1,010  ;  if  large,  808.  At  Dieppe  and  Fecamp,  the  last  of  fnseh  herrings 
is  1,800  liti^  (494  bushels),  whilst  the  last  of  salt  herrings  is  12  barrels  of 
100  kilos.,  or  1,200  kilos.

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DUNKIRK. 


The  following  information  was  received  from  Mr.  D.  Spiers, 
8wom  Ship  and  Insurance  Broker,  Dunkirk. 

DUNKIRK. 

A  sea  port  and  "  most  northerly  Town  of  France,"  47  miles  K 
of  Dover;  lat  5l-2'9  N.  long.  2-22-37  E. 

The  harbour  of  Dunkirk  is  large  and  commodious. 

It  has  both  an  inner  and  an  outer  roadstead,  defended  from  the 
violence  of  the  sea  by  sand-banks.  The  road  is  very  good,  and 
vessels  may  easily  anchor  in  10  or  12  fathoms  of  water. 

Draught  of  Water. — Dunkirk  has  two  fine  Docks,  where  vessels 
drawing  18  English  feet  can  always  enter  in  spring  tides,  which 
are  during  five  days  from  the  full  and  new  moon,  and  specially 
the  two  fiirst  day& 

In  neap  tides,  vessels  ought  not  to  draw  more  than  13  English 
feet,  unless  with  winds  W.W.N.,  when  the  water  coming  much 
more  in  the  Harbour,  pilots  should  allow  vessels  in,  drawing  as 
much  as  15  feet. 

Tide  signals  placed  at  the  Western  pier-head  show  the  depth  of 
-water  at  the  entrance  of  the  ChanneL 

Pilotage, — Ship  Masters  are  always  sure  to  find  the  Dunkirk 
pilots  near  Gravdines,  on  board  of  a  Pilot  Cutter  in  the  main  sail 
of  which  is  an  anchor,  with  the  word  "  Bunkerqus.*' 

Vessels  over  80  tons  Register,  are  bound  to  take  the  Dunkirk 
pilots,  or  to  pay  the  pilotage. 

Consequently,  should  any  pilot  of  Boulogne,  Calais,  or  Grave- 
lines,  or  any  fisherman  present  themselves  on  board  as  pilots, 
captains  are  informed  that  their  assistance  ceases  from  the  Dun- 
kirk Pilotage  Station,  where  the  Dunkirk  pilot  must  be  accepted 
on  board.     Pilotage  inwards,  about  5d.  per  ton;  outwards.  Id. 

Tug  Steamer, — A  fine  and  powerful  steam-tug  is  always  ready 
to  assist  any  vessels  in  or  out  of  the  harbour.  The  signal  for 
getting  her  help  is  to  place  two  flags,  one  on  top  of  the  other,  at 
the  main-mast.     l^d.  per  ton. 

Assistamce  Boats, — Some  assistance  boats  are  also  at  the  disposal 
of  ship  masters  in  the  road.     Hauling  in  and  out,  |d.  per  ton. 

Custom  House, — ^To  avoid  a  Custom-house  penalty  of  one  to 
twenty  poxinds  sterling,  captains  are  particularly  requested  to 
have  their  manifest  of  cargo  and  stores  dated  and  signed  before 
entering  the  harbour. 

Fort  Cluirges. — ^The  pilotage,  towage    dues,    assistance  boats. 
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inwards  and  outwards,  dock    dues,    <jfc.,  are  paid  according  to 
regular  printed  rates.     Dock  dues.  Id.  per  ton. 

These  charges  have  made  Dunkirk  one  of  the  cfteapeat  ports  an 
tJie  Ccmtinent. 

Flags, — In  order  to  show  the  rising  or  the  falling  of  the  tide, 
the  signals  employed  are,  a  white  flag  with  a  black  cross,  and  a 
black  pennant. 

The  flags  are  hoisted  as  soon  as  there  is  6  feet  7  inches  of  water 
in  the  Channel;  when  the  tide  \&  rising,  the  black  pennant  is 
hoisted  over  the  flag  with  the  black  cross. 

At  high  water,  the  flag  with  a  black  cross  is  only  shown. 

When  the  tide  is  falling,  the  black  pennant  is  under  the  flag.

CALAIS. 


This  port,  the  entrance  to  which  is  between  two  wooden  jettios, 
consists  of  a  tidal  harbour,  and  a  small  basin,  named  Paradis, 
which  dries  at  low  water ;  a  floating  basin,  under  the  ramparts  of 
the  Citadel,  into  which  vessels  drawing  20  feet  can  enter  at 
high-water  ordinary  springs,  in  fine  weather  when  the  sea  is 
smooth,  and  15  feet  at  ordinary  neaps. 

Calais  has  some  foreign  and  a  brisk  coasting  trade,  and  the 
vessels  belonging  to  the  port  are  chiefly  employed  in  the  cod, 
herring,  and  mackerel  fisheries. 

The  Imports  are  salt,  colza  oil,  fish,  coal,  cordage,  rails,  cast- 
iron,  wood,  woollens,  cottons,  machinery,  ike,  <kc.

There  is  a  careening  slip  in  the  harbour,  and  a  large  crane 
which  may  be  used  for  ma.«?ting.

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BOULOGNE. 


Boulogne-sur-Mer,  is  situated  at  the  entrance  of  the  valley 
formed  by  the  river  liane.  The  depth  of  water  on  the  bar,  at 
spring  tides,  is  about  29  feet;  neap  tides,  17  feet.  Inside  the 
harbour,  spring  tides,  19  feet;  neaps,  12  feet.  Vessels  of  400  tons 
can  lay  alongside  the  quay  and  take  the  ground  without  damage. 

There  is  a  floating  dock,  and  also  a  slipway  in  the  harbour  for 
building  or  repairing  small  vessels,  and  a  careening  place  along  the 
quay,  joining  the  slip.  The  principal  imports  are  coal,  cast  iron^ 
steel,  machinery,  flax  and  tow,  cotton,  &c, ;  and  the  exports, 
cement,  fruits,  potatoes,  flour,  silks,  wool,  Parisian  and  Lyons 
manufactures.

DIEPPE 


This  commercial  and  fishing  port  lies  K  by  S.  five  miles  from 
Ailly  point ;  and,  with  the  town  and  the  subiu*b  of  Le  PoUett, 
occupies  the  entire  entrance  of  a  valley,  neaiiy  a  mile  wide,  which 
is  watered  by  the  rivers  Arques,  B^thune,  and  Aune. 

The  port  consists  of  a  tidal  harbour,  or  Avant-port,  two  floating 
basins,  and  a  capacious  reservoir  of  scouring  water.  The  harbour 
is  sheltered  from  all  winds,  and  will  admit  vessels  of  about  22  feet 
draught  at  high-water  ordinary  springs,  when  there  is  no  swell  on 
the  hoTf  and  of  about  15  feet  at  neaps.     When  the  state  of  the 
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sea  is  sach  as  to  preTent  the  pilots  from  boarding  vessels  in  the 
offing,  they  remain  on  the  jetty  heads  and  direct  them  by  waving 
their  hats.  Those  drawing  less  than  10  feet  can  enter  the  chann^ 
two  hours  before  high-water  in  the  harbour,  and  with  a  fresh 
leading  wind  they  may  run  in  two  hours  after  high-water;  vessels 
of  large  draught  are  taken  in  by  the  pilots  during  the  last  hour  of 
the  flood.  The  berths  alongside  the  quajrs  of  the  town  are  com- 
posed of  a  mixture  of  mud  and  shingle,  and  their  elevation  is 
about  15  feet  above  the  level  of  the  lowest  tides.  The  berths 
tdongside  Le  PoUet  suburb  ai-e  about  the  same  height,  but  they 
are  exposed  to  the  surf  when  the  sea  is  high  at  the  entrance. — 
ChcmndFUoL

HAVRE. 


The  port  of  Havre  comprises  an  outer  harbour,  where  only  the 
various  passenger  steamers  are  allowed  to  lie,  and  seven  docks, 
communicating  with  the  former  by  tidal  gatea  The  depth  of 
water  in  the  outer  harbour  is  30  feet  10  inches  at  spring,  and  25 
feet  4  inches  at  neap  tide& 

The  various  tidal  gates  vary  both  in  width  and  depth  of  water, 
the  largest  (the  Transatlantic)  having  a  uniform  width  of  about 
99  feet,  with  a  depth  of  34  feet  9  inches  at  spring,  and  29  feet 
3  inches  at  neap  tides ;  and  the  smallest  (Notre  Dame)  52  feet 
wide  at  the  top  and  9  feet  9  inches  at  the  bottom,  with  a  depth  of 
21  feet  9  inches  at  spring,  and  16  feet  3  inches  at  neap  tide& 
The  ground  formerly  occupied  by  the  Citadel  is  being  converted 
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^to  two  floating  docks,  with  a  careening  and  three  graving  docks, 
and  a  berth  to  receive  the  large  transatlantic  steamers  arriving  too 
late  after  high-water  to  enter  their  own  dock.  The  clearing  away 
of  the  foundations  of  the  Tower  of  Francois  I,  are  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  the  entrance  is  much  improved ;  but  its  narrowness 
and  the  strong  current  which  is  always  running,  make  it  a  very 
difficult  matter  for  vessels  of  great  length  to  make  a  safe  entrance. 
A  project,  however,  exi^sts  for  removing  altogther  the  south  quay 
of  the  outer  harbour,  which,  when  carried  out,  will,  in  a  great 
measure,  remove  the  above  difficidty.  The  expense  of  this  im- 
provement alone  prevents  its  immediate  execution. 

Althoagh  the  depth  of  water  in  the  outer  harbour  is  as  above 
stated,  the  depth  at  the  entrance  of  the  port  is  only  25  feet  8  inches 
at  spring,  and  20  feet  2  inches  at  neap  tides. 

The  abolition  of  the  tonnage  duties  levied  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment is  a  great  boon  to  foreign  shipping,  but  there  still  remains 
the  local  dues  which  belong  to  the  town.  These  dues  were 
authorised  to  be  levied  from  the  1st  January,  1855,  until  such  a 
time  as  a  loan  of  8,000,000  francs,  raised  by  the  town  of  Havre 
for  the  improvement  of  its  harbour  and  docks,  should  be  reimbursed. 
It  was  supposed  this  woidd  take  16  years,  or  until  1871 ;  but  even 
then,  it  is  most  probable  that  some  portion,  if  not  all  of  them,  will 
be  reimposed. — Consular  ReporU

Fires  and  lights  are  allowed  on  board  from  8  a.m.  to  6  p.ra.  in 
"Winter,  and  from  5  a. m.  to  8  p. m.  in  Summer;  lights  must  be 
extinguished  at  latest  at  8  p.  m.  in  Winter,  and  9  p.m.  in  Summer. 
Steamers  leaving  at  daybreak  are  allowed  to  light  fires  three  hours 
before  departure. 

The  pUots  of  Le  Havre  are  numerous  and  skilful,  and  their 
remuneration  is  proportioned  to  the  distance  they  accompany  the 
vesseL  According  to  regulations,  the  greatest  distance  is  Cape 
Barfleur,  and  the  shortest  distance  is  outside  the  banks  at  the 
entrance  of  the  harbour;  but  as  there  is  great  competition  among 
them,  they  are  provided  with  excellent  boats,  in  which  they  go  to 
meet  vessels  as  far  as  the  Casquets.  When  they  pilot  vessels  out 
of  the  harbour,  they  are  bound  to  conduct  them  clear  of  the  out- 
lying banks,  and  if  they  consent  to  take  them  farther,  they  are 
paid  15  francs,  or  by  special  agreement.  Steam-tugs  are  in  readi- 
ness to  go  out  of  the  harbour  every  tide;  and  when  their  services 
are  required,  they  are  demanded  by  hanging  an  ensign  under  the 
bowsprit. 


EOUEN. 


The  ordinary  depth  of  water  at  Rouen  is  from  14  to  15  feet. 

At  certain  periods,  vessels  drawing  18  feet  can  go  up  there. 
The  local  dues  on  a  British  vessel  are  most  trifling,  1 2  francs  on 

100  tons,  except  when  coming  from  a  foreign  port,  in  which  case 

they  amount  to  3  francs  75  cents  i>er  ton- 
Vessels  entering  and  leaving  must  display  their  flags. 
Time  allowed  for  vessels  unloading : — 1 00  tons  and  under,  five 

days;  100  to  200  tons,  ten  days;  300  and  upwards,  twelve  days.

Thifl  port  occupies  the  entrance  of  a  beautiful  valley,  open  to 
the  north-east,  situated  immediately  to  the  eastward  of  the  hill  of 
Notre-Dame-de-Gr4ce.  It  is  sheltered  by  the  land  on  all  sides, 
and  the  wind  never  raises  a  sea  suJQiciently  heavy  to  render  it 
dangerous  to  enter.  It  possesses  facilities  for  heaving  vessels 
down,  and  spacious  building  yards. 

The  port  consists  of  a  large  outer  tidal  harbour ;  three  floating 
basins,  named  the  old,  the  new,  and  a  third  basin  with  a  reservoir 
of  water  for  scouring  them  out ;  also  a  small  tidal  harbour  on  the 
western  side,  which  was  the  first  maritime  establishment  at  the 
place,  and  now  serves  chiefly  for  steam-boats  and  sailing  vessels 
employed  in  the  daily  transport  of  passengers  and  the  productions 
of  the  country  of  Le  Havre.  The  depth  in  the  old  basin  is  18^  feet 
at  high- water  great  springs,  15|  feet  at  ordinary  springs,  and  nearly 
10  feet  at  neaps ;  in  the  new  basin,  22^  feet  at  great  springs,  191 
feet  at  ordinary  springs,  and  13  J  feet  at  neaps ;  and  in  the  third 
basin,  23|  feet  at  great  springs,  21^  feet  at  ordinary  springs,  and 
15^  at  neapa  The  greater  part  of  the  vessels  that  require  to  stop 
a  tide  previous  to  their  going  up  the  Seine,  enter  the  port,  where 
they  are  supplied  with  pilots  or  steam-tugs. 

The  entrance  of  the  port  is  formed  between  two  stone  jetties, 
230  feet  apart,  and  is  open  to  the  N.  by  E. 

The  bai:^  at  the  bar  are  subject  to  change.  The  port,  therefore, 
will  only  admit  vessels  of  about  15  feet  draught  at  high-water 
ordinary  springs,  of  18  feet  at  the  equinoxes,  when  they  are 
favoured  by  a  westerly  wind,  and  of  11 J  feet  at  the  utmost  during 
the  neaps.

ST.  MALO. 


The  town  of  St.  Malo  is  built  on  the  small  rocky  island  of  Aaron^ 
and  communicates  with  the  main-land  by  means  of  a  causeway, 
named  Le  Sillon,  three-quarters  of  a  mile  long  and  54  feet  broad, 
which  is  defended  from  the  violence  of  the  waves  by  strong  out- 
works. The  manufactures  of  the  town  are  hosiery,  fishing-nets, 
cordage,  soap,  ko.  Ship-building  is  carried  on,  and  there  is  a 
large  tobacco  factory.  Vessels  are  fitted  out  for  the  foreign  and 
coasting  trades,  and  for  the  whale,  cod,  and  mackerel  fisheries. 

The  imports  are  colonial  produce,  spices,  flax,  hemp,  &c 
Exports,  com,  fruit,  wine,  brandy,  salt,  linen,  cider,  butter,  honey, 
fish,  salt  provisions,  &c 

The  Port  de  St.  Malo,  situated  to  the  south-eastward  of  ttie 
town,  is  large  and  well  frequented,  but  difiGicult  of  approach,  and 
the  flood  rushes  in  with  great  strength,  equinoctial  tides  rising  to 
the  height  of  43  feet  above  the  level  of  low  water.  It  is  also 
inconvenient  of  access  to  vessels  of  large  draught  during  the 
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winter  months,  as  the  time  of  high-water,  full  and  change,  occurs 
at  6h.  5m.  in  the  evening. 

The  port  is  about  to  be  converted  into  a  Bassin  k  Flot,  or 
floating  basin.  A  strong  granite  wall  is  thrown  across  the 
entrance,  having  two  openings,  which  will  be  formed  into  locks, 
with  wide  flood-gatea  The  width  of  entrance  of  the  largest 
opening  is  60  feet,  and  the  tide  rises  above  the  bottom,  which  is 
12  feet  above  the  lowest  springs,  28 1  feet  at  ordinary  springs, 
31  feet  at  great  springs,  and  about  15  feet  at  neaps. 

£xtensive  quays,  built  of  granite,  border  the  east  and  south  sides 
of  the  town  of  St  Malo;  that  on  the  east  side  is  about  70  feet 
wide,  and  most  conveniently  adapted  for  discharging  cargoes. 
The  ground  at  the  foot  of  these  quays  is  at  present  from  14  to 
16  feet,  and  that  alongside  the  quays  at  St  Servan  17  to  18  feet 
above  the  level  of  low-water  springs,  and  at  these  tides  vessels  of 
the  largest  draught  enter  the  port  and  moor  alongside  them;  but 
during  the  neaps  not  more  than  12^  feet  draught  can  reach  the 
former  quays,  and  9^  feet  the  latter.  Vessels  lying  at  the  St. 
Malo  quays  are  sheltered  on  all  sides,  except  when  the  wind  is 
strong  from  S.  and  S.S.K;  but  those  alongside  the  St  Servan 
quays  surge  violently  and  are  much  exjjosed  when  it  blows  hard 
between  K.  and  N.E.

PONTRIEUX    RIVER   AND    PORT. 


Various  anchorages  in  the  entrance  of  the  river  afford  refuge  to 
vessels  of  the  largest  draught,  but  they  are  difficult  of  access  on 
the  ebb,  when  they  should  not  be  attempted  without  a  pilot 

The  first  anchorage  within  the  river  for  a  vessel  of  large  draught 
is  on  the  right  bank,  to  the  N.  and  N.W.  of  a  large  rock  named 
Uelus,  which  lies  fronting  the  Douane,  or  Custom-house  office,  on 
Rodi-ar-On.  The  port  of  L^zardrieux,  situated  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  river,  nearly  2^  miles  above  the  Custom-house  office,  on  the 
UocTi-ar-On,  is  full  of  rocks  and  dries  out  at  all  tides.  The  little 
port  of  Pontrieux  is  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  at  about  half 
&  mile  below  the  town,  and  eight  miles  above  L6zardrieux  bridge.

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MORLAIX. 


To  the  westward  of  Primel  point  is  Morlaix  Bay,  at  the  head  of 
which  are  the  entrances  to  the  rivers  Morlaix  and  St.  Pol-de-L^n. 
Within  the  entrance  of  the  former  river  is  Morlaix  road,  where 
there  is  anchorage  for  vessels  of  the  largest  draught. 

The  entrance  to  Morlaix  river  is  on  the  eastern  side  of  Morlaix 
Bay,  but  its  navigation  is  too  intricate  to  be  attempted  without  a 
pilot  From  the  fort  at  the  entrance  of  Morlaix  river,  to  the 
floating  dock  of  the  town,  the  distance  is  about  twelve  mile&  At 
high- water,  the  depth  in  the  dock  is  about  15  feet.

BREST. 


Brest  harbour  is  one  of  the  finest  in  Europe,  and  one  of  the 
principal  stations  of  the  French  Navy.  It  consists  of  a  large 
landlocked  bay  upwards  of  20  miles  in  circtunference.  The  water 
is  deep  enough  for  the  largest  class  of  vessels,  and  there  is  room 
sufficient  for  500  sail  of  large  ships  to  ride  securely.  The  bacdn 
or  roadstead  is  5  or  6  miles  across,  and  the  principal  anchorage  is 
about  a  mile  from  the  town.  Brest  possesses  a  magnificent  arsenal, 
vast  building  slips,  docks,  magazines,  and  workshops,  but  very 
little  commerce  is  carried  on,  the  docks  being  appropriated  to 
vessels  of  war.  The  town  is  separated  from  the  suburb  of  B«couv- 
rance,  by  a  deep  tide  inlet,  alongside  of  which  is  the  dockyard. 
To  enter  this  inlet  you  will  have  to  pass  over  a  kind  of  bar,  upon 
which,  however,  there  are  2^  fathoms  at  low  spring  tides. 

Vessels  entering  Brest  roads  have  to  steer  for  the  guard-ship, 
which  is  the  outermost  anchored  ship,  and  is  known  by  having  a 
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white  and  blue  broad  pendant  at  the  fore,  and  by  her  haying  jury 
masta  The  ship  coming  in  is  hailed  by  the  guard-ship,  and  told 
where  to  anchor.  A  yellow  flag  is  sent  on  board,  and  must  be 
kept  flying  until  the  ship  is  released  from  quarantine  by  an  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  whose  boat  comes  off  from  Brest  as  soon 
as  possibla

Here,  as  in  all  other  French  ports,  all  vessels  above  80  tons  are 
bound  to  take  a  pilot,  and  also  when  they  move  any  distance  above 
a  cable's  length.  The  signal  for  a  pilot  is  a  flag  at  the  top  of  the 
miaenmast.  As  soon  as  he  is  on  board  the  flag  must  be  hauled 
down  to  the  gaff;  so  as  to  prevent  any  others  coming  on  board. 

Ships  lying  at  anchor  must  ask  for  a  pilot  at  the  nearest  station. 

The  pilot  stations  are — Belle-ile,  Le  Croisie,  St  Nazaire,  Paim- 
boeuf;  Basse-Indre,  Kante& 

Captains  are  bound  to  take  a  pilot  from  the  first  sloop  thev 
meet  ^       ^ 

C^ytains  are  boimd  to  put  down  in  the  book  of  which  each  pilot 
»  hearer,  the  name  of  the  place  where  the  vessel  has  been  taken 
or  left  by  the  pilot. 

Pilots  employed  at  any  work,  other  than  pilotage,  are  paid  six 
francs  per  day.     Each  day  begun  is  due. 
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Brokers  and  consignees  of  foreign  ships  ore  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  pilotage  in  and  out.

NAMTES. 


Nantes  is  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Loire,  30  miles 
from  its  entrance. 

**  The  navigation  of  the  Loire  is  becoming  year  by  year  more  difficoli,  and 
accidents  to  shipping,  consequently,  more  frequent,  owing  to  the  large  quan- 
tities of  sand  brought  down  the  river  after  the  rains.  This  sand  deposits  xtMf 
on  the  upper  side  of  numerous  banks  which  already  exist,  forming  in  ooma 
parts  huge  causeways,  and  leaving  only  a  narrow  channel  through  which 
vessels  can  pass,  and  when  this  passage  is  effected  they  have  to  turn  almost  at 
right  angles  to  follow  the  bed  of  the  river.  Vessels  thus  suddenly  diverging 
from  a  straight  line  are  liable  to  come  in  contact  with  other  ships  casmog 
up  the  river,  causing,  occasionally,  very  serious  colhsions.  One  of  this  natare 
occurred  between  a  British  and  a  French  vessel,  on  which  occasion  serious 
damage  was  done  to  both,  which  brought  on  long  legal  proceedings,  terminating 
unfavourably  for  the  master  of  the  British  vessel,  who  was  condemned  by  the 
Tribunal  of  Commerce  (the  president  of  which  was  owner  of  the  French 
vessel)  to  pay  the  latter  upwanls  of  £100  for  damage.  In  short,  so  bad  is  the 
navigation,  that  the  principal  shipowners  of  the  port  of  Nantes  prefer  to 
leave  their  vessels  at  St.  Nazairo,  and  transport  the  cargoes  to  and  honk 
the  vessels  by  means  of  railroad." — Qmaular  JieporU, 
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The  average  tonnage  of  vessels  now  going  to  Nantes  is  scarcely 
100  tons  each,  all  larger  ships  remaining  at  St.  Nazaire,  which 
appears  destined  to  become  a  port  of  considerable  imjx)rtanoe,  the 
harbour  being  good,  and  the  approaches  well  lighted. 


ST.  NAZAIRE. 


St.  Nazaire  stands  on  the  north  side  of  the  entrance  of  the  Loira 
There  is  a  large  floating  basin.  The  roadstead  abreast  the  town 
is  safe,  and  carries  from  four  to  seven  fathoms  at  low  water. 
There  are  no  dock  dues. 

Ships  should  be  at  the  gates  shortly  before  high-water,  when 
about  to  enter  the  basin.  The  officers  of  the  port  will  assist 
at  the  entrance  of  vessels  into  the  basin.  They  will  give  to 
the  Captain,  who  ought  always  to  be  on  board  during  this 
operation,  the  necessary  orders  for  the  passage  of  the  sluices 
and  the  gates.  They  will  determine  the  number  of  haulers 
necessary,  in  order  that  the  passage  of  the  vessel  through  the 
sluices  may  be  effected  as  soon  as  possible.  Every  ship  about 
to  enter  into  the  basin  should  indicate  this  intention  by  hoisting 
on  her  mainmast  the  national  ensign  over  her  private  signal. 
This  signal  will,  above  all,  be  necessary  if  she  wishes  to  go 
into  the  channel  without  anchoring  in  the  roads.  In  this  case, 
(^pliances  will  be  required  to  check  her,  if  she  has  too  much 
head-way. 

Steam-ships  should  stop  their  engines  in  time  to  have  their 
coarse  completely  checked  before  approaching  the  sluicea  The 
officer  of  the  port  will  decide  if  they  can  go  through,  sailing 
gently,  or  be  hauled  through. 

The  signal-mast  on  the  south  jetty  indicates,  as  follows,  the 
opening  of  the  basins  : — 

a.  A  white  flag,  qnartered  with  black,  snrmonnted  by  a  black  pendant, 
agnifies  that  the  tide  is  rising. 

6.  The  same  flag  alone,  that  the  little  eliiice  is  open. 

c  The  same  flag,  surmounted  by  the  national  flag,  that  the  great  sluice  is 
open. 

d.  The  same  flag,  surmoimting  the  black  pennant,  signifies  that  the  tide  is 


e.  The  red  flag,  that  the  basin  is  closed,  the  channel  is  forbidden. 

Ships  arriving  from  any  port  in  Europe  pay  a  brokerage  f>f 
W  centimes  per  ton  of  cargo ;  twelve  francs  for  entry  at  tho 
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Custoin-bouBe.  Vessels  from  any  port  out  of  Europe,  75c.  per 
ton  brokerage,  and  18  francs  entry  at  Custom-house.  Steam 
vessels  pay  half-pilotage  from  sea,  but  whole  pilotage  for  the 
dock  (20  fiuncs). 

Masters  are  obliged  to  report  their  vessels  at  the  Sanitary 
Office,  on  the  Pierhead,  before  they  can  enter  the  dock.  No 
vessel  is  allowed  to  enter  between  the  piers  while  the  red  flag  is 
flying  fi*om  the  Pierhead. 

All  vessels  requiring  a  Are  on  board,  have  to  employ  a  fire- 
guard at  3  francs  per  day. 

The  dock-gates  are  only  open  for  ships  between  sumise  and 
sunset.     Any  vessel  leaving  the  dock  by  night  must  pay  50  franca. 

Principal  imports  are  sugar,  cofiee,  rice,  and  coal. 

Vessels  generally  leave  for  England  in  ballast.

EOCHEFORT,  TONNAY-CHAEENTE. 


Rochefort  stands  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Charcnte,  about  ten 
miles  from  its  entrance^  The  river  abreast  of  thu  town  is  about 
three-quarters  of  a  cable  wide,  and  the  general  depths  are  18  to 
20  feet  at  low-water.  In  some  places,  however,  below  the  town, 
there  are  shoal  spots  with  only  two  feet  water,  so  that  large  ships 
have  to  lighten  before  entering  the  town.

The  river  abi*east  the  town  is  one-third  of  a 
mile  wide,  and  the  depth  at  low  water  7  to  12  feet,  but  there  are 
two  deep  places  for  isjiipping,  the  Mouillage  de  Lormont  on  the 
right  bank,  and  the  Bade  de  Bordeaux  on  the  left  bank,  which  are 
three-quaiters  to  a  mile  in  length,  and  a  cable  wide,  and  carry 
iiom  20  to  30  feet 

Bordeaux  has  direct  communication  with  the  Mediterranean  by 
the  Languedoc  canaL 

There  are  numerous  docks  and  building  yards.  Direct  steam 
Yuivigation  is  carried  on  between  Bordeaux  and  the  ports  of  London, 
Xtiverpool,  Dublin,  Glasgow,  Bristol,  and  Hull 

No  large  ship  should  attempt  to  enter  the  Giix)nde  without  a 
pilot.  They  are  good  seamen  and  worthy  of  confidence.  They  are 
sometimes  met  with  25  or  30  miles  from  land.

BAYONNE. 

From  the  Mercantile  Marine  Magazine,  1865. 

Mr.  T.  Graham,  Consul  at  Bayonne,  gives  the  following  informa- 
tion respecting  that  port : — 

"It  has  come  to  my  knowredge  that  British  shipmasters  have  on 
several  occasions  been  deterred  from  filling  up  their  cargoes  when 
lK)und  for  this  port,  and  have  even  been  prevented  accepting  freights 
for  Bayonne  at  aU,  owing  to  the  erroneous  and  interested  state- 
ments of  French  shipmasters  regarding  the  dangers  and  difficulties 
attending  the  passage  of  the  bar  of  the  river  Adour,  arising  from 
shallow  water,  heavy  seas,  <fec.  I  therefore  think  it  right  to  publish 
a  short  extract  from  an  official  document  concerning  the  bar  and 
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the  state  of  the  shipping  in  1864,  addressed  to  the  Chamber  of 
C\)mmerce  of  this  place,  from  which  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
above-mentioned  dangers  have  been  much  exaggerated.  During 
1864  it  appears  that  839  vessels  entered  the  harbour,  and  846  left 
it,  representing  52,369  tons.  Compared  with  the  year  1863^  this 
result  shows  a  decrease  of  186  vessels  entering  and  166  leaving, 
but  an  increase  of  1,047  tons  in  favour  of  1864.  The  average  of 
the  soundings  of  the  bar,  taken  every  day,  give  per  month  about 
14  feet  English ;  and  the  average  of  the  year  about  16  feet.  Out 
of  439  tides  in  the  year,  356  have  been  practicable  for  the  steam- 
tug  towing  vessels  out,  and  almost  all  for  vessels  entering." 

From  this  short  statement  owners  and  shipmasters  will  perceive 
that  the  works  undertaken  for  some  years  past  by  the  Imperial 
Government  have  been  so  far  successful  as  to  diminish  gretitly  the 
<]angers  of  the  bar,  and  that  they  are  now  not  of  such  a  natui*e  as 
to  prevent  British  shipmasters  accepting  freights  to  Bayonne, — 
which  place,  as  far  as  harbour  dues  and  other  expenses  are 
concerned,  is  not  by  any  means  an  expensive  port  No  vessel 
should  enter  without  the  aid  of  a  pilot.  Vessels  of  more  than  360 
tons  rarely  enter  Bayonne.

CETTE. 


Cett&— -situated  at  the  entrance  of  the  Canal  of  Lan^^uedoc,  is 
the  port  town  of  Montpellier,  to  which  it  is  connected  by  a  railway 
1 7  miles  long.  It  is  a  flourishing  town,  and  is  said  to  have  a  large 
trade  in  the  manufacture  of  different  wines,  by  mixing  French 
and  Spanish  growths. 

The  port  of  Cette  \&  divided  into  three  basins,  the  Old  Basin, 
the  New  Port,  and  the  basin  in  connection  with  the  South  Railway 
Station,  besides  several  canals  by  which  vessels  can  load  and  dis- 
charge with  great  speed  and  economy  of  labour.  The  Old  Basin 
receives  vessels  drawing  18  feet,  the  New  15  feet,  and  the  Bail  way 
Basin  admits  vessels  from  150  to  200  tons.  Dredging,  however, 
is  going  on  in  the  two  latter,  and  they  will  ultimately  have  the 
same  depth  of  water  as  the  Old  Basin. 

To  enter  either  by  day  or  night,  the  Sea-light  must  bo  brought 
in  a  line  with  the  Beacons  upon  the  mountain  of  Cette,  and  upon 
Fort  Richelieu,  which  commands  the  entrance  by  the  east  channel. 

A  white  flag  with  blue  edges  is  the  signal  for  a  pilot.  When  bad 
weather  prevents  the  pilot  boat  going  out,  a  small  boat  waits  for 
sliips  at  the  entrance  of  the  channel. 

The  harbour  is  protected  by  a  breakwater  running  east  and  west, 
forming  two  entrances.  The  eastern  is  the  best  and  the  only  one 
practicable  during  bad  weather. 

Pilotage,  37  centimes  per  ton  in,  and  12  centimes  out  Every 
change  of  position,  4  francs  to  the  pilot,  who  superintends,  and 
the  same  amount  getting  out  of  the  basin. 

Bill  of  Health  is  given  gratis  by  the  officer  appointed  for  that

MARSEILLES. 


The  port  of  Marseilles  is  being  rapidly  extended,  and  ample 
accommodation  is  now  available  for  2,000  vessels  at  a  time. 
There  are  now  five  docks  open,  viz.,  the  old  harbour,  the  Bassin  de 
la  Joliette,  the  Bassin  d'Arenc,  the  Bassin  du  Lazaret,  and  the 
Bassin  Napoleon.  These  are  all  surrounded  with  spacious  quays, 
collectively  of  10,000  lineal  yards  extent.  The  most  magnificent 
r.»nge  of  warehouses  probably  in  Europe  lies  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Bassin  du  Lazaret.  ThLs  block  of  buildings,  about  equal  in 
extent  to  the  great  Temple  of  Luxor,  is  built  entirely  of  stone  and 
iron,  and  the  wai*ehouses  throughout  are  admirably  supplied  with 
hydraulic  lifts.  These  warehouses,  which  have  been  erected  at  a 
cost  of  £500,000,  can  easily  contain  50,000  tons  of  merchandise 
or  produce  at  once;  in  addition  to  which  numeroiis  stores  and 
sheds  of  all  sorts  surround  the  quays  of  the  Bassins  du  Lazaret 
and  Arenc.  The  Bassin  du  Lazaret  is  used  exclusively  for  customs' 
purposes ;  ships  lie  alongside  the  quays  there  and  pass  their  cargoes 
directly  into  the  dock  buildings,  whence  they  are  either  put  into 
the  bonding  stores,  or  are  moved  away  direct  in  railway  tioicks  to 
their  respective  destinations.  A  branch  of  the  railroad  is  brought 
down  to  the  very  docks,  and  rails  are  laid  down  everjrwhere  in  the 
most  convenient  manner,  the  docks  being  thereby  in  direct  railway 
connection  with  the  interior  of  France,  Switzej-land.  <V.c.

PORT   REGULATIONS   AT   MARSEILLES. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  a  despatch  from  H.M.'8 
Consul  at  Marseilles,  inclosing  a  letter  £rom  the  Pr6fet  of  that 
department,  notifying  that,  in  consequence  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  having  called  his  attention  to  the  abuses  which  exist  in 
the  settlement  of  Average  Expenses,  from  the  false  statements 
often  made  by  masters  of  merchant  vessels,  he  (the  Pr^fet)  has 
decided,  that  in  future  the  regulation  shall  be  enforced,  compelling 
masters  of  all  vessels,  and  of  whatever  flag,  if  called  upon,  to 
submit  their  log-books  to  an  officer  of  the  customs,  immediately 
on  arriving  at  the  port  of  Marseilles,  in  order  that  such  officer 
may  sign  the  page  where  the  writing  ends,  and  thus  prevent  the 
master  from  making  any  further  addition  thereto  after  his  arrival 
in  port  Sliipmasters  trading  to  the  port  of  Marseilles  are  accord 
ingly  hereby  cautioned  to  have  their  log-books  properly  written 
lip  before  their  arrival  in  port,  and  to  produce  them  when  asked 
for,  as  in  case  of  damage  to  ship  or  cargo,  serious  difficulty  may 
otherwise  be  experienced  in  the  settlement  of  average.

TOULON. 


Toulon,  one  of  the  principal  stations  of  the  French  navy,  is 
a  large  fortified  town,  irregularly  built  at  the  bottom  of  a  hill,  and 
possessing  a  fine  harbour  and  a  roadstead,  one  of  the  largest  and 
safest  in  Europa  The  harbour  extends  about  6  miles  inland,  and 
has  good  anchorage  in  every  part  of  it ;  but  the  principal  anchoring- 
place  is  the  Little  Road,  opposite  the  town,  where  ^ips  i-ide  in  6 
or  7  fathoms  water  on  mud,  and  are  sheltered  from  all  winds. 

Weighing  charge  1  franc  per  ton,  half-paid  by  the  consignee  and 
half  by  the  captain.  Ballast  costs  2  francs  10  centimes  per  ton.

CORSICA. 


Corsica,  the  smallest  of  the  three  large  islands  of  the  Medi- 
terranean, lies  between  latitude  40°  21'  and  43°  V  north,  and 
longitude  8°  37'  and  9°  30'  east  It  is  distant  from  the  nearest 
point  on  the  coast  of  Italy  (Bastia  to  Piombino)  55  miles;  from 
France  (Calvi  to  Antibes)  112  miles;  from  Spain  (Ajaccio  to  Bar- 
celona) 372  miles;  fi*om  Sardinia  (Bonifacio  to  Longo  Sardo) 
12  miles;  and  from  the  coast  of  Afiica  (Bonifacio  to  Bona)  285 
miles. 

The  island  is  about  115  miles  in  length,  and  its  greatest  breadth 
is  60  miles. 

Corsica  is  a  department  of  the  Fi-ench  Empire.  Italian  still 
continues  to  be  the  national  language,  though  French  only  is 
allowed  to  be  taught  in  the  communal  schools.

The  trade  of  Corsica  is  carried  on  principally  with  France, 
Italy,  and  Spain.  The  chief  commercial  port  is  Bastia,  where 
more  than  half  the  total  trade  of  the  island  is  centred.  He 
Rousse,  on  the  west  coast,  is  in  possession  of  about  half  the 
export  trade. 

A  branch  of  the  bank  of  France  is  established  at  Bastia,  and 
there  exist  in  the  town  two  private  banking  establishment&  There 
is  no  regular  exchange  on  England.  Tlie  X  sterling  is  valued,  at 
sight,  at  25  francs.  The  Italian  currency,  having  been  assimilated 
to  the  French  coinage,  is  a  legal  tender. 

The  Customs'  stations  open  to  commercial  operations  are  the 
ports  of  Bastia,  Ajaccio,  Bonifacio,  He  Rousse,  Calvi,  Centuii, 
Canari,  St  Florent,  Macinaggio,  Porto  Vecchio,  lS:x)priano,  Sagona, 
Porticciolo,  and  Cerviona 

Macinaggio  :  Vessels  anchor  off  the  port  in  6  to  8  fathoms. 

Bastia  is  much  exposed.    Anchorage  in  3  to  4  fathoms  in  the  port. 

Porto  Vecchio  is  well  sheltered.  Good  anchorage  everywhere 
insida 

Bonifacio,  only  accessible  to  vessels  below  14  feet  Owing  to  the 
narrow  entrance,  this  harbour  can  only  be  entered  with  a  fair  wind 
and  good  weather. 

Propriano :   Anchorage  off  the  town  in  15  to  18  fathoms. 

Ajaccio  Bay  is  the  finest  in  the  island,  and  one  of  the  best  in 
the  Mediterranean.  There  is  a  depth  of  30  feet  of  water  in  the 
middle  of  the  harbour. 

Sagona  harbour  is  sheltered  from  all  winds,  but  W.S.  W.  anchor- 
age, in  4  to  6  fathoms. 

Calvi :  The  best  anchorage  here  is  near  to  the  town,  two  cable 
lengths  from  the  shore,  in  4  to  6  fathoms,  with  a  cable  fast  to  the 
rocks,  and  anchor  out 

St  Florent :  Anchorage  in  8  or  9  fathoms,  mooring  on  shora 
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ALGERIA- 


On  the  28th  March,  1865,  a  bill  framed  on  the  resolutions  of  the 
Supreme  Ck>uncil  of  Agriculture,  Commerce,  and  Industry,  was  pre- 
sented hj  Government  to  the  Legislative  Body  for  its  approval 
The  paragraphs  of  this  bill  relating  to  Algeria  are  the  following : — 

Article  1. — All  objects,  raw  or  manufactured,  inclusive  of  steam 
machinery,  as  well  as  detached  parts  of  machinery,  entering  in  the 
constraction,  rigging,  and  equipment  of  wooden  or  iron  ships,  pro- 
pelled by  sails  or  by  steam,  shall  be  admitted  free  of  duty,  provided 
that  it  be  made  evident,  within  the  period  of  one  year,  that  the 
said  objects  were  imported  for  the  purposes  here  above  specified. 

Imperial  decrees  shall  determine  the  proofs  and  conditions  to 
which  this  immunity  will  be  subjected. 

All  departures  from  the  provisions  of  the  above-stated  decrees 
shall  expose  the  parties  departing  therefrom  to  the  payment  of  the 
customs  that  the  objects  above  alluded  to  now  pay,  or  will  be  made 
to  pay  hereafter,  and  will,  moreover,  be  punished  by  a  fine  equal 
to  three  times  the  amoujit  of  tiie  said  customs. 

Article  3. — Six  months  after  the  promulgation  of  the  present 
Uw.  vessels  propelled  by  saUs  or  by  Lam,  rigged  and  equipped, 
shall  be  admitted  free  by  the  payment  of  a  tax  of  two  francs  per 
Um  of  their  official  tonnage. 

The  same  tax  shall  be  applied  to  the  shells  of  iron  or  wooden 
vessels  likewise. 

Article  4. — ^The  tonnage  tax  established  on  foreign  shipping 
entering  the  ports  of  the  empire  shall  be  suppressed  on  and  after 
the  Ist  January,  1868. 

The  tonnage  dues  now  levied,  as  well  on  French  as  on  foreign 
shipping,  and  effected  as  a  guarantee  towards  the  reimbursement 
of  certain  loans  contracted  for  works  of  improvement  in  the  French 
ports,  are  maintained. 

Imperial  decrees,  issued  in  the  form  of  public  administrative 
regulations,  may  hereafter,  with  a  view  to  meet  expenses  of  the 
same  nature,  establish  a  tonnage  tax  that  shall  not  exceed  2fr.  50c. 
per  ton  (2«.,)  decimals  included,  the  which  shall  affect  in  an 
equal  degree  French  and  foreign  shipping. 

Article  10. — ^The  navigation  between  Fi-ance  and  Algeria,  as  also 
that  between  Algeria  and  foreign  countries,  shall  be  open  to  all 
nations. 

The  coasting  trade  from  one  part  of  Algeria  to  another,  may, 
subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Govemor-Genei-al,  be  caiiied  on  by 
foreign  shipping. 

Article  11. — The  differential  dues  established  in  Algeiia  on 
merchandise  imported  on  board  of  foreign  vessels  are  abolished. 
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In  like  manner  are  abolished  the  medium  scale  of  duties  esta^ 
blished  by  the  9th  Article,  second  paragraph  of  the  ordinance  of  the 
16th  December,  1843,  in  favour  of  certain  articles  of  trade  got  out 
of  the  French  bond-houses,  and  exported  to  Algeria  on  board  of 
French  vessels 

Article  12. — The  prohibition  on  refined  sugar  of  every  sort, 
imported  from  foreign  parts  into  Algeria,  is  abolished.  The  said 
renned  sugar  shall  pay,  over  and  above  the  regular  tax  on  raw  sugar, 
an  additional  tax  of  5fr.  per  100  kilogrammes  (roughly,  2«.  per  cwt.) 

Article — 13.  All  laws,  decrees,  and  ordinances  at  variance  with 
"  the  clauses  of  the  present  law  are  and  remain  null  and  void." 

Among  the  important  public  works  that  are  to  be  undertaken, 
and  which  ^vill  be  from  time  to  time  submitted  to  the  Legislative 
Body  for  its  approval,  are  the  completion  of  the  port  of  Algiers, 
which  requires  the  extension  of  the  northern  pier  by  at  least  250 
yards  to  make  it  perfectly  secure.  Under  present  circumstances, 
with  a  moderate  northerly,  or  north-easterly  wind  blowing,  the 
southern  part  of  the  port  is  exposed,  and  the  dry  docks  that  are  in 
this  part  are  of  no  avail,  as  the  adjusting  of  the  caissons  becomes 
a  matter  of  great  difficulty. 


GRAN. 

(Coast  op  Algeria.) 


A  seaport  and  town  of  30,000  inhabitants.  It  has  an  excellent 
harbour  for  ships  drawing  as  much  as  24  feet  water.  It  ia  pro- 
tected by  two  breakwaters,  and  is  situated  almost  opposite  Cartha- 
gena,  in  Spain,  and  about  228  miles  S.R  by  E.  J  E.  of  Gibraltar. 
Fresh  provisions,  cheap  and  good.  By  a  new  law  {see  Algeria,) 
promulgated  by  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  all  vessels  arriving 
with  cargoes,  and  departing  with  freight  or  in  ballast,  are  freed 
from  paying  tonnage  dues  after  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1868, 
in  all  the  French  ports  of  Algeria.

ARZEW. 

(Ck>^ST  OF  Algeria.) 


Arzew  or  Arzeu,  the  ancient  Arsenaria  of  the  Romans,  is  a  sea- 
port and  town  of  about  3000  inhabitants;  good  shelter  for  large 
ships.  It  is  244  miles  K  S.  K  of  Gibraltar.  The  port  is  fre- 
quently visited  by  European  shipping  as  a  place  of  refuge  in 
winter  and  autumn.  It  is  only  exposed  to  E.  and  N.K  winds. 
Com,  cattle,  wax,  and  oil  are  the  chief  exports.  At  some  distance 
south  of  the  town  are  some  saltworks,  which  extend  over  an  area 
of  6  by  3  miles.  The  crystallization  is  entirely  left  to  the  action 
of  the  sun,  and  it  affords  a  considerable  article  of  commeix^

MOSTAGANEM. 

(Coast  op  Algekia.) 


A  town  of  10,000  inhabitants,  near  the  coast  Has  an  open 
road  for  vessels,  sheltered  from  R  and  S.  winds.  Dangerous 
during  winds  finom  N.  and  W.     About  261 1  miles  from  Gibraltar.

ALGIERS, 


The  only  docks  in  the  colony  are  those  of  Algiers.  They  are 
two  in  numbei.  The  first  of  these  is  not  yet  completed.  It  will, 
when  finished,  be  capable  of  holding  the  largest  man-of-war  in  the 
French  navy.  The  second  is  intended  for  smaller  vessels.  In  it«? 
Iiresent  state  the  larger  of  the  two  would  require  little  to  complete 
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it  The  smaller  of  tKe  two  has  already  been  used  for  the  repairs 
of  several  merchant  yessels.  Its  dimensions  are  278  feet  long,  by 
65  feet  broad;  but  although  no  tide  affects  the  elevation  of  the 
waters  on  the  coast  of  Algeria,  a  variation,  of  which  the  maximum 
is  two  feet,  does  exist,  and  may  be  ascribed  to  wind,  current,  and 
surge;  and  when  those  three  combine  it  is  difficult,  if  not  im- 
possible, owing  to  their  exposed  position  towards  the  north,  to 
get  a  vessel  into  dock  without  the  risk  of  damaging  it  in  the 
attempt. 

The  position  of  these  docks,  which  are  next  to  each  other,  is 
with  reference  to  the  town,  due  south,  and  with  reference  to  the 
lighthouse  they  are  S.S.W. 

These  docks  are  the  property  of  the  French  Government,  and 
they  are,  whenever  available,  at  the  service  of  her  Majesty's  naVy, 
and  that  of  every  friendly  power.  They  are  likewise  open  to  the 
mercantile  marine  of  every  nation,  when  they  are  not  in  use  for 
Government  purposes,  and  no  charge  has  hitherto  been  made. 
The  expense  of  pumping  the  docks  dry  is,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
defrayed  by  the  party  using  them.  It  amounts  to  about  £20  for 
the  smaller  basin,  which  can  be  pumped  out  in  two  and  a  half 
hours. 

Four  shillings  may  be  set  down  as  the  average  price  of  dock- 
yard labour  at  Algiers;  it  varies,  however,  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  work  required  to  be  performed.     In  detail  the  prices  are : —

Materials  for  repairing  ships  are  scarce,  but  for  the  British  navy 
the  French  Admiralty  would  readily  offer  anything  they  had  in 
their  naval  storehouses.  For  the  mercantile  marine,  however, 
they  would  object  to  do  so  without  a  declaration  from  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  Algiers  that  no  materials  such  as  those  iequire«l 
can  be  had  in  the  port  or  in  the  market. 

In  such  an  emergency  one-fifth  more  than  the  cost  price  would 
have  to  be  paid  for  such  materials. 

There  are  no  floating  docks  or  gridiron  slips  in  this  port  or  any- 
where else  on  the  coast  of  Algeria. 

The  coasting  trade  is  in  the  hands  of  the  French  and  the  local 
shipping.  Regular  lines  have  been  established  by  Government 
between  Nemours,  Oran,  Tenes,  Cherchell,  Algiers,  Bougie,  Phil- 
lippeville,  and  Bdne;  but  the  vessels  employed  are  Crovemment 
steamers,  affording  little  accommodation  for  passengers,  and  no% 
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At  all  inteaded  to  cany  merchandise,  which,  to  get  from  one  port  of 
Algeria  to  another,  has  frequently  to  be  sent  vid  MaFseilles,  this 
being  the  most  expeditious  and  safest  means  of  oonveyanoe.

STORA  AND  KOLAH. 


The  port  of  Kolah  or  Collo  is  about  a  French  mile  eastwiird 
from  Cape  Bougaron,  and  offers  good  shelter  during  westerly  winds, 
in  an  anchorage  of  15  to  20  fathoms.  There  is  also  behind  Cape 
de  Ferro,  a  small  cove  well  sheltered  to  the  east,  and  anchorage  in 
18  to  30  fathoms.  I>uring  the  day  a  pilot  boat  with  a  tricolor 
flag  indicates  the  anchorage,  at  night  with  a  green  light.  There 
are  no  pilot  dues.     Price  of  ballast  1  franc  50  centimes  per  ton. 

The  road  of  Stora,  has  good  anchorage,  in  six  fathoms,  sandy 
bottom.  It  is  situated  at  the  extremity  of  the  gulf  of  the  same 
name,  between  Cape  de  Ferro  and  Cape  Bougaron.  Phillipeville 
is  about  one  mile  S.E.  from  Stora.  ^chorage  about  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  from  the  town. 

All  vessels  at  anchor  iii  the  road  must  show  a  light  during  the 
ni^t  to  indicate  their  position.  It  is  strictly  prohibited  to  throw 
ballast  or  rubbish  overboai'd  in  the  road.  A  red  flag  hoisted  above 
the  port  department  in  bad  weather  indicates  that  communication 
between  the  shore  and  the  ships  is  dangerous,  and  the  crews  ot 
vessels  at  anchor  may  abandon  their  vessels.

SENEGAL. 


As  soon  as  a  vessel  is  seen  coming  from  the  north,  a  chequered 
flag  is  displayed  from  the  mast  placed  on  the  top  of  the  Government 
House.  On  this  signal,  a  pirogue  from  Guet-n'dar,  a  fishing 
village  by  the  sea  side,  puts  off,  and  a  letter  of  instructiona  is 
handed  to  the  captain. 
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These  directions  give  the  bearings  to  be  taken  for  the  anchorage^ 
and  for  the  bar  of  Uie  river. 

This  precaution  is  taken  owing  to  the  frequent  changes  in  the 
banks  on  the  bar  and  the  anchorage  ground. 

From  Maj  to  September^  no  vessel  should  draw  more  than 
11^  feet,  and  from  June  to  the  beginning  of  October  about  9  feet 
At  spring  tides  there  is  a  rise  of  3  feet. 

No  vessel  should  attempt  to  enter  during  the  night  or  in  the 
day  time  without  a  pilot  The  pilots  come  off  as  soon  as  a  vessel 
IS  anchored  in  the  roadstead. 

An  experienced  pilot  is  left  on  board,  whilst  the  pilot  boat 
manned  hj  eight  men  proceeds  to  buoj  the  channel,  directing  the 
pilot  on  the  vessel  hj  Bignals. 

Once  inside,  there  is  no  danger,  and  the  pilot  conducts  the  vessel 
to  Saint  Louis^  receiving  for  this  5  francs. 

The  pilotage  is  obligatory,  and  costs  75a  per  ton  for  the  first 
100  tons,  and  50c.  for  every  ton  additional 

Every  vessel  entering  the  Senegal  is  compelled  to  employ  a 
tow-bM^  the  chai^ges  for  which  are  as  follows : — 

Two  francs  per  register  ton.  One-half  per  cent  upon  the  value 
of  the  cargo,  this  amount  being  estimated  by  the  payment  of  the 
dues  at  the  Custom  House. 

The  tow-ropes  must  be  furnished  by  the  vessel  being  towed,  but 
the  tug  is  obl^ped  to  have  always  on  board  the  cables,  &c.,  necessary. 
When  these  are  used  by  the  vessel  the  following  charges  are 
made: —

As  soon  as  a  vessel  is  anchored  in  port  the  captain  should 
proceed  to  the  Port-office,  make  his  declaration  of  arrival  and 
obtain  a  berth  at  the  quay. 

No  vessel  is  allowed  to  occupy  a  berth  tmtil  the  powder, 
rockets,  ^,  on  board  are  discharged. 

A  Bill  of  Health  is  indispensable.  When  a  vessel  is  boarded 
by  the  pirogue  from  Guet-n'dar,  a  printed  form  of  questions  is 
handed  to  the  captain  which  he  must  at  once  fill  up,  and  enclose 
with  his  Bill  of  Health,  to  the  Governor.  If  the  Bill  of  Health 
18  foul,  the  captain  of  the  station  at  the  bar  will  inform  the  ship- 
master as  to  the  duration  of  the  quarantine  ordered  by  the 
authorities.  If  the  quarantine  is  simply  of  observation  it  can 
take  place  either  in  the  roadstead  or  inside,  according  to  circum- 
■tance& 

Lighters  are  rare,  and  the  charges  high,  20  francs  per  ton  of 
carga 

Loading  and  discharging  take  place  alongside  the  quays. 

Sand  ballast  costs  1£  50a  to  2f.  per  ton,  alongside. 
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Three  days  before  leaving,  the  captain  must  notify  his  departure 
to  the  "  Commissaire  de  T  Inscription  Maritime,"  and  forfy-elght 
hours  before,  he  must  write  to  the  Captain  of  the  Port  and  demand 
a  pilot  He  must  also  go  to  the  Fort-office  and  make  his  declara- 
tion of  departure,  when  he  will  receive  a  passport  or  laisse&pasaer. 
This  is  only  given  when  the  receipts  for  the  pilotage,  Ac^  have 
been  vised,  and  is  given  up  on  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  at  the  bar. 

Five  irancs  per  day  is  paid  to  the  pilot  who  takes  the  vessel 
from  St.  Louis  to  the  bar. 

Anchorage  dues,  50  a  per  ton. 

Vessels  needing  repairs  must  be  hove  down.  Every  requisite 
necessary  can  be  found  at  St.  Louis.

Shipmasters  can  leave  goods  for 
one  year  in  this  warehouse,  consigned  to  a  merchant  for  sala  Hie 
dues  being  paid  by  the  consignee  as  the  goods  are  sold.  On  the 
expiration  of  the  yeai*  the  dues  must  be  paid  or  the  goods 
re-exported.  Ooods  not  sold  at  St  Loms  can  also  be  sent  to

GOREE  AND   ITS  DEPENDENCIES,   RUFISQUE,   CAZAICANCE^ 
OR  (CAZAHANZA,)   RIO-NUNEZ,    AND   RI0-P0N60. 

As  soon  as  a  vessel  arrives  in  Goroe,  the  master  must  go  on 
board  the  Port  Guard-ship,  and  report  to  the  captain ;  then  proceed 
to  the  Port-office  for  the  same  purpose,  and  finally  give  up  his 
papers  at  the  Custom  House.  Loading  and  discharging  are  carried 
OQ  by  boats. 

There  are  no  dues  on  imports. 

Colonial  products  exported  to  foreign  coxmtries  are  sabject  to 
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a  duty  of  4  per  cent  This  duty  is  also  payable  at  other  ports 
mentioned  above. 

Prodnce  loaded  in  foreign  vessels  at  St.  Louis  and  Ooree,  has 
to  pay  a  surcharge  of  20  francs  per  ton  of  cargo,  on  its  impor- 
tation into  France.  Vessels  touching  at  Goree,  Dakar,  and 
Rufisque,  and  doing  any  business,  have  to  pay  2  francs  per  ton 
register  for  light,  quay,  and  health  dues. 

The  following  are  free : — 

Yessels  tiying  the  market,  putting  in  in  distress,  or  for 
i^efreshments. 

Vessels  paying  this  tax  in  one  of  these  three  ports  are  free  in 
the  other  two. 

Three  days  before  leaving,  the  shipmaster  must  write  to  the 
CofnnUssaire  de  V Inscription  Mcmlvmey  informing  him  of  his 
departure,  and  also,  verbally,  the  Port-office.  Hie  day  before 
leaving  he  will  receive  his  permission  to  leave  from  the  Customs' 
office. 

Ccuoamance, — ^There  is  a  pilot  service  here,  the  charge  for  which 
is  1  franc  per  ton  register. 

Gorte  Roadstead  is  said  to  be  safe  from  the  1st  November  to 
the  Ist  July.  From  July  to  October  there  are  dangerous  squalls 
from  the  S.R    Anchorage  in  1 1  to  1 2  fathoms. 

Ponga  River. — Pilots  can  be  had  here.  Vessels  drawing  14  feet 
can  cross  the  bar  at  three  quarters  flood.

MARTINIQUE. 


Martinique,  discovered  by  Columbus  in  1493,  is  a  French  pos- 
session, and  was  first  settled  by  them  in  1 635. 

The  year  at  Martinique  is  divided  into  two  distinct  but  unequal 
seasons;  the  dry  season,  so  called,  commences  in  November  and 
ends  in  July;  and  the  wet  season  includes  August,  September, 
and  October.  The  latter  months  are  remarkable  for  frequent 
changes  in  the  atmosphere,  and  by  the  rains  which  are  much  more 
abundant  than  in  the  former  season;  the  winds  are  then  changeable 
and  squally,  and  at  times  hurricanes  and  earthquakes  have  shaken 
the  whole  island. 

Hie  prodnce  of  Martinique  is  much  the  same  as  the  other  wind* 
ward  islands. 
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Letters  from  Martinique  of  the  10th  of  September,  1866,  state 
that  the  Governor  of  the  island  has  proposed  to  the  Council-Qeneral 
to  decree  a  tonnage  duty  not  exceedmg  2f.  50c.  on  French  and 
foreign  vessels  from  1st  of  Jan.  next,  to  pay  for  the  oonstructioii 
of  a  careening  dock  and  of  a  new  port  in  the  Baie  des  Tourellee. 
It  is  proposed,  however,  that  the  duty  shall  be  only  If.  50c.  for 
vessels  carrying  shell  iish,  rice,  or  wood,  and  21  for  those  carrying 
coals,  with  complete  exception  in  favour  of  the  vessels,  French 
and  foreign,  engaged  in  the  trade  with  the  neighbouring  colonies, 
and  for  t^ose  arriving  in  ballast  The  measure  is  not  objected  to 
in  the  colony,  and  there  is  no  doubt  it  will  be  adopted  by  the 
Coimcil-Genei-aL 


BOURBON. 


Bourbon,  Reunion,  or  Mascarenhas.  Although  this  island  is 
larger  than  Mauritiiis,  it  is  only  a  great  mountain,  in  a  manner 
cloven  through  the  whole  height  in  three  different  places;  the 
summit  is  covered  with  wood,  and  its  declivity,  which  extends 
down  to  the  sea,  is  cleared  and  cultivated  in  two-thirds  of  its 
circuit 

The  chief  eocports  are  sugar  and  vanilla.  ^ 

Quarantine  is  strictly  enforced. 

The  pilots  are  under  local  government  supervision ;  the  rate  for 
their  service  is  6s.  per  foot  for  French  ships,  and  double  that 
amount  for  all  foreign  vessels.  There  is  also  a  local  tax  for  all 
vessels  at  anchor,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  days,  of  8s.  lOd. 
Guano  is  imported  from  Callao,  and  coolies  from  Calcutta. 

Saint  Denis  is  the  chief  town.  On  the  wharf  there  is  erected 
a  wall,  from  which  the  heads  of  three  pairs  of  shears  are  supported 
by  tackling,  and  from  them  an  equal  number  of  stages  suspended ; 
under  the  outer  ends  of  these  the  cargo-boats  are  placed  to  receive 
or  deliver  cargo.  A  hanging  rope  ladder  is  also  attached,  for 
persons  to  ascend  or  descend.  A  blue  flag  is  shown  at  the  flag- 
staff when  boats  ought  not  to  approach  the  shore,  and  this,  with 
the  addition  of  a  gun  fired,  is  for  the  vessels  to  pi-oceed  to  sea. 
The  island  has  no  safe  port  where  ships  can  be  sheltered  from  bad 
weather ;  on  which  account  vessels  seldom  remain  long  at  anchor, 
especially  during  the  rainy  season.  Hurricanes  are  liable  to 
happen  from  November  to  the  latter  end  of  April,  and  are  more 
particularly  dreaded  about  the  full  and  change  of  moon.  In  this 
season  it  is  thought  unsafe  to  anchor,  except  diuing  four  or  B\q 
days  after  the  new  or  full  moon,  and  vessels  do  not  remain  more 
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tJian  five  <nr  six  days,  or  even  less,  for  fe&t  of  storms  at  the  phases. 
The  hurricanes  at  Bourbon  are  thought  to  be  more  violent  than 
at  Mauritius ;  notwithstanding  which,  ships  touch  at  the  island  in 
the  stormy  season,  to  load  coffee,  and  take  in  provisions. 


NOTES  ON  THE  ISLAND  OF  REUNION. 

(From  the  MereantUe  Marine  Magaxine^  1866). 

The  following  description  of  the  various  ports  on  the  Island  of  lUunion 
may  probably  suit  your  valuable  magazine,  and  you  will  be  conf ening  a  faTour 
by  giving  my  remarks  publicity — ^for  the  benefit  of  any  shipowner  or  master, 
who  may  be  tempted  to  accept  a  guano  charter  for  that  island ;  having  recently 
discharged  a  cargo  there,  I  speak  from  dearly  bought  ezperienoe. 

I  shall  commence  first  wiUi  the  printed  form  of  charter-parties,  which  runa 
thus:  — 

**  The  ship  having  been  despatched  from  Gallao,  shall  proceed  to  St.  Denia, 
Reunion  (Bourbon),  where  the  agents  of  the  charter  are  to  have  the  right  of 
receiving  the  whole  or  part  of  the  caigo,  and  also  of  sending  on  the  ship  with 
such  quantity  of  guano  as  they  require  to  any  two  of  the  nine  following  ports, 
vis.: 

^'St.  Paul,  St.  Pierre,  St.  Leu,  St.  Bose,  St.  Benoit,  Le  Champ  Borne,  Le 
Bois  Rouge,  St.  Suzanne,  and  St.  Marie. 

**  At  the  three  ports  the  cargo  is  to  be  discharged,  and  weighed  on  shore,  at 
the  ship's  expense ;  the  charterers  engage  to  receive  it  at  the  average  rate  of 
not  less  than  25  tons  per  working  day. 

I  will  now  endeavour  to  describe  Uie  accommodations  for  dischar^ring  cargo 
at  the  above-named  ports,  and,  as  St.  Denis  is  the  principal,  I  shall  commence 
with  it. 

At  St.  Denis  there  are  fotlr  marine  establishments,  or  what  would  be  perhaps 
termed  in  England,  four  caigo-boat  companies ;  each  company  is  supposed  to 
have  three  good  boats,  that  will  carry  on  an  average  about  13  tons  each.  The 
charges  for  taking  the  cargo  from  idongside  the  ship,  and  landing  it,  are  74 
francs  per  ton  of  1,000  kilogrammes,  and  24  francs  per  ton  for  weighing ; 
ballast  is  74  ^^uics  per  ton  put  alongside  the  ship.  Here  you  can  andior  in 
from  7  to  17  fathoms,  according  to  the  season,  and  as  the  anchorage  is  quite 
exposed  to  all  winds  from  S.E.  round  by  North  to  N.W.,  more  or  lees  swell 
always  roUs  in,  even  in  the  fine  season,  which  often  prevents  cargo  from  being 
landed. 

At  St.  Paul  there  are  three  boat  companies ;  charges  for  landing  caigo  74 
francs  per  ton ;  for  weighing  24  francs  per  ton;  ballast  54  francs  per  ton  put 
aloDgmde.  This  is  the  only  good  roadstead  in  the  island,  and  that  only  during 
the  fine  season,  from  the  middle  of  April  to  the  middle  of  November.  (A 
harbonr  ia  now  in  course  of  construction.  When  vessels  of  500  tons  can  enter, 
a  tonna^  due  of  2fr.  50c.  per  ton  measurement  is  to  be  levied  on  French 
and  foreign  shipping.) 

At  St.  Leu  there  is  only  one  boat  company ;  charges  for  landing  cargo  74 
francs  per  ton,  and  for  weighing  24  francs;  ballast  74  francs  per  ton  put 
alongside. 

At  St.  Pierre  there  are  six  boat  companies ;  charges  for  landing  cargo  74 
francs  per  ton,  and  for  weighing  24 ;  ballast  74  francs  per  ton  put  alongside. 
This  is  considered  to  be  the  worst  roadutead  about  the  island;  you  must 
anchor  in  28  or  30  fathoms,  bad  ground,  close  to  the  shore,  and  quite  exposed 
to  the  southerly  winds.    It  is  eeMom  that  a  ship  leaves  here  wiUiout  the  los^ 
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of  an  anchor  and  cable,  or  two ;  and  it  is  a  place  tliat  a  ship  is  veiy  likely  to 
be  sent  to,  as  it  is  tbe  second  town  of  importance  in  the  island. 

At  St.  Hose  there  is  only  one  boat  company ;  chaiges  for  landing  cargo  U 
francs  per  ton,  and  24  francs  per  ton  for  weighing.  Here  yon  must  anchor 
very  near  the  shore  in  12  fathoms,  and  should  a  vessel  part  her  cable  with  an 
on-shore  wind,  her  destruction  is  certain.  Ballast  is  very  difficult  to  get ; 
indeed,  if  a  vessel  were  ordered  there  to  discharge,  she  would  in  all  probability 
have  to  touch  at  one  of  the  other  places  for  ballast. 

At  St.  Benoit  there  is  one  boat  company,  and  two  landing-plaoes— one  at 
St.  Benoit,  and  the  other  at  Port  Bourbier— ^tant  1}  miles  from  each  other. 
This  place,  with  the  exception  of  St.  Pierre,  is  the  very  worst  part  about  the 
island  that  a  ship  could  be  sent  to,  either  for  loading  or  dischilrging  a  caigo. 
It  is  quite  open  to  the  drift  of  the  S.E.  trade.  We  anchored  in  14  fathoms, 
St.  Benoit  church  bearing  S.W.  by  S.,  Port  Bourbier  W.  by  N.,  and  Port 
Champ  Borne  North.  We  remained  there  from  the  24th  May  until  the  4th 
July,  during  which  time  we  only  managed  to  discharge  318  tons  of  guano ; 
and  twice  had  to  slip  and  put  to  sea ;  once  from  90  fathoms  cable,  and  were 
seven  days  out;  the  second  time  from  105  fathoms,  and  were  four  days  out; 
but  each  time  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  recover  the  anchor  and  cable.  At 
this  delightful  port  the  charges  for  landing  cargo  are,  104  fruic*  P^  ton,  and 
24  for  weighing;  ballast  I04  francs  per  ton  put  alongsicle.  As  St.  Benoit  is 
situated  in  the  prindpal  sugar  district,  the  chances  are  much  in  favour  of  » 
ship  being  sent  were,  and  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August,  and 
September,  you  may  consider  yourself  fortunate  if  you  can  land  cargo  twelve 
days  during  each  month.  I  was  informed  at  St.  Benoit  that  the  cargo-boats 
have  been  Iving  bottom  up  at  their  anchors  for  fifteen  days,  and  no  oommvni- 
cation  could  be  had  with  the  shore  during  the  time.  This  happened  in  July ; 
when  we  arrived  there,  in  the  month  of  May,  there  had  not  been  any  comma- 
nlcation  with  the  shore  for  the  previous  eleven  days. 

At  Le  Champ  Borne  there  is  one  boat  company ;  charges  for  landing  cargo 
74  francs  per  ton,  and  for  weighing  24  francs  per  ton ;  baUast  74  fnmcs  per  ton 
put  alongside.    Here  you  anchor  m  about  9  fathoms,  quite  exp<Mied  to  ^e  S.E. 
•  wind,  ground  bad. 

At  Le  Bois  Rouge  there  is  one  boat  company ;  ciiarees  for  landing  caxgo  74 
francs  per  ton,  and  for  weighing  24  francs  per  ton ;  bs&ast  54  to  74  francs  per 
ton  put  alongside.  Here  you  anchor  in  8  fathoms,  about  half-a-mile  from  the 
landing-stage,  ground  pretty  good. 

At  St.  Suzanne  there  is  one  boat  company;  charges  for  landing  cargo  74 
francs  per  ton,  and  for  weighing  24  francs  per  ton ;  ballast  54  to  74  francs  per 
ton  put  alongside.  Here  you  anchor  in  8  fathoms,  from  }  to  4  ndle  from  the 
landmg-stage,  good  ground,  and  a  little  sheltered  from  tiie  S.E.  wind.  We 
discharged  750  tons  of  guano  at  this  place,  and  took  in  850  tons  of  baUast  in 
36  days,  during  which  time  there  were  only  three  days  that  we  could  not  week. 

At  St.  Marie  there  is  one  boat  company;  charges  for  landing  and  weighing 
cargo,  and  for  ballast,  the  same  as  at  St.  Suzanne.  Anchorage  good,  in  from 
7  to  9  fathoms,  half-e-mile  from  the  shore,  well  sheltered  from  the  S.E.  wind. 

N.B. — It  must  be  understood  that  each  ship  must  wait  her  turn  for  diih 
charging  or  loading ;  for  example,  supposing  a  ship  arriving  at  St.  Suzanne 
with  a  rail  cargo,  finds  other  two  ships  in  the  roads,  one  discharging,  and  the 
other  waiting  her  turn ;  both  these  ships  must  be  discharged  and  ballasted 
before  the  new  comer  commences.  This  is  the  regulation  at  all  the  ports 
round  tiie  bland ;  port  charges  are  2  francs  per  ton  on  all  foreign  shipping,  bot 
on  French  shipping  only  30  centimes.  When  those  exhorbitant  duuiges  were 
made,  I  complidned  about  it  to  Captain  Hill,  H.B.M.'s  Consul,  and  he  person- 
ally waited  on  the  Collector  of  Customs  and  the  Captain  of  the  port,  and  was 
informed  by  them,  "that  whatever  reciprocal  arrangements  had  taken  place 
between  England  and  France,  nothing  df  the  sort  had  yet  been  extended  to 
the  French  colonies;"  and  it  is  yet  a  question  undecided  whether  a  ship  would 
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or  ivould  not  hftve-to  pay  port  chargef  at  each  of  the  three  porfei,  namely,  St. 
Deniei  St.  Paul,  and  St.  Pierre,  if  ordered  there  to  diichazge ;  theee  are  the 
Qoly  plaoee  that  you  can  enter,  and  clear  at. 

VMimg  deeaibed  the  f acilitiee  for  diflcharging  cargo  at  the  Tarions  places,  I 
willnow  giTe  a  few  hints  which  may  be  useful  to  a  stranger  bound  to  St.  Denis. 
Having  made  the  land  anywhere  on  the  south-east  part  of  the  island,  continue 
Toar  ooune  along  its  northern  shore,  which  ii  free  from  outlying  dangers,  at 
{east  within  a  few  cables  lengths,  and  you  wiU  see  the  light-house  on  Point  de 
Bel  Air,  which  stands  on  a  high  point,  and  is  painted  white  ;  the  light  is  Jlxed 
and  briffhtf  and  can  be  seen  twenty  miles  in  clear  weather ;  having  passed  it, 
yon  will  next  see  the  flagstaff  at  St.  Denis,  which  is  high,  with  yards  and  eaff 
on  it ;  continue  your  course,  and  you  will  soon  see  the  shipping  anchored  to 
the  N.W.  of  it ;  run  down  abreast  of  them,  heave-to,  and  a  pilot  will  be  sent 
eff  to  bring  the  ship  into  the  roads ;  but  should  it  be  night  time,  keep  to 
windward  of  the  pwt  until  daylight,  and  then  should  a  pilot  not  come  off, 
stand  in  to  leeward  of  the  shipping,  and  anchor  in  from  7  to  11  fathoms. 
l^winons  ol  all  sorts  are  veir  dear.  Labourers*  wages  for  working  amongst 
goano  5  francs  per  day,  and  found  in  provisions.  At  St.  Denis,  you  can 
proeore  good  ooasting  pilots,  who  will  remain  on  board  during  the  time  you 
are  ahiftmg  boats,  and  oiMsharging  cargo ;  their  pay  is  10  francs  per  day. 

In  oondusion,  I  consider  that  a  ship  going  to  Reunion  to  discharge  a  cargo 
ef  gvano,  ought  to  have  at  least  2()s.  per  ton  more  than  what  is  given  for 
Mamritius ;  imd  no  guano-laden  vessel  ought  to  go  there  durinff  the  bad  weather 
season — say  from  the  end  of  November  to  the  middle  of  Apru — and  then  they 
oq^t  to  be  well  found  in  ground-tackle,  and  in  sails.

POBT  CHABQKS,   ETa,  AT  BOURBOK. 

Three  shipmastera,  writing  from  St  Denis,  Bourbon  (Reunion), 
under  dute  of  August  20th,  1861,  state  as  follows : — "In  justice  to 
onndTes,  our  owners,  and  to  the  shipping  interest  that  may 
charter  or  take  freight  to  K^union^  we  desire  it  to  be  known, 
that  our  ships,  laden  with  guano,  have  been  subject  to  great  loss 
of  time  and  extra  expense,  with  very  inferior  accommodation  for 
reeeiying  cargoes.  llie  anchorage  here  is  very  unsafe,  and  ships 
are  often  oWged  to  put  to  sea  with  the  loss  of  one  or  two  anchors. 
Baiiast,  water,  and  provisions  are  very  high.  Tonnage  duty  of  2 
fiaacB  per  ton,  register  tonnage,  is  demanded  at  every  anchoring 
plaoe  where  cargo  is  discharged,  Ships  are  at  an  expense  of  12& 
a  day  for  a  pilot,  who  has  to  be  kept  on  board  whilst  the  ships  are 
ahifting  ports  and  delivering  their  cargoes  at  different  port&  A 
Britiflh  ship  of  about  500  tons,  was  detained  here  four  months  in 
getting  dair  of  a  cargo  of  guano.  The  ship  Bob  Roy  has  been 
bere  thirty-two  days,  and  has  discharged  but  304  tons  of  guano." 

NacigaJUcm  and  PiloUige, — ^The  navigation  of  vessels  is,  during 
the  settled  period  of  the  year,  safe  enough;  but,  during  the 
BKm^  when  hurricanes  may  be  expected,  vessels  are  always 
prepared  at  once  to  stand  to  sea. 
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Trade  and  Commerce, — ^The  trade  of  this  island,  in  the  way  of 
exports,  is  almost  entirely  confined  to  sugar,  vanilla,  a  small 
quantity  of  tobacco,  and  a  few  vegetables,  chiefly  sent  to  Maavi- 
tius. 

The  Government  have  recognised  the  vanilla  so  much  as  a 
denr^e  of  the  country,  that  they  have  lately  imposed  a  tax  of  2| 
per  cent  ad  valorem  on  its  exportation.

PONDICHERRY. 


Pondicherry,  spelled  by  the  French,  Pondich^ry,  in  lat  1 1*  56'  N., 
long.  79^  5(y  E.,  is  situated  close  to  the  sea,  and  is  easily  distin- 
guished by  its  numerous  buildings,  having  an  agreeable  aspect 
when  viewed  from  seaward.  In  the  fair  weather  season,  from  the 
Ist  of  January  to  October,  the  common  anchorage  in  the  road,  is 
abreast  the  town,  in  7  or  8  fathoms,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
from  it ;  small  ships  may  moor  in  5^  or  6  fathoms ;  but  during 
the  season  when  stormy  weather  may  be  apprehended,  it  is  prudent 
to  anchor  well  out,  in  12  or  14  fathoms,  in  what  is  called  the  outer 
road.  Catamarans  or  Masoolah  boats  are  used  for  landing.  The 
electric  telegraph  connects  it  with  the  Great  Indian  system,  and 
it  is  the  destination  of  various  lines  of  French  steamers^  The 
tariffs  of  the  hotels,  steamers,  boats,  and  other  conveyances,  are 
very  I'casonabla 

Easports, — Indigo,  blue  cloths,  rice,  seeds,  oil,  ground  nuts,  hides, 
akinSy  horns,  &c.,  and  coolies  to  Mauritius  and  the  West  Indies. 

lliere  is  an  iron  pier  192  metres  long,  alongside  which  boats 
can  discharge. 

Merchandise  of  every  kind  can  be  imported  or  exported  firee  of 
Customs'  dues.     Guadelou{)e,  Martinique,  and  E6union  are  the 
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only  French  eoUmxes  to  wliich  merchandise  can  be  exported.  The 
importation  of  salt  and  opium  is  forbidden  by  law.

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SAIGON. 


Saigon  city  is  about  40  miles  up  the  river,  from  Caugio  pQintb 
Pilots  are  to  be  had  near  the  entrance  of  the  riv^r.  There  is 
sufficient  water  for  the  largest  ships,  and  the  river  is  the  safest  in 
the  East  Indiea     The  commerce  of  the  port  is  increasing  rapidly. 

There  was  in  1867,  a  small  tug,  which  could  barely  moTe  over 
the  ebb  a  vessel  in  ballast,  of  876  tons  register.  Shipmasters 
desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  its  services  shoidd  anchor  off 
the  telegraph  station  on  Cape  St.  James,  proceed  on  shore  to  send 
a  telegram  up  to  town  for  the  tug,  and  tlien  go  on  Cangio  Pointy 
where  there  is  secure  anchorage. 

Towage  from  Cangio  Point  to  Saigon,  30  cents  per  ton  register. 

Pilotage  $10  per  mStre,  a  quarter  less  if  towed. 

Harbour  dues  $157,  84c.  for  a  ship  of  876  tons  register. 

Discharging  400  tons  ballast,  loading  and  stowing  1100  tons 
rice,  cost  $220. 

Water  is  brought  alongside  in  small  open  boats,  and  costs  40c. 
to  50c  per  ton. 

Shipmasters  should  buy  mats  at  some  other  port,  as  at  Saigon 
they  are  dear,  and  the  right  sizes  difficult  to  be  got.  The  Ohinese 
dealers  invariably  cheat  in  the  matter  of  sizes. 

Saigon  is  said  to  be  unhealthy,  but  during  a  stay  of  four  weeks. 
September — October,  there  was  no  sickness  amongst  a  crew  of  30 
men.

BEOULATIONS  FOB  THB  PORT  OF  SAIGON  :    COCHIN  CHINA. 

Vessels  admitted  to  trade  in  the  port  of  Saigon  by  virtue  of  the 
declaration  published  on  the  10th  of  February,  1860,  by  the  Rear- 
Admiral,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Naval  Division  and  of  the 
Expeditionary  Corps  of  the  Seas  in  China,  must  conform  to  the 
following  conditions  and  regulations  of  police  : — 

Art  1. — The  introduction  of  arms  and  munition  of  war  into 
Cochin  China  is  strictly  prohibited.  The  following  are  held  as 
contraband  articles : — Guns  of  all  kinds,  gun-carriages  and  any 
similar  implements,  shot,  howitzers,  bombs,  and  other  projectiles ; 
gunpowder,  portable  arms,  swords  and  bayonets,  saltpetre,  sul- 
phur, implements  of  encampment,  of  military  equipment  and 
harness,  and  all  manufactured  instruments  whatsoever  used  in  war* 
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Art  2. — All  Tesselfl  that  shall  try  to  introduce,  sorreptitiouslj, 
arms  and  munition  of  war  at  any  place  within  the  range  of  the 
cruizers,  or  that  shall  not  make  an  exact  declaration  of  the  arms 
and  munition  of  war  on  board,  or  that  afterwards  shall  be  found 
in  the  river  carrying  contraband  of  war,  shall  be  immediately 


Art  3. — ^Vessels  prooeeding  up  the  river  must  submit  to  such, 
visits  as  the  captains  of  his  Imperial  Majesty's  cruizers  may  think 
it  necessary  to  make. 

•Art  4. — ^Vessels  bound  to  Saigon  are  strictly  prohibited  from 
leaving  the  main  arm  of  the  river  leading  to  the  town,  and  from 
penetrating,  .under  any  pretence  whatsoever,  into  the  lateral 
branches  and  courses.  Any  infraction  of  this  rule  will  entail  the 
seizure  of  the  vessel.  The  same  prohibition  applies  to  vessels 
descending  the  river. 

Art  5. — On  arriviog  at  Saigon,  captains  of  vessels  will  receive 
from  the  captain  of  the  port,  orders  where  to  anchor,  and  the  mode 
of  anchoring.  They  must  conform  to  the  rules,  established  for  the 
police  and  for  the  wfety  of  the  port,  which  will  be  communicated 
to  theuL  When  vessels  are  securely  anchored,  captains  must 
present  themselves  at  the  office  of  the  captain  of  the  port,  where 
they  will  be  required  to  produce  their  manifests,  ship's  articles, 
(list  of  crew,)  and  bills  of  lading.  They  are  bound  to  deliver  to 
this  dffioer  a  list  of  the  passenger's  names,  the  letters  and  despatches 
intended  for  the  French  authorities,  for  vess^  of  war,  and  for  the 
troopsL  They  must  not  land  their  passengers,  nor  commence 
trading  operations  until  after  they  have  received  from  the  captain 
of  the  port  a  permit  certifying  that  they  have  complied  with  the 
above  coaditions.  The  list  of  the  passengers'  names  will  be 
immediately  transmitted  to  the  Administrator  of  Public  Affairs 
(Directeur  des  Affaires)  for  Annam,  who,  after  having  taken  the 
orders  of  the  superior  authority,  if  necessary,  will  authorise  the 
disembarkations  and  embarkations. 

Art  6. — Every  violation  of  the  conditions  of  Art  7,  will  be 
pimished  by  a  fine  of  $30.  Every  false  declaration  wil]  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  $50. 

Art  7. — Opium,  alone,  shall  be  subject  to  an  import  duty  of 
20  per  cent  ad  valorem.  All  illicit  introduction  of,  or  any  attempt 
to  introduce  this  kind  of  merchandise  will  entail,  besides  the 
confiscation  of  the  opium,  a  fine  of  from  $50  to  $200. 

Art  8. — It  is  strictly  forbidden  to  throw  sand,  stones,  or  any 
other  kind  of  ballast  into  the  river.  These  articles  shall  be 
deposited  at  the  places  pointed  out  by  the  captain  of  the  port 
Every  infraction  of  this  iiile  will  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $50. 

Art  9. — If  a  death  takes  place  on  board  a  ship  anchored  at 
Saigon,  either  amongst  the  crew  or  the  passengers,  the  ca^Ttain  is 
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bound  to  communicate  it  immediately  to  the  captain  of  the  port^ 
and  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  public  order  established  on 
this  point.     Every  infraction  will  entail  a  fine  of  $5. 

Art  10. — ^Masters,  or  captains  of  vessels  are  prohibited  from 
quitting  the  place  of  anchorage  which  has  been  assigned  to  them 
without  having  fii'st  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  captain  of  the 
port     Every  infraction  will  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $80. 

Art  11. — ^If  a  vessel  requires  to  be  refitted,  fumigated,  or 
recaulked,  its  captain  must  inform  the  captain  of  the  port,  who 
will  prescribe  the  necessaiy  measures,  so  that  the  operation  may 
be  effected  without  obstacle  and  without  accidents.  Every  infndo- 
tion  of  this  rule,  every  disobedience  to  the  orders  given  on  tiiis 
subject  by  the  captain  of  the  port,  will  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
$50. 

Art  11. — Unless  under  imavoidable  circumstances,  trading 
vessels  shall  never  remain  at  anchor  nor  moor  for  any  length  of 
time  below  the  south  fort  The  place  assigned  for  the  anchorage 
of  trading  vessels  is  comprised  between  the  rivulet  which  debouches 
to  the  north  of  the  south  fort  and  the  second  rivulet  to  the  north 
of  the  branch  of  the  Chinese  bazaar.  A  space  or  passage,  entirely 
clear  and  sufficiently  large  to  allow  vessels  to  pass  freely,  wOl  be 
maintained  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river. 

Art  13. — ^No  vessel  shall  quit  Saigon  without  being  cleared  by 
the  captain  of  the  port,  to  whom  captains  must  present  their  bilk 
of  ladmg  and  list  of  passengers  as  approved  by  the  Administrator 
of  Public  Afiairs  for  Annam,  and  the  receipted  acquittance  of  the 
ofiicer  charged  with  the  collection  of  the  anchorage-dues. 


SOCIETY    ISLANDS. 


The  Island  of  Tahiti,  with  tho  greater  number  of  the  group 
called  the  Society  Islands,  are  nominally  imder  French  protection, 
but,  in  reality,  belong  to  Franca  The  ports  open  to  foreign  com- 
merce at  Tahiti  and  its  dependencies  are,  Papeete  and  Taonoa  at 
Tahiti,  and  Papetoai  at  Moorea  or  Eimeo ;  and  foreign  ships  are 
expressly  authorised,  by  a  local  regidation,  to  proceed  from  Papeete 
or  Taonoa  to  Papetoai,  and  vice  verad,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting 
or- completing  their  loading.  But  no  Foreign-going  ship  may, 
unless  by  special  permission,  or,  in  a  case  of  necessity,  anchor  in 
any  of  the  ports  of  the  islands  subject  to  the  French  protectorate, 
besides  those  mentioned  above ;  while  the  coasting  trade  of  those 
islands  is  exclusively  reserved  to  vessels  carrying  the  French  or 
the  protcctoral  (Tahitian)  flag.  In  August,  1866,  a  fourth  port, 
called  Papeivuri,  situated  on  the  south  side  of  Tahiti,  about  35 
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mileB  distant  from  Papeete,  was  opened  to  foreign  trade.  A  local 
regulation^  however,  authorises  tlie  issue,  at  Papeete,  of  special 
licenses  to  foreign  yessels,  to  entei  «ind  losA  oranges  for  exporter 
tion,  in  other  ports  of  Tahiti  and  Moorea.  Practically,  however, 
the  coasting  Ixtide  is  carried  on  by  Tahitian  vessels. — Findlat/'s 
Sonih  Pac^  Direetory, 

The  principal  articles  of  export  are — cocoa-nut  oil,  oranges,  lime 
juioe,  bikshe  de  mer,  fangi,  rauri  shells,  and  pearl  sheila 

Cocoa-nuts  form  the  general  article  of  barter  throiighout  the 
islands  for  calicoes,  cotton  cloths,  knives,  cordage,  groceries,  <S:c., 
which  are  chiefly  imported  from  TahitL 

No  tonnage,  or  other  dues,  have  been  levied  since  January, 
1865. 

In  lieu  of  the  import  dues,  an  annual  contribution  of  106,000 
francs  is  now  raised  among  i^e  resident  merchants  holding  first- 
dasB  licenses,  possessors  whereof,  are  alone  permitted  to  import 
merchandise.  Captains,  super-cargoes,  or  others  interested  in  the 
cargoes  of  vesseb  arriving  at  Papeete,  and  who  engage  in  mercan- 
tile transactions,  are  chfurged  a  proportional  license  rate,  should 
they  not  have  consigned  to  one  of  the  resident  merchants  already 
possessed  of  a  first-class  license.  Sworn  manifests  of  cargoes 
arriving  are  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  local  authorities,  and 
Bach  manifests  must  specify  the  value  of  the  goods,  and  the  names 
of  the  several  parties  for  whom  they  may  be  intended. 

The  sailing  and  destination  of  Uie  vessel  must  be  announced 
48  hours  before  departure.

The  pilots  are  paid  by  the  local  Government  At  Papeete,  the 
pilotage  on  a  schooner  of  141  tons  was  14  dols.  40  cents.,  no  other 
charges  being  made,  although  she  lay  alongside  the  wharf  seven 
days,  discharging  and  taking  in  cargo,  and  water  free  from  the 
Govemment  water  pipe. 

The  charge  for  towing  by  the  pilot  boat,  when  needed,  is  20 
franca.

Papeete  harbour  is  sheltered  by  a  coral  reef;  water  in  mid- 
channel,  6  fathoms.  Anchorage,  inside  in  from  8  to  20  fathoms. 
Ko  instance  has  ever  been  known  of  a  vessel  being  lost  by  ditigging 
her  anchor. 

The  island  of  Baiatea  possesses  a  good  and  secure  port  on  the 
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weather  side  of  the  island,  at  Uturoa,  the  principal  settlementi 
It  is  a  reef  harbour,  and  possesses  two  or  three  entrances.  The 
entrance  and  the  exit  are  both  equally  good,  the  wind  alwajs 
blowing  directly  through.  The  only  disadvantage  is  the  depth  of 
water — about  18  to  24  fathoms.  There  are  altogether,  seven 
anchorages  on  the  weather  and  lee  sides  of  the  island,  good  and 
accessible,  and  egress  easy,  except  with  a  wind  due  south. 

Tahaa,  to  the  northward  of  Raiatea,  is  surrounded  by  a  number 
of  small  islands,  which  have  passages  between  them  enciunbered 
with  coral  reefs. 

Huaheine  is  the  easternmost  island  of  the  group.  There  is  a 
harbour,  Owharre,  at  the  north-western  end  of  the  island,  which 
wajs  much  frequented  by  Captain  Cook. 

Borabora,  situated  to  the  north-west  of  Tahaa,  has  but  one 
harbour  on  the  western  side,  very  spacious,  but  difficult  of  access, 
the  wind  blowing  directly  out.  It  is  well  sheltered.  Depth  of 
water,  25  fathoms,  on  good  holding  ground. 

Maupite  is  the  westernmost  of  the  group.  Harbour  too  shallow 
to  admit  a  vessel  over  150  tons  burthen.

Oparo  or  Rapa,  now  used  as  a  coaling  station  by  the  steamers 
running  between  Panama  and  New  Zealand,  has  be^  placed  under 
the  French  Protectorate,  by  one  of  the  officers  of  the  French  navy. 

The  positions  assigned  to  it  vary,  one  being  Lat.  27®  38'  S. 
Lon.  144°  W  W.,  and  the  other  27*^  37'  4(r  S.,  and  144**  15'  W. 
The  roadstead  in  Ahurei  bay  is  deep;  coral  bottom,  covered  by  a 
thin  layer  of  mud.  The  squalls  which  descend  from  the  mountains 
surrounding  the  bay  are  very  violent,  and  the  anchors  and  chains, 
exposed  to  constant  beating  and  friction  on  the  coral,  are  very 
liable  to  break.  There  is  little  danger  of  dragging,  as  the  bay  is 
well  defended  from  the  sea  by  the  reefs  at  the  entrance.. — MerccM- 
tile  Ma/rine  Magazine^  February ^  1868.

NIEUPORT. 


It  can 
Only  be  used  by  small  vessels.  There  is  ouly  one  foot  of  water  on 
tiie  bar  at  low-water  springs.  No  vessel  should  enter  without  a 
Jjdlot  Springs  rise  15  to  18  feet,  neaps  10  to  14  feet.  Nieuport 
is  connected  by  a  canal  with  Ostend  and  Bruges.

There  are  6  feet  on  the  bar  at  low  water,  and  same  depth 
inside  the  harboiir;  spring  tides  13  to  14  feet;  neaps  11  to  12. 
With  the  wind  from  N.W.  there  is  more  water,  from  E.S.K  less. 
In  entering,  shipmasters  should  keep  close  to  the  West  Pierhead, 
as  there  is  a  strong  cuiTent  from  W.  to  E.  Vessels  drawing  16 
feet  can  always  enter  the  harbour  at  high- water,  and  some  drawing 
18  feet  have  gone  in  during  spring  tides.

BRUGES. 


Bruges  is  situated  at  the  junction  of  the  canals,  from  Ghent  to 
Ostend,  about  eight  miles  from  the  sea. 

The  average  depth  of  water  in  the  canal  is  15  feet,  and  the 
width  of  the  sluices  and  bridges  39  feet  4  inches.  Vessels 
drawing  13  feet  can  easily  pass  through.  There  are  no  authorised 
pilots;  the  men  who  act  as  such  receive  from  48.  to  Ss.,  and  1&  6d. 
for  the  voyage  back  to  Ostend. 

"Veesels  are  towed  by  horses ;  two  horses  cost  1 6s.  to  208. ; 
three,  208.  to  24s.,  and  lOd.  to  the  conductor.  With  a  fair  wind 
many  vessels  enter  and  leave  Bruges  without  the  assistance  of 
horses  towing.

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ANTWERP. 


Antwerp,  the  chief  port  of  Belgium,  is  situated  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Scheldt,  about  60  miles  from  Flushing.  The  river  at 
Antwerp  is  a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide,  and  forms  a  secure  harbour^ 
capable  of  receiving  the  largest  ships.  There  are  two  docks,  lined 
by  large  warehouses. 

Vessels  a:re  stationed  at  the  mouth  of  the  Scheldt  to  supply 
Belgian  pilots  to  ships  bound  to  Antwerp  or  Ghent,  viA  the  Ter- 
neuse  canal.  These  vessels  bear  the  following  distinguishing 
marks : — 

The  word  AntwerpeUf  Bnrmotinted  by  the  letter  P.  painted  in  black  letten 
on  both  sides  of  the  sail,  as  also  the  number  of  the  boat ;  at  the  mast-head,  a 
red  flag,  on  which  is  the  number  of  the  boat  in  white  figures,  and  on  the  stean 
of  the  boat  the  words  Bateau  PiloU,  and  her  number. 

Dutch  or  Belgian  pilots  may  be  taken,  the  charges  being  the 
same.  The  first  on  board  has  usually  the  preference.  This  com- 
petition between  the  two  coimtries  is  a  great  advantage  to  naviga- 
tion, as  the  pilots  go  farther  out  to  sea. 

The  sea  pilot  leaves  the  vessel  at  Flushing,  and  the  river  pilot 
comes  on  board ;  no  entry  or  visit  is  necessary. 

DoEL. — Here,  vessels  coming  from  sickly  or  suspected  countrieB, 
are  subject  either  to  quarantine  or  to  pass  an  examination  by  the 
sanit^kry  officers;  but  vessels  coming  from  other  places  are  not 
liable  to  this  formality. 

LiLLO,  opposite  Doel,  is  the  Custom-house  station.  The  Custom- 
house officers  come  on  board,  and  the  master  has  to  hand  them : — 

1. — A  manifest  of  the  cargo,  with  the  exact  number  of  boxes, 
bales,  casks,  cases,  packages,  <bc,  with  the  marks,  numbers,  and 
contents,  as  much  detailed  as  possible.  The  bills  of  lading  must 
not  be  given  up,  as  they  would  not  be  returned. 

2. — ^A  list  of  the  provisions,  such  as  salt,  beef,  flour,  groats, 
peas,  fish,  butter,  wine,  brandy,  gin,  beer,  coals,  fire  and  dunnage 
wood,  mats,  planks,  and  spars,  pigs,  canvas,  new  ropes,  iron  ballast, 
iic  i  also  the  number  of  the  crew. 

The  Custom-house  laws  being  very  severe,  masters  are  recom- 
mended to  be  most  particular  in  making  this  entry;  should  a  mis- 
take have  taken  place,  the  broker  should  be  informed  at  once,  so 
that  he  may  rectify  the  mistake,  as  the  Custom-house  authoritieB 
do  not  allow  any  alteration  after  the  lapse  of  fourteen  hours. 

On  the  arrival  of  a  vessel  before  the  town,  a  pilot-boat  comes 
alongside  to  ascertain  the  draught  of  water,  name  of  the  ship,  iso^ 
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The  master  or  m&te  should  be  present  during  the  measurement,  as 
the  river  and  sea  pilotages  are  charged  according  to  the  draught  now 
noted.  Vessels  remaining  in  the  riyer  must  ride  with  two  anchoi-s, 
or  have  a  pilot  on  board,  whose  pay  is  4£  24c  per  day. 

If  there  is  any  gunpowder  on  board,  the  pilot  must  be  informed 
of  it.  It  is  landed,  and  deposited  in  a  powder  magazine,  until  the 
vessel  is  ready  for  sea.  A  vessel  going  into  dock  with  gunpowder 
on  board,  is  subject  to  a  heavy  fine.  The  expenses  for  warehousing 
and  re-ahipping  are  from  8  to  15  francs,  according  to  the  quantity. 
If  there  is  only  a  small  quantity,  it  is  advisable  to  throw  it  over- 
board, in  order  to  avoid  ihe  delay  and  expense. 

On  or  before  entering  the  docks,  all  hatches  and  commimications 
with  the  hold,  as  well  as  all  packages  on  deck  or  in  the  cabin,  are 
sealed  up  by  the  Custom-house  officers.  The  master,  mates,  and 
crew  must  be  careful  that  none  of  the  seals  get  broken,  the  ship, 
in  such  cases,  being  subject  to  heavy  fines. 

Every  vessel  must  have  a  Belgian  pilot  to  bring  her  in  and  out 
of  dock.  The  harbour-master  assigns  each  vessel  her  position,  and 
no  movement  can  be  made  without  his  permission.  Vessels  lying 
in  the  docks  are  not  allowed  to  have  fii*e  or  light  on  board,  except 
during  the  winter  season,  when  permission  is  usually  given  by  the 
police. 

A  list,  containing  the  names  of  the  crew,  passengers,  and  their 
passports,  must  be  given  to  the  water-bailifil  Sailors  are  paid  off 
and  engaged  before  this  officer,  who  also  arrests  sailors  on  the 
written  demand  of  the  master. 

On  Sundays  and  holidays  the  national  flag  must  be  hoisted. 

The  space  on  the  quay  before  the  vessel  must  be  swept  every 
day,  and  the  rubbish  put  up  against  the  poles.  It  is  strictly  for- 
bidden to  throw  any  rubbish  into  the  docks. 

Sand-ballast  is  bi-ought  alongside  in  lighters,  and  costs  2f.  25c. 
per  last  of  about  2  tons,  in  the  dock,  and  2f.  10c.  in  the  river. 
The  lighters  are  discharged  by  the  ship's  crew,  or  by  labourers 
|jaid  by  the  master.  A  tarpaulin  or  sail  must  be  put  between  the 
vessel  and  the  lighter  to  prevent  the  sand  from  falling  into  the 
dock.

broker  is  for  account  of  the  vessel,  the  owners  or  captains  have  to 
exercise  their  own  free  will  as  to  the  choice  of  such  broker,  the 
necessary  cash  advances  for  paying  off  the  crew,  <bc,  are  made  free 
of  charge.

Extracts  from  the  laws  relating  to  tonnage  dues  in  the  ports  of 
the  Netherlands,  January,  1856  : — 

Art  2. — ^All  owners,  masters,  or  commanders  of  sea  ships, 
now  subject  to  the  payment  of  light,  tonnage,  and  beacon  dues^ 
are  obliged  to  have  their  vessels  measured  by  the  appointed 
officials  on  the  spot,  where  the  ships  may  be  lying,  whenever  muh 
is  requested. 

The  tonnage  of  loaded  vessels  putting  into  a  harbour,  and  recog- 
nised as  such  by  the  law  on  the  import,  export,  and  transit  dues, — 
when  such  vessels  depart  without  breaking  bulk,  is  to  be  rated  by 
the  government  meters,  allowing  the  owner  or  commander  the 
right,  in  case  of  dispute,  to  demand  a  measurement,  the  expense 
of  which  is  to  be  borne  by  the  party  who  shall  be  found  in  error. 

Art  3. — Every  ton  of  a  sea  ship  is  considered  to  equal  1,000 
Netherland  pounds,  or  1^  cubic  ells. 

Fractions,  beneath  a  quarter  of  a  Netherland  cubic  ell,  are  not 
calculated  in  the  measurement,  and  those  of  or  above  a  quarter  of 
an  ell  are  considered  as  half  an  elL 

Art  4. — A  duly-signed  certificate  of  measurement  in  duplicate 
is  to  be  given  by  the  meter  to  the  captain  or  commander,  specifying, 
besides  the  flag  which  the  vessel  bears  and  any  other  particulars 
necessary  to  distinguish  the  same,  her  measured  length,  breadth, 
depth,  and  tonnage. 

Art  5, — The  owners,  captains,  or  commanders  of  sea  vessels 
can  demand  a  re-measurement  by  two  other  officials,  or  competent 
impartial  persons,  at  the  cost  of  the  party  found  to  be  in  error, 
within  three  times  twenty-four  hours  after  the  delivery  of  the 
certificate  of  measurement 

Art  6. — Every  Officer  appointed  for  measuring  vessels  is  autho- 
rised to  verify,  either  by  re-measurement  or  otherwise,  all  measure- 
ments made  by  others,  after  the  vessel  shall  be  unloaded,  free  of 
ex^iense  to  the  Masters,  and,  in  case  of  variance,  to  note  such  on 
the  certificate  of  measurement 

The  right  granted  by  Art  6  to  Owners,  Captains,  or  Com- 
manders, admits  likewise  of  such  verification. 
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Art  7. — "No  vessels  will  be  allowed  to  depart,  nor  will  be  pro- 
vided with  a  direct  or  indirect  certificate  of  adjustment,  until 
their  certificates  of  measurement  shall  have  been  exhibited  at  the 
ofiice  of  the  port  for  discharging  or  loading,  as  a  proof  of  which 
the  same  will  have  to  be  signed  thera 

Art  8. — The  certificate  of  measurement,  when  thus  signed, 
must  be  kept  on  board  of  the  shi[)s  clearing  outwards  under  a 
penalty  of  twenty-five  florins,  and  must  be  exhibited  to  the 
searching  officers  at  their  request

WAREHOUSE  CHARGES. 

For  each  barrel  or  case  containing  gunpowder,  7^  cents  will  be 
charged  for  magazine  expenses. 

This  charge,  exclusively  in  favour  of  those  charged  with  the 
transport  or  storing,  must  be  paid  on  delivery  and  for  restitution 
of  the  gunpowder,  rockets,  &c.,  to  the  harbour-master. 

Ships  oi^  vessels  which  are  not  to  remain  above  48  hours  in  the 
harbour  in  order  to  go  to  sea  or  to  the  roads,  may  be  exempted 
from  delivering  up  their  gunpowder  and  rockets,  but  are  obliged 
to  inform  the  harbour-master  of  it 

Art.  10. — Two  or  more  vessels  lying  alongside  each  other,  and 
particularly  those  of  the  outer  range,  must  top  their  lower-yards 
and  masts.  Unloaded  vessels  must  strike  their  topgallant  and 
royal  yards.  If  required,  the  harbour-master  will  make  them 
strike  their  top-masts. 

Art.  11. — Masters  of  vessels  l3mig  in  the  outer  range  must,  by 
bringing  out  hawsers  or  cables,  or  placing  anchors  in  the  deep  of 
the  passage,  provide  due  measures  to  prevent  injury  to  lighters 
loading  or  unloading  vessels  of  the  inner  range.  Besides  the 
penalty  incurred  in  such  cases,  masters  of  vessels  make  oorapensa- 
tion  for  all  injury  done  by  them. 

Art  15. — No  ship  or  vessel,  lying  in  the  port,  is  allowed  to  fire 
off  cannon,  guns,  pistols,  or  let  off  fireworks. 

Art.  17.  No  sand,  ashes,  or  any  other  materials  liable  to  sink, 
may  be  tlirown  into  the  water  within  the  harbour.  Independently 
of  the  penalty  incurred  for  such  infraction,  the  master  of  the  vessel 
shall,  at  the  order  of  the  harbour-master,  have  them  fished  up 
again.  In  case  of  refusal,  the  harbour-master  will  have  it  done  at 
his  expense. 

Art  18. — ^In  case  of  taking  in  or  discharging  ballast,  shipping 
or  unshipping  of  sand,  grain,  or  similar  articles  in  the  harbotu*  or 
docks,  masters  of  vessels  must  spread  a  sail  from  the  shore  to  the 
deck,  or  from  one  vessel  to  the  other. 

Art  19. — ^When  vessels  are  moored  with  chains,  due  pre- 
cautions must  be  taken  not  to  injure  the  piles  to  which  they  ax^ 
fastened. 

Art  23. — It  is  not  allowed  to  boil  or  heat  on  board  ships  oir 
vessels,  anything  liable  to  ignite  easOy,  such  as  pitch,  tar,  rosin. 
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oil,  grease,  etc.  On  the  demand  of  masters  of  vessels,  it  may  be 
done  at  the  place  assigned  by  the  harbour-master. 

Art  24. — Except  in  case  of  fire  on  board,  or  of  any  other  acci- 
dent, it  is  forbidden  to  ring  the  ship's  bell  after  the  firing  of  the 
evening  watch-gun  from  Qie  Man-of-War  in  the  roads,  or  after 
placing  the  night-watch  on  board  of  the  guard-ship,  which  will  be 
announced  by  ringing  her  ship's  bell  or  beating  the  tattoo. 

Art  25. — Masters  of  vessels  must  take  due  care,  that  at  nine 
oVlock  in  the  evening  the  fire  in  the  kitchen  and  dangerous  places, 
and  before  midnight  all  small  fires  or  lights,  be  extinguished, 
except  a  single  light  in  a  good  closed  lantern.  No  fire  or  light 
shall  be  kindled  before  five  o'clock  in  the  morning,  but  in  case  of 
urgent  necessity,  and  with  express  permission  of  the  harbour- 
master. 

A  {permanent  watch  shall  be  kept  on  the  fires  and  lights  which, 
by  permission  of  the  harbour-master,  may  burn  between  nine 
o'clock  in  the  evening  and  five  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Art  34. — Receipts  for  payment,  by  masters  of  vessels  exceed- 
ing 10  florins,  must  be  written  on  stamped  pajter.

The  town  of  Brouwershayen,  on  the  eastern  part  of  the  north 
aide  of  Schouwen,  gives  its  name  to  the  GcUvyay  or  main  navigable 
channel  between  the  islands  Schouwen  and  Croeree.  The  harbour 
is  dry  at  low  water,  and  only  suitable-for  small  vessels.  The  road 
has  the  advantage  of  excellent  holding  ground,  and  is  well  pro- 
tected.    Pilots  can  be  foimd  off  Dungeness,  and  off  the  Gat. 

All  vessels  bound  to  Rotterdam  or  Schiedam  drawing  more 

than    18   feet  are    obliged  to    lighten  here;   those    bound  for 

Dordrecht  should  not  (&aw  more  than  16J  feet.     There  are  30 

first-class  lighters,  charging  about  2s.  6d.  per  ton.     If  the  ship 

employs  labourers,  the  charge  is  6d.  per  ton  in  the  lighter,  for  rice, 

coffee,  and  like  articles;  guano  lOd.,  for  which  it  is  shovelled 

into  sacks,  the  sacks  sewed,  and  carried  to  the  lighter.

HELLVOETSLUIS,  VOORNE  CANAL, 

AND  ROTTERDAM. 


fiellvoetsluis,  on  the  S.W.  side  of  Voome  Island,  has  a  large 
^^d  good  harbour,  and  being  the  sea  outlet  of  the  Voome  Cauul, 
^  to  Rotterdun  what  the  Helder  is  to  Amsterdam. 
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Yoome  Canal  entranoe  lies  to  the  K  of  Hellyoetsluis.  Vessels 
can  pass  in  four  Iiours  into  the  river  Maas,  nine  miles  below  Kot- 
terdam.  The  canal  is  about  five  and  a  half  miles  loi^  sod  has 
double-tide  locks  at  its  extremities,  46  feet  wide;  the  depth  of 
water  is  17  feet,  but  this  can  be  raised  to  20  feet. 

The  canal  pilots  have  the.  canal  regulations  in  French,  TgngliaK^ 
and  German,  with  a  tarifiT  of  charges  for  passing  through  the  canal, 
lock  dues,  &c^  Yessels  laden  with  wood  or  salt,  inward,  or  in 
ballast  out,  only  pay  half  the  rates.  Ships  of  large  draught,  hare 
to  lighten  after  leaving  the  canal,  before  proceeding  to  Kotterdam. 

Botterdam  is  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Nieuwe  Maas,  20  Mates 
above  Brielle  bar.  The  town  is  intersected  by  canals,  deep  enough 
to  allow  large  vessels  to  lie  alongside  the  warehouses  by  which 
they  are  lined.

NIEUWE  DIEP  AND  TEXEL. 


The  Texel  gat  is  the  passage  between  the  Helder  and  Texel 
islaild,  and  connects  the  North  Sea  with  the  Zuyder  Zee,  the 
Nienwe  Diep,  and  the  Great  North  Holland  Canal,  leading  to  the 
city  of  Amsterdam.     It  is  upwards  of  two  miles  wide.      The 
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Texel  pilot  vessels,  cutter  btdlt  and  rigged,  cruise  in  the  English 
Channel,  near  the  Isle  of  Wight.  The  coast  pilot-boats  are  always 
cruising  near  the  entrance  of  the  Schulpe  gat,  unless  driven  in  by 
S.W.  gales.  These  boats,  are  termed  Rinkelaars;  the  word  Texd 
is  painted  in  large  letters  on  their  mainsail,  and  they  carry  a  bltts 
flag  with  a  tohite  number  on  it 

There  are  steam-tugs  at  Nieuwe  Diep,  which  may  be  obtained 
by  vessels  in  the  offing  showing  two  flags — one  at  the  masthead, 
the  other  four  or  five  feet  below  it.  The  signal  may  be  made  as 
soon  as  Kykduin  light-house  is  well  in  sight,  from  whence  it  will 
be  repeated  by  a  balL  The  lowering  of  the  ball  is  a  signal  that 
the  steamer  is  on  her  way  out;  but  should  a  red  flag  be  hoisted,  it 
denotes  that  the  desired  assistance  cannot  be  rendered. 

The  Nieuwe  Diep  is  about  a  mile  in  length,  and  its  depth  admits 
of  vessels  passing  through  at  all  times.  Channel  pilot  port  dues, 
3^  cents,  per  ton.  Merchant  vessels  using  the  Navy  dock 
pay,  on  entering^  5  cents.,  and  on  leaving,  3  cents,  per  ton,  sluice 
dues. 

Every  ship  must  use  its  own  chains  and  cables  in  mooring. 
There  is  an  inner  harbour,  where,  in  general,  colliers  and  Nor- 
wegian ships  discharge  their  cargoes  of  coal  and  timber  in  lighters 
and  rafts.  Ships  boimd  for  Amsterdam  with  more  than  15  feet 
8  inches  draught  have  to  discharge  their  cargoes  or  lighten  in  the 
outer  harbour.  There  are  two  good  shipyards  in  the  inner  harbour 
for  repairing  vessels. 

Water  costs  Is.  8d.  per  120  gallons. 

Exports, — Little  or  nothing — ^Nieuwe  Diep  being  only  a  port  of 
transit  for  ships  of  large  burtlien,  which  here  discharge  for  Amster- 
dam and  other  inland  towns. 

Ships  coming  from  the  Black  Sea  or  Cuba  have  to  undergo  a 
quarantine  visit  (which  costs  5  fl.),  when  they  have  been  for  orders 
to  any  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  when  direct,  Is.  8d.  for 
each  person  on  board  is  charged  extra.

AMSTERDAM. 


Amsterdam  is  situated  on  the  south  side  of  the  estuary  of  the 
T,  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Amstel.  The  harbour  is  spacious 
and  secure,  and  the  largest  ships  come  close  up  to  the  quays  and 
warehousea 

Large  vessels  generally  pass  to  Amsterdam  by  the  Great  North 
Holland  Canal,  and  thus  avoid  the  Zuyder  Zee,  which,  at  certain 
places,  has  only  9  to  10  feet  water. 

The  length  of  the  canal  is  46|^  miles,  and  the  depth  17  feet 
6  inches.  There  are  canal  pilots,  and  no  vessel  drawing  more  than 
11|  feet  is  allowed  to  pass  through  without  a  pilot  on  board.

Ships  laden  from  Great  Britain,  the  Baltic,  and  the  North  of 
the  Canaries  pay  9|a  per  ton  for  lights  and  beacons,  and  dc.  per 
ton  outward-bound. 

Ships  in  ballast  pay  half  of  the  dues  for  lights  and  beacons,  and 
half  of  the  caHal  dues  inward  and  outward-bound,  and  in  these  two 
instances  (when  laden  and  in  ballast)  the  clearance  of  the  Custom- 
house is  reduced  to  £3, 

Ships  laden  with  timber  or  coals  pay  only  half  of  the  canal  dues, 
and  8c.  per  ton  for  dock  and  sluice  dues,  and  half  the  towage 
dues  across  the  river. 

Pilotage  is  likewise  a  little  less  when  steam-tugs  are  employed. 

No  ships  are  exempted  from  pilotage.

CURACOA. 


Curacoa  possesses  one  of  the  finest  harbours  in  the  West  Indies. 
The  principal  products  of  the  island  are  salt,  lime,  and  cattla 

Sta.  Ana  harbour  is  about  two  and  a  half  miles  in  length,  and 
a  fleet  of  large  ships  could  lie  in  the  centre  in  from  8  to  11 
fathoms.  On  the  east  side  of  the  harbour  stands  the  town  of 
WiUemstad,  and  on  the  opposite  shore  is  Overzijde.  Merchant 
vessels  of  considerable  burthen  can  lie  alongside  the  wharves.  It 
is  a  free  port 

GUxkI  water  is  procured  from  wells,  but  the  cost  is  rather  high. 

Vessels  can  be  heaved  down  and  repaired — carpenters'  wages  3 
florins  per  diem.  Provisions  are  cheap.  The  expenses  of  a  vessel 
of  250  tons  were  only  84  florins. 


SURINAM 


Surinam,  the  principal  river  of  Dutch  Gnayana,  is  navigable 
for  vessels  drawing  14  feet  to  Paramaribo,  the  chief  town  and  seat 
of  government,  which  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  about  12  miles 
from  the  entrance.  In  front  of  the  town  there  is  anchorage  in  4 
and  5  fathoms  of  water.  The  Exports  are  coflee,  rum,  sugar, 
cocoa,  cotton,  <kc 

Merchant  vessels  generally  obtain  water  from  wells  in  the  town, 
but  sometimes  they  are  obliged  to  get  it  from  the  Soden  Savannah, 
as  the  inhabitants  depend  upon  rain  caught  in  cisterns.  Gare 
should  also  be  taken  to  prevent  the  water  •seq)ents  getting  on 
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boArd  by  the  cables,  drc,  as  a  bite  from  one  of  these  reptiles  may 
cause  a  person's  death  in  two  or  three  days.  Boats  should  be 
kept  in  the  water  as  little  as  possible. 

Shipowners  and  masters  chartering  coal  vessels  for  Paramaribo 
should  recollect  that  they  have  to  pay  2s.  6d.  per  ton  of  tonnage 
dues.    All  vessels  are  charged  at  the  same  rate. 

The  tonnage  dues  upon  vessels  are  greatly  complained  of  as 
being  too  high,  as  also  the  heavy  export  duty  of  5%  upon  all  pro- 
ducts, except  timber,  which  is  free.  Exchange  in  1865 — 12 
guilders  per  £.

Batayia  Obaervatory  ia  in  lat  G**  8'  S.,  Ion.  106**  48'  7-5'  R  A 
ship  may  here  procure  all  kinds  of  necessary  supplies — ^poultry, 
excellent  fruits  and  vegetables  are  plentiful,  and  sold  at  moderate 
prioes.  Batavia  is  very  unhealthy  to  strangers.  There  is  a  consider- 
ate trade  done,  but  all  foreign  ships  must  obtain  permission  from 
the  ^lahbundar  before  they  can  trade  with  private  merchants. 
Exports — Sugar,  coffee,  spices,  <kc;  Imports — Opium,  iron,  and 
jneoe-goods  of  various  kinds. 

The  road  may  be  considered  as  very  safe,  for  although  ships  do 

roll  considerably  in  the  strength  of  the  western  monsoon,  and  are 

conaequently  compelled  to  strike  their  top-gallant  masts  and  yards, 

no  danger  is  to  be  apprehended  of  driving,  from  the  excellence  of 

the  holding-ground.     The  usual  place  for  large  ships  to  anchor  is 

in  five  or  six  fathoms,  on  a  mud  bottom,  about  a  mile  distant  from 

the  pier-head.     In  the  western  monsoon,  there  is  sometimes  such 

a  heavy  swell  which  breaks  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  that  proas 

are  unable  to  get  out,  and  ship's  boats  may  be  exposed  to  great 

danger  if  sent  on  shore  after  a  blue  warning-flag  is  displayed  at 

ihe  bottt-houaa     Onmst  is  the  great  marine  dep6t,  where  ships  are 

bore  down  by  cranes  erected  upon  the  wharves,  when  they  require 

repairs;  and  this  small  island,  being  the  naval  arsenal  and  dock- 

ywd,  abounds  with  inhabitants. — ^^HorsburgKa  Directory  J*     (See 

Sourabaya.)

SOURABAYA. 


Sourabaya  is  one  of  the  chief  towns  of  the  isle  of  Java,  with  an 
f^tensive  trade,  and  produces  many  supplies  for  shipping.  There 
^  ^n  excellent  naval  yard,  containing  a  dry  dock  280  feet  in  length, 
^  latent  slip,  which,  with  the  dock,  are  under  iron  sheds,  also  an  iron 
^*^  steam  fietctory,  with  first-rate  engineers,  a  basin  capable  of  con- 
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taining  20  vessels  from  100  to  800  tons,  provided  with  sheers,  Bheda, 
and  every  other  accommodation  for  repairs  j  wages  from  8d.  to 
Is.  2d.  per  diem,  according  to  the  ability  of  the  workmen;  also  a 
good  hospital.  A  powerM  steam  dredge  is  constantly  at  work. 
Vessels  may  at  once  embark  their  cargoes  without  employing  proas, 
and  all  sorts  of  supplies  and  refi^shments  are  to  be  had  in  abund- 
ance, especially  fresh  water,  which  is  filtrated  and  purified,  and 
carried  on  board  in  tanks,  in  the  same  manner  as  at  Batavia^ 
The  river  is  broad  and  elongated  by  two  piers,  and  at  high  water 
there  is  sufficient  depth  for  large  proajs  and  square-rigged  coaatiiig 
vessels,  which  come  in  to  be  careened  and  repaired  at  low  water; 
however,  great  care  is  requisite  in  entering  the  river,  even  with 
boats,  thei*e  being  sometimes  only  a  foot  of  water  upon  the  bank ; 
and  ]1  not  kept  just  in  the  mid-channel,  they  may  be  upset  by  the 
current  The  road  is  esteemed  very  healthy,  and  affords  in  all 
seasons  proper  and  safe  berths  for  vessels  of  all  sizea  The 
anchorage  is  about  half-a-mile  from  the  entrance  of  the  river. — 
HorshurgKs  Directory.

d.  When  the  ships  of  war  in  the  Roads  hoist  their  colon 
at  the  mastheads. 

e.  On  leaving  the  Roada 

Art.  3. — Neither  the  commander  nor  the  passengers  may  lea' 
the  vessel  before  it  has  been  visited  by  an  officer  from  the  guai 
ship.     The  report  must  be  legibly  filled  in  and  signed  by 
commander. 
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Art  4. — Should  any  reason  be  found,  the  commander  of  the 
gnardship,  or  the  master  attendant  may  order  a  ship  to  get  under 
weigh,  or  shift  her  berth  to  a  place  to  be  assigned  by  him. 

Art  5. — ^The  commanders  or  supercargoes  shall,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  arriva],  report  themselves  to  the  master  attendant, 
and  giye  such  information  to  him,  or  to  whatever  other  authority 
he  may  direct  them  for  the  purpose,  as  shall  be  demanded. 

Art  6. — All  despatches  and  packets  must  be  delivered  imme-

Art  7. — Within  24  hours  after  arrival  in  the  Roads,  the  master, 
chief-mate,  and  supercargo  must  deliver  at  the  custom-house  a 
manifest  of  the  cargo;  also  the  ship's  papers.  These  will  be 
deposited  with  the  master  attendant  until  the  ship  clears  out 
Should  Government  goods  be  on  board,  notico  thereof  must  like- 
wise be  given  to  the  civil  authority.

— No  ballast  may  be  thrown  overboard  in  the  Roads, 
or  oatside  the  Roads  in  less  than  10  fathoms  water. 

Art  11. — No  work  may  be  performed  on  board  before  sunrise 
or  after  sunset,  neither  on  Sundays  or  holidays,  without  permission 
from  the  Custom-bouse,  which  must  be  shown  on  board  the  guard- 
ship. 

Art  1 2. — No  goods  of  any  kind  may  be  transhipped  from  one 
teasel  in  the  roads  to  another,  without  permission  from  the  custom- 
'^ouse,  and  the  superintendence  of  a  Custom-house  officer. 

Art  13. — No  firing  may  take  place  or  fireworks  let  off  in  the 
^<>ads,  without  permission  of  the  commander  of  the  guardship 
^^  the  master  attendant 

.  Art.  14. — In  the  event  of  fire  on  board  of  any  ship,  every  vessel 
*^  the  Roads  must  despatch  to  its  assistance  at  least  one  boat, 
^^perly  manned  and  furnished  with  all  available  means  for  extin- 
^^^ing  the  fire.  Should  a  man-of-war  be  in  the  Roads,  the  boats 
•^^st  place  themselves  under  the  charge  of  the  officer  who  is  sent 
^^ce  in  command. 

Art  15. — No  goods  may  be  landed  or  shipped  off  without  a 
P^^'^ut  from  the  Custom-house,  where  also  all  boats  passing  must

•    Art  16. — All  applications  for  Prows  (lighters),  must  be  made 

^  Writing,  directed,  at  Batavia,  to  the  boat-office ;  elsewhere  to 

■^^  master  attendant      Prows  bringing  cargo  on  shore  must  be 

P^vided  with  two  boat-notes.     To  each  prow  carrying  goods  on 
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board,  a  -written  receipt  must  be  granted  for  the  goods  delivered. 
If  the  goods  do  not  tally  with  the  boat-note  sent  by  the  shippers, 
the  same  must  be  explained  to  the  headman  of  the  prow,  in  the 
presence  of  his  crew,  in  which  case  he  has  the  right  to  demand  a 
recounting  of  the  goods.  The  prows  may  not  be  detained  longer 
than  is  absolutely  necessary.  Should  the  detention  extend  over 
night,  double  freight  must  be  paid. 

Art  17. — ^InyaJids  being  sent  to  the  hospital,  must  be  provided 
with  a  note,  containing,  besides  all  particulars  regarding  the  person 
sent,  the  name  of  the  mercantile  firm  to  which  the  ship  is  consigned. 
The  captain  must  besides  produce  within  24  hours,  a  written  security 
from  some  accredited  firm  or  individual 

Art.  18. — In  the  event  of  death  amongst  the  crew,  permission 
for  burying  the  deceased  must  be  applied  for,  to  the  civil  authority, 
which  will  also  assign  the  place  of  buriaL  This  permission  must 
be  shown  on  board  the  guardship,  if  there  is  one  in  the  Roads. 

Art.  19. — ^The  master  attendant  has  the  right  to  supply  water 
and  fuel;  but  at  Batavia  and  Sourabaya  filtered  water  may  be 
obtained  of  the  firm  of  de  Bruijn  on  application.  Water  may 
however,  be  procured  from  the  river  if  fetched  by  the  slap's  boat 
and  crew. 

Art.  20.— Commanders  of  ships  wishing  to  clear  out  must  give 
three  days  previous  notice  thereof  to  the  master  attendant,  or 
advertise  tlie  departure  as  many  days  beforehand  in  the  Jafx$ 
CoturcmL  When  cleared  out,  the  ship's  papers  must  be  shown  on 
board  the  guardship  befoi'e  departure. 

Art.  21. — No  passengers  may  be  taken  on  board  unless  duly 
provided  with  a  passport,  and  no  native  crew  may  be  engaged^ 
without  consent  of  the  master  attendant. 

Ai-t.  22. — In  case  of  any  of  the  crew  being  left  behind,  notic^^ 
must  be  given  thereof  to  the  master  attendant,  and  immedial 
notice  must  be  given  to  the  same  of  any  case  of  desertion. 

Art.  23.— All  commanders  of  ships  neglecting  the  above  re| 
lations,  are  liable  to  the  fines  established  by  the  various  Govenr.^.

The  above  weights  and  measures  are  those  used  in  Prussia.  In 
the  other  States  forming  with  Prussia,  what  is  called  the  "  North 
(jerman  Confederation,"  they  are  slightly  different,  but  as  the 
majority  of  these  States  are  now  incorporated  with  Prussia,  their 
weights  and  measures  will,  no  doubt,  soon  be  assimilated  to  those 
used  in  that  kingdom. 

Shipmasters  frequenting  Prussian  ports  are  sometimes  fined, 
because  of  the  mistranslation  by  their  brokers  of  their  bills  of 
lading.  They  should,  therefore,  only  employ  such  brokers  as  will 
undertake  to  pay  the  fines  which  may  be  imposed  by  the  Prussian 
Customs*  authorities. 

Salt — The  royal  monopoly  of  this  article  is  abolished.  It  is 
open  to  free  importation  agamst  an  import  duty  of  two  thalers  per 
last,  say  three  shillings  per  ton. 

Prussian  Forts  in  (he  Baltic, — Further  reductions  of  port  and 
river  dues  from  1st  March,  1868: — General  reductions  applying 
to  the  following  ports,  Swinemunde,  Colbergermunde,  Stolp- 
munde,  Bugenwalde,  Dantzic,  and  Neufahrwasser,  Pillau,  and 
Memel — Ships  calling  for  orders  or  in  search  of  freight,  free  fix)m 
charges;  vessels  under  40  lasts  burthen  pay  only  in  proportion, 
one-half.

Bedtustions  in  Dantzic  and  Neu/ahnoasser, — All  port  dues  by 
one-half;  river  dues,  and  those  for  passing  draw-bridges,  also  one- 
half.  The  port  charges  are  in  future,  for  all  vessels  of  above  40 
lasts  (60  tons)  bui-then,  four  Pinissian  groschen  in  or  out  with 
cargoes,  and  only  half  that  amount  inwards  or  outwards  in  ballast,

Emden  is  situated  on  the  Dollart  The  Delf  Canal  runs  from 
the  town  to  Dollart  Bay,  a  distance  of  about  two  miles,  but  it  can 
be  entered  at  high-water  only,  and  even  then  is  only  navigable  for 
vessels  of  13  feet  draught;  all  vessels  above  that  draught  are 
obliged  to  unload  in  the  roadstead  of  Delf,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
canaL

The  city  of  Bremen  is  the  emporium  of  the  American  trade 
▼ith  Germany.  It  is  situated  on  the  Weser,  about  50  miles  from 
its  mouth,  and  about  38  miles  above  Bremerbaven. 

The  chief  Imports  are^tobacoo,  coffee,  sugar,  cotton,  rioe^  skins, 
dye-woods,  wines,  timber,  hemp,  &c 

Exports — woollen  goods,  linens,  glass,  rags,  wool,  oil-cake,  wooden 
toys,  &C. 

Vessels  drawing  more  than  seven  or  eight  feet  generally  unload 
their  cargoes  at  Bremerbaven,  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
mouth  of  the  river  Weser.  There  is  a  railway  between  Bremen 
and  Bremerbaven,  and  the  harbour  and  railway  accomodations  at 
Bremerbaven  are  the  finest  and  most  convenient  anywhere  existing. 
The  two  principal  docks,  which  are  able  to  give  shelter  to  400 
hirge  vessels,  are  embanked  by  massive  stone  quays,  built  of  suffi- 
cient height  to  move  the  goods  off  the  quays  directly  into  tbe 
railway  carriages,  which  convey  them  from  thence  to  the  main 
line. 

Along  one  side  of  each  of  these  docks  three  colossal  fire-proof 
warehouses  are  erected,  into  which,  by  the  help  of  hydraulic  cranes, 
the  goods  are  taken  directly  out  of  the  ships'  holds.  Lines  of 
railway  run  along  one  side  of  these  warehouses,  and  furnish  the 
means  for  conveying  the  goods  directly  from  the  warehouses  to 
their  several  destinations,  without  the  trouble  of  first  moving  them 
*l»ut  on  waggons,  &c 

The  average  depth  of  the  Weser,  at  the  low-water  mark  at  Bre- 
merhaven  is  22  feet.  Above  Bremerbaven,  and  only  separated 
from  it  by  the  small  river  Geeste,  lies  the  port  of  Geestemunde, 
wnth  extensive  docks  and  warehouses. 

On  the  15th  of  May,  1863,  the  Government  of  Bremen  adopted 
the  regulations  for  preventing  collisions  of  ships  at  sea,  agreed 
upon  previous!/  between  Great  Britain,  Fxunco,  and  other  mari* 
time  powers.

BREMERHAVEN. 

The  transportation  of  cargoes  from  Bremerhaven  to  Bremen  is 
effected  bj  means  of  small  lighters,  which  ai'e  not  considered  as 
common  carriers  by  the  local  law,  and  the  parties  at  Bremen  to 
whom  the  cargo  is  destined  or  consigned,  will  not  receipt  for  the 
same  on  its  delivery  to  the  lighter,  but  only  when  delivered  to 
them  at  Bremen,  thus  subjecting  the  vessel  to  delay  -until  this 
transportation  is  completed. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  the  Collector  of  Customs,  New  York, 
that  the  delays  in  the  unlading  of  cargoes  so  often  complained  of 
by  masters  of  vessels  from  the  United  States,  might  be  obviated, 
if  the  shippers  to  that  port  would  insert,  in  their  bills  of  lading,  to 
"  Bremerhaven,"  instead  of  "  Bremen,"  "  to  be  discharged  within 
five  days  after  entering  the  harbour." 

NEW  LAW,    CONCERNINO  DISCHARGING   OF  VESSELS. 
PvMisked  the  12th  of  February,  1866. 

In  the  interest  of  the  freight  business,  in  consideration  of  those 
vessels  whose  cargo  is  consigned  to  the  town  of  Bremen,  but  whose 
draft  does  not  allow  them  to  proceed  up  to  Bremen  at  the  usual 
depth  of  the  water,  the  following  is  ordered  in  conformity  with 
constitutional  determination : — 

§  1.  As  to  the  destination  of  the  Weserports  below  Bremen, 
where  the  shipmaster  is  to  lay  the  vessel  for  discharging  the  cargo, 
it  abides  by  the  present  right,  especially  by  the  obligation  of  the 
shipmaster  to  obey  every  assignment  of  the  port  of  discharging, 
given  in  due  time  on  the  part  of  the  receiver  of  the  cargo.  At  all 
events  an  assignment  is  considered  timely,  if  it  is  made  within  the 
next  24  hours  after  the  anival  of-  the  vessel  in  the  Roads  of  Bre- 
merhaven. 

During  the  months  of  November,  December,  January,  and 
February,  and,  besides,  while  the  Weser  is  not  free  from  ice, 
neither  a  receiver  of  cargo  is  allowed  to  point  out  a  place  for  dis- 
charging tlie  cargo,  nor  a  shipmaster  to  choose  such  port  for  want 
of  assignment,  that  is  not  united  with  the  town  of  Bremen  by  the 
railroad. 

§  2.  The  transport  of  the  cargo  from  the  port  of  discharging  to 
Bremen  takes  place  at  the  expense  and  risk  of  the  receiver  of  the 
cargo,  who  therefore  has  to  receive  the  cargo  at  the  port  of  dis- 
charging. On  account  of  refused  or  retarded  reception,  the  pre- 
scriptions of  the  commercial  law  (Art.  595  and  ff.),  concerning 
refused  or  retarded  reception,  are  to  be  adopted.  The  acception  of 
the  cargo  is  not  considered  finished  till  its  arrival  at  Bremen. 

If,  however,  goods  are  left  at  the  poi-t  of  discharging  for  the 
purpose  of  storage,  or  if  they  are  not  shipped  to  the  place  of 
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destiDation,  but  to  any  other  place,  the  acceptation  is  considered 
finished  j  however,  in  this  case  too,  the  freight  is  to  be  paid  in 
Bremen,  as  the  agreed  port  of  destination.  The  shipmaster  is 
obliged  to  deliver  ^e  cargo  at  the  port  of  discharging  without  any 
claims  on  previous  payment  of  the  freight,  or  the  fulfilling  of  the 
other  obligations  of  the  receiver,  or  their  guarantee,  but  without 
prejudice  of  his  right  to  take  judicial  measures  of  safety,  in  case 
of  peculiar  risk  of  his  claims. 

§  3.  The  shipmaster  is  obliged,  on  demand  of  one  or  several  of 
the  receivers  of  cargo,  to  make  use  of  the  competency  given  to  him 
by  Arts.  602  and  605  of  the  general  German  Commercial  Law,  to 
keep  the  several  receivers  of  general  cargo  to  prompt  reception, 
and,  in  case  of  delay,  to  store  the  goods,  according  to  the  fore- 
mentioned  articles  a^inst  every  single  receiver. 

§  4.  The  time  of  discharging  of  vessels  up  to  75  lasts  is  fixed  at 
eight  days,  if  it  is  b^inning  in  the  period  of  the  1st  of  March  to 
the  31st  of  October;  at  twelve  days  if  it  is  in  the  period  of  the 
Ist  of  November  to  the  last  of  February. 

For  every  further  30  lasts  one  day  of  discharging  more  is  counted. 

If  vessels  are  only  partly  loaded,  the  time  of  discharging  is 
counted  proportionately  shorter.  Sundays  and  holidays  are  not 
taken  into  account  in  the  settlement  of  these  terms, 

§  5.  While  accepting  the  cargo,  the  receiver  is  allowed  to  weigh 
and  measure  on  board  of  the  vessel,  during  the  time  of  (Us- 
charging. 

$  6.  Loss  and  damage  of  goods  that  were  visible  according  to 
outside  appeaitmce  during  the  reception  out  of  the  vessel,  can 
afterwards  only  be  considered  on,  if  the  shipmaster  or  his  substi- 
tute have  been  iaforbied  of  it  during  the  reception,  by  writing,  or 
in  any  other  sufficient  manner. 

§  7.  The  freight,  and  what  else  is  due  to  the  shipmaster  or  the 
owner,  according  to  the  bargain  or  the  bill  of  lading,  is  to  be  paid 
in  Bremen  the  second  cash  day  after  the  arrival  of  the  cargo  there, 
and  in  the  case  mentioned,  §  2,  after  the  storing  or  reshipping  has 
taken  place;  but  at  all  events,  whether  such  arrival,  storing,  or 
reshipping  may  be  made  or  not,  at  latest  the  tenth  day  after  the 
reception  out  of  the  vessel. 

The  account  of  term  is  settled  for  each  bill  of  lading  especially, 
and  begins  for  the  payment  of  freight  for  each  bill  of  lading  with 
the  day  following  tJie  delivery  of  the  last  piece  of  goods  consigned 
in  the  bill  of  lading  from  on  board  of  the  vessel

18g. ;  above  120  bat 
not  exceeding  300  lasts,  3d.  36g. ;  above  300  but  not  exceeding 
500  lasts,  4d.  54g. ;  above  500  but  not  exceeding  700  lasts,  5d.  36g. ; 
above  700,  including  all  transatlantic  steamers,  7d.  Og. 

3.  Assistance  of  Boats, — ^The  tariff  for  assistance  by  boats  for 
ships  entering  or  leaving,  is  as  follows,  viz.,  for  diips: — ^Nofc 
exceeding  60  lasts.  Id.  24g. ;  above  60  but  not  exceeding  120  lajsta, 
Id.  60g. ;  above  120  but  not  exceeding  300  lasts,  3d.  18g.;  above 
300  but  not  exceeding  500  lasts,  3d.  54g.;  above  500  but  not 
exceeding  700  lasts,  5d.  Og.;  exceeding  700  lasts,  6d.  18g.;  for 
ocean  steamers,  12d.  Og.  If  such  boat  assistance  is  given  in  extra- 
ordinary cases,  viz.,  at  night,  during  a  storm,  or  the  breaking  up 
of  the  ice,  &a,  and  under  unusual  difficulties,  so  that  the  usual 
assistance  is  not  sufficient,  then,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the 
harbour-master,  the  charge  may  be  increased  at  a  reasonable  rate. 

4.  Removal  of  Ships, — ^For  moving  or  taking  ships  from  one 
berth  to  another  in  the  harbour,  the  harbour  pilots  ai'e  to  be  paid 
for  the  work  assigned  to  them  in  such  cases,  viz.,  for  a  ship: — Not 
exceeding  250  lasts,  Od.  36g. ;  above  250  but  not  exceeding  400 
lasts.  Id.  Og. ;  above  400  lasts,  Id.  36g.  K  a  ship,  during  the 
time  of  its  remaining  in  harbour,  has  been  once  moved  by  order 
of  the  authorities  without  such  proceeding  being  desired  either  by 
the  master  or  any  person  authorised  by  him,  then  any  further 
removal  which  is  ordered  by  the  authorities  alone,  must  be  carried 
out  gratis  by  the  harbour  pilots. 

5.  Warehousing  Cluirges. — Although  the  warehousing  or  deposit* 
ing  of  goods  on  the  quay  is  only  permitted,  when,  at  the  request 
of  the  person  interested,  one  of  the  harbour-masters  has  assigned 
a  place  for  such  purpose,  still,  for  the  first  month  of  warehousing 
no  charges  are  to  be  made,  neither  is  a  card  of  permission  from  the 
harbour-office  requisite;  but  after  the  first  month  a  card  of  per- 
mission must  be  obtained  for  any  longer  period  of  warehousing^ 
and  on  receiving  the  same  the  charge  for  every  additional  month 
of  warehousing  per  square  rod  or  less,  is  6  grotes. 

Kesolved  at  Bremen,  in  the  Assembly  of  the  Senate,  on  the 
16th,  and  made  public  on  the  17th  November,  1863. 

Town  Dues  and  Light  Money, — For  inward  vessels,  10  grotes 
for  every  last  of  cargo. 

Pilotage  Dues, — Pilotage  from  Sea  to  Bremerhaven — ^from  16th

cutters  cruising  between  Barkum  and  the  Weser,  and  powerful 
tow4x)at8  are  alwajrs  ready  for  service,  and  by  a  signal  to  the 
li^t-house  may  be  ordered  down  the  river  for  assistance. 

Brokerage, — 1  per  cent,  on  freight,  and  on  entering  a  vessel  of 
about  500  lasts,  10  thalers. 

Dxeeharging. — Is.  6d.  per  ton;  sand  ballast,  Is.  6d.  per  ton. 

Weighing  Fees.—b^  per  1,000  lbs. 

Store  Rent, — 6d.  per  ton  per  month. 

Waier. — 9^  per  60  gallons. 

Bread, — 4  to  6  thalers  per  100  Iba 

Captains  are  advised  not  to  deliver  their  papers  to  the  persons 
who  usually  come  on  board  their  vessels  on  arrival  in  the  river, 
bat  to  apply  Erst  to  the  British  Consul,  who  will  give  them  all 
the  information  they  require. 


GEESTEMUNDE. 

Extracts  from  the  Harbour  Begidations,  a  copy  of  which  is 
lianded  to  each  shipmaster  on  arrival  in  port : — 

1.  Every  ship  about  to  enter  the  harbour  must,  when  in  the 
Road  outside  the  buoys,  make  a  signal  by  hoisting  two  flags,  one 
above  the  other,  on  the  mainmast,  at  the  same  time  hoist  her 
national  flag. 

2.  As  soon  as  a  ship  entering  has  passed  through  the  sluice,  or 
arrived  at  her  anchorage  in  the  Geeste,  the  master  must  report  the 
fact,  or  cause  it  to  be  reported,  to  the  harbour-master.  Thereupon, 
the  certificate  of  registry  and  the  articles  of  agreement  with  the 
crew  must  be  produced ;  the  name  of  the  ship,  port  of  departure, 
and  a  general  statement  of  the  nature  and  destination  of  the  cargo 
must  be  furnished.

The  tugboat  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Wenckb  are  not  responsible  fo 
damages  which  ships  in  tow  may  suffer  or  inflict,  but  the  ship  ii 
tow  must  pay  all  claims  raised  in  consequence.  If  a  tugboat  i 
damaged  by  a  ship  in  tow,  the  latter  has  to  pay  for  the  damag 
done. 

The  payment  of  the  towage-money  for  ships  arriving  in  Br* 
merhaven  or  Greestemunde  takes  place  at  the  office  of  Mr.  F.  ^ 
Wekcke  in  Bremerhaven,  and  in  the  harbour-office  in  G^eest 
munde,  by  a  simple  receipt  of  the  captain  or  mate  whose  vese 
has  been  towed.  Departing  vessels  have  to  pay  towage  befoM 
hand,  either  at  the  above  offices,  or  to  the  captain  of  the  tLZ 
boat. 

When  a  ship  in  tow  touches  the  ground,  the  tugboat  is  i=i 
obliged  to  assist  in  getting  her  off,  nor  to  remain  longer  than  c^ 
hour  with  the  ship.

CUXHAVEN. 


C>i.iz}iaven  stands  on  the  south  point  of  the  entrance  to  the  Elbe, 
ftboxjTt  60  miles  distant  from  Hamburg.  Vessels  wait  at  the 
anc2li.orage  abreast  the  town  for  favourable  winds,  and  when  going 
up  '^lie  Elbe  they  call  here  for  pilots.  In  Winter,  when  the  river 
tt  &rx>zen,  passengers  embark  and  land  at  Cuxhaven. 

Cuxhaven  is  used  as  a  harbour  of  refuge,  especially  during  the 

WixLter,  when  ships  are  unable  to  get  higher  up  on  account  of  ice

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The  Board  of  Commerce  of  Hamburg  has  taken  upon  itself  the 
udaUe  task  of  endeaYOuring  to  refoim  the  usages  of  trade  in 
uriouB  instances  where  those  usages  were  objectionable,  or 
tended  with  uncertainty.  The  old  usances,  with  respect  to  the 
iliveiy  of  com,  were  revised  some  years  since;  and  usances  were 
tely  established  according  to  which  the  freights  of  ships  made 
lyable  in  foreign  money  are  calculated  at  Hamburg  at  iixed  rates 
'  exchange.  On  tlie  29th  December,  1862,  a  notification  was 
med  by  the  Board  of  Commerce  recommending  a  system  of 
lanoes  for  regulating  the  time  of  the  discharge  from  ships  of 
lods  imported  by  sea.  In  the  case  of  a  single  consignee,  the  time 
lowed  for  ships  not  exceeding  80  tons  burthen  is  six  days;  for 
dps  above  80  and  not  exceding  300  tons,  nine  days;  and  for 
dps  above  300  and  not  exceeding  600  tons,  fourteen  days. 
^There  there  are  several  consignees,  the  discharge  of  the  goods  is 
9  b^in  on  the  day  after  the  captain  of  the  ship  shall  have  given 
mtten  notice  to  them  of  his  being  ready  for  the  same.  The  same 
"ole  is  applied  to  goods  consigned  to  order  after  public  proclama- 
ion  thereof  having  been  made.

In  all  of  these  cases,  however,  the  ships  are  not  allowed  to  carry

ROSTOCK  AND  WARNEMUNDE. 


Rostock,  the  largest  town  in  Mecklenburg-Schwerin,  and  61 
miles  within  Wamemunde,  is  a  commercial  city  of  great  import- 
ance.

From  Wamemunde  to  Rostock 
the  river  has  a  depth  of  10  to  11 J  feet,  attained  by  unceasing 
eiforts  in  dredging  the  channel ;  ships  drawing  more  must  lighter 
either  in  the  roadstead  or  in  Wamemunda  Tlie  roadstead  is 
exposed  to  every  wind,  but  has  good  holding  ground. 

On  showing  the  usual  signal,  a  pilot  will  at  once  come  off  in  a 
boat,  if  the  weather  permit  If  not  able  to  come,  signals  are 
made  by  a  flag  from  the  west  pier  to  point  out  the  coui'se  to  be 
steered.  Near  the  light-house  there  is  a  pole  to  which  a  large 
black  and  white  striped  ball  is  attached  when  there  are  1 1  feet  of 
water  in  the  harbour's  mouth,  and  for  every  J  foot  less  water  a 
smaller  ball  is  hoisted  beneath  the  large  one,  or,  for  every  J  foot

SWINEMUNDE. 

Swinemunde  is  situated  on  the  island  of  Usedom,  at  the  entrance 
of  the  channel  of  Swine,  which  connects  the  Grosse  Haff  with  the 
Baltic. 

Ships  coming  from  the  northward  must  bring  the  new  light- 
house (250  feet  high)  to  bear  S.  by  E.  per  compass,  and  run  in. 
At  a  distance  of  about  one  English  mile  fh>m  the  East  Pierhead, 
or  the  old  light-house,  the  captain  will  see  a  buoy,  chequered  black 
and  white  (the  outermost  one),  which  may  be  passed  on  either 
side.  Here  both  beacons  bearing  S.S.K  shoidd  be  in  one.  Keep 
this  direction ;  both  beacons,  the  first  on  the  Eastmoole  and  that 
standing  on  shore,  in  one,  and  run  for  the  harbour.  About  a 
cable's  length  from  the  old  lighthouse  is  a  black  buoy,  which  is  to 
be  left  on  the  larboard  side. 

The  channel  goes  along  the  Eastmoole,  from  which  you  have  to 
keep  off,  according  to  circumstances,  a  distance  of  a  couple  of  ship 
lengths,  always  leaving  the  white  buoys  to  starboard,  and  the 
black  ones  to  larboard^ 

In  heavy  gales  of  wind,  when  it  is  impossible  for  the  pilots  to 
go  to  sea,  the  pilot-boat  will  remain  at  the  first  beacon  of  directiom. 
on  the  Eastmoole,  where  a  red  flag  will  be  hoisted. 

The  new  light  will  be  seen  from  a  ship's  deck,  at  a  distance 
20  to  22  milea 
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When  stormy  easterly  winds  are  blowing,  vessels  must  be  pre- 
pared to  carry  heavy  saU,  as  the  current  with  this  wind  runs  very 
strong  to  the  westward. 

The  common  depth  of  water  in  and  before  the  harbour  is  22 
feet. 

In  the  Roads,  as  weU  as  in  the  harbour,  there  is  good  anchorage. 

The  common  river  depth  to  Stettin  is  1 4  feet.

^^DER  OF   POUCE   FOB  THE   PORTS  OF   SWINEKTINDE  AND   STETTIN. 

§  1.  Any  vessel  arriving  in  Swinemunde  roads  with  the  inten- 
^u>ii  of  putting  into  the  harbour,  is  to  hoist  her  national  colours, 
&Kxd  wait  for  a  pilot  coming  on  board.  Vessels  must  not  enter  the 
^^^^bour  unless  in  charge  of  such  pilot.  In  cases  of  emergency, 
*^owever,  where  ship,  cargo,  and  the  lives  of  the  crew  appear 
^^udangered,  the  master  shall  be  entitled  to  run  into  the  harbour 
without  a  pilot,  after  having  consulted  the  mate,  carpenter,  and 
■boatswain — either  of  the  two  latter  may  be  represented  by  an 
Experienced  sailor — and  their  opinion  having  been  given  to  that 
Effect. 

{  2.  In  case  of  boisterous  weather  preventing  the  pilots  from 
Eotning  on  board,  and  the  vessel  is  left  no  choice  but  to  run  for 
the  luu'bour,  she  is  to  pay  strict  attention  to  the  following  signals 
^hich  will  be  made  her. 

^  The  light-house  standing  upon  the  outermost  point  of  the  eastern 

pier  will  always  sufficiently  mark  the  entrance  of  the  harbour.    A 

^^  flag  hoisted  upon  this  light-house  will  communicate  to  the 

helmsman  the  direction  in  which  he  must  steer,  by  always  keeping 

ou  that  side  to  which  the  red  flag  will  be  made  to  lean  over.     If^ 
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however,  tlie  same  be  held  straight  upright,  the  vessel  is  to  oon- 
tinue  in  the  dii*ection  she  then  pursues. 

If  in  stormy  and  boisterous  weather  not  even  the  above  red  flag 
is  shown,  the  vessel  dare  not  venture  to  run  in,  and  will  either 
have  to  stand  out  to  sea  or  drop  anchor. 

§  3.  The  pilot  being  on  board,  the  master  shall  forthwith  infcmii 
him  of  the  draught  of  water  of  his  vessel,  and  whether  she  has  a 
false  keel.  He  is  likewise  bound  to  acquaint  the  pilot  with  the 
state  of  the  vessel,  and  her  crew. 

§  4.  The  master  is  bound  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  instroo- 
tions  of  the  quarantine-office,  and  to  adhere  strictly  to  them,  in 
order  to  avoid  incurring  the  penalties  fixed  by  the  law  for  trans- 
gressing against  them.  For  the  rest  the  pilots  are  charged  to  give 
the  masters  the  necessary  directions  as  soon  as  they  reach  the 
vessel 

§  5.  As  for  working  the  vessel,  the  master  is  to  submit  to  the 
orders  of  the  pilot,  and  consequently  shall  drop  anchor  at  any 
place  the  pilot  may  choose  for  the  purpose,  whenever  circumstances 
do  not  permit  the  vessels  running  into  the  port. 

On  entering  the  harbour  the  master  shall  likewise  leave  the 
working  of  the  vessel  to  the  pilot,  and  obey  his  commanda 

If,  per  adventure,  the  pilot  should  commit  any  gross  fault  in  the 
management  of  the  vessel  by  putting  her  into  a  perilous  situation, 
and  if  all  warnings  be  lost  upon  him,  the  master  is  entitled,  by  the 
assent  of  the  council  assembled  according  to  §  1  of  this  order  of 
police,  to  re-assume  the  command  of  his  ship.  He  is  moreover 
'ooimd  to  give  forthwith  notice  of  such  an  occurrence  to  the  police 
of  the  harbour,  for  the  necessary  enquiry. 

§  6.  It  is  not  permitted  to  imballast  a  ship,  in  order  to  lighten 
her,  whilst  she  is  in  the  roadstead,  unless  permission  thereto  be 
given  by  the  commander  of  the  pilots,  in  which  case  it  mnst  be 
done  at  the  place  assigned  by  the  same,  according  to  his  directums, 
and  under  the  necessary  superintendenoa 

It  must  be  consider^  as  a  general  rule,  that  no  vessel  whatever 
shall  unballast  in  the  roads. 

§  7.  With  respect  to  the  Customs,  the  master  is  bound  to  report 
the  vessel  with  accuracy. 

§  8.  The  vessel  having  dropped  anchor  in  the  harbour,  the  master 
and  pilot  are  to  go  immediately  on  shore,  and  the  former  shall 
produce  his  ship-papers  at  the  office  of  the  harbour-police,  accord- 
ing  to  the  puri)oi't  of  the  law.  Until  this  be  done,  the  master  is 
neither  to  permit  his  passengers  nor  any  one  of  his  crew  to  leave 
the  vessel,  nor  shall  he  give  leave  to  anybody  else  to  go  on  board. 

§  9.  Every  master  is  answerable  for  the  orderly  conduct  of  hi» 
crew;  conseqiiently  he  shall  make  good  all  damages  and 
occasioned  by  the  crew. 
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$  10.  The  aacbors  must  be  provided  with  the  requisite  buoys 
kept  swimming  perpendiculary  over  the  anchors,  when  dropped. 

$  11.  Damages  occasioned  to  the  seamarks,  either  purposely  or 
by  negligence^  will  be  punished  by  a  fine,  amounting  from  50 
to  200  dollars,  according  to  the  sentence  of  the  court,  besides 
rendering  the  trespasser  liable  to  a  proportional  indemnification. 

Accidental  damages,  happened  to  the  seamarks  in  the  roads  and 
in  the  river,  as  well  as  every  occurrence  which  may  prove  fatal  to 
navigation  in  general,  is  to  be  reported  to  the  harbour  police-office 
as  soon  as  discovered  by  the  master  or  his  crew. 

{12.  The  master,  while  in  the  harbour  or  in  the  river,  is  to 
shdt  his  vessel  only  to  the  place  assigned  by  the  commander  of  the 
pilots,  in  compliance  with  the  Custom-house  regulations,  and  he 
shall  not  unballast  her,  unless  it  is  done  according  to  the  orders  of 
the  chief  pilot  It  is  not  aUowed  to  throw  overboard  any  dirt  or 
sweepings;  such  sweepings,  &a,  must  be  taken  on  shore  to  the 
place  assigned  for  the  purpose. 

{13.  Vessels  lying  alongside  the  q\iay,  the  wharf  and  piers 
must  be  furnished  with  fenders  on  the  outside,  in  order  to  avoid 
injuring  these  work& 

The  ropes  are  to  be  made  fast  to  the  posts  or  dolphins,  and  not 
to  the  pier  or  the  like  works. 

{14.  Although  a  vessel  riding  at  anchor  in  the  river  may  cook 
victuals  on  board  if  she  be  provided  with  a  regular  hearth  or 
cook-house,  it  is  nevertheless  prohibited  to  have  a  fire  before  four 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  after  ten  o'clock  at  night. 

Vessels  lying  alongside  the  quay  are  subject  to  the  same 
nstnction.  It  is  further  to  be  noticed  that,  as  soon  as  public 
<^-house6  are  built  on  shore,  the  crew  shall  be  bound  to  make 
^  of  them,  instead  of  cooking  on  board. 
The  masters  of  steam  vessels  are  not  subject  to  this  restraint 
Htch,  tar,  white  and  black  varnish,  oil,  and  the  like,  must 
Swarmed  on  shore  at  places  assigned  for  the  purpose;  it  is 
^^es  not  permitted  to  keep  these  combustibles  upon  deck  after 
tmset 

J  15.  It  is  not  allowed  to  smoke  tobacco  on  board  vessels  lying 
alongside  the  quay,  unless  it  be  done  in  the  cabin.  Neither  is 
It  pennitted  to  make  use  of  a  lighted  candle  (except  in  the  cabin), 
'"Job  placed  in  a  well-closed  lanthom,  carefully  attended  to. 

}  16.  The  master  is  bound  to  acquaint  the  harbour  police  with 
the  (piantity  of  gunpowder  he  has  on  board,  in  order  that  the  same 
^y  decide  whether  he  is  to  keep  the  powder  on  board  upon  his 
®^  responsibility,  or  whether  it  is  to  be  landed,  and  taken  to  a 
proper  place. 

"  the  whole  cargo  consists  of  gunpowder,  the  vessel  must  show 
*  "lack  flag  until  the  cargo  is  discharged. 

I 
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§  1 7.  Unless  penmsfiion  by  the  police  be  given,  it  is  not  allowed 
to  shoot  with  any  kind  of  gun  whatever,  while  the  vessel  is  lying 
in  the  river  or  alongside  of  the  quay. 

§  18.  The  crew  of  the  vessel  and  oth^  seamen  muBt  go  on 
board  in  the  Winter  season  at  nine  at  the  latest,  and  in  the  Sam- 
uier  season  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening,  in  order  to  avoid  arrest 
and  punishment. 

No  vessel  must  be  left  without  a  watch  unless  she  be  nni^pged 
and  laid  up  in  Winter  quarters. 

§  1 9.  As  soon  as  peimission  has  been  given  by  Uie  Gustom-hoiiM 
to  unload  the  vessel,  discharging  must  be  effected  aocording  to  the 
directions  of  the  said  board,  and  no  matter  whether  tiie  venel 
lies  in  the  roads  or  in  the  harbour. 

§  20.  After  being  despatched  by  the  Custom-house,  the  matter 
is  to  arrange  his  cargo  in  such  a  manner  that  his  vessel  do  BOt 
draw  too  much  water  for  passing  the  river  between  Swinemonde^ 
Stettin,  and  Anclam.  The  master  is  further  bound  to  take  a  pilot 
on  board,  and  to  apply  for  the  same  to  the  commander  of  the  pibte, 
by  whom  he  will  he  informed  of  the  depth  of  water. 

In  general,  every  Prussian  and  foreign  vessel  which  proceeds 
f it>m  Swinemunde  to  Stettin,  or  from  Stettin  to  any  other  port  of 
the  river,  is  bound  to  take  a  pilot  on  board,  and  it  does  not  matter 
whether  the  vessel  be  partly  laden  or  partly  ballasted,  or  laden 
both  with  gooils  and  with  ballast. 

If  the  vessels  are  merely  ballasted,  or  so  ballasted  and  lotdeii 
with  goods  that  they  may  be  unballasted  without  previously  die- 
chaiging  the  goods,  the  master  is  bound  to  take  a  pilot  on  hoird; 
in  this  case  it  is  of  no  matter  whether  the  vessel  be  towed  hf  * 
steamer  or  not. 

§  21.  The  §§  3  and  5  are  applicable  as  soon  as  the  river  pik* 
h:is  come  on  board.  If  the  pilot  should  consider  that  the  veflfld 
<1i-aws  too  much  water  to  float  over  the  shoals  of  the  river,  the 
harbour  police  are  bound  to  direct  an  investigation,  and  deddo 
accordingly,  with  which  decision  the  master  must  content  hifluelC 

§  22.  If  the  water  should  fall  so  much  that  the  vessel  beooms^ 
beneaped  while  she  is  on  her  passage,  the  master  shall  not  wind 
his  vessel  over  the  shoals  by  means  of  his  anchors ;  he  is,  on  the 
contrary,  boimd  to  send  for  lighters  to  the  next  town. 

If  there  should  be  any  necessity  to  unballast  the  vetnel  while  on 
her  passage,  the  master,  in  so  doing,  shall  obey  the  orders  of  tho 
pilot,  who,  on  his  part,  is  charged  with  taking  care  that  th* 
navigable  track  be  not  injured. 

§  23.  If  tracked  vessels  meet  each  other  while  paugring  in  do  ' 
river  Oder,  the  one  which  is  going  with  the  current,  laden  or  in 
baUast,  shall  cast  the  ti'ack-line  for  the  other  which  ia  going  agUD*^ 
the  current. 
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Boats  or  small  crafts  going  with  or  against  the  current,  must 
always  cast  the  track-line  for  vessels. 

{  26.  To  prevent  hindrances  in  the  passage,  and  to  secure  the 
lattery  it  is  ordained  that  no  vessel  shall  ride  at  anchor  in  the  Oder 
unless  she  be  forced  thereto  by  urgent  necessity. 

Masters  of  vessels  intending  to  drop  anchor  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Oder,  are  bound  to  keep  off  two  cables'  length  from  the  flag- 
mark  erected  there. 

It  is  not  allowed  to  cast  the  anchor  near  Ziegenort,  in  the  place 
called  the  Kuhlen. 

Vessels  dropping  anchor  near  the  Highland  called  Lebinsche 
befg,  are  to  keep  off  from  the  mouth  of  the  river  Swine,  a  distance 
of  two  cable  lengths  at  least. 

{  27.  No  vessel  must  carry  much  sail  between  the  Grabowsche 
Ort  and  Stettin,  unless  with  a  gentle  breeze  blowing.

Regarding  the  locality  of  Stettin^  we  farther  ordain  aafoUowe: — 

§  80.  The  master,  having  arrived  at  the  XJnterbaum,  is  to  apply 
fo.-thwith  to  the  keeper  for  instructions.  If  the  vessel  or  lighter 
cannot  immediately  pass  the  boom,  she  must  remain  on  the  right 
band  side  of  the  river,  under  the  inspection  of  the  guard. 

§  31.  Vessels  or  boats  are  not  allowed  to  set  sail  within  the  two 
booms. 

The  masters  must  act  in  every  respect  according  to  the  oiilers 
of  the  harbour-masters. 

The  jib-boom,  the  sprit  sail-yard,  and  the  mizen  or  brigsail-boom 
are  to  be  taken  in,  the  lower  yards  must  be  topped,  and  the  anchors 
placed  within  board,  in  order  to  avoid  injuring  other  ships. 

§  82.  It  is  forbidden  to  cook  or  dress  victuals  on  board  during 
the  time  the  vessel  is  in  the  harbour.  Such  cooking  must  be  done 
^tlier  in  a  public  cook-ho\ise,  or  in  private  houses. 

I  33.  Within  the  two  bridges,  called  Baum  and  Langebriicke, 
oqIj  such  vessels  as  are  loading  or  discharging  will  be  admitted. 
Boch  vessels  must  prevent  nightly  communication  of  the  crew  by 
Wa  Every  vessel  not  so  employed  is  to  shift  at  once,  when 
^lueeted  by  the  harbour-master,  to  the  place  assigned  by  him. 

{  34.  Caulking  or  the  like  repaii*s  are  not  allowed  to  be  done 

^thin  Uie  two  bridges,  imless  the  harboiur-master  gives  his  consent 

J  35.  Uix)n  a  holiday,  or  during  the  celebration  of  other  festi- 

▼tb,  vessels  of  all  sizes  ai*e  bound  to  hoist  their  national  colours 

tt  >OQii  as  the  harbour-master  has  given  the  signal 

{  36.  It  is  only  permitted  to  ballast  or  unlmllast  a  ship  accord- 

^  to  the  directions  of  the  commander  of  the  pilots  at  the  place 

^  places  assigned  by  him,  and  upon  condition  that  a  tarpaulin  be 

^  for  the  pui-pose. 

{ 39.  Within  twenty-four  houi*s  after  the  anival  of  the  master 
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at  Stettin  he  must  deliver,  at  the  police-office,  the  muster-roU  of 
liis  crew,  and  the  pass-ports  of  Lis  passengera  K  required,  he 
mxxst  there  pi-esent  the  whole  of  the  crew. 

§  40.  If  any  one  of  the  crew,  hired  and  mustered  in  a  foreign 
country  and  brought  to  Stettin,  on  the  departure  of  the  vessel 
should  remain  in  this  country,  the  master  shall  inform  the  police 
thereof,  in  order  that  the  muster-roll  may  be  altered  accordingly. 

§  41.  Every  master,  befoi'e  his  departure,  shall  present  bimflelf 
with  his  crew  before  the  muster-masters,  in  order  to  have  his 
muster-roll  renewed  or  improved.  For  that  purpose  he  must  pre- 
sent and  deliver  the  muster-roll  of  the  foreign  crew,  and  the  pass- 
ports of  the  Prussian  crew,  delivered  to  him  by  the  police,  or  if 
the  master  intends  to  take  the  foreign  crew  home  again,  he  must 
present  the  old  muster-roll. 

§  42.  Persons  not  belonging  to  the  crew,  and  intending  to 
embark  at  Stettin  in  order  to  leave  the  ccaintry,  are  only  to  be 
admitted  on  board  if  they  are  provided  with  passports  from  tiie 
town  police,  or  have  at  least  their  passports  attested  by  the  same. 

Masters,  admitting  on  board  Prussian  soldiers  not  provided  with 
the  necessary  certificate-s,  incur  a  £ne  of  20  dollars. 

§  43.  Masters  of  vessels  intending  to  put  to  sea  are  to  present 
at  the  harbour  police-office  at  Swinemunde  their  crew,  and  must 
either  prove  that  they  have  mustered  at  Stettin,  or  they  must 
muster  at  Swinemunde. 

If  they  intend  taking  the  sailors,  hired  abroad,  home  again^ 
they  must  provide  themselves  with  the  requisite  certificate  of  mua- 
tering. 

§  44.  No  master  shall  take  passengers  with  him  without  having 
their  passports  signed  at  the  harbour  police-office  at  Swinemunde^ 

§  45.  Provided  with  the  necessary  ship's  papers  and  certificates^ 
the  master  is  to  apply  to  the  commander  of  the  pilots  for  a  sea  pil<yt^ 

§  46.  Besides  the  usual  port  charges  levied  by  the  Cu8tom-hoa00 
at  Swinemunde,  and  besides  the  pilotage  to  be  paid  to  the  riv^scr 
pilot,  according  to  the  affixed  taiiff,  it  is  not  permitted  to  pay  aci.7 
fee  whatever  to  the  officers  under  any  pretext.  It  is  not  aa3^y 
expressly  forbidden  every  master  to  offer  the  most  trifling  presex*"* 
to  the  officers  for  doing  their  duty,  but  such  offer  is  even  liable  ♦^ 
be  punished  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  law,  and  the  presex^'* 
made  will  be  confiscated. 

If  it  should  happen  that  an  officer  asks,  or  accepts  any  eiU*** 
ordinary  allowance,  \inder  any  pretext,  tlie  master  is  bound  '^^ 
report  the  case  to  his  superioi-s. 

In  case  a  master  is  of  opinion  that  a  pilot  deserves  sometlixs^l 
for  extraordinaiy  and  important  services  done,  and  inclined.  "*^ 
prove  his  gi-atitude  to  him,  he  is  to  apply  to  the  head-pilot^  "  ^ 
whose  permission  such  gratuity  may  be  paid  and  received. 
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§  47.  The  master  must  send  his  boat  to  the  officers  appointed 
for  measuring  the  ship,  and  put  them  on  shore  agaiD. 

SuppUmerUary  ReguUUion, 

According  to  the  decree  of  9th  September,  1858,  every  ship 
master  is  bound,  by  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  (Prussian  currency) 
or  a  fortnight's  imprisonment,  to  show  from  his  vessel,  either  sail- 
ing or  towing,  from  sunset  to  sunrise,  the  prescribed  coloured 
lights;  and,  according  to  the  same  decree,  the  vessel  must  show  a 
clear  white  light  when  at  anchor.

The  city  of  Danzig,  which  is  the  capital  of  the  province  called 
West  Prussia,  is  situated  in  latitude  54°  20'  18^  N,  longitude 
IS''  38'  £,  on  the  left  or  western  bank  of  the  Vistula,  about  four 
lailes  from  where  this  river  falls  into  the  sea.     Neufahrwasser,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river,  is  the  port  where  all  large  vessels  load  and 
^iischarge. 
Exports — grain,  black  beer,  amber,  and  spirits. 
Vessels  drawing  8  or  9  feet  can  load  alongside  the  quays;  those 
drawing  16  feet  can  enter  the  harbour. 

The  inconvenience  of  calculating  freight  for  com  per  measure, 

*iid  of  following  a  different  standai-d  in  the  different  Prussian 

^orts,  led  the  corporation  of  merchants  of  Memel,  Konigsberg, 

Panzig,  and  Stettin  to  appoint  delegates  for  the  purpose  of  adopt- 

^g  rules  which  are  to  be  followed  in  all  these  ports  in  future  with 

'^^l^ard  to  all  freight  contracts  in  Prussian  ports. 

These  ndes  were  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  these  delegates  at 
*^3^jmg  on  the  23rd  Mai*ch,  1865,  and,  having  been  since  approved 
^^   by  the  respective  corporations,  are  now  acted  upon. 

The  weight  of  grain  has  been  substituted  for  moasuro  for 
^•^^eighta. 

Pive  hundred  English  pounds  has  been  adopted  as  a  rule  to  be 
^^^iformly  adhered  to  for  the  weight  of  wheat,  peas,  tares,  and 
^^^^08  for  freights  to  England,  and  2,400  kilos  to  France,  Belgium, 
^^€1  Holland. 

^  An  additional  per  centage  is  taken  on  every  quarter  of  other

Frederikshavn  is  situated  in  lat.  57^  27',  S^'N.,  long.  10^  33',  15^  R 
The  harbour  has  an  average  depth  of  water  of  14  to  15  feet,  close  to 
the  quays.  It  is  generally  free  from  ice,  except  for  a  short  time 
in  winter.  When  the  wind  is  strong  from  the  S.E.,  it  is  difficult 
for  ships  drawing  more  than  11  feet  to  enter  without  danger. 
Ships  are  repaired,  provisioned,  and  steamers  coaled.  The  island 
Hirtsholmen  is  situated  about  four  miles  N.E.,  and  vessels  going 
through  the  Cattegat  get  pilots  here.

One  ball  is  hoisted  on  the  pier- head,  when  the  pilots  cannot 
come  off;  two  balls  when  there  are  only  12  feet  in  the  entrance, 
three  baUs  II  feet,  and  four  balls  10  feet. 

The  harbour  is  protected  by  two  stone  piers,  in  which  are  fixed 
mooring-rings  and  posts.

^K^clsingor,  or  Elsinore,  is  situated  on  the  Danish  side  of  tho 
'^^•^hem  entrance  to  the  Sound.  At  this  place  vessels  can  bo 
'^T^aired,  and  obtain  all  kinds  of  supplies.  It  has  an  excellent 
^^t^ering-place,  in  a  house  alongside  of  which  boats  may  go  to  fill 
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their  casks  hj  means  of  a  hose.  A  steam-tug  is  statumed  bera^ 
iind  regular  pilots  may  be  had,  not  only  to  take  charge  of  ▼owek 
imst  the  KuUen  and  Dragoe  lights,  but  to  all  the  Daniah  and 
Swedish  harbours  in  the  Sound. 

There  is  a  depth  of  water  inside  of  eighteen  and  a  half  feet^ 
and  ships  are  well  protected  from  all  winds  and  weather.  At 
the  entrance  there  is  a  depth  of  twenty-one  feet,  with  a  hr 
greater  depth  immediately  outside;  but,  although  the  entrukoe

ux;  bat  at  Reykjavik  there  are  ten;  they  are  natives  or  Danes, 
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with  the  exception  of  one  English  house  at  the  last-narned  po: 
Many  of  them  reside  in  Copenha^n,  and  have  their  businc 
carried  on  by  factors  or  agents. 

The  best  winter  harbour  in  the  island  is  Havnefjord,  and  af) 
that  Reykjavik,  IsaQord,  and  Ofjord.  Skugustrand,  Hofsn 
Kaflavik,  Yapnafjord,  and  Orebukke  are  dangerous  harbours,  ai 
ships  are  often  driven  ashore  and  totally  wrecked  there. 

The  harbours  are  very  rarely  closed  by  ice  on  the  south  side  . 
the  island;  but  frequently  the  Greenland  drift  ice  blocks  up  tl 
west  and  north,  and  occasionally  the  east  coast  in  the  winter  an 
spring.

ST.    THOMAS. 


This  island  belongs  to  Denmark,  but  it  is  proposed  to  sell  it  to 
the  United  States.  St.  Thomas'  harbour  is  near  the  middle  of  the 
south  shoi-e  of  the  island,  and,  being  a  free  port,  has  a  larger 
commerce  than  any  other  in  this  part  of  the  West  Indies,  9m 
is  annually  visited  by  between  2,000  and  3,000  vessels,  of  wHch 
400  to  500  are  Biitish.  Its  entrance  at  the  narrowest  partB* 
little  more  than  two  cables  wide,  fvom  whence  it  spreads  out  on 
either  side  into  a  basin,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  diameter, 
and  being  open  to  the  southward,  it  is  at  all  times  free  of  ingre* 
and  egress,  with  the  prevailing  trade-wind.  Although  of  no  gre** 
extent,  it  is  so  completely  protected  that  merchant  vessels  of  the 
largest  class  can  lie  alongside  the  wharves  of  the  town  in  perfect 
security,  except  in  the  hurricane  months.  The  anchorage  for 
ships  of  large  draught,  however,  is  confined  to  a  small  space,  just 
within  the  entrance,  about  two  cables  in  extent. 

There  is  a  steam-ship  in  the  south-west  comer  of  the  harbooTi 
capable  of  heaving  up  a  vessel  of  1,000  tons,  provided  she  can  b< 
lightened  to  8 J  feet  forward  and  1 1 J  feet  aft.  There  is  no  foundfl 
or  means  of  repairing  steam  apjmratus,  but  shipwrighta*  work  i* 
well  executed. 

The  town  called  Charlotte  Amalia,  is  most  pictureaqad^ 
situated  along  the  northern  shore  of  the  harbour,  and  on  the  8id€ 
of  three  remarkable  roimded  spars,  which  branch  off  to  the  aoutlJ 
ward  from  the  main  and  moimtain  ridge. 

A  steam  dredging  machine  has  been  sent  to  this  portfiral 
Copenliagen,  for  the  j^urpose  of  improving  and  deepening  tb 
harbour;  and  it  is  intended  to  remove  some,  and  all  if  poasihW 
of  the  shoals  and  banks  which  obstinict  the  harbour.     Attadie 
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to  it  there  is  a  steam-tug,  wliich  is  also  available  for  towing  vessels 
into  the  harbour  and  to  sea.  A  floating  dock  company  is  established 
at  St.  Thomas  with  a  large  capital.  It  can  take  up  ships  of  3,000 
tons^     There  are  now  two  steam-tugs  for  towing  vessels  in  and  out^ 

There  are  no  wells  or  fountains  in  the  town  of  Charlotte  Amalia, 
but  rain  water  can  be  purchased  from  tanks  brought  alongside,  at 
the  rate  of  2  dollars  (8a  4d.)  per  ton. 

Firewood  is  scarce,  but  coal  can  generally  be  obtained  for  about 
8  dollars  per  ton. 

The  b^  anchorage  in  St.  Thomas'  harbour  for  a  ship  of  large 
draught,  and  a  good  position  for  weighing,  is  with  the  highest  part 
of  Rupert  rock  in  one  with  the  light-house,  and  Long  Bay  ffiiirly 
open,  in  5  J  fathoms.  Care  must  however  be  taken  to  observe  the 
port  regulations,  which  forbid  a  vessel  anchoring  in  fit)nt  of  the 
fort,  so  as  to  prevent  it  from  taking  a  range  of  the  whole  entrance 
of  the  harljour. 

The  Compagnie  G6n€rale  Transatlantique  have  a  depdt  here, 
and  a  monthly  mail  service  from  St.  Nazaire  to  Vera  Cruz,  calling 
here  and  at  Havana ;  and  two  small  steamers,  conducting  an  inter- 
colonial service  with  the  Windward  Islands,  Haiti,  Porto  Kico,  and 
Jamaica,  in  connection  with  the  large  steamer  from  and  to  St.  Nazaira 

To  steam  vessels  trading  here  regularly  every  advantage  and 
iKility  is  conceded  for  shipping,  discharging,  and  transhipment  of 
goods,  by  application  or  petition  to  the  Government.  Such  regular 
trading  steamers  only  pay  Custom  dues  on  the  cargo  that  they 
Wing  or  take  away  on  each  voyage,  and  are  allowed  to  sail  hence, 
lught  or  day,  without  the  intervention  of  the  local  authorities, 
^ho  look  afterwards  to  the  consignees  here,  for  cargo  and  other 
reports,  after  sailing. 

The  import  duty  is  IJ  per  cent,  on  all  importations  with  the 
exception  of  coal,  which  is  free.  Labourers  obtain  4s.  to  6s.  per 
day  for  working  at  the  coal  wharves. 

Ships'  registers  remain  ui  the  hands  of  the  Consul,  who  is 
responsible  for  retention  of  the  same  imtil  due  clearance  of  the 
nhip  at  the  Custom-house.  A  receipt  is  given  for  the  deposit  of 
tiie  register,  for  which  a  charge  of  5s.  is  made. 

A  copy  of  the  harbour  regulations  is  handed  to  each  shipmaster 
on  arrival.

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HARBOUR  RBOULATIOKS. 


The  following  are  the  principal  articles  of  a  recent  decree  regu- 
lating the  entry,  d&c.,  of  vessels  at  the  island  of  St.  Croix,  West 
Indies : — 

1.  No  ship  or  vessel  arriving  from  or  bound  to  any  place  beyond 
the  Customs'  district  of  St.  Croix,  or  which  departs  from  one  Customs' 
district  on  the  island  to  another,  shall  be  sjlowed  to  communicate 
with  its  coasts,  except  at  the  public  loading  or  discharging  places  in 
the  harbour  of  Christiansted,  and  in  the  roadstead  of  Frederiksted, 
save  when  permission  to  do  so  has  been  obtained,  or  in  cases  of 
thstress.  Neither  shall  it  be  permitted  for  any  ship  or  vessel, 
on  such  a  voyage,  to  enter  any  bay  of  the  island,  lie  to,  or  keep 
off  or  on,  or  anchor  off  these  coasts,  except  with  permission,  or  in 
case  of  distress,  as  before  stated. 

Communication  with  the  coast  of  the  island  shall  not  only  be 
CQQsicIered  to  have  taken  place,  when  landing  has  been  effected 
direct  from  the  ship  or  by  the  assistance  of  boats  or  other  craft 
Wongiog  to  her,  or,  when  persons  or  goods  have  been  landed  from 
the  ship,  or  when  persons  or  goods  have  been  taken  on  board  fi'om 
the  coast,  but  also  when  any  vessel  or  other  craft  from  the  coast 
i^^HB  alongside  the  ship,  or  any  boat  or  craft  belonging  to  her. 

2.  If  any  ship  or  vessel,  in  consequence  of  distress,  or  being 
short  of  provisions,  or  under  other  extraordinary  circumstances, 
sWl  be  obliged  to  enter  any  bay  of  the  island,  or  to  lie  to,  or  keep 
off  or  (m,  or  anchor  off  the  coast,  the  master  of  such  ship  is  bound 
to  make  a  report  on  the  subject,  setting  forth  the  cause  of  such 
proceeding,  to  the  Inspector  of  Customs,  at  the  first  Danish  Custom- 
liouse  he  touches  at,  in  order  that  further  inquiry  may  be  instituted. 

H  in  the  event  of  such  distress,  it  should  prove  necessary  to 
communicate  with  the  shore,  a  signal  of  distress  must  be  hoisted 
on  board  as  early  as  possible,  and  such  commimication,  by  boats 
from  the  shore  or  by  landing  from  the  ship,  must  be  confined  to 
^bat  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  evidence  to  this  effect  must  be 
produced  by  witnesses,  as  far  as  circumstances  will  admit.  If  the 
^^*8Bel  arrive  from  a  place  infected  by,  or  suspected  as  infected  by, 
contagious  disease,  or,  if  suspicious  cases  of  illness  have  occurred 
<>Q  board  during  the  voyage,  the  quarantine  laws  are  to  be  strictly 
observed. 

6.  Violations  of  the  regulations  laid  down  in  Sections  1  and  2  of 
^is  decree,  shall  be  punishable  with  fines  varying  from  10  to  100

The  ship,  with  reference  to  which  the  offence  has  been  com- 
mitted, shkll  be  held  responsible  for  the  fine  and  the  expenses 
iocorred  in  consequence,  imless  it  be  proved  that  it  has  been  used 
for  such  purpose  without  the  knowledge  and  against  the  will  oi 
the  owner  or  master.

RUSSIAN   PORTS. 

Dvery  vessel  must  anchor  in  the  plac^  appointed  for  vessels  in 
quarantine. 

Without  the  permission  of  the  sanitary  authorities,  a  vessel  is 
iiot  allowed  to  change  her  position,  unless  in  danger,  owing  to 
uurricanes,  damage,  kc 

During  the  stay  of  a  vessel  in  quarantine,  a  yellow  flag  must  be 
"Oisted  from  the  main  top-mast 

Tlie  captain,  taking  with  him  his  papers,  passengers'  passports, 
^joices,  and  letters,  must  repair  to  the  quarantine  office,  and, 
^thout  landing,  must  answer  the  questions  of  the  sanitary  officer, 
from  whom  he  receives  the  pemiisbion  to  lie  in  quarantine. 

If  necessary,  the  captain,  crew,  and  passengers  must  respond, 
in  writing  to  the  questions  of  the  sanitary  officer.  No  communi- 
cation is  allowed  with  the  shore.  The  captain  must  have  a  guard, 
^en  from  the  crew,  to  watch  day  and  night,  and  during  the 
night  must  exhibit  a  light 

Mutiny,  insubordination,  or  sickness  occurring  on  board,  the 
wnitary  authorities  must  be  immediately  communicated  with. 

Fishing,  or  firing  guns,  <Sec.,  is  not  allowed;  cooking  must  be 
*^e  on  board,  with  every  precaution  against  fire;  lights  must  be 
put  out  at  nine  p.in. ;  pitch  or  tallow  must  not  be  heated  on  board, 
wd  smoking  is  only  allowed  on  deck,  and  in  the  grand  cabin. 

Persons  without  passports  must  not  be  kept  on  board,  and  the 
captain  must  at  once  inform  the  sanitary  authorities  of  sucL 

If  the  captain  wishes  to  careen,  tar,  or  clean  his  vessel  from 
Termin,  he  must  first  demand  permission  from  the  sanitary  office. 

During  quarantine,  it  is  expressly  forbidden  to  transfer  from 
one  vessel  to  another,  or  to  sell  any  kind  of  merchandise,  except 
Mch  as  may  be  taken  to  town  by  authority  of  the  quarantine 
office  and  the  ciistoms. 

Every  animal  on  board,  such  as  dogs,  cats,  <kc.,  must  be  tied  up 
tyr  confined. 

Bad  provisions  are  taken  away,  and  the  captain  obliged  to  purify 
and  clean  the  vesseL 

The  personal  effects  of  the  crew  and  passengers  must  be  exposed 
to  the  air  every  day.  If  the  wind  be  so  strong  as  to  render  this 
iju|iossible,  they  must  be  suspended  below  deck  at  least  twice  a 
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day.     In  case  of  need,  the  captain  may  land,  whilst  the  yellow 
flag  is  hoisted  at  the  quarantine  office. 

The  boats  in  landing  must  be  commanded  by  the  captain  or  bis 
officer,  accompanied  by  a  guardian;  and  the  yellow  flag  most  bo 
displayed.  Without  the  authorization  of  the  quarantine  office 
no  cargo  can  be  discharged. 

Discharging  goods  is  only  allowed  after  having  raceived  a  special 
permission,  and  the  captain  must  place  such  gojds  in  the  places 
appointed. 

For  discharging  ballast  the  captain  must  obtain  another  pennis- 
sion.  This  must  be  done  in  strong  boats,  and  only  in  the  plaoes 
appointed  by  the  sanitary  office. 

Loading  a  vessel  in  quarantine  can  only  be  done  after  having 
received  the  authorization  of  the  sanitary  authorities,  and  obeying 
the  orders  of  the  same  in  every  particular. 

Discharging  or  loading  takes  place  fi'om  the  rising  to  the  setting 
of  the  sun.  After  discharging  cargo,  the  captain  is  obliged  Uz 
carry  on  shore  all  clothing  and  other  eflects,  and  prepare  the  vessel 
for  fumigation. 

During  quarantine,  the  boats  must  be  hoisted  on  board,  and  ih« 
oars  and  tiller  of  any  in  the  water  given  over  to  the  healiJi  guaixL 
on  board. 

Every  three  days  the  vessel  must  be  washed  down,  and  th^ 
hatches  opened  to  purify  the  air. 

At  the  vessel's  departure,  the  captain  receives  a  biU  of  healtft 
after  having  paid  the  ship's  accounts;  for  this  payment  the  c^)ta£. 
receives  a  receipt  from  the  sanitary  authorities. 

Besides  the  dues  shown  in  the  table  hung  up  in  the  quarantiKi 
office,  no  other  payments  are  re<iuired.

the  cargo  be  discharged  and  stored  in  the  quarantine  warehouseo-

Extracts  from  quarantine  regulations,  April,  1867 : — 

Art  88. — Bills  of  health  must  be  signed  by  the  Consul  of  the 
country  to  which  a  vessel  is  bound,  and,  in  his  default,  by  the 
iia4ional  Consul  of  the  vessel,  or,  lastly,  by  the  Consul  of  any  of 
the  powers  signatories  of  the  International  Sanitary  Convention. 

Art  99. — ^If  a  vessel,  before  arriving  at  her  destination,  shall 
enter  any  other  port,  the  Sanitary  Admuiistration  of  the  said  port 
shall  make  a  note  on  the  biU  of  health,  stating  the  cause  of  the 
veasel's  stay,  and  the  condition  in  which  she  again  put  to  se& 

Art  100. — ^If  the  bill  of  health  of  a  vessel,  having  put  into  any 
port,  does  not  bear  this  note,  the  vessel  shall  be  regarded  as  having 
no  bill  of  health. 

Art  101. — ^The  captain  who  does  not  exhibit  the  bill  of  health 
which  he  ought  to  have  received  at  his  port  of  departure,  is  liable

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of  (lischargo;  (c)  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  ship  is 
consigned;  (d)  the  name  of  the  receiver  of  the  cargo;  (ej  number 
of  bills  of  lading;  (f)  number  of  packages,  &Cy  with  their 
i-espective  marks  and  numbers  written  in  letters,  and  descrihiiig 
how  packed:  for  example,  cases,  barrels,  bales,  &c.;  (g)  kind  of 
merchandise — as,  for  exam])le:  manufactured  goods,  liquors,  and 
colours. 

2.  After  the  cargo  is  discharged,  according  to  manifefE^  all  otiier 
forniidities  with  the  Custom-house  and  the  ship  are  to  be  made  bjr 
declaration,  according  to  custom;  in  which  declaration  details  are

4.  The  unloading  of  the  vessel  by  the  manifest  will  only  be  allowed 
on  the  cajttain  presenting,  with  his  declaration,  a  list  of  provisi«ffl8 
on  board  and  declared  as  necessaries  for  the  wants  of  the  ship  and 
crew.  It  IB  also  permitted  to  the  captain  to  make  additions  to  the 
declaration,  in  case  of  his  having  forgotten  anything  until  the

5.  The  stoi*es  and  provisions  of  the  ship  may  be  left  on  board 
imder  seal  of  the  Custom-house,  provided  a  projier  place  can  be 
found  in  the  vessel  for  that  purpose,  or  should  the  Custom-house 
authorities  find  it  inconvenient  to  convey  them  on  shore ;  in  which 
case  the  distribution  of  provisions  to  the  crew  will  be  made  accord'

^-  On  the  arrival  of  the  vessel,  the  town  ballast-master  in  Bol- 
'^  or  his  assistant,  along  with  theCiistom-hoiise  harbour-master, 
^^^^^ed  on  board  to  ascertain  the  name,  flag,  size,  and  draught  of 
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water  of  the  vessel,  name  of  the  captain,  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  ballast. 

2.  The  shipmaster  has  to  give  the  necessary  information  on

7.  Shipmasters  have  the  option  of  discharging  their  ballast  witl^ 
their  own  men,  t.«.,  with  the  crew  on  bos^  of  their  vesseb  o«* 
arrival,  but  may  not  in  any  case  themselves  hire  labourers  for  thi** 
purpose.

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By  the  efforts  of  Sir  Andrew  Buchanan,  G.C.B.,  Her  Majestjr's 
Ambassador,  and  K  Michell,  Esq.^  British  Consul,  St.  Peters- 
burgh,  great  improyements  have  been  effected  in  the  Russifln 
Customs'  Kegulations.  Vessels  bound  to  St.  Petersburgh  are  now 
allowed  to  pass  on  to  that  port  without  reporting  at  Cronstadt 
A  Customs*  officer  boards  the  vessel  at  Cronstadt^  and  seals  up  the 
manifest  or  bills  of  lading,  and  allows  the  ship  to  proceed  up  the 
Neva  to  St.  Petersburgh,  where  the  master  delivers  the  sealed 
packet  at  the  Custom-house,  and,  after  i*eporting  himself  to  the 
harbour-master,  is  allowed  twenty-four  hours  to  make  hia  declara- 
tion. Bills  of  lading  are  not  required,  provided  there  be  a  manifest 
on  board.  As  to  any  deficiency  or  excess,  the  master  will  only 
have  to  mark  upon  the  manifest  <<so  many  packages  in  dispute,** 
and  his  responsibility  will  ceasa  On  arriving  he  wiU  have  to 
declare  whether  he  has  any  goods  not  marked  on  the  manifest^  and, 
if  so,  to  specify  them.  The  manifest  will  be  accepted  instead  of  & 
report.  Masters  can  now  clear  outwards  personally,  if  not  caring 
to  employ  an  agent.

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^1^  Peterahurgh — N'otioe  respecting  Samples  of  Merchandise  fir- 
icCLrded  by  Sea  to  that  Fort. — It  is  notified  to  persons  engaged  in 
commerce  with  the  port  of  St.  Petersburgh  that,  in  order  to  ofiia 
to  the  merchants  of  that  city  facilities  for  the  receipt  of  Bunpki 
of  merchandise  forwarded  by  sea  to  that  port,  the  department  d 
foreign  trade  of  the  Imperial  Ministry  of  Finance  has  directed 
that  cases  and  packets  containing  such  samples  shall  henceforth  be 
subject  only  to  such  formalities  at  the  Custom-house  as  thoae  tc

GEKERAL  OBSERYATIONS 


-^^ne  of  the  most  frequent  causes  of  complaint  at  Her  Majesty's 
l^iUwlate  is  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  settlements  for  freight 
^^'Ween  consignees  and  masters  of  vessels.  Although  the  port 
*iarge8  imposed  by  the  Russian  Government  are  exceedingly 
^^^'lerate,  freights  are  unfortunately  subjected  at  St.  Petersburgh 
^^  a  variety  of  deductions,  which,  if  not  absolutely  onerous,  are 
^Vertheless  vexatious,  and,  even  in  one  case,  from  the  standpoint 
British  and  international  law,  most  undoubtedly  unfair.     A

A  similar  attempt  was  made  by  another  agent  for  coals,  who, 
hen  summoned  before  a  magistrate,  was  compelled  to  abandon 
le  charge  for  discount,  which  the  Exchange  Committee  formally 
sdared  to  be  illegal,  as  the  rate  of  exchange  at  which  freights  are 
ftUed  at  this  port  already  includes  the  discoimt  for  a  bill  at  three 
tonths'  date. 

The  tariff  was  altered  on  the  17th  February,  as  regards  the 
Qty  on  foreign  salt,  which  can  now  be  brought  to  all  Russian 
oris  without  distinction,  on  payment  of  a  uniform  duty  of  35 
opecks  per  pud. 

The  differential  duty  of  16  copecks  per  pud,  in  favour  of  certain 
loBsian  harbours  in  the  Baltic,  has  thus  been  abolished. 

The  only  other  regulation  in  1866,  affecting  the  tariff,  wsa  a 
rohibition  to  import  paper  bearing  photographic  pictures  which 
vlj  appear  when  dipped  in  water. — ConsiUar  Jiejxyrt,  1867.

HELSINGFORS. 


The  port  of  Helsingfors  is  the  point  of  departure  for  most 
the  Finnish  sea-going  steamers,  there  being  a  regular  weekly  ste 
communication  with  the  ports  of  Lubeck,  Stockholm,  and  those 
the  Gulf  of  Bothnia,  and  twice  a  week  to  Wiborg  and  St.  Peti 
burgh.  A  boat  also  leaves  Helsingfors  weekly  for  Revel  and 
Petersburgh,  besides  a  daily  departure  of  sm^  coasting  steam 
for  the  neighbouiing  poi'ts  of  Borg,  Eken&s,  &c. 

There  is  a  good  &hip-building  yard,  and  a  large  sHp  at  Helsi 
fors,  where  vessels  of  almost  any  size  can  be  taken  up  and  repaii 
the  charges  being  comparatively  moderate;  and  a  dry  dock,  i9 
necessary  foundry  and  mechanical  shops  for  the  repair  of  ii 
steamers,  is  under  construction  at  this  port,  which,  when  cc 
])leted,  will  be  of  great  sei-vice  to  vessels  in  the  Gulf  of  Finla 
as  the  nearest  dry  dock  is  that  at  Stockholm. 

The  public  are  now  enabled  to  telegraph  to  almost  every  pori 
any  consequence  along  the  whole  extent  of  the  Finnish  coast 

Large  vessels  can  go  up  to  Helsingforo;  those  drawing  12  to 
feet  of  water  can  lie  alongside  the  quay.

Abo  is  situated  on  the  river  Aurajokki,  about  3  miles  from  its 
embouchure  in  the  Gulf  of  Bothnia. 

Yessels  drawing  20  feet  of  water,  can  reach  as  far  as  Beckholm, 
About  two  miles  from  the  town.  The  anchorage  is  good,  and  well 
sHeltered.  There  are  10  to  11  feet  of  water,  mud  bottom,  in  the 
ebannel  to  Abo.  Ships  drawing  12  to  14  feet  generally  lighten  to 
1 1  feet  Lighters  are  not  always  to  be  had.  The  ^ghterage  is 
paid  by  the  consignee.  There  ai*e  pilot  stations  near  the  ^ght- 
houses  on  Hango  Head  and  Uto.

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ODESSA. 


Odessa  is  well  situated  with  regard  to  the  Danube,  being  little 
moi-e  than  95  miles  from  the  Sulina  mouth,  and  it  has  a  dear 
navigation  to  the  Bosphorus,  in  which  it  can  suooessfullj  compete 
with  any  of  the  northern  ports  in  the  Black  Sea.  It  hM  no 
natural  harbour,  and  is  dependent  on  the  commercial  advantagn 
of  its  site. 

The  harbours  are  formed  by  two  moles,  dividing  the  bay  into 
three  parts.  That  to  the  north  forms  the  imperial  port,  and  that 
to  the  southward  the  quarantine  port,  with  a  roadfitead  between 
them.  Every  non-Russian  vessel,  even  though  not  coming  from* 
suspected  place,  is  sent  to  the  former  port,  and  special  limits  tre 
assigned  for  those  who  have  to  undergo  quarantine. 

The  bay  of  Odessa  is  extensive,  and  the  depth  of  water  qmt© 
sufficient  for  the  largest  ships;  but  it  is  more  or  less  exposed  to 
the  two  most  dangerous  winds  that  blow  on  the  coast  from  the  S. 
and  S.E.     Vessels  lying  in  the  roads  should  always  keep  tbflir 
spare  anchors  ready  to  let  go,  as  they  may  part  in  the  heavy 
squalls.     Masters  are  not  obliged  to  take  a  pilot.     Sailing  ship^ 
moor  with  bow  and  stern  anchors.     Steamers  take  their  turn  for 
a  quay  bertL 

A  Russian  bill  of  health  must  be  brought  from  the  last  port  o» 
departure;  without  it  12  days  quarantine  are  imposed. 

Cargo,  generally  according  to  charter,  has  to  be  brought  to  att^ 
from  the  ship  at  merchant's  risk  and  expense;  but  the  custom  on 
the  port  is,  that  the  master  does  all  the  towing. 

Principal  Exports  are — grain,  linseed,  tallow,  wool,  Ac. 

Imports — coal,  iron,  machinery,  tobacco,  manufactured  good^ 
earthenware,  <S:c. 

The  committee  for  managing  the  affairs  of  Lloyd's  give  node* 
that  they  have  received  from  Mr.  Simon  Horowitz,  Lloyd's  age<»* 
at  Odessa,  a  report  on  the  state  of  the  harbour  at  Odessa,  by  whic* 
it  appears  that  the  risks  connected  with  it  have  increased  from  tb^ 
following  causes,  viz. : — ^The  shoaling  of  the  water  in  the  port;  tbf 
number  of  anchors  that  must  necessarily  be  down,  and  Ae  jao*^ 
mity  of  the  vessels  to  each  other,  in  consequence  of  want  of  sp*^ 
in  the  harbour;  the  danger  of  getting  lighters  through  the  ti6**» 
to  be  put  alongside  their  respective  ships ;  and  the  danger  arisi^ 
from  ships  being  compelled  to  load  in  an  open  roadstead,  said  ri^ 
extending  in  a  greater  degree  to  the  lighters  containing  their  c*^ 
goes. — Mercantile  Marine  Magazine.

Indeed, 
the  difficulties  wantonly  thrown  in  the  way  of  trade  by  the  Custom- 
home  and  quarantine,  with  the  endless  exactions  and  extortions 
lyitematically  practised  there,  are  so  great,  that  it  is  a  wonder  any 
eommeroe  can  survive  under  them. — Constdar  Report,

I**tique  at  the  quarantine,  which  is  about  2  J  miles  from  the  town, 
the  vessels  lying  about  4  miles  off,  to  come  to  the  town  to  receive 
^*^  papers  from  the  health  office,  but  by  the  new  arrangement 
^  papers  are  given  to  the  masters  at  the  quarantine,  which  saves 
*^  the  journey  to  the  town. 

A  new  Customrhouse  regulation  has  come  into  operation,  by 
7W1  all  vessels  receiving  pratique  at  Kertch  are  subjected  to  a 
^^from  the  Custom-house  authorities.  Tliis  measure  was  adopted 
^^  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  the  contraband  ta:ude  that  is 
^^tried  on  in  the  sea  ef  Azoff,  chiefly  by   Greek,  Tui^dsh,  and 
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Russian  vessels;  but  it  cannot  have  a  very  salutary  effect,  as  it  is 
iuipossible  to  examine  the  cargo  of  a  vessel,  and  compare  it  with 
tlie  manifest,  without  causing  considerable  delay  in  the  prosecatioii 
of  the  voyage,  so  that  little  has  resulted  from  this  measure  except 
unnecessary  detention  to  vessels  proceeding  to  the  sea  of  Axofi! 

The  merchants  of  the  sea  of  Azoff  frequently  complain  of  the 
loss  of  cargo  during  the  operation  of  lightening  the  grain-kden 
vessels  in  the  bay  of  Yenikal^,  which  is  done  by  small  li^^iten^ 
and  as  the  grain  is  shipped  in  bulk,  it  is  easy  for  robbeiy  to  be 
committed.  The  stolen  grain  is  said  to  be  conveyed  to  Tamaii, 
thence  it  is  transported  to  Kertch,  and  sold  as  the  produce  of  the  . 
delta  of  the  Kouban.  This  appears  to  have  been  carried  on  kt 
years,  and  only  a  vigorous  system  of  water-police  can  put  a  stop 
to  it. — Consular  Report 

A  correspondent  of  the  Shipping  and  Mercantile  and  SMffimi 
Gazette^  of  November  17th,  1867,  complains  bitterly  of  the  ill^ 
charges,  and  system  of  plunder  carried  on  by  the  authorities,  the 
pilots,  and  the  liglitermen  at  KertcL  He  mentions  the  follow- 
ing : — 5  roubles  to  the  captain  of  the  port;  5  roubles  to  the  doctor, 
4  roubles  for  manifest  made  by  the  captain;  1  rouble  for  entiy  to 
quarantine  pier,  and  a  pi-esent  to  the  Custom-house  officials  for* 
false  declaration  of  the  quantity  of  ballast  on  board.  We  wodd 
simply  remark  regarding  the  last  item,  that  if  shipmasters  kaod 
themselves  to  such  a  piece  of  dishonesty,  they  can  only  expect  to 
be  over-reached  in  other  matters  by  the  officials  who  are  their 
accomplices  in  this  flagrant  breach  of  the  Russian  laws.  He 
recommends  what  we  have  already  done,  viz.,  that  all  agreementi 
with  the  lightermen  should  be  made  in  presence  of  tlie  Biitiih 
Consul,  and  adds  ''the  captain  on  making  his  agreement  should 
deposit  the  money  at  the  consulate  or  elsewhere,  to  be  paid  to 
lightermen  as  soon  as  they  produce  a  note  from  the  captain  or  hii 
mate,  certifying  that  the  cargo  was  returned  on  boai-d  in  good 
order."

?f^i«fiter,  or  in  his  absence,  from  the  ship's  owner,  or  from  the 
^P^Uy  recognised  consignee,  the  amount  of  the  duty  on  the  goods 
^tained  in  each  bale,  which  being  found  on  board,  is  in  excess  of 
^  Qianifest,  and  a  surcharge  equal  in  amount  to  these  duties,  to 
"??  distributed  between  the  Treasury  and  the  officers  who  make  the

Captains  and  owners  should  never  charter  their  vessels  for  this 

port  from  places  suspected  of  cholera,  yellow  fever,  or  other  infeo- 

tioas  diseases,  as  the  Local  Board  of  Health  exercise  their  powers 

in  an  ignorant,  despotic,  and  foolish  manner.     Ships  are  often  sent 

to  Vigo,  490  miles  off,  to  perform  quarantine.     The  loss  of  time 

and  money,  injury  to  foreign  shipowners,  especially  the  proprietors 

of  linall  sailing  vessels,  caused  by  the  Spanish  sanitary  laws,  is  a 

crying  evil,  and  demands  immediate  alteration; 

The  price  of  salt,  in  1865,  was  10s.  per  ton  alongside,  in  Cadiz 
Bay.    About  5  dollars  per  Spanish  last,  equal  to  50  quintals. 
Nowhere  is  salt  made  more  easily  and  cheaply  than  in  Cadiz.

The  Canary  Islands  are  13  in  number,  namely,  Tenerife,  Caimi-'^^ 
Palma,  Lanzarote,  Fuerteventura,  Gomera,  and  Hierro,  which 
inhabited,  and  six  others  uninhabited.

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MANZANILLO— CUBA. 


Manzanilla,  or  Manzanillo,  is  about  45  miles  N.K  from  Ca 
de  Cruz,  and  is  the  port  of  Bajamo,  a  large  oommercial  to^ 
about  18  miles  in  the  interior.     ManzaniUo  is  considered  one 
the  healthiest  ports  in  the  island. 

The  bay  of  Manzanillo  is  formed  between  the  mouth  of  the  i 
Yai-a  on  the  north  and  Caimanera  point  on  the  souths  a  distan 
of  3  miles.  The  shore  is  low  and  covered  with  mangrores,  ai 
tlie  water  is  shallow,  caused  by  the  deposit  brought  down  durii 
the  rainy  season,  from  the  rivers  Yara,  Buey,  and  Cauto.  At 
distance  of  6  cables  N.  W.  by  N.  of  the  fort  at  the  south-west  e. 
treme  of  the  town  of  Manzanillo,  there  are  about  16  feet  of  wate 

A  chain  of  islets  or  cays,  extending  in  a  S.  W.  direction  over 
space  of  6  miles,  from  W.S.  W.  of  the  town  of  Manzanillo  as  & 
as  5  miles  N.  W.  of  it,  form  a  sheltered  anchorage.  In  the  middJ 
of  these  islets  to  the  KN.K,  there  are  three  good  careening  placi 
for  large  vessels  with  deep  water  and  well  sheltered.  Pilots  ai 
generally  to  be  found  off  the  entrance.  Should  no  pilot  be  sea: 
it  is  advisable  to  anchor  imder  the  land  in  5  £a.thoms  of  wate 
and  wait  until  a  pilot  comes  on  board,  as  pilotage  is  obligatoiy. 

The  tonnage  dues  are  only  once  payable  should  the  vessel  shi 
ports.  Bill  of  health  is  necessary  here,  as  in  all  other  ports  i 
tlie  island,  and  must  be  from  a  Spanish  Consul,  otherwise  th 
vessel  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  100  doUara  The  lighters  vary  froi 
10  to  20  tons,  and  charge  for  each  trip  from  5  to  13  dollara 

Vessels  drawing  more  than  20  feet  loaded  should  not  come  here 
The  principal  Exports  being  cedar  and  mahogany  of  large  aie, 
the  stowage  is  ratiier  expensive,  the  head  stevedore  gets  2  dollars 
50  cents  per  day  and  every  assistant  1  dollar  50  cents.  He 
captains  have  also  to  provide  them  with  food,  or  pay  50  cents  per 
day  extra.

ST.  JAGO  DE  CUBA. 


6i  Jago  de  Cuba  is  situated  on  the  south  coast  of  the  island  of 
^l)a,  and  is  the  capital  of  the  eastern  department.  The  port, 
^Oiiit  6  miles  long,  by  2^  miles  broad,  has  a  very  narrow  entrance, 
^^  with  water  sufficient  for  the  largest  line  of  battle  ship,  though 
^^Bels  drawing  over  14  feet  cannot  come  alongside  the  wharf. 
^^  harbour  is*  well  protected  from  the  weather,  being  surrounded 
^  all  sides  by  hills. 

^Ihe  city  is  six  miles  from  the  mouth,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
^^;  opposite  are  the  wharf  and  station  of  the  Cobre  railway, 
^cUng  up  to  the  mines. 

There  is  no  dock,  but  merely  a  small  careening  ground  In 
^^4  a  project  was  started  for  the  formation  of  a  dry  dock,  capable 
-  contuning  vessels  up  to  600  tons,  but  has  since  been  abandoned, 
^e  originators  being  disgustMi  at  the  delay,  apathy,  and  even 
Ppodtion  shown  to  the  scheme  by  the  authorities  in  Havana. 

'Dob  place  has  the  reputation  abroad  of  being  very  unheal  tliy, 
"^^^  in  comparison  with  other  West  India  ports,  it  is  by  no  means 
K>.    Occasionally  there  is  yellow  fever  among  the  shipping,  and, 
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generally,  every  three  or  four  years,  this  disease  makes  its  appc^ 
a&nce  in  a  strong  epidemic  form,  lasting  from  four  to  six  monih^^ 

The  commercial  impoi*tance  of  the  port,  already  considerable^ 
rapidly  on  the  increase.  In  1865,  the  entries  of  Tessels  of  ^ 
nations  were  405,  with  a  total  tonnage  of  119,996  tons,  and  ^ 
these,  142  vessels,  measuring  43,257  tons,  were  under  the  Briti^ 
flag.  Vessels  are  not  peimitted  to  come  broadside  on  to  tl^ 
wharf,  but  are  placed  end  on  end,  their  cargoes  discharged,  vt>' 
taken  in  over  the  bows  by  means  of  a  wooden  stage.  Y&Bseh  diitf 
charging  heavy  pieces  of  machinery  are  allowed  to  come  broadsiift 
on  while  discharging  such  machinery.  Labour  hire  on  the  whar 
costs  from  50  cents  to  2  dollars  per  diem. 

There  are  two  good  hospitals  for  seamen;  the  charge  is  2  dollar 
50  conts  per  diem,  everything  included. 

Pilotage  is  compulsory,  but  the  fees  for  same  are  comparatiyeh 
trifling.  The  port  possesses  no  regular  steamtug ;  but  there  ar 
steamers  which  undertake  to  tow  vessels  in  or  out,  at  from  ^ 
to  1 02  dollars  each. 

Quarantine  is  enforced  when  a  vessel  brings  a  foul  bill  of  healtl 
or  when  deaths  have  occurred  on  board  during  the  voyage,  an 
varies  from  3  to  40  days.  During  the  cholera  epidemic  of  tlfc 
year,  vessels  from  the  United  States  and  other  infected  ports,  ha^ 
been  subjected  to  quarantine  in  the  port,  varying  from  3  to  3 
days,  and  two  vessels  from  Ameiican  ports  had  to  proceed 
Mariel  for  10  days'  quarantine,  the  lazaretto  at  Guantanamo,  whi^ 
is  to  be  the  quarantine  port  for  the  south  coast  of  the  island,  m, 
being  finished  yet. 

The  dues  are  as  follows : — Quarantine  officer  2  dollars,  visit 
interpreter  8  dollars,  and  visit  of  doctor  1 2  dollars  per  diem. 

A  bill  of  health,  certified  by  the  Spanish  Consul  at  port 
departure,  is  indispensable. 

Prices  of  provisions  are,  usually : — Water,  50  cents  per  I  - 
gallons;  beef,  15  cents  per  lb.;  fuel  (wood),  2 J  dollars  per  cor" 
coal,  from  9  to  1 3  dollars  per  ton. 

Accounts  are  kept  in  dollars  and  cents,  excepting  in  ti 
Government  offices,  where  they  are  reckoned  by  escudos  aJ 
milesimos.  The  nominal  par  of  exchange  on  London  is  4  doll^ 
20  cents  per  £,  and  exchanges  are  quoted  at  so  much  per  cei 
premium  on  this  nominal  par;  the  usual  rate  is  about  5  doll^ 
per  £,  or  about  1 9  per  cent,  premium,  but  it  varies  from  4  doll* 
80  cents  to  5  dollars  34  cents,  the  latter  quotation  being  equal 
27  per  cent-pr  emium,  which  figure  it  has  reached  this  year.

This  harbour  is  situate  about  60  miles  to  the  east  side  of  • 
Jago,  and  is  perhaps  the  finest  bay  in  the  island,  being  about 
miles  in  length.  The  village  is  15  miles  from  the  port,  9L 
connected  with  it  by  a  railway  coming  right  on  to  the  wharf^  whi 
latter  is  at  a  distance  of  nine  miles  &om  the  entrance  of  t 
harbour.  Vessels  load  alongside  the  wharf,  and  take  their  cai^ 
out  of  the  railway  trucks  which  are  brought  alongside. 

The  direct  import  trade  is  insignificant,  but  their  is  a  l*n 
business  done  in  exports,  principally  sugar  and  rum. 

The  port  charges  are  almost  similar  to  those  at  St  Ja^

A  lazaretto  is  in  course  of  construction,  and  is  to  serve  for  0 
the  ports  on  the  south  coast  of  Cuba. 
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SAGUA  LA  GRANDE. 


Tte  port  of  Sagua  la  Grande  extends  14  miles  W.N.W.  and 
^SlEL,  and  8  miles  north  and  south.  There  are  several  entrances 
leading  to  the  anchorage  for  loading,  but  the  only  practicable 
P^ABsage  for  vessels  of  16^  feet  draught  is  the  boca  de  Maravillas.

^^li  stands  about  12  miles  in  a  direct  line  from  the  coast,  but  21 
™lea  by  the  windings  of  the  river. 

The  boca  de  Sagua  la  Grande  affords  a  passage  only  for  vessels 
^  B  feet  draught,  although  at  the  entrance  there  are  between  26 
*JJ^  28  feet  of  water,  which  diminishes  within.  The  Playa  de 
^'iertos,  the  Rancho  del  Cojo,  and  Canaleja  bay,  afford  good 
•*^horage  for  vessels  of  14  feet  draught,  and  sheltered  from  north 
^^lidg.  The  former  anchorage  is  preferable  on  account  of  ita 
S*^^ter  depth,  and  also  because  vessels  of  modemte  draught  can

The  rise  of  tide 
being  6  J  feet,  vessels  drawing  16  to  18  feet  can  easily  enter  and 
leave;  and  when,  as  is  proposed,  a  dredging-machine  is  employw 
to  clear  awav  the  mud  which  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate 
vessels  of  almost  any  draught  will  be  able  to  complete  their  cBXgf> 
inside.

BILLS   OF   HEALTH. 

card  of  Health  of  Portugal  having  observed  that  the  16th 
if  the  Edict  of  the  8th  March,  .1860,  is  repeatedly  and 
ly  infringed  on  the  part  of  captains  of  vessels,  in  present- 
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ing  at  tHe  ports  of  the  kingdom  more  than  one  bill  of  health: 
contrary  to  the  disposition  of  the  quarantine  regulations  of  tl^ 
same  date,  and  thereby  causing  serious  inconvenience  to  thi 
servants  of  the  health  stations,  and  to  commercial  interests,  th^ 
have  decided  to  give  publicity  to  the  above  cited  Artide^ 
a  separate  edict,  the  tenor  of  which  is  as  follows : — 

Article  16. — No  vessel  must  have  more  than  one  bill  of  lietb%; 
and  that  it  may  be  considered  in  regular  order,  it  should  be  pim<ic 
according  to  the  official  form  of  the  Portuguese  Consul,  at  tihi 
port  of  departure,  and  have  the  visas  of  the  Portuguese  Consols  a; 
the  ports  touched  at,  or  put  into  through  stress  of  weather. 

1.  The  bill  of  health,  as  also  the  visas,  shall  make  particular 
mention  of  the  state  of  the  public  health,  not  only  of  the  port,  hat 
of  the  whole  of  the  Consular  district,  the  Consuls  declarinj^  as 
near  as  possible,  the  proximate  number  of  cases  of  cholera,  yellow 
fever,  and  plague,  when  in  any  part  of  the  Consulai*  district  there 
exist  any  of  the  said  disorders. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  Portuguese  Consul,  the  bill  of  health 
can  be  passed,  and  the  visas  certified  by  the  Spanish  Consuls,  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  latter,  by  those  c^  any  other  nation,  baying 
commercial  relations  with  Portugal 

3.  The  bills  of  health  that  do  not  bring  a  Consular  attestation, 
shall  not  be  considered  in  any  way  valid. 

In  order  that  ignorance  or  other  pretexts  be  not  alleged,  the 
Board  of  Health,  in  virtue  of  the  authority  conceded  to  Qiem  by 
the  16th  Article  of  the  Decree  of  the  3rd  of  January,  1837,  make 
known,  that  the  vessels  arriving  in  the  ports  of  Uie  kingdoD, 
presenting  more  than  one  bill  of  health  after  the  1st  of  Jannaiyt 
1861,  or  with  a  bill  of  health,  not  in  the  official  form,  shall  be 
considered  as  having  an  irregular  bill  of  health,  and  as  sach, 
subject  to  the  dispositions  and  sanitary  measures  relative  to  this 
infringement  of  the  regulations. 

The  Board  likewise  make  known  that  the  official  form  of  bills 
of  health,  to  which  the  above  1 6th  Article  refers,  is  the  same  that 
was  ordered  to  be  observed  and  put  in  force  by  the  Consuls  and 
Consular  agents,  in  the  Circular  Order  of  the  10th  and  lltb  of 
Jime  of  the  present  year,  addressed  to  these  functionaries  by  tbe 
Minister  for  Foreign  Affiiirs.

Art  1. — Masters  of  vessels,  entering  this  port,  are  bound 
receive  on  board  the  Castdm-house  officers,  outside  or  inside  of 
bar  and  as  soon  as  they  come  alongside  of  their  vessels.

^gaeira  is  situated  on  the  river  Mondego,  about  a  third  of  a 
mile  from  the  entrance.  Pilots  come  off  from  Buarcos,  near  Cape 
Mondega  No  vessel  drawing  above  11  feet  should  charter  for 
this  place.  A  vessel,  drawing  10  feet  10  inches,  struck  several 
times  on  the  bar  at  spring  tides,  and  had  to  undergo  a  survey. 
There  is  generally  a  heavy  swell,  and  unless  at  spring  tides  and 
with  a  smooth  sea,  it  is  impossible  to  get  in  or  out  With  the 
wind  from  S.  by  W.,  round  to  N.N.W.,  vessels  must  immediately 
proceed  to  sea.

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Lisbon  stands  on  the  northern  bank  of  the  TagoSy  about  sevi 
miles  from  its  mouth.  The  river  forms  a  safe  harbour,  in  whii 
the  largest  vessels  can  anchor  close  to  the  citj. 

The  principal  Exports  are — wines,   fruits,  salt,  oil,  wool, 
leather. 

Imports — ^hemp,  flax,  and  linen  cloths  from  Russia;  iron, 
salt  fish,  timber,  pitch,  and  tar  from  the  Baltic ;  linen,  cloth,  oo: 
&c.,  from  Holland  and  Germany;  silks  from  France;  cotton 
woollen  goods,  codfish,  haixlware,  ale,  porter,  linen,  coals,  &c., 
England.      This  trade  is  almost  entirely  carried  on  in 
bottoms. 

Vessels  of  150  tons  can  ascend  the  river  as  far  as  Zezere. 

The  bar  has  6  to  7  fathoms  at  low  water  springs,  but  during  S 
gales  it  is  sometimes  impracticable  for  days. 

Pilots  will  generally  be  found  off  the  entrance;  their  boats 
a  blue  flag,  hoisted  at  the  yard-aim  of  their  lateen  sails. 

Vessels,  unprovided  with  a  Portuguese  Consul's  certificate 
health  fi*om  their  last  port,  have  to  pay  a  heavy  quarantine 
nage  duty.     Even  vessels  bound  to  foreign  ports,  and  putting 
here  in  (^stress,  not  having  a  bill  of  health  £^m  the  authority 
tUeir  last  port,  have  to  pay  this  duty.

Macao  is  a  Portuguese  settlement  in  China,  standing  on  a  small 

pcsunsula,  projecting  from  the  south-east  end  of  Macao  Island.    The 

entrance  is  narrow,  but  the  depths  are  26  feet  at  low-water,  close 

to  Fort  San  Jayo;  from  thence  the  Soimdings  are  21  and  20  feet 

ilong  the  eastern  shore  to  the  town.

^  allowed  to  take  passengers  during  the  south-west  monsoon, 
from  April  to  September,  when  only  steamers  were  allowed ;  for 
^^^^^  sailing  vessels  could  take  coolies  all  the  year  at  the  rate  of 
®*^  man  for  every  IJ  ton  measurement  capacity.  Previous  to 
S^^tiog  a  permit  for  any  ship  to  take  coolies  the  vessel  had  to  be 
'^^^f^sured  by  the  harbour-master;  and  it  was  also  determined  that 
^J^^ry  vessel  shoidd  carry  a  medical  officer  pi-ovided  with  a  medical 
^^est;  this  was,  however,  substituted  by  Chinese  practitioners,  in 
*«®  absence  of  foreigners,  to  fill  the  place. 

Bis  Elxcellency,  Governor  Amaral,  published  a  new  regulation 
"*^  the  conveyance  of  coolies,  by  which,  ^ter  the  1st  January,  1865, 
^  Vessel  was  to  be  allowed  to  carry  coolies  without  a  medical 
®«aoer  on  board,  provided  with  the  medicine  chest;  and  as  regards 
*^pHcity,  it  was  determined  that  such  vessels  as  were  provided  with 
J^^'-pumps  and  side-ports,  so  as  to  have  full  ventilation  below,  would 
**  allowed  to  carry  one  man  for  every  two  cubic  metres  measure- 
**^®Jitofbetween-deckroom;  those  without  side-ports,  but  with  air- 
P'^Jiips,  cotdd  carry  one  man  for  every  two  and  a-half  cubic  metres ; 
**^  finally,  vessels  unprovided  with  any  of  the  above  means  of 
^^tilation  could  not  take  more  than  one  man  for  eveiy  three  cubic

BRITISH   SHIPPING   IN   ITALIAN   PORTS. 

The  following  regulations  Lave  been  issued  by  the  Itiliift 
Minister  of  Finance,  itslative  to  the  treatment  of  Biitish  shipping 
in  Italian  ports : — 

In  order  to  the  admission  of  merchandise  to  the  benefit  of  tk0 
treaty,  the  shiiKs'  captiiius  who  have  goods  on  board  must,  on  thiir 
arrival,  present  the  bill  of  lading  (manifesto  di  carico)  at  the 
Custom-house,  so  that  the  actual  existence  of  the  said  goodiOB 
board  may  be  known  there,  as  far  as  it  may  be  possible. 

Such  goods  on  their  landing  to  be  under  the  superintendeDoa 
of  the  Custom-house  officers,  and  conveyed  directly,  under  their 
care,  to  one  of  the  offices,  in  which  tliey  shall  remain  for  inj 
further  opemtions. 

In  case  they  should  not  be  intended  for  dii^ect  passage  to  the 
free  port  (ciita  franca),  they  must  be  deposited,  if  it  is  deoMl 
that  they  should  retain  their  English  origin,  in  public  or  priTiti 
warehouses  under  official  supervision,  as  is  now  the  practice^  ftr 
preserving  the  nationality  of  Italian  goods. 

PASSENGERS  TO   ITALIAN   PORTS. 

By  a  recent  order  of  the  Minister  of  Marine,  all  captaini  d 
mercantile  vessels,  whether  for  foreign  or  Italian,  are  subjected  to 
certain  obligations  respecting  the  transport  of  passengers,  as  veil 
on  departure  as  on  arrival  in  Italian  ports. 

The  part  which  concerns  vessels  under  foreign  flags,  is  * 
follows : — 

1.  Bill  of  health  will  not  be  granted  to  vessels  under  fortip 
flags  with  ]mssengera  on  boaixl,  \intil  after  presentation  of  a  etete- 
ment,  signed  at  foot  by  the  i'esi>ective  captains,  under  t^eir  own 
responsibility,  showing  the  date  of  emlmrkation,  name  and  chriititB 
name  of  i)assenger,  country,  age,  destination  of  passenger,  descrip- 
tion of  vessel,  name  of  captain,  destination  of  vessel,  indication  </ 
})asspoi*t  or  other  papei's,  and  remarks. 

2.  On  arrival  m  any  of  the  Italian  poiis,  at  the  request  of  the 
proper  authority,  captiiins  are  bound  to  present  and  deliver* 
statement  signed  by  themselves,  giving  all  the  indications  f^Bfflt 
referred  to  resiKJcting  ^Kissengers  for  dej>ai*ture,  with  the  chang* 
that  may  be  requii*ed,  t.  e.,  the  date  of  disembarkation,  nameioa 
christian  name  of  passengei's,  country,  age,  whence  comWl .

TREATY  OF  COMMERCE  BETWEEN  ENGLAND  AND  ITALY. 

The  following  articles  in  the  treaty  are  those  on  which  ship- 
masters are  required  to  be  informed,  and  which  most  directly 
t^ipertain  to  their  duties : — 

Art  6. — ^No  duties  of  tonnage,  harbour,  pilotage,  light-house, 
<)Qanuitine,  or  other  similar  or  corresponding  duties,  of  whatever 
utoie,  or  under  whatever  denomination,  levied  in  the  name  or 
for  the  profit  of  government,  public  functionaries,  private  indi- 
yidnals,  corporations,  or  establishments  of  any  kind,  shall  be 
inqwBed  in  the  ports  of  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  either 
txmbry  upon  the  vessels  of  the  other  country,  which  shall  not 
squallj  and  under  the  same  conditions  be  imposed  in  the  like 
cttee  on  national  vessels  in  general.  Such  equality  of  treatment 
■Wl  i^ply  reciprocally  to  the  respective  vessels,  from  whatever 
pwt  or  place  they  may  arrive,  and  whatever  may  be  their  place  of 
destbation. 

Art  7. — In  all  that  regards  the  stationing,  loading,  and  unload- 
1^  (^  vessels  in  the  ports,  basins,  docks,  roadsteads,  harbours,  or 
'i^  of  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  two  countries,  no 
pnvilege  shall  be  granted  to  national  vessels,  which  shall  not  be 
wjoafly  granted  to  vessels  of  the  other  coimtry;  the  intention  of 
^contracting  parties  being  that  in  this  respect  also  the  respective 
^^■Bels  shall  be  treated  on  the  footing  of  perfect  equality. 

Art  8. — ^The  contracting  parties  agree  that,  in  regard  to  the 
^^*8ting  trade,  the  vessels  and  subjects  of  each  contracting  party 
«>all  enjoy,  in  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other,  the  same 
pfiTileges,  and  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  in  the  same  manner 
■"national  vessels  and  native  subjects.  The  provisions  of  this 
^vck  shall,  however,  as  respects  the  colonial  coasting  trade,  be 
^'^ciQed  to  extend  only  to  the  coasting  trade  of  such  of  the  colonial 
l*>8e88iona  of  her  Britannic  Majesty  as  may  have  petitioned,  or 
"**y  hereafter  petition  her  Majesty,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  relating  thereto,  to  throw  open  their  coa:.  jing  trade  to  foreign 

Art  9. — All  vessels  which,  according  to  British  law,  are  to  be 
J^cnaed  British  vessels,  and  all  vessels  which,  according  to  Italian 
*^»  are  to  be  deemed  Italian  vessels,  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
**ty,  be  deemed  British  and  Italian  vessels  respectively. 

Art  18. — Any  ship  of  war  or  merchant  vessel  of  either  of  the 

^tracting  parties,  which  may  be  compelled  by  stress  of  weather, 

^  V  accident,  to  take  shelter  in  a  port  of  the  other,  shall  be  at 

j^herty  to  refit  therein,  to  procure  all  necessary  stores,  and  to  put 

*^  >ea  again,  without  paying  any  dues  other  than  such  as  would  be 

'  S^*^^®  ^  *  similar  case  by  a  national  vessel.     In  case,  however, 

^  master  of  a  merchant  vessel  should  be  under  the  necessity  of 

^^itposing  of  a  part  of  his  merchandise  in  order  to  defray  his 
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expenses,  he  sliall  be  bound  to  conform  to  the  regolBtioDB  and 
tariffs  of  the  place  to  which  he  may  have  come.  If  any  ehip  of 
war  or  merchant  vessel  of  one  of  the  contracting  parties  BhooU 
nm  aground,  or  be  wrecked  upon  the  coast  of  the  otaer,  sudi  dup 
or  vessel,  and  all  parts  thereof,  and  all  furniture  and  apportenaneei 
belonging  thereto,  and  all  goods  and  merchandise  saved  therefroOi 
including  any  which  may  have  been  cast  into  the  sea,  or  die  pro- 
ceeds thereof  if  sold,  as  well  as  all  papers  found  on  board  socb 
stranded  or  wrecked  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  given  up  to  theowooi 
or  their  agents  when  claimed  by  them.  If  there  are  no  socb 
owners  or  agents  on  the  spot,  then  the  same  shall  be  deUvered  to 
the  British  or  Italian  Consul-General,  Consul,  or  Yice-Oonsol,  in 
whose  district  the  wreck  or  sti-anding  may  have  taken  plaoe^  upn 
being  claimed  by  him  within  tbe  period  fixed  by  the  Laws  of  the 
country ;  and  such  Consuls,  owners,  or  agents  shall  pay  only  ^ 
expenses  incun*eil  in  the  preservation  of  the  property,  togetlNr 
with  the  salvage  or  other  expenses  which  would  have  been  pajthk 
in  the  like  case  of  a  wreck  of  a  national  vesseL  The  goods  imi 
merchandise  saved  from  the  wreck  shall  be  exempt  from  all  dotin 
of  Customs,  unless  cleared  for  consumption,  in  which  case  Aef 
shall  pay  the  same  rate  of  duty  as  if  they  had  been  imported  in  ft 
national  vessel.  In  the  case  either  of  a  vessel  being  driven  in  lif 
stress  of  weather,  run  agix)und,  or  wrecked,  the  respective  Con- 
suls-General, Consuls,  Yice-Consuls,  and  Consular  agents  ahsD, 
if  the  owner  or  master,  or  other  agent  of  the  owner  is  not  present, 
or  is  present  and  requires  it,  be  authorised  to  interpose,  in  (vder 
to  aiTord  the  necessary  assistance  to  their  fellow-countrymen. 

ANCHORAGE  DUES. 

Art.  1. — National  vessels  and  foreign  vessels,  placed  on  tn 
equal  footing  with  national  vessels  wherever  they  may  arrive  froBif 
will  be  subjected  to  an  anchorage  fee  of  50  centimes  per  ttf^ 
measurement  The  anchorage  fee  will  become  due  on  eveiy  tini^ 
that  a  vessel  arrives  at  any  port,  roadstead,  or  shore  of  the  Sti^ 
and  performs  any  operation  of  commerce  thereat 

Art  2. — Sending  the  boat  on  shore,  delivering  or  receiriB? 
letters,  or  even  mere  samples,  and  filling  in  with  provisions  or 
ship's  stoi*es  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  completion  of  th* 
voyage,  will  not  be  considered  as  operations  of  commerce. 

Art.  3. — Vessels  which  embark  or  discharge  cai^  at  moretlis'* 
one  port,  roadstead,  or  shore  of  the  State,  pay  the  anchorage  fi»  *^ 
the  place  at  which  they  begin  the  operation,  and  are  exempt  £n>^ 
it  at  those  at  which  they  continue  or  complete  it,  provided  thsf^ 
the  interval  they  touch  no  foreign  port;  if  they  touch  afortip* 
port,  harbour,  or  shore,  except  in  the  case  of  superior  foroe^  ^^ 
will  pay  the  fee  as  on  first  arrival. 
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Art  4. — Tlioee  yessela  which,  in  continuing  the  discharge  of 
theb  oargo^  should  ship  other  goods,  or  in  continuing  their  shipment 
ihoalcl  discharge  any  portion  of  their  cargo,  will  not  be  permitted 
to  es^oj  the  advantages  accorded  by  the  preceding  article 

Art  5. — ^The  embarkation  or  disembarkation  of  passengers  will 
be  lield  equiyalcnt  to  the  shipmeat  or  discharge  of  cargo  as  far  as 
coDoenis  Uie  application  of  the  anchorage  fee,  unless  it  happens  by 
reMOD  of  illness,  or  in  the  case  of  forced  or  involuntary  arrivals. 

Art  6. — Sailing  vessels  under  the  national  flag,  or  foreign 
fMBeb  on  an  equal  footing,  and  steamers  exclusively  used  for 
toviBg  ships,  will  be  exempted  from  the  fee  established  by  Art.  1, 
on  payment  of  Ifr.  50c.  per  ton  per  annum,  whatever  may  be  the 
number  of  their  arrivab  during  the  year. 

Hub  annual  fee  is  not  subject  to  any  deduction  whatever  may 
be  the  month  in  which  it  is  paid ;  and  the  fees  which  may  have 
abeidj  been  paid  under  Art  1  shall  not  be  reckoned  in  diminu- 
tion of  the  same. 

Art  7. — Steamers,  with  the  exception  of  those  mentioned  in 
Ae  preceding  article,  will  pay  the  anchorage  fee  only  once  a 
nonib,  whatever  may  be  the  number  of  their  arrivals,  and  of  the 
QOQunercial  operations  performed  by  them  during  the  month  in 
vUch  they  first  arrived. 

Art  8. — Foreign  vessels,  not  admitted  by  treaty  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  same  favour  as  national  vessels,  will  be  subject  to 
^ble  fees,  following  in  other  respects  the  same  regulations  as  ai-e 
ettablished  for  national  vessels. 

Art  9. — In  determining  the  amount  of  the  fee  payable  by 
•^Mners,  deductions  will  be  made  from  their  tonnage  of  40  i>or 
^t  for  the  space  occupied  by  the  engine  and  accessories. 

OTHER   FEES   ON   SHIPPING. 

Art  12. — National  vessels,  and  foreign  vessels  on  an  equal  foot- 
^  with  them,  will  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  5c.  per  ton  on  entering 
^  ftrsenals  of  the  kingdom. 

Art  13. — At  the  expiration  of  a  month  after  entering  the 
•''enals,  the  vessels  will  be  subjected  to  half  the  above  fee  for 
*^««y  month  they  remain  there. 

In  paying  this  fee,  a  month  commenced  will  be  held  as  having 
■•^  completed. 

Art  14. — The  provisions  made  by  Arts.  8  and  9  will  be  appli- 
•^  in  regard  to  the  entry  and  sojourn  in  tho  arsenals. 

Art  15.-— For  issuing  a  national  bill  of  health  the  fee  will

OEKERAL   PROVISIONS. 

Art  21. — ^The  charges  for  pilotage,  measurement,  and  inspection 
r  ^eeeels,  hire  and  use  of  materiids,  machinery,  gear,  and  docks^

Measurement. — In  steam-ships  the  English  ton  lias  an  advantage 
of  about  10  per  cent.,  40  per  cent.,  instead  of  30  per  cent,  being 
allowed  for  the  engine  and  coal  room ;  the  charges  are,  therefore) 
about  49  cents,  equal  to  4^^^.  per  ton.  Steamers  may  also  pay 
the  charges  for  one  year  on  payment  of  1  -50  lire  for  light  doeSf 
and  50  cents  for  health  dues.  In  sailing  vessels  the  English  ton

A  vessel  drawing  13  feet  6  inches  had  to  lighten  twice  u^ 
order  to  pass  these  bars.     The  cost  of  lighterage  was  4  dollars* 
ton  at  the  outer,  and  3  dollars  at  the  inner  :  the  total  amount  bei^S 
£370.     Shipowners  and  shipmasters  should,  therefore,— if  t^^ 
vessels  draw  too  much  water  to  go  over  the  bar — ^have  it  expreaiw 
in  their  charter-party  and  bill  of  lading  "  that  owners  of  goods  are 
to  pay  all  lighterage."     Owing  to  these  vexatious  delays,  and  wBO 
to  the  exorbitant  charges  on  shipping  in  Galveston,  vessels  gou4 
there  ought  to  have  a  very  high  rate  of  freight. 

Charterers  for  this  port  should  also  remember  that  paper  eurrt^ 
is  a  legal  tender ^  arid  the  omXy  one  that  can  he  enforced  accordin^^ 
law,  nottoitJistanding  any  agreement  which  may  have  been  enUr«> 
into  to  be  paid  in  gold. 

There  is  a  lighthouse  on  Bolivai*  Point,  painted  white,  which 
can  be  seen  in  clear  weather,  in  9  fathoms  water,  a  distance  oi 
about  12  miles. 

There  is  also  an  iron  beacon,  with  a  ball  on  it,  painted  red,  at 
the  S.K  point  of  the  north  breaJcer,  at  the  entrance  of  the  ba^» 
which  can  be  seen  6  to  8  miles  off  in  clear  weather.  In  running 
for  this  beacon  the  compass  should  bear  from  W.N.  W.  to  N.N.  V*  • 
and  it  should  not  be  approached  nearer  than  six  fathoms.

Vessels  bound  up 
any  of  the  branches  are  obliged  to  remain  here  until  their  papen 
have  been  examined  at  the  capital. 

Supplies  are  not  always  certain  at  Frontera,  but  canoes  frequentlj 
bring  from  the  interior  pigs,  poultry,  eggs,  and  vegetables,  vA 
river  fish  are  abimdant  dally.  Beef  of  an  inferior  quality  maj  be 
had  two  or  three  times  a  week,  but  fruit  is  scarce. 

The  channel  across  the  bar  is  so  changeable  that  a  pilot  is  alvsj* 
necessary,  and  if  obliged  to  await  one,  anchorage  may  be  taken  up 
in  6  fathoms,  with  the  hut  on  the  east  point  of  entrance  S.S.£i 

In  the  season  of  the  northers,  from  September  to  March,  there  ai« 
generally  1 1  feet  water  on  the  bar,  and  sometimes  more,  but  ^ 
depth  is  very  uncertain,  for  if  a  freshet  takes  place,  and  continues 
any  length  of  time,  it  decreases  considerably  by  the  accumulation 
of  the  sandy  deposit.  When  the  rivers  are  at  their  highest  level, 
the  bar  is  at  the  shoalest ;  and  when  they  are  at  their  lowest  point, 
the  channel  being  contracted,  is  scoured  out,  and  becomes  deepef' 
At  the  close  of  the  rainy  season  in  December,  there  are  at  tiine4 
only  7  feet  water,  but  the  first  norther  will  increase  the  depth  ^ 
10^  feet,  and  again,  a  freshet  may  soon  after  reduce  it  to  7  or  o 
feet.  In  the  rainy  season  vessels  have  been  detained  inside  tbe

Extracts  from  Port  RegvltUions,     (Trandation,)

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Custom-house  wharf,  when  the  crew  must  present  themselTes  Wore 
the  Captain  of  the  Port,  and  explain  the  cause  of  this  infringement 
of  Rule  15. 

19.  Captains  of  vessels  must  not  receive  or  discharge  cugo  by 
other  lighters  than  those  licensed  by  the  Captain  of  the  Fort 
They  w2l  require  the  masters  to  show  their  licenses. 

20.  No  vessel  can  set  sail  without  the  permission  of  the  Captain 
of  the  Port,  and  before  having  infoimed  the  collector  of  custoias, 
and  on  a  survey  of  the  ship. 

23.  Every  captain  or  consignee  who  exports  wood,  must  preaent 
to  the  collector  of  Customs  a  manifest  of  such  expoiiiation,  Moving 
at  the  same  time  the  true  invoices  of  the  cargo. 

24.  A  vessel  in  danger,  can  demand  assistacTce  by  hoisting  a 
flag  on  the  ]:>oop,  with  a  knot  at  the  end,  or  by  three  cannon  shote) 
at  intervals.  The  crews  of  the  vessels  are  obliged  to  help  ewh 
other.  The  expenses  incurred  must  be  paid  by  Hie  captain  of  the 
vessel  receiving  aid. 

25.  Every  merchant  vessel,  national  or  foreign,  pays  one  reil 
for  every  ton  measurement,  three  pesos  for  the  muster  roll,  one 
for  every  person  on  the  roll,  and  one  for  every  passenger. 

26.  Every  vessel  that  may  be  obliged  to  put  in,  in  distress,  is 
free  of  port  charges,  if  no  business  is  done. 

27.  No  captain  is  allowed  to  embark  a  passenger,  withoot 
previously  presenting  him  to  the  Captain  of  the  Port.  Any  one 
breaking  this  rule,  will  snfier  a  penalty  of  a  100  to  500  pesoe^ 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  person  escaping. 

28.  Every  vessel  that  will  not  subject  herself  to  the  laws  of  the 
Kepublic,  must  depart  at  once.

LEGAL   DECISION   RESPECTING   FBEIGHTS. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Law  at  Buenos  Ayres  has  definitively 
resolved  a  question  of  some  importance  for  the  commerce  of  these 
countries,  and  especially  for  the  Af&eighters  of  vessels  for  these 
ports. 

"  According  t6  a  custom  sanctioned  by  a  decision  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  11th  May,  1863,  it  was  established  that  the 
payment  of  freights  expressed  in  shillings  and  pence  sterling 
should  take  place  in  the  following  manner: — 1.  For  cargoes  to  the 
address  of  several  Consignees,  at  the  average  rate  of  exchange  on 
London  quoted  in  the  first  bulletin  published  after  the  arriTsl  of 
the  vessel.  2.  For  cargoes  to  the  address  of  a  sole  Consignee,  st 
the  average  of  the  rates  of  exchange  on  London  quoted  in  the  Isst 
bulletin  of  the  exchange  published  before  the  discharge  of  the  ^ 
part  of  the  cargo. 

"Now  the  Supreme  Court  decided  on  the  14th  Jime,  1866, in 
virtue  chiefly  of  the  law  in  force  regulating  the  value  of  foreign 
moneys,  that  when  there  should  be  due  to  a  Captain  a  stun  ^^ 
shillings,'  that  sum  should  be  paid  to  him  at  the  rate  of  4.90j»itM^ 
fortes  per  pound  sterling. 

The  exchange  on  London  generally  varies  here  from  49J<1  ^ 
5 2d.  per  piastre  forte,  A  Charter-party  or  a  freight  to  pay  » 
£1,000  would,  therefore,  according  to  the  former  usage,  have  been 
paid  here,  4848*48  piastres  at  the  exchange  of  49^d,  or  4615*39 
piasti'es  at  the  exchange  of  6  2d. ;  whilst  at  flie  legal  rate  for  forc^ 
moneys,  namely,  4*90  piastres  per  pound  sterling,  the  £1,000  w 
henceforth  produce  4,900  piastres. 

"This  judgment  of  the  Court  therefore  augments  considerawT 
the  freight  of  merchandise."

PRESSING   COTTOy. 

By  a  decision  of  the  judge  of  the  Liverpool  County  Court,  in

"  Vessels  on  entering  must  anchor  at  Cabedello  and  report  at  the 
Customs  offices;  whence,  after  due  entry,  an  officer  is  sent  on 
board  to  accompany  the  ship  to  Paraiba,  near  the  junction  of  the 
Sanhoa  with  the  Kio  de  Parahiba. 

The  river  is  tortuous  but  the  breadth  is  sufficient  to  permit  of 
a  handy  vessel  turning  to  windward,  excej)t  in  two  of  the  rencheJi; 
in  one  of  these  the  bottom  is  of  stone  and  so  level  that  an  anchor 
will  not  hold;  the  other  is  within  sight  of  the  city  and  is  so 
narrow  that  vessels  have  to  warp  through  it  if  the  wind  be 
unfavourabla 

Vessels  goading  at  Parahiba,  if  their  draft  of  water  exceeds  nine 
feet,  will  not  lay  afloat  at  all  times  of  the  tide,  from  whicb  cause 
long  vessels  laying  aground  where  shorter  ones  have  previously 
livin  are  apt  to  strain;  and  although  the  bottom  is  represented  to 
be  mud,  a  piece  broken  from  the  side  of  our  keel  showed  that  there 
were  stones  among  the  mud  in  some  places. 

The  harbour  accommodations  are  all  of  a  primitive  kind,  an^ 
the    "Custom  of  tlie  Port"  i-eqidres  unlimited  confidence  and 
siruplicity  on  the  part  of  shipmasters.     We  were  informed  that  oa^ 
of  these  "  customs  "  is  for  shipmasters  to  sign  bills  of  lading  priof 
to   their   receiving  the   cai'go  on   board,  merely   to   enable  tb^ 
merchants  to  foi-ward  their  bills  of  lading  by  the  first  mail ;  bi** 
we  declined  complying  with  this  custom  although  we  actually  g^* 
a  letter  guaninteeing  the  future  shipment  of  the  specified  cargo  t 
for  this  stubborn  conduct  we  were  detained  all  our  lay  days  (45) 
and  subjected  to  other  inconveniences  of  an  expensive,  irritating* 
and  disagreeable  kind,  while  others  who  were  less  scrupulous  were 
desjmtched  earlier  :  as  a  fitting  conclusion  to  non-compliance  with 
the  "  custom,"  we  have  heard  of  a  commander  being  dismissed  on 
his  arrival  in  England. 

To  nssci-t  and  insist  that  thei'e  are  more  bales  of  cotton  or  Mg* 
of  sugar  tlian  the   Customs'  officer  and  mate  acknowledged,  v 
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liotlier  custom  of  the  port  of  Paraiha  requiring  the  careful 
:tcndon  of  both  maftters  and  mates  loading  sugar  or  cotton  at  that

PEKNAMBUCO. 


Pemambuco  Ls  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Capibarilje. 
cife  or  Peniambuco  proper,  is  built  on  the  peninsula  formed  by 
•  rio  Biberibe,  which  extends  southward  from  Olinda,  and  is  the 
8t  mercantile  part  of  the  city.  The  harbour  is  of  easy  access, 
ttinodious  and  sale.  Its  commerce  Ls  important,  the  Exports 
isisting  chiefly  of  cotton,  sugar,  rum,  hides,  and  dye-woods  ;  and 
Imports  of  cotton  and  linen  cloths,  hardware,  cutlery,  silks, 
le,  flour,  salt  fish,'tkc.  Population,  70,000. 
^0  vessel  drawing  more  than  1 4  J  feet  can  enter  at  neap  tides, 
Diore  than  18  J  feet  at  spring  tides.  The  great  bar  has  20  feet 
^  it  at  bigh  water  springs,  but  is  more  exi)osed  to  the  swell, 
^e  outer  anchorage  vessels  of  any  draught  can  load  or  unload 
-h  facility.  Vessels  in  the  harbour  generally  lie  4  in  a  tier, 
'•hored  and  moored  parallel  to  the  Recife. 
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Immediately  northward  of  the  Recife,  outside  the  harbour,  is  a 
hasin  called  the  Po^o  or  Well,  having  a  depth  of  20  feet  at  low 
wat^r.  Here,  vessels  of  more  than  1 4  feet  draught  lighten  to  go 
inside,  and  take  in  the  last  pai-t  of  their  cargoes. 

Vessels  visiting  Pernambuco  with  the  intention  of  going  into 
the  harbour,  will  find  it  pi*eferable  to  keep  under  way,  standing  off 
and  on,  or  working  to  windward,  according  to  the  monsoon,  to 
guard  against  the  current.  Pilots  are  generally  in  waiting  to 
conduct  vessels  into  the  harbour,  and  are  furnished  by  the  govern- 
ment. A  harbour  launch  and  crew  are  provided,  if  necessary, 
wliich  must  be  paid  for  in  addition  to  the  pilotage.  Application 
is  made  for  the  pilots  at  the  arsenal. 

The  roadstead  of  Pernambuco  is  by  no  means  a  desirable  pbwe 
for  vessels  to  remain  longer  than  necessary,  pai-ticularly  at  the 
ciiange  of  seasons,  and  they  should  be  prepared  to  weigh  or  slip 
should  it  come  on  to  blow.  Commander  Jas.  S.  Thurbum,  R.N-1 
says,  "during  August,  I  scarcely  knew  of  one  vessel  lying  in  the 
loadstead  that  did  not  lose  her  anchor."  Vessels  visiting  this  port 
for  any  time  should  go  inside  the  Recife,  as  the  expense  of  pilotage 
will  soon  be  liquidated  in  the  saving  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  boats, 
and  in  the  straining  of  the  vessel,  rigging,  &a  It  is  also  much 
cooler  inside  the  Recife,  lying  broadside  to  the  sea  breeze. 

It  is  high  water  at  Pernambuco,  full  and  change,  at  4h.,  45id.; 
springs  rise  8  and  neaps  6  feet. 

The  Custom-house  quay  can  only  accommodate  2  vessels  at  t 
time,  so  that  almost  all  vessels  are  laden  and  unladen  by  means  of 
lighters.  This  lighterage  costs  about  1,500  reis,  or  Ss.  4J(L  p^ 
ton.  Masters  of  Biitish  vessels  bnnging  coals  have  often  been 
forced  to  pay  for  lighterage  a  sum  nearly  equal  to  tliat  received  as 
freight  from  England. 

A  Custom-house  officer  must  be  on  board  whilst. these  lighten 
are  employed.  Tlie  hours  fixed  for  this  attendance  are  from  6  a.in. 
to  10  a. m.  In  oi-der  to  economise  time,  a  sum  of  10  milreis,  about 
£1  2a  6d.  per  diem,  is  paid  to  an  officer  to  go  on  board  before  the 
hour  fixed  by  the  regulations,  every  day  that  the  discharge  of  the 
vessel  may  last

Rio  Grande  do  Sul  is  the  most  southern  province  in  Brazil- 
Porto  Alegi-e,  the  seat  of  the  provincial  government,  is  ahout  100 
miles  N.  oif  Sao  Jose  do  Norte,  from  which  latter  place  there  is* 
channel  to  it  for  vessels  of  9  feet  draught.  Tt  exports  hides  and 
tallow;  and  grain  is  also  expoi-ted  from  the  small  port  of  San 
Leopold. 

Tlie  port  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  is  comprised  in  the  space  from 
the  bar  on  the  south,  to  about  half-a-mile  N.  of  the  town  of  Sio 
Jos^  do  Norte  on  the  north,  at  a  distance  of  6  miles  from  M 
lighthouse,  and  as  far  westward  as  the  anchorage  of  Rio  Gia&de  or 
San  Pedro  do  Sul.  The  town  of  S&o  Jos^  do  Norte  is  about  ^ 
miles  KN.K  of  Rio  Grande,  and  is  the  better  port  for  vessels 
discharging.

Brazilian  tons  are  often  calculated  to  exceed  tbe  British  regis  ^ 
tonnage  by  one-third.  The  merchants  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  h^^ 
framed  a  set  of  rules,  which  they  style  the  "  Customs  of  the  Po»^  " 
They  can  only  be  considered  to  have  been  made  by  the  merchant; 
for  their  own  convenience  and  to  avoid  disputes,  and  necessan// 
will  not  bind  the  shipmaster  when  they  may  be  in  contradiction 
to  the  charter-party;  if,  however,  there  should  be  nothing  in  the 
charter-party  against  the  rules,  the  merchants  will  insist  on  them. 
The  rules  are  as  follows: — "Vessels  with  cargoes  consisting  wholly 
of  salt  or  coals,  are  allowed  to  continue  to  discharge  all  ^eir 
cargoes  in  the  anchorage  of  Sa5  Jose  do  Norte,  which  is  modi 
better  than  the  southern  anchorage;  but  vessels  with  general 
cargoes  are  required  to  discharge  at  tiie  south  "  Rio  Grande,"  being 
allowed  to  unload  a  sufficient  portion  of  their  cargo  at  the  Sad 
Jos6  anchorage  to  lighten  their  draught,  so  that  they  may 
come  through  the  shallow  channel  to  the  south,  the  caigo  thus 
discharged  being  immediately  brought  over  to  Rio  Grande  in 
lighters.  Bone  ash  and  ballast  are  usually  completely  laden  at 
SaO  Jos6;  and  thei'eat,  as  the  deeper  anchorage,  most  British 
vessels  comj)lete  their  cargoes  of  hides  or  other  merchandize.  la 
consequence  of  disputes  constantly  arising  between  foreign  ship- 
masters and  their  consignees,  owing  to  the  want  of  established 
rules  whereby  to  regulate  the  settlement  of  accounts,  it  is  resolved 
by  the  resident  foreign  merchants  that  the  following  regulations 
shall  henceforward  be  adopted  and  adhered  to  under  the  denomi- 
nation of  the  Custom  of  the  Port  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul : — 

1st.  Tliat  the  consignees  of  vessels  shall  have  the  privileges 
choosing  at  which  Custom-house  entry  shall  be  given. 

2nd.  That  the  vessel  shall  bear  the  expense  of  all  lighterag* 
attendant  upon  entry  at  the  south  Custom-house,  unless  there  bet 
special  clause  in  the  charter-jmrty  or  bills  of  lading  to  the  contrary.

Tliat  when  a  homeward  charter  is  required  for  the  vessel, 
the  consignees  shall  have  a  prior  right  of  chartering  at  current 
rates,  and  in  any  case  the  charter  shall  be  effected  through  their 
agency. 
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oth.  That  the  commission  for  recovering  outward  freight  shall 
^  5^  per  cent,  on  the  amount  payable  abroad,  or  when  the  entire 
^ight  is  so  payable,  2  J  per  cent. ;  and  that  whether  the  vessel  be 
^^rtered  at  home  or  abroad  for  the  return  voyage,  the  consignees 
^^  be  entitled  to  a  commission,  which  shall,  in  the  former  case, 
d  2^,  and  in  the  latter,  5  per  cent.,  on  the  amount  of  freight.

In  the  port  of  Rio  Grande,  salt  is  received  by  half  alquiere

FREIGHTS   AND   ARTICLES   OF   EXPORTATION. 

The  greater  part  of  the  freights  are  made  at  Valparaiso,  and 
the  following  are  of  the  most  importance  as  regards  exportations^ 
copper  ore  and  copper  in  bars. 

The  loading  takes  place  partly  in  Valparaiso,  and  in  tbiioqi 
other  ports  in  the  northern  provinces  of  ChilL  Venels  of 
8,000  to  12,000  quintals  (cwt)  capacity  are  preferred.  If  ^ 
cargo  be  destined  for  England,  A  1  ships  for  12  to  14  yean  an 
almost  exclusively  chartered.  Freighters  are  less  careful  if  the 
cargo  is  for  the  continent  of  Europe,  although  the  best  class  ahi]! 
have  always  the  preference.  Generally,  the  ships  go  in  ballast  to 
the  northern  Chilian  ports,  and  are  forwarded  thence  directly. 

Silver  ore  is  exported  from  Coquimbo,  Huasco,  and  Caldera.  It 
is  shipped  in  bags  of  150  to  200  lbs.  Materials  for  separating 
the  different  parts  of  the  cargo,  should  it  be  composed  of  moretban 
one  article,  are  generally  furnished  by  the  freighter.  The  frei^t 
is  for  delivered  weight  in  English  tons,  of  which  one-third  is  usaallf 
paid  upon  arrival  of  the  ship  at  her  destination,  and  the  remaindflf 
after  the  discharge  of  cargo,  in  bills  of  3  months,  or  in  cash  1^ 
5  per  cent. 

Copper  ore  is  exported  from  Bolivia.  The  ship  generally  toucki 
at  Cobija,  and  then  loads  in  one  or  several  ports,  which  lie  doia 
together  and  are  quite  safe.  Sometimes  a  cargo  is  taken  in  at 
Valparaiso,  consisting  of  provisions,  &a,  for  Cobija,  for  whidba 
freight  of  5  dollars  is  paid,  if  there  be  no  great  competition. 

Exportation  of  ore,  (kc,  is  chiefly  for  Liverpool  and  Swanaea, 
the  United  States,  and  but  little  for  Antwerp  and  Hambui^h. 

Saltpetre  is  taken  from  Iquique  and  adjacent  secondary  porta, 
PLsagua  and  Mexillones.  A  cargo  of  coals  from  ValparaiflO  to 
Iquique  is  paid  a  freight  of  4  to  5  dollars  per  ton.  Cominissio&  ^ 
importation  and  exportation,  about  51  dollars. 

Wheat  and  Flour. — Dming  the  last  few  years  only,  freigbtaha'* 
been  concluded  for  Australia,  and  several  for  England.  1^ 
loading  takes  place  at  Valparaiso,  and  San  Antonio,  Talcabuaaft 
Tome  and  Penco.

Wood, — Dyeing  woods,  coffee,  and  sugar,  in  Central  America, 
lupe  are  charter^  for  round  voyages  to  sail  from  Valparaiso  with 
ro?idon8  and  a  general  cai'go,  and  to  return  with  the  above 
Mes.  Voyages  at  a  freight  per  month  are  preferred  by  the 
tptains,  and  occasionally  agreed  ta 

South  Sea  Islands. — These  also  are  round  voyages,  at  freights 
^  month.  Provisions  and  a  general  cargo  are  taken  out.  The 
ton  cai^o  is  composed  of  oil,  cocoa-nuts,  mother-of-pearl  shells. 

Freights  Jbr  Coals, — ^The  great  importance  which  the  working  of 
ke  ooal  mines  in  the  south  of  Chili  has  now  assumed,  and  the 
toreased  consumption  along  the  coast,  have  exercised  a  favourable 
iloence  upon  the  navigation.  Foreign  vessels  are  permitted  to 
ttiy  coab  only  from  one  Chilian  port  to  the  other,  of  which  pernus- 
oa  they  avail  themselves  frequently,  whenever  the  rate  of  freights 
»r  Europe  is  low.  For  foreign  ships,  cargoes  of  coals  for  Bolivian 
'  Peruvian  ports  (Iquique  in  particulai*)  are  of  great  importance.

Herradura  de  Coquimbo  or  Guayacan,  is  a  small  land-lcx^J 
harbour,  forming  One  of  the  snuggest  anchorages  on  the  oc^a 
The  entrance,  which  is  not  more  than  three-quarters  of  a    wnj 
wide,  formed  by  two  bold  headlands,  is  somewhat  difficult  for^ 
stranger  to  make  out,  as  it  cannot  be  seen  by  vessels  sailing  from 
the  south  until  it  bears  directly  a-beam,  and  it  is  often  passet/ 
altogether.     There  are  two  good  land-marks,  however,  by  widck 
it  may  be  known,  viz.,  the  rocky  headland  on  the  south,  which 
appears  black,  whilst  the  one  on  the  north  side  is  white  as  chall^. 
Recently  a  lighthouse  has  been  erected  on  Pun  to  de  CoquimlK), 
the  light  (fixed)  being  visible  12  miles. 

Strangers  should  not  attempt  to  enter  the  harbour  without  a 
commanding  breeze,  as  there  is  often  a  strong  northerly  current 
setting  directly  on  some  dangerous  rocks  (see  ^art)  off  Coquimbo, 
and  there  is  no  anchorage  close  in  shore,  the  water  being  deep, 
with  rocky  bottom. 

Captain  Connop,  of  the  "  Mercara,"  from  whom  we  have 
received  the  above  information,  says  that  the  best  way  of  entering 
is  "  to  steer  for  mid-channel,  being  careful  not  to  start  tack,  or 
sheet  until  the  harbour  is  weU  opened  out.  It  often  happens  that 
as  soon  as  a  vessel  gets  abreast  of  the  headlands  she  is  taken 
aback  by  'eddy  winds,  but  if  good  way  is  on,  slie  will  shoot  ahead 
past  all  dangers,  when  sail  can  be  taken  in  or  trimmed,  tf 
necessary."  He  also  states  that  the  bay  is  very  imperfectly 
surveyed,  and  mentions  two  rocks  with  only  12  feet  of  water,  not 
laid  down  on  the  chart. 

There  is  a  mole,  alongside  which  vessels  of  300  tons  can  He;

Ves^^ 
laden  with  guano  can  now  clear  at  the  Ghinchas,  without  beso^ 
obliged  to  caJl  at  Callao  as  formerly. 

Respecting  the  survey  of  your  vessel  after  arriving  at  CallHO,  it 
appears  to  be  of  no  consequence,  whatever  may  be  the  state  or  dm 
of  the  ship,  whether  new,  or  if  only  just  thoroughly  caulked  &  few 
weeks  since  at  the  last  port,  you  are  certain  to  be  ordered  to  cauli 
from  the  copper  to  the  gunwale ;  but  this  can  always  be  got  over 
by  a  fee  of  some  50  dollars  or  upwards,  according  to  your  tonnage; 
otherwise  you  have  no  alternative  but  to  have  your  ship  bidlj 
caidked,  and  the  seams  cut  to  pieces  by  a  shore  gang,  at  an  expoue 
of  some  200  dollars,  or  lose  a  week's  time  by  doing  it  with  you 
own  carpenter.  In  fact,  all  the  authorities  here  want  are  the 
dollars.     Fee  them  well,  and  you  may  overcome  any  obstacle. 

Government  launches  of  from  15  to  40  tons  are  availaUe  fi» 
loading  you  (free  of  charge  for  hiring)  by  requisition  on  the  Port 
Captain,  who,  previous  to  allowing  you  to  take  the  lighter  awiT, 
requires  you  to  sign  a  bond  thereby  rendering  yourself  responaiUe 
for  the  value  of  the  launch,  against  all  damages  or  accident  tint 
may  happen  to  her;  likewise  binding  you  to  deUver  her  had  to 
the  authorities  in  thoroughly  good  order,  irrespective  of  whatever 
condition  you  may  have  received  her  in. 

The  water  obtained  here,  and  for  which  the  contractor  chai]g» 
you  2i  dollars  per  ton,  is  only  of  indifferent  quality,  aw 
being  brought  over  from  wells  sunk  at  Parracca,  which  are  ia 
close  proximity  to  the  soda  mines,  it  is  rendered  somewhat  brackish. 
The  water  from  Callao  is  of  much  better  quality,  and  brought 
alongside  in  regular  tank  boats,  fitted  with  a  foi*ce  pump,  at  a 
charge  of  2^  dollars  per  ton. 

Fresh  beef  and  vegetables  are  plentiful,  the  former  at  14  cents 
per  lb.,  and  of  tolerably  good  quality;  but  mutton,  pork,  and 
poultry  are  both  indifferent  in  quality  as  well  as  exorbitant  in 
prica 

The  climate  of  the  Chincha  Islands  is  generally  healthy  and 
agreeable,  but  as  the  dews  at  night  are  exceedingly  heavy,  the 
crews  occasionally  suffer  from  rheumatism,  if  allowed  to  sleep  upon 
deck,  which  they  are  often  induced  to  do,  to  escape  from  the 
effluvia  arising  from  tlie  guano  below.  There  are  two  medical 
practitioners  who  attend  the  shipping,  at  3  dollars  per  100  tons, 
during  the  entii-e  stay  there;  or  if  only  occasionally,  at  5  dollars 
per  visit. 

Shipmasters  should  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  Rules 
of  the  Port,  as  breaches  of  these  rules,  through  ignorance,  fi]^ 
quently  cause  masters  to  be  fined  25  or  50  dollars.  Merco»^

RULES   FOB  CALCULATING  THE    TONNAGE  DUES   PAYABLE   UPON 

CONTINENTAL  VESSELS. 

1.  If  the  vessel  be  provided  with  a  British  certificate  of 
measurement,  dues  are  to  be  charged  in  accoixlance  with  the 
tonnage  therein  specified. 

2.  Bremen  and  Hcimburg, — 4  lasts  are  equal  to  9  register  tons. 

3.  Holland. — 4  lasts  are  equal  to  7  register  tons. 

4.  Denmark, — 4  lasts  are  equal  to  about  8  register  tons. 

5.  Prussia,  Sweden,  Norway,  Lvbeck,  Mecklenburg,  Ilanover^ 
4»nd  Oldenburg, — 4  lasts  are  equal  to  6  register  tons. 

6.  Austria, — 4  lasts  are  equal  to  3  register  tons. 

The  powers  which  have  treaties  with  China  are  Great  Britain, 
Trance,  the  United  States,  Eussia,  Prussia,  and  Denmark. 
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The  following  are  tlie  ports  in  China  open  to  foreign  trade : —

Within  24  hou^-s  after  arrival,  the  ship's  papers,  bills  of  ladingf 
&c.,  shall  be  lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  Consul,  who  will,  within 
a  further  period  of  24  hours,  report  to  the  superintendent  of 
Customs  the  name  of  the  ship,  her  register  tonnage,  and  the 
nature  of  her  cargo  If,  owing  to  neglect  on  the  part  of  the 
master,  the  above  rule  is  not  complied  with,  within  48  hours  after 
the  ship's  arrival,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  Tls.  50  for  every 
day's  delay;  the  total  amount  of  penalty,  however,  shall  not 
exceed  Tls.  200. 

The  master  will  be  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  the  manifest, 
which  shall  contain  a  full  and  true  account  of  the  particulars  of 
the  cargo  on  board.  For  presenting  a  false  manifest,  he  will  subject 
himself  to  a  fine  of  Tls.  500;  but  he  will  be  allowed  to  correct, 
within  24  hours  after  delivery  of  it  to  the  Customs*  officers,  any 
mistake  he  may  discover  in  his  manifest,  without  incurring  this 
penalty. 

After  receiving  from  the  Consul  the  report  in  due  form,  the 
Superintendent  of  Customs  shall  grant  the  vessel  a  permit  to 
open  hatches.  If  the  master  shall  open  hatches,  and  begin  to 
discharge  any  goods  without  such  permission,  he  shall  be  fined 
Tls.  500,  and  the  goods  discharged  shall  be  confiscated  wholly. 

TONNAGE   DUES. 

Merchant  vessels,  of  more  than  150  tons  burden,  shall  be 
charged  tonnage  dues  at  the  rate 'of  4  mace  per  ton;  if  of  150 
tons  and  \mder,  they  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  1  mace  per 
ton. 

Any  vessel  clearing  from  any  of  the  open  ports  of  China  for

^*rry,  on  if  she  has  expended  any  portion  of  them  during  her 
[^*ge  up  or  down  the  river,  then  to  account  for  the  manner  in 
'oh  such  portion  has  been  expended.  Any  vessel  returning  to 
'x^hai  without  any  portion  of  the  arms  or  ammunition  stated 
^^  arms  certificate,  and  being  unable  to  account  satisfactorily 
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for  snch  missmg  portioD,  or  being  discovered  tnifficking  in  mi8, 
munitions,  or  implements  of  war,  at  any  port  or  place  in  the  lirer, 
or  carrying  any  arms  or  munitions  in  excess  of  Uie  amount  Bixted 
in  her  arms  certificate,  is  liable  to  have  her  river  pass  withdrawOy 
and  to  be  prohibited  from  trading  upon  the  river. 

Article  3. 

The  Shanghai  Customs  may,  if  they  see  fit,  appoint  one  or  two 
of  their  officers  to  accompany  the  vessel  as  far  as  Ghin-kiang,  vaA 
the  master  of  the  vessel  is  bound  to  receive  these  officen  on 
board,  and  to  provide  them  suitable  accommodation,  but  not  their 
food  or  expenses.  Trading  of  any  kind  between  Shanghai  and 
Chin-kiang,  being  an  infraction  of  the  47th  Article  of  the  Treaty 
of  Tien-tsin,  may  be  punished  as  is  therein  provided. 

Article  4. 

No  vessel  is  allowed  to  pass  Chin-kiang  without  anchoring,  and 
Ix'ing  reported  to  the  British  Consul  and  the  Customs  at  that  port- 
The  master,  on  aniving  at  Chin-kiang,  must  deliver  to  the  Consul 
his  river  pass,  arms  certificate,  Shanghai  port  clearance,  and  a  list 
of  all  passengers  and  persons  not  forming  part  of  the  roistered 
crew  on  board,  and  if  he  wish  to  proceed  up  the  river  immediately, 
the  Consul  will  forward  all  the  papers  above-named  to  the  Customs^ 
who  may  board  and  insj^ect  the  vessel,  and  if  the  Customs  hare 
no  claim  upon  the  vessel,  or  there  be  no  cause  for  her  detentioOy 
they  will  at  once  grant  a  new  port  cleai-ance,  and  give  thiflf 
together  with  the  river  pass  and  arms  certificate  to  the  mastert 
who  will  then  be  at  lil^rty  to  continue  his  voyage.

land  any  portion  of  her  cargo,  or  take  on  board  any  cargo,  she 
must  do  so  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  said  Treaty;  and  the 
Consul  will  retain  in  his  possession  her  river  pass  and  ann^ 
certificate  until  she  receives  her  port  cleaiunce  from  the  CustoiO' 
house,  and  is  again  ready  to  depart  Any  British  vessel  pro- 
ceeding up  the  river  above  Chin-kiang  without  a  river  pass,  ann* 
certificate,  and  Chin-kiang  port  clearance,  duly  obtained  as  provide<^ 
in  these  regulations,  commits  infringement  of  the  47th  Article  of 
the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsin,  and  is  liable  to  the  penalty  theieii} 
provided.  • 

Article  5. 

Every  vessel  must  be  reported  to  the  British  Consul  at  Bo*

%.e  following  Commercial  Convention  and  Revised  Tariff  was 
led  at  Jedo  on  the  25th  of  June,  1866,  ]:)etween  the  govem- 
^t  of  Japan  and  the  representatives  of  the  governments  of 
at  Britain,  France,  Holland,  and  the  United  States  of  America. 
*he  Convention  consists  of  1 2  articles,  to  the  following  effect : — 
•  The  tariff  now  established  is  sulwtituted  not  only  for  the 
jinal  tariff  attached  to  the  treaties  concluded  with  the  above- 
*t?d  four  powers,  but  also  for  the  special  Conventions  and 
^gements  i-elative  to  the  same  tanff  which  have  been  entered 
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into  at  dififerent  dates  up  to  this  time  between  the  govemmente  of 
Great  Bntain,  France,  and  the  United  States  on  one  side,  and  t&e 
Japanese  government  on  the  other.     The  new  tariff  shall  com 
into  effect  in  the  port  of  Kanagawa  (Yokohama)  on  the  1st  day  of 
July  next,  and  in  the  ports  of  Nagasaki  and  Hakodadi  on  the  first 
day  of  the  following  month. 

2.  The  tariff  attached  to  the  present  Convention  being  incor- 
porated from  the  date  of  its  signatiire  in  the  treaties  concluded 
between  Japan  and  the  above-named  four  powers  is  subject  to 
re^'ision  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1872.  Two  years,  however,  after 
the  signing  of  the  present  Convention  any  of  the  contracting 
parties,  on  giving  six  months'  notice  to  the  others,  may  claim  a 
readjustment  of  the  duties  on  tea  *and  silk  on  the  basis  of  5  per 
cent,  on  the  average  value  of  these  articles  during  the  three  years 
last  preceding.

In  conformity  with  tlie  traaties  concluded  between  Japim 
and  the  aforesaid  powers,  and  with  the  special  arran^rements  mkde 
by  the  envoys  of  the  Japanese  government  in  their  note  to  the 
British  government  of  the  Gth  of  June,  1862,  and  in  their  note  to 
the  French  government  of  the  6th  of  October  of  the  same  year,  all 
the  restrictions  on  trade  and  intercourse  between  foreigners  and 
Japanese  alluded  to  in  the  said  note  have  been  entirely  remored, 
and  proclamations  to  this  effect  have  already  been  published  by  tbe 
government  of  Japan.  The  latter,  however,  do  not  hesitate  to 
declare  that  Japanese  merchants  and  traders,  of  all  classes,  are  at 
liberty  to  trade  directly,  and  without  the  interference  of  govemmeat 
officers,  with  foreign  merchants,  not  only  at  the  open  ports  of 
Japan,  but  also  in  all  foreign  countries,  on  being  authorised  to  leave 
their  coimtry  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  article  10  of  the  present 
Convention,  without  being  subject  to  higher  taxation  by  the  Ji^panese 
government  than  that  levied  on  the  native  trading  classes  of  Jn^ 
in  their  ordinary  transactions  with  each  other.  And  they  further 
declare  that  all  Daimios,  or  pei*sons  in  the  employ  of  Daimics,  are 
free  to  visit,  on  the  same  condition,  any  foreign  country  as  well  as 
all  the  open  ports  of  Japan,  and  to  trade  there  with  foreigners  as 
they  please,  without  the  interference  of  any  Japanese  officer, 
provi(^  always  they  submit  to  the  existing  polioe  r^ulations,  and 
to  the  payment  of  the  established  duties. 

10.  All  Japanese  subjects  may  ship  goods  to  or  from  any  open 
port  in  Japan,  or  to  and  from  the  ports  of  any  foreign  power, 
either  in  vessels  owned  by  Japanese,  or  in  the  vessels  of  any  nation 
having  a  treaty  with  Japan.  Furthermore,  on  being  provided 
with  pass-ports  through  the  proper  department  of  the  government, 
in  the  manner  specified  in  the  proclamation  of  the  Japans^ 
government,  dated  the  23rd  of  May,  1866,  all  Japanese  subjects 
may  travel  to  any  foreign  country  for  purposes  of  study  or  tradfe 
They  may  also  accept  employment  in  any  capacity  on  board  the 
vessels  of  any  nation  having  a  treaty  with  Japan.  Japanese  in  the 
employ  of  foreigners  may  obtain  government  pass-ports  to  go  abroad 
on  application  to  the  governor  of  any  open  port. 

11.  The  government  of  Japan  will  provide  all  the  ports,  open 
to  foreign  trade,  with  such  lights,  buo3rs,  or  beacons  as  may  1* 
necessary  to  render  secure  the  navigation  of  the  approaches  to  the 
said  ports. 

12.  The  plenipotentiaries  being  of  opinion  that  it  is  unnecessaiy 
that  this  Convention  should  be  submitted  to  their  i-espectiyp 
governments  for  ratification  before  it  comes  into  operation,  it  ^ 
take  effect  on  and  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1866.

Sec.  587.  Tlie  harbour  master  of  Honolulu,  and  also  of  Hilo, 
shall  be  entitled  to  collect  and  receive  from  every  vessel,  except 
vessels  engaged  in  the  coasting  trade,  boai'ded  by  him,  or  to  wldch 
he  renders  assistance  or  service,  the  sum  of  3  dollars,  in  addition 
to  his  disbursements  for  the  use  of  boats  and  warps,  and  for 
lalx)ur  in  mooring  or  making  fast  such  vessels;  and  if  necessarilj 
detiiined  on  board  more  than  two  hours  at  any  one  time,  he  shall 
be  paid  at  the  rate  of  1  dollar  per  hour  for  such  extra  detention; 
and  for  each  time  that  he  may  be  called  upon  to  board,  or  thftt  it 
may  be  necessary  for  him  to  board  any  such  vessel,  after  having 
once  moored  her  properly,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  stfne 
pay  as  in  the  first  instance. 

8ec.  599.  The  compensation  of  the  pilots  shall  be  as  foUows:—

Of  Merchantmen. — The  commanding  officer  of  any  merchant 
vessel,  immediately  after  her  arrival  at  either  of  the  legalised  ports 
of  entry,  shall  make  known  to  the  collector  of  Customs  the  business 
upon  which  said  vessel  has  come  to  this  poi*t,  furnish  him  with  a 
List  of  her  passengers,  before  allowing  baggage  to  be  landed. 

And  deliver  him,  under  oath,  a  full,  true  and  perfect  manifest  of 
the  cargo  with  which  said  vessel  is  laden,  before  allowing  any  parcels 
to  be  landed  except  the  mail  bags,  delivered  to  order  of  the  post- 
master; which  manifest  shall  contain  an  account  of  the  packages, 
with  their  marks,  number,  contents  and  quantities;  also  die  names 
of  the  importers  or  consignees  and  shippers. 

When  any  such  officer  shall  foil  to  perform  any  or  all  of  the  acts

Of  Whaxers. — Masters  of  whaling  vessels  shall  enter  their

The  only  port  due  is  one  of  a  dollar  a  vessel  A  copy  of  the 
port  regulations  for  the  islands  of  Tonga,  Haabai,  and  Yayaii,  is 
handed  to  shipmasters  on  arrivaL 

Freights  for  cotton  in  1865  were  exceedingly  high,  and  m  the 
cotton  is,  for  the  most  part,  shipped  uncleaned  and  unpreised, 
nearly  75  per  cent,  of  this  charge  is  a  clear  loss  to  the  shipper. 
B^che-de-mer  is  exported  to  the  Australian  colonies  for  the  me  of 
the  Chinese  immigrants.  Dilo  oil  is  very  effective  in  cases  of 
iheumatism,  it  is  the  Woondel,  or  bitter  oil,  of  Indian  commerce, 
and  brings  £90  the  tun  in  European  markets. 

Masters  of  vessels  generally  niake  the  tour  of  the  several  groups 
of  islands,  calling  at  each  of  the  trading  stations,  and  replenishin]? 
the  stock  of  the  resident  traders  as  they  may  require  to  hsve  it 
renewed.  The  cargo  is  seldom  consigned  to  any  merchant  residing 
in  the  islands,  but  is  left  for  the  master  or  supercai^o  to  dispose  off 
to  the  best  of  his  judgment.  The  value  of  goods  imported  in  this 
manner  into  Fecjee,  during  the  past  year  (1865),  may  amo>imtto 
about  £20,000,  and  the  articles  most  in  demand  are  printed  ootUm, 
muskets,  gunpowder,  axes,  and  butchers'  long  knivea  A  gmt 
many  emigrants  have  arrived  lately  from  the  Australian  colonies, 
and  have  settled  down  on  tracts  of  land  purchased  by  them  from 
the  natives. 

The  navigation  of  the  group  is  open  with  safety,  frcnn  April 
until  December,  during  which  time  the  S.E.  trade  winds  prerwl; 
from  January  to  April  the  winds  are  variable,  frequently  blowing 
^4th  great  violence  from  the  N.  and  N.W.  attended  with  hevfj 
rains.

MADAGASCAR. 


The  north-west  coast  of  Madagascar  is  low,  and  everywhere 
indented  by  deep  bays  well  suited  for  commerce,  but  little  frequented 
by  shipping,  with  the  exception  of  JBombetoka,  or  Magunga  bay, 
which  is  the  estuary  of  sevei*al  rivers,  and  the  chief  Hova  settlement 
on  tiiat  side  of  the  island. 

On  the  east-side  of  Madagascar,  south-easterly  and  southerly 
winds  prevail  during  the  winter  months,  say  from  April  to  October; 
during  the  rest  of  the  year,  especially  in  the  hurricane  months 
(December,  January,  February,  and  March),  northerly  and  north- 
easterly winds  blow  home,  rendering  the  anchorages  of  Tamatave, 
Foule  Point,  <&&,  unsafe. 

The  currents  set  along  shore,  running  to  the  northward  with 
floutherly  and  south-westerly  winds,  and  to  the  southward  during 
the  prevalence  of  northerly  and  south-easterly  wind& 

The  trade  with  the  east  coast  is  almost  exclusively  in  the  hands 
of  a  few  merchants  at  Mauritius  and  Reunion,  and  is  principally 
carried  on  by  British  vessels  belonging  to  the  former  colony,  and 
one  steamer  belonging  to  H^union. 

The  chief  articles  of  European  manufacture  and  produce  imported 
are  cotton-cloths,  wearing  apparel,  hardware,  provisions,  and 
spirituous  liquors. 

The  Exports  consist  of  oxen,  cows,  swine,  poultry,  rice,  tobacco, 
straw,  and  basket-wares,  rofia-cloths  and  caoutchouc,  gum,  and  wax, 
in  lai^  quantities. 

The  Custom  Dues,  repealed  on  the  accession  of  Hadama  II.,  were 
Teestablished  in  Madagascar,  in  September,  1863,  and  have  since 
-l)een  levied  on  the  following  scale : — 

Exports. — Oxen  and  cows,  6s.  per  head;  swine,  la;  sheep.  Is. 

On  all  other  produce,  20  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  of  which  10  per 
cent  is  paid  by  the  vendor,  and  10  per  cent  by  the  exporter. 

Imports. — The  duties  on  all  impoi-ts  are  levied  in  kind,  as 
follows: — On  spirits  and  liquors  of  every  description,  one-third; 
on  all  other  manufactures  and  productions,  one-tenth. 

Currency. — The  coins  in  circulation  in  Madagascar  are  five  franc 
pieoes  and  Spanish  and  Mexican  dollars,  which  for  small  change 
•*■©  cut  up  into  fractional  pai-ts  by  the  natives,  and  circulate  by 
"height     English  and  French  gold  coins  pass  with  difficulty. 
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Tamatave,  a  seaport  town  on  the  east  coast  of  Madagascar, 
contains,  besides  the  native  population,  about  250  foreign  settlers, 
and  is  the  chief  emporium  of  British  trade  with  Mauritius,  which 
is  carried  on  by  vessels  registered  there,  and  navigated  by  colonial 
crew&  It  possesses  a  commodious  harbour,  with  a  safe  anchorage 
during  eight  months  of  the  year,  firom  April  to  November. 

The  other  points  on  the  east  coast  of  Madagascar,  frequented 
by  shipping,  are  Foule  Point,  Mahambo,  Tenerifie,  Marancet, 
Angontey,  and  Yoheman,  to  the  north  of  Tamatave,  and  Mahanoro, 
Mahela  and  Mananzary,  to  the  south  of  that  port;  but,  as  they  are 
mostly  open  roadsteads,  with  insecure  anchorage^  they  are  not 
constantly  visited.

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A  FEW  USEFUL  HINTS  ON  CHARTERINO. 

When  fixing  the  lay-days  in  a  charter-party,  running  dayl 
instead  of  working  days  should  be  stipulated  for;  particularlj  in 
Catholic  countries  where  many  festivals  and  holidays  take  pjaoa 
In  some  places,  those  days  during  which  (from  bad  weaiher)  tbe 
ship  cannot  work,  ai*e  not  reckoned  as  working  days.  CapUini 
will  find  that  by  accepting  40  running  days  instead  of  30  worldng 
days,  they  fare  quite  as  well,  if  not  better. 

To  secure  payment  of  freight,  the  captain  should  insist  upon  tlie 
following  clause  being  put  in  the  charter-party: — "The  captain  or 
owners  of  the  vessel  have  a  perfect  lien  on  the  cargo  for  all  frei^ 
and  demurrage,  <fec." 

In  the  bills  of  lading,  "freight,  cash  without  discount,"  should 
be  inserted,  as  it  is  customary  at  seaports  to  pay  the  freight,  after 
delivery  of  cargo,  with  a  deduction  of  discount.  By  this  diioe 
such  deduction  is  avoided. 

In  freighting  for  Melbourne,  ^^Hobson  Bay"  shoidd  be  written 
in  the  charter-party,  7wt  Melbourne.  Vessels  of  laige  drangirt 
cannot  go  up  to  the  town,  and  the  lighterage  to  Melbourne  costs 
58.  j>er  ton.  Vessels  of  small  draught  can  go  up  to  Melbonrne, 
but  they  are  obliged  to  take  a  tugboat  which  is  very  expensiTa 
All  these  expenses  go  to  ship^s  account,  when  Melbourne  is  giv^ 
as  the  place  of  destination,  but  in  the  other  case,  have  to  be  paid 
by  the  charterers. 

Vessels  for  Havana  should  always  fix  lay-days  for  the  diachar^B 
of  piece  gooils,  and  never  go  by  the  "custom  of  the  port"  This 
clause  is  never  advisable.  There  exists  no  exact  definition  of  the 
"custom,"  and  captains  are  obliged  to  submit  to  the  pleasure  of 
the  consignees,  as  to  the  time  they  may  choose  to  receive  cargo, 
which  often  causes  great  annoyance  and  loss  of  time. 

In  concluding  freights  in  Calcutta,  captains  should  be  Terr 
careful  about  the  kind  of  goods  they  are  to  take,  particularij  if 
not  fixed  in  the  price-cun-ent  of  freights ;  in  this  last  caae  an 
undei-standing  should  be  come  to  with  the  freighter.  Many  artide* 
of  exportation  from  Calcutta  are  so  light,  that  a  ship  may  be  foU 
loaded  without  corresponding  at  all  to  the  tonnage,  in  which  case, 
the  freiglit  is  not  very  profitable. 

In  some  cliarter-parties  it  is  said  "a  full  and  convenient  cargo, 
in  others  "a  full  and  complete."  Captains  are  warned  against  the 
latter  clause,  particularly  when  taking  in  a  mixed  "cargo,  becanse 
the  frei!::;hter  may  send  on  board  first  that  part  of  the  cargo  which 
may  suit  him,  but  which  cannot  be  stowed  until  the  other  parts 
are  delivered.  Even  taking  in  a  cargo  of  one  kind  the  first  clause 
is  preferable,  as  there  may  be  a  difference  in  weight.  For  instaDce, 
tea.     By  adopting  the  first  form,  the  captains  can  demand  ddiverj 
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heavier  sorts  first.  As  a  rule,  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
ber  himself  that  the  cargo  should  arrive  at  the  ship  in  the 
sonvenient  order  for  stowage,  but  circumstances  may  occur, 
8  expiration  of  the  lay-days,  in  which  case  he  will  certainly 
m  board  what  he  may  have  at  hand,  without  regard  to 
noe  of  weight,  being  protected  by  the  clause  "a  full  and 
ste  cargo."

len  loading  flour  in  sacks,  bran  in  sacks  should  not  be  used 
mming  the  cargo,  (often  done  on  the  West  Coast  of  South 
ica,)  as  it  may  turn  the  flour  sour. 

fee  8hq)ped  from  Bahia  is  about  10  per  cent  lighter  than 
exported  from  Rio;  captains  should  therefore  notice  when 
XM)ept  a  freight,  whether  it  is  per  sack  or  per  ton, 
goes  of  gamboge,  cutdi  or  catechu.  It  is  difficult  to  get  these 
s  out  of  a  ship  after  a  long  voyage.  Gamboge  flows  out  of 
oks  and  sticks  closely  to  adjacent  objects.  It  often  occasions 
t  loss  of  time  and  a  great  expense.  Two  mats  should  be  put 
an  each  two  bales,  and  also  over  each  layer.

arter-party.  Consignees  frequently  refuse  to  pay  the  freight 
hey  ascertain  from  the  place  of  loading  how  much  has  been 
1  advance. 

»  have  occurred  where  consignees  have  refused  to  accept 
because  the  marks  were  partly  or  entirely  effaoed.

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such  as  hales  of  cotton,  machinery  or  iron-ware  sboold,  therefore, 
be  twice  marked,  and  this  mentioned  as  having  been  done,  tt  a 
precaution,  and  that  if  one  be  effaced  the  other  will  suffice. 

Iron  goods  and  machinery  should  have  the  marks  on  wood,  ii 
rust  on  iron  soon  effaces  them. 

When  a  cargo  consists  partly  of  dyeing  woods,  mahogany,  oedir, 
6ic,  and  light  goods  as  bales,  a  strong  partition  should  be  made 
between  the  wood  and  the  goods  to  be  stowed  upon  it,  as  wood 
becomes  easily  damp,  particularly  after  having  been  in  salt  water, 
and  so  damages  the  cargo. 

In  some  ports  it  is  customary  to  make  the  ship  responsible  for  a 
good  conditional  delivery  of  the  goods  at  the  wareLouse.  If  ti» 
cargo  consists  of  casks,  which  are  perhaps  more  liable  to  damago 
than  other  goods,  by  the  breaking  of  hoops,  for  which  the  ih^ 
might  have  to  pay,  captains  are  advised  to  make  enquiries  u  to 
how  many  hoops  the  casks  ought  to  have.  They  should  also  insist 
upon  the  following  clause  in  the  respective  bills  of  lading,  '^Bot 
i*esponsible  for  the  breakage  of  hoops  or  bands,"  or  not  sign  tlie 
bills  of  lading  if  the  casks  have  not  the  requisite  number  of  hoopi 
at  the  time  of  shipment.  At  some  places  it  is  customary  to  isne 
bills  of  lading  with  the  clause,  "contents  unknown,  and  sot 
responsible  for  bi*eakage,  damage,  &c."  stamped  upon  then. 
Expeiience,  however,  has  shown  that  this  must  be  toritten  in  onkr 
to  acquire  validity. — From  the  German  ^^Laae  Blatter/*

"Whenever  any  ship,  in  whatever  part  of  Her  Majerty'a 
dominions  the  same  is  registei*ed,  (except  ships  whose  business  fiv 
the  time  being  is  to  carry  passengers,)  arrives  at  any  foreign  poet 
where  there  is  a  British  Consular  officer,  or  at  any  port  in  any 
British  possession  abroad,  and  remains  thereat  for  48  hours,  tke 
master  must,  within  48  hours  of  the  ship*s  arrival,  deliver  to  inck 
Consular  officer,  or  to  the  Chief  Officer  of  Outitonis,  (as  the  eaae 
may  be,)  the  agreement  with  the  crew,  and  also  all  indentures  and 
assignments  of  apprenticeshi})s,  or  in  the  case  of  a  ship  belonging 
to  a  British  possession,  sucu  of  the  said  documents  as  suuh  ship  ii 
provided  with. 

"  Such  officer  will  keep  such  documents  during  the  ship's  fltay 
in  such  port,  and  in  cases  where  any  indorsements  upon  tbe 
agreement  are  required  by  the  Act,  will  duly  make  the  same,  and 
will  return  the  said  documents  to  the  master  a  reasonable  tua^ 
befoie  his  departure,  with  a  certificate  indorsed  on  the  agreement 
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itating  when  the  same  were  respectively  delivered  and  returned. 

*'And  if  any  master  fails  to  deliver  any  such  documents  as 
iforesaid,  he  will  for  every  such  default  incur  a  penalty  not 
ixoeeding  X20 ;  and  in  any  prosecution  for  such  penalty,  it  will 
Ib  upon  the  master  either  to  produce  the  ceiiificate  of  the  Consular 
ffioer  or  Officer  of  Customs  hereinbefore  required,  or  to  prove  that 
6  duly  obtained  the  same,  or  that  it  was  impracticable  for  him  so 
I  do.

RICHIBUCTO. 


The  town  of  Liverpool  stands  about  2  miles  within  the  entrani^ 
of  the  Kichibucto  river.  A  large  trade  is  done  in  the  exportation 
of  lumber,  preserved  salmon,  &c  Shipbuilding  is  carried  c^ 
and  repairs  of  ships  can  be  effected. 
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Pilots  will  always  be  found  off  the  entrance,  and  a  stranger 
should  always  employ  one. 

Vessels  drawing  more  than  13  feet  cannot  cross  the  bar.  A 
ship  of  849  tons,  loaded  inside  to  12  feet  10  inches,  and  finished 
loading  outside  the  bar,  to  20  feet  di-aught,  carrying  315  standard 
deals,  and  400  cases  of  salmon.  Loading  outside  is  dangerous  in 
the  winter  months,  as  with  north-east  winds  a  heavy  swell  rolls  in, 
which  makes  it  impossible  to  work,  and  anchors  are  sometimes  lost.

Shipmasters  proceeding  to  Richibucto  should  always  take  money 
to  pay  their  disbui'sements,  as  the  charges  are  very  heavy ;  when

COCAGNE. 


The  harbour  of  Cocagne  is  about  4  miles  north. of  Shediac  As 
soon  as  a  vessel  arrives  off  the  bar  a  pilot  comes  on  board,  who  is 
absolutely  necessary.  There  are  10  feet  of  water  on  the  bar  at  low 
water,  and  14  feet  at  spring  tides.  Springs  rise  4  feet,  neaps  2  J 
feet  The  anchorage  inside  is  in  4  to  5  fathoms,  blue  clay  bottom, 
forming  a  good  holding  ground,  and  well  sheltered.

The  population  of  Wbydah  is  about  20,000 — a  tenth  of  whom  are 
emancipated  Brazilian  slaves  and  their  families.  Brazilians, 
Portuguese,  Spaniards,  French  and  English  are  established  here, 
engaged  in  the  purchase  of  palm  oil. 

An  Import  duty  is  levied  by  the  King  of  Dahomey,  not  fixed, 
but  rarely  exceeding  1  per  cent 

Natives  are  civil  and  polite ;  offences  against  person  and  property 
rare,  and  severely  punished. 


A  P  P  I. 


Appi  Vista  or  Cootonoo,  about  20  miles  east  of  Whydah,  is  an 
open  roadstead.  It  is  a  seaport  of  Dahomey,  with  great  facilities 
for  trade,  owing  to  the  lagoon  being  within  100  yards  of  the  sea, 
and  extending  eaJstward  100  miles,  but  somewhat  choked  with 
vegetation,  in  one  or  two  places,  wliich  might  be  easily  cleared. 
There  are  a  few  trading  establishments  on  the  beach.

PORTO    NOVO. 


Porto  Novo  is  an  open  roadstead,  about  9  miles  E  of  Appi,  in 
8  fathoms,  sand  and  mud.  It  is  an  abaudoned  trading  station, 
once  the  headquarters  of  the  notorious  Domingo  Jose  Martinez, 
"who  held  from  the  King  of  Dahomey  a  monopoly  of  botli  the 
alave  and  palm  oil  trades.  Both  branches  of  the  monoi>oly  broke 
down,  through  the  influence  of  the  neighbouring  British  settle- 
ments, Badagry  and  Lagos.  Inland  of  this  district,  about  10 
miles,  is  the  considerable  native  town,  Ajash6,  called  also  Porto 
iJ'ovo.  The  trade  of  this  town  now  goes  to  Lagos,  by  lagoon 
steamers,  drawing  about  6  feet,  and  which  occasionally  take 
Cargoes  between  the  two  places.

BENIN.

FALKLAND  ISLANDS. 


Stanley  Harbour. — Stanley  Harbour  is  a  port  of  call  for 
vessels  passing  lound  Cape  Horn,  disabled  or  in  need  of  supplies. 
rhe  harbour  is  compared  by  Admiral  Fitzroy  to  a  large  natural 
lock ;  it  has  excellent  anchorage  in  almost  any  part  for  the  largest 
kixe  of  vessels.  Ships  bound  round  Cape  Horn  should  not  enter 
Stanley  harbour,  as  the  wind  which  would  be  fair  for  them  to  sail, 
i^ould  be  foul  for  getting  out 
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Supplies  of  every  description  can  be  obtained,  but  the  price  of 
labour  is  high.  There  are  two  hulks  with  means  of  heaving  vessels 
down.

CAPE    COLONY. 


Memorandum  for   Masters,    Officers,   and  Passengers  of  vessel 
arriving  in  the  Ports  of  the  Colony  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope- 

1.  Masters  are  required  to  deliver  all  public  mails  and  loose 
letters  for  this  colony  to  the  Port  Captam,  Harbour-master,  or 
Government  Resident,  by  whom  their  vessels  shall  be  boarded  on 
arrival,  or  to  such  other  person  as  may  be  specially  appointed  by 
the  Postmaster- General  to  receive  them;  under  penalty  of  £20 
for  each  box,  bag,  packet,  or  parcel,  and  of  £2  for  every  loose 
letter,  which  shall  be  refused  or  neglected  to  be  given  up. 

2.  But  letters  intrusted  to  the  peculiar  care  of  such  master  are 
exempted  from  the  foregoing  regulation,  and  also  letters  of  ownere, 
charterers,  and  consignees  of  the  vessels  themselves,  and  of  ovDeff? 
consignees,  and  shippers  of  goods  on  board  thereof,  and  inserted 
in  the  manifest,  which  letters,  to  the  extent  of  6  oz,  in  v^J^^ 
collectively,  addressed  to  any  such  person,  are  permitted  to  be 
delivered  without  transmission  through  the   post-office,  if  such 
owner,  charterer,  consignee,  or  shipper  shall  be  described  as  sucb 
in  the  address,  but  not  otherwisa 

3.  Every  other  person,  being  an  officer,  or  one  of  the  crew,  oT 
a  passenger  of  any  such  vessel,  found  in  possession  of  any  lett^*" 
(except  such  as  shall  have  been  intrusted  to  his  peculiar  cart)  aft^*" 
the  ship's  mails  and  lettei*s  are  delivered,  will  be  liable  to  apen^^'y 
of  £5  for  each  letter. 

4.  The  inafitera  of  such  vessels  are  entitled  to  the  payment  of  • 
gratuity  of  one  penny  (Id.)  for  every  letter  liable  to  pay  postage^* 
which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  post-office,  which  gratuity  will  y^ 
paid  to  them,  or  to  any  person  authorised  by  them  to  recei^  ^^ 
upon  application  to  the  Postmaster  at  or  neai^st  to  the  port  of 
their  arrival.

Ships  intending  to  discharge  or  load  here, 
should  be  provided  with  the  b^t  ground  tackle,  and  every  precaution 
taken  in  mooring.  Signals  are  made  from  the  port  office  when  » 
gale  is  expected,  and  shipmasters  should  pay  particular  attention 
to  them. 

Supplies  of  all  sorts  and  excellent  water  can  be  obtained;  and 
repairs  effected.  There  is  a  slip  capable  of  taking  up  vessels  of  13 
feet  draught 

AH  port  charges  are  abolished.

The  facilities  for  landing  and  shipping  goods  have  been  greatly 
improved  of  late,  and  a  harbour  is  in  course  of  construction  which 
will  give  secure  shelter  to  the  largest  vessels  in  the  most  stormr 
weather,  and  will  render  the  Cape  one  of  the  best  ports  of  call  for 
vessels  bound  eastward,  &c 


SIMON'S  TOWN. 


Simon's  Town  is  situated  on  Simon's  Bay,  an  inlet  on  the  vest- 
side  of  False  Bay.

The  usual  anchorage  for  vessels  in  Simon's  Bay  is  in  7  to  10 
fathoms,  Jmileoff  shore.

MOSSEL   BAY. 


Mofisel  bay  aflbrds  excellent  shelter  to  vessels  during  the  vnnter 
uonths,   Apiil  to  September,   when  heavy  N.W.  gales  are  of 
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frequent  occnrrence ;  and  it  is  far  preferable  to  nse  it  as  a  place  of 
shelter  than  to  buffet  the  sea  about  cape  Agulhas,  which  \b  120 
miles  only  to  the  westward :  during  the  strength  of  these  galw 
the  water  in  the  bay  is  smooth,  and  ships  ride  well,  but  it  some- 
times happens  that  a  heavy  S.W.  swell  sets  into  the  bay  if  the 
wind  veers  to  W.  and  W.S.W., — and  this  renders  the  bay  uMafe, 
and  landing  very  difficult,  or  impracticabla     During  the  nmmer 
season,  when  S.E.  gales  occur,  the  bay  is  exposed  to  the  full  effect 
of  the  open  sea ;  but  these  gales  seldom  last  longer  than  36  hours, 
and  do  not  blow  home :  a  heavy  breaking  sea  then  rolls  in,  and 
ships  trading  to  the  port  usually  ride  with  a  long  scope  of  cable, 
secured  to  a  coir  or  hempen  spring  to  ease  the  strain  on  the  cables; 
with  this  pixicaution  vessels  ride  safely,  tmd  the  holding  ground  is 
good.     As  in  Algoa  Bay,  there  appears  to  be  a  strong  easterly 
current,  or  **  undertow,"  which  assists  to  ease  the  strain  on  the 
cables :   should  a  vessel,  however,  not  wish  to  risk  riding  out  a 
southeaster  in  the  bay,  by  putting  to  sea  early  she  will  be  well 
able  to  clear  cape  St.  Blaize  by  first  making  a  good  long  board  to 
the  eastward,  in  which  she  will  be  assisted  by  the  "  undertov.* 
Captain  Laws  (the  harbour-master)  has  found  by  observation  that 
a  rise  of  the  barometer  usually  pi-ecedes  a  south-easter,  and  that 
the  incretuse  of  the  wind  is  giudual  at  the  commencement  — ^outh 
A/Hcan  Pilot 

The  anchorage  for  small  vessels  is  in  3^  to  4  fatlioms  of  water; 
but  vessels  seeking  shelter  should  anchor  in  6 J  to  7  fathoms.  There 
is  a  substantially-built  jetty  abreast  of  the  anchomga 

Water,  provisions,  and  vegetables  can  be  had  in  abundance. 


ALGOA   BAY. 


Algoa  Bay  is  bounded  by  Cape  Recife  at  its  western,  and  Woody 
Cajie  at  its  eastern  extremity,  which  capes  are  33  miles  apart;  but 
the  name  Algoa  Bay  is  now  more  particularly  applied  to  the  western 
end  of  the  bay,  otherwise  called  Port  Elizabeth. 

The  port  cjiptain  deteimines  the  berths  for  merchant  vessek 

When  signals,  to  prepare  for  foul  weather,  are  made  from  the 
poi-t  office  where  a  barometer  is  kept,  sailing  vessels,  with  doubtful 
ground  tackle,  should  get  under  way,  making  their  finst  tack  towards 
iSt  Croix  island. 

Coals,  for  steamers,  can  generally  be  obtained  in  small  quantities, 
but  at  rather  high  prices,  there  not  being  much  demand  for  it. 
Coal  is  shipped  from  the  beach  by  means  of  large  light-ers,  or  surf 
boats^  of  about  20  tons  burthen. 
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A  breakwater  has  been  constnicted,  which  afforda  shelter  to 
hree  or  four  vessels  drawing  15  to  18  feet.  Several  vessels  have 
teen  repaired  under  its  shelter.  The  depth  of  water  at  the  outer 
ngle,  and  along  the  whole  length  of  the  pier  head  or  arm,  is  about 
8  feet  at  low  water,  spring  tides. 

Refreshments  of  all  kinds  are  plentiful  and  moderate  in  price. 

Fish  may  be  caught  in  abundance,  and  oysters  ai-e  to  be  obtained 
t  low  water  springs.  There  are  large  forests  inland,  but  wood  is 
sarce  near  the  sea.  Leaky  and  dismasted  ships  are  sometimes 
ove  down,  repaired,  and  refitted  at  their  anchorage  off  the  town. 
t  is  the  practice  of  merchant  vessels  regularly  trading  for  wool 
irgoes  to  moor  on  ariival,  and  to  strike  their  top  or  top-gallant 
lasts,  and  unbend  sails.  They  are  found  with  ground  tackle 
iperior  to  ordinary  merchant  vessels,  and  ride  out  in  safety  during 
le  summer  gales  from  the  S.E. 

The  usual  landing  place  is  on  a  small  beach,  close  to  the  north- 
"ard  of  Baaken  liver. 

A  heavy  surf  constantly  breaks  on  the  beach  of  Port  Elizabeth, 

nd  surf  or  whale  boats  are  generally  the  only  boats  which  can  effect 

landing  through  it;  but  a  jetty  recently  constructed  at  the  mouth 

r  Haaken  river  is  available  at  all  times  for  ships'  boats,  except 

oring  strong  S.R  winds. 

PORT    INSTRUCTIONS. 

1.  In  the  case  of  vessels  about  to  discharge  or  receive  on  board 
ny  considerable  quantity  of  cargo,  a  convenient  berth  will  be 
ointed  oiit  by  the  harbour-master,  as  close  to  the  landing  place  as 
he  safety  of  the  vessels  and  other  circumstances  will  admit.  The 
essel  must  then  be  mooi-ed  with  two  bow  anchors,  witli  an  'open 
awse  to  the  south-east,  and  especial  care  taken  not  to  overlay  the 
Qchora  of  other  vessels,  or  in  any  way  to  <:^ive  them  a  foul  berth. 
Uxt  all  vessels  not  i)rovidcd  with  anchors  and  cables  according  to 
#Iovd*8  scale  of  tonnage  are  to  be  anchored  to  the  nortli ward  of  the 
tker  vessels  until  so  provided. 

2-  In  the  case  of  vessels  touching  for  water  and  refreshments, 
fiey  may  ride  at  single  anchar,  but  they  must  then  anchor  well  to 
he  northward,  so  as  to  ])revent  danger  (in  case  of  drifting)  to  the 
essels  moored;  and  it  is  particidarly  recommended,  when  riding 
t  single  anchor,  to  veer  out  70  or  80  fathoms  of  chain;  the  other 
ower  cables  should  be  iimged,  and  the  anchor  kept  in  perfect 
eadiness  to  let  go. 

8.  Strict  attention  miist  be  paid  to  keep  a  clear  hawse  (when 
doored),  the  more  so  when  it  is  i)robal)le  the  wind  may  blow  from 
lie  south-east;  and  whether  at  single  anchor  or  moored,  the  sheet 
.nchor  should  be  ready  for  immediate  use.  The  situation  of  the 
''essel  must  be  taken  by  landmarks  and  the  depth  of  water;  and 
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should  any  accident  occur  by  which  she  may  drift  from  snck 
situation,  or  lose  her  anchors,  the  same  must  be  notified  in  writing 
to  the  harbour-master. 

4.  It  is  recommended  that  vessels  be  kept  as  snug  as  possible, 
especially  such  as  may  have  to  remain  some  time  in  the  anchorage, 
for  the  periodical  winds  blow  occasionally  with  much  violenoe^ 
Top-gallant  masts  and  yards  should  be  sent  on  deck,  but  topaaik, 
courses,  &c.,  should  be  kept  bent  and  reefed,  until  the  vessel  shall 
have  become  so  much  lightened  as  to  leave  her  no  chance  of  working 
out  in  case  of  parting,  when  they  should  be  unbent  and  repaired,  if 
necessary,  and  bent  again  as  soon  as  there  is  sufficient  cargo  on 
board  to  render  the  vessel  manageable  under  sail. 

N.B. — Masters  of  vessels  are  especially  warned  of  the  danger  of 
housing  top-gallant  ma^ts,  instead  of  sending  them  on  deck;  i 
j)ractice  which  recent  disastrous  wrecks  have  shown  to  he  very 
likely  to  endanger  vessels,  by  precluding  the  possibility  of  the  top- 
sails being  hoisbed  to  enable  them  to  beat  out 

5.  If  it  sliould  come  to  blow  at  night,  it  is  recommended  that 
vessels  should  hoist  a  light  at  their  main-top-gallant  mast-head, 
although  the  signal  may  not  have  been  made  fi*om  the  port-office; 
so  that,  in  the  event  of  their  parting,  or  drifting  from  their  mooring 
their  position  may  be  the  more  accurately  pointed  out  to  the  harbour- 
master. 

6.  When  it  becomes  necessary  for  vessels  to  veer  cable  in  a 
strong  breeze,  they  must  always  heave  in  again  to  their  original 
scope,  immedicUely  on  the  return  of  moderate  wecUlter. 

7.  All  signals  made  from  the  port-office  must  be  answered  from 
the  shipping,  and  strictly  obeyed ;  and  any  vessel  disregaixiing  them 
will  be  reported  to  Lloyd's,  as  also  to  their  owners. 

8.  In  case  of  a  vessel  pai'ting  from  her  anchors,  and  being  unable 
to  work  out,  it  is  recommended  to  run  her  for  the  sandy  beach  to 
the  northward  of  the  town,  keeping  the  headsails  set  even  after 
striking,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  grounding  the  vessel  firmly- 
No  person  should  attempt  to  quit  the  vessel  after  she  has  taken  the 
beach,  imtil  the  life-boat  anives  alongside,  or  a  communication  u 
established  with  the  shore  by  means  of  Manby's  apparatus,  or 
otherwise. 

9.  On  all  occasions  where  it  may  be  considered  unsafe  to  land 
on  the  beach,  a  ball  will  be  hoisted  at  the  yard-arm  of  the  port- 
office  flagstaff,  and  it  is  recommended  that  ships'  boats  should  never 
attempt  to  land  there,  as  it  is  seldom  they  can  do  so  with  safe^. 

The  Imports  to  Port  Elizabeth,  1864,  amounted  to  £'1,440,667;

Vessels  bound  for  this  port  with  general  cargoes  often  experience 
delay,  in  having  to  pick  out  certain  marks,  to  be  landed  in  boata 
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alonging  to  rlifTerent  companies — an  evil  which  might  be  remedied 
Y  having  a  clause  insert^  in  their  bills  of  lading,  that  the  entire 
irgo  is  to  be  landed  by  boatmen  appointed  by  ships'  agents.  The 
>iistant  tumbling  about  of  cargo  in  a  ship's  hold  not  only  causes 
»lajy  but  very  frequently  damage,  which  is  an  endless  subject  of 
bigation.  All  captains  should  insist  u[K)n  recei])t8  being  given  for 
ir^  delivered  into  the  boats. 

In  loading  wool  cargoes  vessels  experience  no  ^elay  whatever, 
bej  are  generally  choked  with  wool  faster  than  it  can  be  screwed 
ywn.  80  to  100  bales  of  wool  a  day  is  as  much  as  can  be 
»nveniently  stowed  after  the  ground  tier  is  laid. 

Charges  made  by  stevedores  for  stowing  vessels,  including  all 
le  necessary  gear  for  so  doing,  labour,  <S&a,  8d.  per  bale  for  wool, 
ashed  and  unwashed;  Sd.  per  1,000  goat  and  sheep-skins;  2s.  6d.

Eafit  London  is  situated  on  the  south-west  side  of  the  mouth  of 
lie  Buffalo  river,  and  the  laud  being  moderately  high,  the  town 
dth  its  two  flag  staves,  and  the  lighthouse  point,  may  easily  be 
een  from  seaward.

The  outer  anchorage  is  good,  bnt  being  an  ojjen  roadstead  is  not 
protected  in  any  way.  The  only  wind  which  causes  any  danger 
to  shipping  is  the  S.  W.,  but  this  wind  seldom  blows.  From  any 
other  quarter  vessels  can  always  put  to  sea,  as  there  is  plenty  of 
room  to  beat  out.  Vessels  drawing  8  feet  of  water  can  ctobb  the 
bar  with  safety,  and  after  getting  inside  there  is  smooth  wa4er  16 
feet  deep  to  lay  in.  They  are  moored  alongside  the  whar(  and 
can  be  loaded  or  discharged  with  ease  and  despatch.  Yetteb 
going  inside  save  7s.  per  ton  landing,  and  5s.  per  ton  8h^>piog 
charges,  the  amounts  charged  by  the  Surf  Boat  Establishment 
for  landing  and  shipping  cargo.  It  has  always  been  the  role  to 
add  these  amounts  to  the  freight  of  the  vessels  entering  the  river. 

Port  Regulations,  as  revised  and  corrected  by  the  Fori  CapUm 
(Geo,  Walker^  E^q.)^  and  the  Senior  Commissariat  Officer, 

Should  it  be  the  intention  of  a  master  of  a  vessel  to  discharge 
or  receive  on  board  any  considerable  quantity  of  cargo,  Ac,  a 
convenient  berth  will  be  pointed  out  by  the  harbour-master,  either 
by  signal  or  communication,  according  to  circumstivnoes,  and  as 
close  to  the  landing  place  as  the  safety  of  the  vessel  and  other 
circumstances  will  admit.  The  vessel  must  then  be  fuichored  with 
a  bower  cable,  with  a  scope  of  about  70  to  80  fathoms,  and  e^pedai 
care  taken  not  to  overlay  the  anchors  of  other  vessels,  ot  in  any 
way  to  give  them  a  foul  berth  ;  the  other  bower  cables  should  be 
ranged  and  the  anchors  kept  in  perfect  readiness  for  slipping,  and 
the  vessel's  canvas  snug  and  perfectly  prepared  for  making  sail 
in  the  event  of  being  obliged  to  slip 

The  situation  of  the  vessel  must  be  taken  by  land-marks  and  the 
depth  of  the  water,  and  should  any  accident  occur  by  which  she 
may  diift  from  such  situation,  or  lose  her  anchors,  the  same  mart 
bo  notified  either  by  signal  or  writing  to  the  harbour-master. 

When  required,  vessels  can  here  make  the  same  signals  with 
their  ensigns,  as  in  Table  Bay. 

Whenever  a  black  ball  may  be  hoisted  at  the  Port  Office  Sign* 
Staff,  it  denotes  that  it  is  impracticable  to  cross  the  bar. 

No  communications  should  be  attempted  at  night,  except  in 
cases  of  extreme  emergency.

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The  beariugs  for  ancBoring  on  are  tlie  flag  stafT,  near  the  western 
point  of  the  river  N.  69°  W.,  with  Cove  Hock  just  shut  in  with 
CSamp  Point,  in  11|  fathoms  fine  white  sand.  The  bar  shifts 
xscasionally ;  during  two  months  observation  it  was  known  to 
lave  had  as  much  as  6  feet  on  it  at  low  water,  and  at  times  not 
nore  than  3.  In  very  fine  weather,  vessels'  long  boats  may  cross 
ihe  bar,  but  caution  must  be  used  in  so  doing,  the  ebb  at  springs 
requently  runs  out  at  the  rate  of  4  to  5  Imots,  and  the  flood 
HI  the  bar  is  not  perceptible.  The  best  mark  for  making  the 
mchorage  appears  to  be  the  Cove  Rock  (5^  miles  from  the  Camp 
?<imt)  which,  if  seen  by  vessels  running  close  along  shore  from 
he  westward,  would  appear  like  an  island,  but  it  is  joined  to  the 
aain  by  a  low  sandy  neck.  The  land  from  Camp  Point  to  the 
lag-staff  is  a  grassy  slo})e  to  the  water's  edge,  2  iniles.  To  the 
aift  of  the  river  is  a  high  sand  hill,  clothed  with  dark  bush,  with 
he  exception  of  a  bare  patch  on  its  summit ;  also  a  clear  space  on 
b8  western  side.  Rather  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to 
he  eastward  of  this  is  a  rocky  point,  with  a  reef  running  nearly 
lalf  a  mile  to  seaward  of  it.  4  or  5  miles  further  to  the  eastward 
I  a  remarkable  low-peaked  hillock.  The  coast  for  several  miles 
0  the  eastward  appears  to  be  fronted  with  reefs.  The  current  at 
he  anchorage  generally  nins  to  the  westward  from  1  to  2  knots 
er  hour,  but  after  S.W.  gales  has  been  known  to  run  as  much  as 
^  knots. 

The  lighthouse,  erected  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  on  its  western 
ide,  is  painted  in  alternate  biinds  of  i*ed  and  white.

PORT  NATAL. 


A  vessel  intending  to  enter  the  port  and  in  want  of  a  pilot, 
should  anchor  in  the  roads  in  9  or  9^  fathoms,  sandy  bottom, 
when  the  flagstaff  on  the  cape  or  bluff  bears  S.W.  1^  miles.  A 
signal  being  made,  a  pilot  will  be  sent  off  from  the  port  office,  or 
if  the  surf  on  the  bar  is  too  heavy,  it  will  be  communicated  by 
signal  from  the  flagstaff  on  the  cape.  Vessels  approaching  the 
anchorage  with  fresh  easterly  winds  should  not  anchor,  but  await 
a  pilot  or  a  signal  from  the  bluff.  The  average  depth  of  the  inner 
harbour  where  vessels  take  in  and  discharge  cargo,  is  1 1  feet,  low 
wuter,  spring  tides.  Vessels  frequently  take  the  ground  at  that 
depth,  but  as  the  harbour  is  completely  land-locked,  no  harm  is 
done.  Average  depth  on  the  bar,  leading  to  the  inner  harbour, 
14  feet  high  water,  11^  feet  neaps.  No  vessel  should  attempt  to 
cross  the  bar,  drawing  more  than  12  feet  in,  and  11  feet  6  inches 
out.  D'Urban,  the  town  of  this  port,  is  situated  about  1^  miles 
from  Sandy  Point.  There  is  a  boat  channel  up  to  the  town  at 
high  water.  Coal  has  been  discovered  in  large  quantities  in  many 
parts  of  the  district,  and  for  many  years  has  been  burnt  in  smithies 
and  houses,  but  it  is  surface  coal,  and  imiit  for  the  furnaces  of  a 
steam  vesseL 

The  chief  Exports  are  wool  and  ivory.  The  sugar  cane  flourishes, 
and  excellent  sugar  has  been  produced,  as  also  ^e  best  quality  of 
arrow-root,  and  rice,  ginger,  turmeric,  chicory,  coffee,  and  tobacco; 
of  fruits — pine-apples,  mangoes,  bananas,  sour-sops,  lemons,  chilies, 
^a  thrive,  as  well  as  potatoes,  and  all  kinds  of  European  vegetables, 
also  com  and  oats. 

A  life-boat  is  kept  at  the  port-office  on  Sandy  Point. 

In  the  port  of  Natal,  abreast  of  the  Custom-house,,  the  time  of 
Ligh  water  at  full  and  change  is  4h.  30  m.,  and  the  greatest  rise  of 
spring  tides  is  6  feet.  When  the  woi*ks  now  going  on  are  com- 
pleted, it  is  calculated  that  there  will  be  28  feet  at  high  water 
spring  tides,  alongside  the  new  pier. 

Every  vessel  above  50  tons  is  bound  to  employ  a  licensed  pilot ; 
if  refused,  the  master  incurs  a  penalty  of  JL'50.

2.  If  steam  be  got  up  on  requisition  of  the  commander,  owner, 
or  agent  of  a  vessel,  or  of  any  person  acting  on  their  behali^  and 
if  the  services  of  the  tug  should  not  subsequently  be  required,  or 
should  the  tug  be  unable  to  perform  the  service  required,  owing  to 
the  setting  in  of  bad  weather,  or  to  any  accident,  a  charge  of 
£4  10s.  will  be  made. 

3.  All  applications  for  the  use  of  the  tug  must  be  made  in 
writing  by  the  agent,  owner,  or  commander  of  yefisels,  they  bdng 
held  jointly  responsible. 

4.  In  stormy  weather  an  extra  charge  of  £2  will  be  made, 
within  the  outer  anchorage,  or  a  circle  of  1 1  fathoms  of  water 
aroimd  it,  for  vessels  up  to  200  tons,  and  Is.  per  ton  for  each  ton  over. 

In  such  cases  a  vessel  in  the  offing  requiring  steam  must  hoist 
the  flag  of  her  nation  at  the  fore-royal  mast  heauL 

As  a  signal  that  the  higher  charge  will  be  made,  the  English 
ensign  will  be  hoisted  at  the  bluff  flag-staff 

Should  the  offer  be  declined,  the  flag  on  board  the  vessel  should 
be  hauled  down,  when  the  order  for  the  tug  will  be  considered 
cancelled. 

5.  In  moderate  weather  a  charge  of  £A  per  mile,  and  in  blowing 
weather  of  £6  per  mile,  will  be  made  for  towing  beyond  the 
anchorage. 

6.  Should  the  tug  take  a  vessel  in  tow,  and  subsequently,  owing 
to  bad  weather,  adverse  wind,  or  other  circumstances,  be  compelled 
to  cast  her  off,  the  full  charge  for  towing  a  vessel  will  be  mftde. 

7.  The  "Pioneer"  is  not  adapted  for  cargo,  but  when  goods  are 
taken  on  board,  the  charge  will  be  7s.  6d.  per  ton,  and  the  Govern- 
ment cannot  be  responsible  for  any  damage  which  may  occur  to  thea 

Any  detention  of  the  tug  by  ships,  passengers,  or  boats,  over  one 
hour,  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  £3  for  each  hour  entered  on. 

10.  If  the  Grovemment  warps  are  used,  a  cliarge  of  £1  per  hour 
will  be  made;  and  if  they  be  wilfully  or  carelessly  chafed  or  cut,  a 
sum  of  ^l,  on  the  joint  responsibility  of  the  owner,  captain,  or 
agent,  will  be  mada 

The  Port  Captain  will  regulate,  at  his  discretion,  what  charges 
shall  be  made  for  services  not  hei'ein  speciiied,  or  for  modifications 
of  the  above  services. 

Discharging  and  loading  cargo  in  the  inner  harboiu*  is  at  the 
risk  and  expense  of  the  consignee.  It  costs  2s.  per  ton.  Vessels 
in  the  oiiter  anchorage  and  drawing  too  much  water  to  cross  the 
bar  are  lightened  at  the  expense  of  the  ship,  unless  otherwise 
stipulated  in  the  charter-party.  The  outer  anchorage  is  not  situated 
within  the  limits  of  Poi-t  NatAl.  Lighters  charge  Ss.  to  12s.  6d. 
according  to  competition  at  the  tima

h  ice,  together  with  othei*  cargo, — or  with  coal  for  steamers, 
^iher  with  other  cargo)  can  take  away  cargo,  by  paying  28.  4d. 
'  ton  on  such  space  only  as  is  occupied  by  such  cargo,  instead  of 
nng,  as  hitherto,  that  i-ate  upon  their  whole  capacity.  Vessels 
Bering  cargo  shall  pay  tonnage  dues  only  on  every  registered  ton 
space  occupied  by  such  goods  or  merchandise  as  are  landed, 
tead  of,  as  heretofore,  on  their  whole  capacity ;  and  on  clearing 
iward,  with  produce  or  merchandise,  shall  pay  only  on  every 
;iBt6red  ton  of  space  occupied  by  outward  cargo  in  excess  of 
^ce  on  which  tonnage  dues  have  been  paid  on  entering.  Light- 
Me  dues  are  not  affected  by  this  Act,  nor  are  droghera  Fruit, 
^tables,  and  ground  provisions,  can  be  exported^  as  heretofore, 
-hout  incurring  any  liability  for  tonnage.

ANNATTO    BAY.

The  bank  of  soundings,  however,  is  so 
extremely  narrow  and  exposed  that  necessity  alone  should  take  a 
vessel  to  this  anchorage. 

K  intending  to  anchor  in  Annatto  bay,  have  both  anchors  clear 
for  running,  and  when  oif  Free  point,  about  a  mile  to  windward 
of  the  town,  run  to  the  westwai^  until  Gray's  Inn  house  comes 
open  to  the  westward  of  the  wharf  S.  W.  by  S.,  which  mark  will 
lead  close  round  the  west  end  of  the  reef  Run  in  under  easy 
sail  sufficient  to  moor  with,  and  when  Gibraltar  wharf  opens  out 
to  the  eastward  of  a  house  above  it,  haul  in  towards  the  reef. 
When  Gray's  Inn  house  is  in  one  with  the  storehouse  drop  the 
port  anchor  under  sail,  veer  out  about  70  fathoms,  and  let  go  the 
best  bower  when  the  house  comes  open  to  the  eastward  of  the 
store,  taking  care  not  to  shoot  into  less  than  5  fathoms  water. 
Moor  with  an  equal  length  of  chain  each  way,  and  lay  the  stream 
anchor  out  astern  to  the  westward,  on  the  edge  of  the  bank.  A 
vessel  can  leave  this  anchorage  with  either  sea  or  land  wind.—

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NAVASSA. 


Navassa  island  lies  between  St  Domingo  and  Jamaica.  The 
population  of  the  island  is  230  negroes  and  16  whites,  who  are  all 
engaged  in  the  exportation  of  guana  The  working  of  the  guano 
is  in  the  hands  of  an  American  company. 

The  island  is  visible  20  miles  off.  The  anchorage  is  on  the 
8.W.  side  of  the  island  in  11  to  14  fathoma  Moorings,  consisting 
of  a  single  anchor  and  30  fathoms  of  chain,  attached  to  a  buoy, 
are  laid  <lown  in  15  fathoms  at  the  distance  of  120  fathoms  from 
the  shore,  and  are  said  to  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  hold  a  ship 
of  700  tons.  Two  or  three  vessels  can  load  at  the  same  time. 
There  is  a  strong  swell  at  times,  when  the  trade  wind  is  fresh,  but 
very  seldom  a  southerly  or  westerly  wind,  so  that  the  anchorage 
may  be  considered  safe,  particularly  as  the  holding  ground  is 
excellent.  Vessels  proceeding  to  Navassa  should  carry  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  water  to  serve  them  for  their  return  voyage,  as  the 
supply  for  the  island  is  obtiiined  by  condensing,  and  rain  seldom 
falls.  The  same  remark  applies  to  provisions,  Ac. ;  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  island  can  only  supply  vessels  when  he  has  a  good 
stock  on  hand. 

The  guano  is  brought  off  in  small  boats,  carrying  about  3  tons 
each,  the  labourers  in  the  boats  putting  it  into  baskets  or  tubs,  for 
which  a  charge  is  made  of  5  cents  per  ton.  This  is  the  only  expense 
and  is  optional,  as  it  may  be  done  by  the  ships'  crews.  Labourers 
may  be  hired  fi-om  the  superintendent  at  2  dollars  per  day.  With 
two  gangs  at  work  145  tons  per  day  can  be  loaded. 


SOMBEERO. 


Sombrero  island  is  in  lat.  18°  35'  45'  N.,  long.  63*^  27'  46'  W. 
The  anchorage  off  the  island  is  in  14  to  18  fathoms,  about  2  cable 
lengths  from  the  shore.  Vessels  should  have  their  anchors  buoyed, 
so  as  to  be  ready  to  ship,  and  proceed  to  sea,  on  the  first  symptoms 
of  a  gale.

Dominica  was  discovered  bj  Columbtis,  on  Sunday,  the  3rd  day 
of  November,  1493,  and  received  its  name  in  consequence.

Roseau,  near  which  is  situated  Charlotte  Town,  the  capital  of 
the  island,  is  the  principal  roadstead  The  anchorage  for  laij^ 
vessels  is  about  1^  to  2  cables  from  the  shore,  in  20  to  38  feithoms ; 
small  craft  can  go  further  in«  Vessels  arriving  after  dark  ahoukl 
keep  at  a  respectable  distance  in  the  offing,  keeping  the  red  li^t 
on  the  pierhead  N.R  to  N.N.E.  The  only  danger  to  vessels 
approaching  to  the  K  or  S.,  is  Scott's  Head.  The  reef  extending 
from  this  Head  has  not  yet  been  thorougly  surveyed,  but  vessels 
ought  to  give  it  at  least  two  cables*  lengths.,  until  the  middle  of 
the  bluff  bears  S.R    Roseau  is  in  lat  18°  18'23'N.,  long.  61°  28' W. 

The  harbour-master  or,  in  his  absence,  his  deputy,  conduct 
vessels  into  port  Strangers  should  not  attempt  to  come  to  an 
anchor  until  boarded  by  one  or  the  other.

ST.     KITTS. 


St.  Christopher,  more  generally  known  by  the  name  of  St.  Kitts, 
discovered  by  Columbus  in  1493.  Basse-Terre,  the  capital. 
Is  on  the  S.W.  side  of  the  island  It  is  an  open  roadstead. 
Vessels  usually  anchor  in  8  or  9  fathoms,  sandy  bottom,  about 
half-a-mile  from  the  wharf.     It  is  considered  safe. 

Exports. — Sugar,  molasses  and  rum. 

The  expenses  of  a  barque  of  283  tons  register,  drawing  14  feet 
loaded,  were  £90,  exclusive  of  commissions,  entering  in  ballast, 
and  leaving  sugar-laden ;  the  expenses  of  the  same  vessel  entering 
with  general  cargo  and  leaving  in  ballast,  were  only  £56,  Ship- 
masters chartering  for  this  port  ought  to  remember  that  there  is 
an  export  duty  on  sugar  of  2s.  per  hogshead,  and  other  produce  in 
pioportiou. 

Port  Charges. — Per  ton  register,  36  cents;  Secretary's  fee,  4 
dollars;  water,  per  pimcheon,  24  cents;  lighterage,  breadstuffs,  per 
barrel,  4  cents;  provisions,  six  barrels  for  32  cents;  stone  ballast, 
per  ton,  72  cents. 

Vessels  discharging  part  of  cargo  can  pay  in  lieu  of  tonnage, 
package  dues  for  amount  landed,  viz.,  per  barrel,  6  cents — per 
puncheon,  20  cents — lumber,  per  M,  36  cents — measurement 
goods,  per  cubic  foot,  2  cents — a  package  imder  1  foot,  2  cents. 


ST.     VINCENT. 


This  island  was  discovered  by  Columbus  on  the  22Dd  day  of 
January,  1498,  being  St.  Vincent's  day  in  the  Spanish  calendai, 
from  which  it  takes  its  name. 
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Kingstown  Bay,  the  principal  anchorage,  is  at  the  south-west  end 
of  St  Vincent.  The,  water  is  deep  all  over  the  bay,  and  there  are 
18  to  20  fathoms  at  abont  a  quarter  of  a  mile  fix)m  the  town. 
Water  may  be  had  from  the  streams  which  run  through  the  town 
of  Kingstown,  but  it  is  not  easily  obtained,  as  the  landing  is  in- 
dififerent.  Stock  is  scarce,  as  the  poultry  is  chiefly  reared  in  the 
Grenadines. 

Calliaqua  or  Tyrrel  Bay,  about  2  miles  S.E.  of  Cane  Garden 
Point,  was  formerly  much  frequented  by  merchant  vessels,  hot 
now  Kingstown  is  the  pnncipal  shipping  place.  The  bay  has  a  con* 
venient  sandy  beach  for  sliipping  cargo.  Two  riinilets  run  into  it, 
and  the  anchorage  is  secure.  A  pilot  is  necessary. —  Wesi  India 
P'doL 

Exports, — Sugar,  rum,  molasses,  coffee,  cocoa,  cotton,  dye-woods, 
and  arrow-root. 

Imports. — Linen,  cotton,  and  woollen  manufactures,  flour  and 
wheat,  dried  and  salted  flsh,  pork,  salted  or  cured,  hardware  and 
cutlery,  leather  and  leather  manufactures,  timber,  batter,  and 
mules. 

Rules  framed  by  the  Govemor-iiv-CouncU  for  the  guidance  of  the 

Harbour  Master, 

1.  All  vessels  entering  the  port  of  Kingstown  in  the  daytime 
shall  show  their  colors,  and  all  vessels  entering  the  port  at  night 
shall  exhibit  a  light  at  the  fore-stay. 

3.  All  square-rigged  merchant  vessels  remaining  in  the  Port 
moi^  than  twenty-four  hours  shall  moor  from  the  bows  with  one 
anchor  from  the  ^istward  and  one  on  the  south-west,  rigging  their 
jib  and  outer  jib-booms  close,  and  shall  keep  their  boats  and 
lighters  alongside,  and  shall  conform  to  all  such  orders  as  shall  be 
given  by  the  harbour-master,  under  a  penalty  of  £5  for  eveiy 
twenty-four  houi-s  they  may  neglect  to  comply  with  such  orden; 
and  shall  be  liable  also  for  the  expense  of  repairing  any  damage 
which  may  arise  from  such  neglect 

5.  The  master  of  every  vessel  arriving  in  the  port  of  Kingstown 
shall  give  to  the  harbour-master  the  names  and  description  of  the 
crew,  and  of  the  passengers,  with  a  statement  of  the  cargo;  and 
shall  answer  all  such  questions  as  may  be  put  to  him  respecting 
them  by  the  ha.  oour-master,  under  a  penalty  of  £5,

ST.    JOHN'S. 

Stb  John's,  the  capital  of  the  islard,  is  th^  chief  commercial 

rt  in  Antigua,  nearly  all  the  produce  of  the  island  being  brought 

re  in  droghers,  for  exportation. 

&!porte.— Sugar,  rum,  and  molasscF. 

The  harbour  is  secure  against  all  winds  except  hurricanes,  but 

nfined  and  inconvenient.     Vessels  of  12  feet  draught  cannpt 

me  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  the  wharves,  and  those 

ikwing  over  14  feet  are  obliged  to  load  in   the  roads.      The 

rbour  is  exposed  to  the  roUera,  which  break  over  the  jetties  and 

lict  serious  damage. 

Pilots  are  always  to  be  found  off  the  harbour,  and  strangers 

3uld  not  attempt  to  enter  without  one. 

The  expenses  of  a  vessel  of  226  tons  register,  ballast  in  and 

fgo  out,  were  £'76,  or  about  6s.  9d  per  ton. 

Cost  of  discharging  ballast  into  lighters,  Is.  per  ton ;  loading 

apar.  Is.  per  hogshead ;  other  goods  in  proportion. 


BARBADOES. 


Barbadoes  is  the  easternmost  island  of  the  extensive  group 
•med  the  Antilles,  or  Caribbee  Islands,  consequently,  the 
it  landfall  of  vessels  proceeding  from  Europe  to  the  islands  to 
iward  of  it,  or  to  the  ports  on  the  northern  shore  of  Venezuela 
d  New  Granada.  Barbadoes  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the 
althiest  islands  in  tlie  West  Indies,  and  the  climate,  though 
irm,  is  very  salubrious. 

Bridgetown,  situated  on  Carlisle  Bay,  is  in  latitude  13°  5'  N., 
agitude  59''  41'  W. 

On  the  north-east  side,  a  ledge  of  rocks  called  the  Cobblers, 

aders  the  approach  to  the  island  dangerous.     The  usual  rise  of 

e  tides  is  2  feet  8  inches ;  springs,  3  feet  2  inches. 

A"  iron  buoy,  painted  red,  but  aj)parently  white  from  the  effects 

the  sea  air,  lies  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  due  west  of  Needham 

>int  light,  at  the  south  entrance  of  the  l)ay,  and  is  in  5^  fathoms. 

le  water  north  of  this,  for  nearly  half  a  mile,  is  deep,  varying 

>ni  14  to  20  fathoms.     Outside  the  genei^al  anchorage  is  a  long 

;tch,  from  5  to  7  fathoms ;  this  is  a  good  berth  for  vessels  only 

ying  the  market  or  seeking  information.     Between  this  and  N.£. 

the  Careenage  point  is  a  deptli  varying  from  lU  to  17  fathoms. 
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There  are  no  authorised  pilots,  but  a  crew  of  licensed  boatmen  is 
generally  on  the  look-out,  near  "Needham"  buoy,  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  vessels  to  a  berth,  if  required,  at  a  charge  of  3  to  4 
dollars — sometimes  25s.  is  asked.  Vessels,  on  clearing,  pay  the 
harbour-master  12s.  6d.  for  certificate  of  clearance,  which  inclades 
the  4s.  2d.  for  quarantine  visit  fee.  Vessels  calling  in  for  adTice 
have  only  this  latter  fee  to  pay.  Bill  of  health  is  free,  and  ia  always 
necessary  when  boimd  to  Spanish  ports. 

Water,  by  tank  boat,  m  charged  3s.  per  ton,  whilst  sand  is  38»  id., 
and  stone,  5s.  per  ton  for  ballast. 

Tonnage  dues. — 28.  3d.  per  ton. 

Firewood  scarce  and  expensive. 

The  usual  reports  of  hurricanes  at  Barbadoes  are  false.  One  of 
great  magnitude  occurred  in  1831,  and  since  that,  in  '87  and  '46 
there  have  been  two  south-west  gales  which  di*ove  some  vessds, 
badly  moored,  on  shore,  but  not  sufficient  to  sweep  over  the  pier  or 
breakwater  to  any  extent 

The  staple  articles  of  produce  in  Barbadoes  are  sogar,  arrow-root, 
ginger,  aloes  and  cotton 

In  discharging  an  outward  cargo,  which  is  done  in  lights 
(vessel's  boat  assisting),  no  spirits  or  goods  subject  to  duty  can  be 
landed  after  two  p.m.,  nor  other  goods  after  four  p.ni.  A  penoa 
from  the  ship  must  accompany  each  lighter,  to  protect  the  goods, 
and  obtain  a  receipt  for  them  on  delivery,  l^ere  is  a  great  <ktl 
of  unnecessary  delay,  particularly  with  coals,  as  they  are  weighed 
upon  the  quay,  after  being  landed;  and  as  they  are  generally  sold 
there  in  small  qiiantities,  (the  buyers  giving  a  receipt  for  the  woe 
to  the  person  in  charge  from  the  ship)  the  consequence  is,  that,  if  any 
remain  on  the  wharf  at  sundown,  you  must  employ  a  man  to  watdi 
them  all  night,  or  run  the  risk  of  a  heavy  loss  by  tJieir  being  stden, 
which  is  sure  to  be  the  case  if  left  unguarded.  Neither  oonsigiiee 
nor  buyers  will  give  a  receipt  until  they  are  weighed  upon  the  wh«i£ 

Vessels  arriving  in  ballast  may  throw  it  overboard  in  the  outer 
part  of  the  bay.  Stone  ballast  may  be  sold  here  at  Is.  per  ton, 
and  taken  from  alongside,  free  of  expense  to  the  ship;  it  alwtjs 
commands  a  sale. 

Sugar  is  brought  from  the  plantations  into  Bridgetown  in  cms 
drawn  by  bullocks,  and  then  rolled  on  the  wharf  for  shipment, 
where  it  is  lowered  into  lighters  or  ship's  boats  by  a  small  cnn^ 
Every  shipper  of  produce  has  a  crane,  for  the  use  of  whidi  each 
ship  is  charged. 

Lighterage  for  sugar  is  at  Is.  per  hogshead,  three  tierces  hein^ 
calculated  equal  to  two,  and  eight  barrels  equal  to  one  hogshead. 
The  weight  of  the  hogshead  averages  between  18  and  26  cwt  (gross); 
tierces  from  1 0  to  1 6  cwt ;  and  barrels  from  250  to  300  lb&  Soioe 
of  the  large  hogsheads  are  47  inches  in  diameter  at  the  bilge. 
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Stevedores  are  employed  to  stow  the  sugar;  their  established 
charge  is  la  per  hogshead,  and  smaller  casks  in  the  same  proportion 
as  before  mentioned  for  lighterage;  and  they  find  and  pay  their 
own  men— sometimes  having  four  gangs  of  them  (six  in  a  gang)  in 
the  hold,  if  the  sugar  is  coming  alongside  quick.  The  ship's  crew 
have  quite  sufficient  employment  in  heaving  the  casks  on  board 
from  the  lighters,  and  lowering  the  same  into  the  hold ;  the  ship's 
long  boat  being  employed,  with  three  of  the  crew,  bringing  off  sugar 
at  the  same  time. 

Some  captains  have  their  cargoes  stowed  by  the  day;  but,  unless 
the  sugar  comes  slowly  off,  such  as  twenty  casks  a  day,  it  is  a  more 
expensive  plan  than  by  the  cask.  In  stowing  by  the  day,  wages 
are  a  dollar  per  man,  and  the  stevedore  a  dollar  and  a  half. 

The  rule  for  dimnage  is  five  inches  on  the  fioors,  and  nine  at  the 
bilge,  for  sugar.  Molasses  is  generally  considered  to  be  five  per 
cent,  better,  as  a  cargo  than  sugar;  with  the  former,  a  vessel  will 
load  deep,  which  is  not  the  case  with  the  latter,  unless  the  vessel 
IB  built  for  the  trade  and  has  a  great  number  of  barrels — which  are 
not  generally  to  be  obtained.  Molasses  is  shipped  in  pimcheons  of 
about  110  gallons,  and  the  average  weight  of  the  same  is  12  cwt. 
Seasoned  ca&ks  are  sent  on  board,  and  then  coopered  (half  of  which 
la  idiarged  to  the  ship)  before  they  are  placed  in  the  hold,  where 
they  are  stowed  empty;  the  casks  are  then  bedded,  quoined,  and 
blown  before  being  filled — ^the  filling  is  done  by  i^eans  of  a  hose 
filled  by  starting  casks  at  the  hatchways. 

Dunnage,  wood,  and  spars  are  scarce  and  dear;  vessels  proceeding 
to  Barbadoes  shoidd  be  well  provided  with  the  former.  A  vessel 
loading  molasses,  and  not  having  dunnage,  staves  must  be  purchased 
for  the  same,  which  are  sold  at  40  dollars  per  thousand  (1,200 
being  given  as  a  thousand).  Three  thousand  would  be  required 
to  dunnage  a  cargo. 

Molasses  casks,  after  being  stowed  and  filled,  are  left  with  the 
bungs  out,  otherwise  the  fermentation  would  burst  the  caska 

Veasels  generally  take  their  cargoes  in  with  a  single  derrick;  but 
the  regular  traders  and  vessels,  whose  midship  bulwarks  do  not 
nnsbip,  have  a  perpendicular  derrick  from  the  water-ways  up,  and 
lashed  to  the  main-yard,  for  hoisting  in  with ;  and  another  derrick 
in  midships,  for  swinging'  and  lowering  down  the  main  hatchway. 

Vesseb  proceeding  to  load  at  Barbadoes  should  be  provided  with 
two  pairs  of  double  screws,  four  crowbars,  two  purchajse-blocks, 
fidls,  &c ;  two  derricks,  and  a  winch. 

The  boats  should  also  be  provided  with  masts  and  sails  (the  long 
boat  in  particular)  for  droghing  the  sugar. 

Fresh  meat  (pork)  for  the  crew  is  obtainable  twice  a  week, 
idiidi,  together  with  the  heat  of  the  climate,  is  apt  to  cause  dysentery 
among  the  seamen;  and  as  there  is  but  one  military  hospital  in  the

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island  (into  which  seamen  are  not  admitted  unless  under  Terr 
serious  circumstances,  and  not  even  then  without  great  trouble  and 
difficulty)  masters  of  vessels  should  endeavour  to  get  heef  {at  the 
crew,  which  is  to  be  had  occasionally  at  a  greater  expensa 

The  health  of  a  crew  is  of  great  importance;  for,  if  sickness 
prevail,  the  sick  are  placed  in  a  boarding-house  on  shore,  which, 
together  with  tlie  medical  attendance,  Acj  has  to  be  paid  hj  the 
ship.  The  latter  is  charged  5  dollars  per  visits  When  a  vessel 
is  ready  for  sea,  the  sick  are  put  on  board  and  must  return  with 
that  vessel,  whether  they  are  able  to  work  or  not;  in  the  latter 
case,  extra  hands  are  shipped. 

For  the  use  of  a  pair  of  screws  one  dollar  is  charged,  and  iw  the 
use  of  a  pair  of  can-hooks,  two  dollars  for  the  whole  time  of  loading. 

Vessels  chartered  by  the  round,  or  having  a  slight  advance  on 
the  homeward  freight,  in  consideration  of  taking  an  outward  cargo 
free,  are  liable  to  detention  from  the  foUowing  causes : — ^All  the 
goods  sent  out  are  the  property  of  planters  who  are,  of  course, 
expected  to  find  sufficient  produce  to  fill  up  the  vessel  fat  the 
homeward  passage;  and,  if  they  have  not  a  sufficioicy  ready,  the 
vessel  must  wait  till  they  have,  as  other  shippers  will  not  pay  the 
increased  rate  of  freight.

TOBAGO. 


Tobago  island  was  discovered  by  Columbus  in  1496.  The 
IMXxluce  of  the  island  consists  of  sugar,  molasses  and  rum. 

Scarborough  is  the  principal  port  Merchant  vessels  generally 
anchor  off  the  town  in  about  9  or  10  fathoms.  The  anchorage  is 
exposed  to  a  long  ground  swell,  and  with  strong  N.E.  winds  a 
▼easel  wiU  roll  heavily. 

PUotage. — l^d.  per  ton  in  and  the  same  out;  it  is  obligatory.

1.  Masters  or  other  persons  in  actual  charge  of  vesseLs  in  the 
rivers,  creeks,  or  ports  of  this  colony,  having  on  board  any  Euro- 
pean or  North  American  seamen,  are  required  to  keep  their  vessels, 
and  especially  the  berths  or  other  places  in  them  appropriated  for 
sleeping  accommodation,  clean  and  well  ventilated. 

2.  Masters  of  such  vessels  are  positively  prohibited  from  ballast- 
ing their  vessels  with  "  caddy,"  or  tidal  mud. 

3.  Masters  of  such  vessels  are  required  to  have  awning,  or  sails 
answering  the  purpose  of  awning,  spread  from  stem  to  stem  of 
their  vessels. 

4.  Between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m.,  no  master  of  any 
such  vessel  shall  employ  any  such  seamen  as  aforesaid,  in  any 
laborious  occupation  on  the  outside  of  the  ship,  or  in  boats,  or  in 
the  hold  discharging  or  receiving  cargo,  or  in  any  boat  without  an 
awning,  or  shall  send  any  seaman  on  shore  unless  he  is  ill  and 
requires  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital. 

5.  Masters  of  such  vessels  are  required  in  all  cases  whwe  any 
such  seamen  as  aforesaid  shall  be  taken  ill,  or  meet  with  any 
mjury  requiring  medical  or  surgical  aid,  to  send  such  seamen 
without  dcky  on  shoret,  to  the  seamen's  Hospital  in  Gewge  Town, 
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or  to  the  general  hospital  in  Berbice,  or  to  the  hospital  established 
at  the  penal  settlement  on  the  river  Massaruni,  whichever  may  be 
the  most  convenient,  unless  such  seamen  shall  be  attended  on 
board  by  a  licensed  medical  practitioner. 

6.  Masters  of  such  vessels  are  prohibited  from  employing  such 
seamen,  as  aforesaid,  who  are  sent  on  board  convalescent  at  any 
laborious  employment,  especially  in  the  discharge  or  stowage  of 
cargo,  until  their  strength  is  fully  restored. 

7.  Masters  of  such  vessels  are  required  to  examine  their  crews 
individually,  three  times  a  day,  as  to  their  health,  say,  at  6  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  12  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  4  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  ascertain  whether  anyone  has  headache,  flushing  of 
the  face,  pains  in  back  or  limbs,  general  debility,  or  any  other 
symptoms  of  illness.

The  entrance  to  tbe  Essequibo,  open  to  the  N.R,  is  so  blocked 
up  by  low  wooded  islands  and  mud  banks,  that  it  is  chiefly  ns^i* 
gated  by  droghers,  which  carry  the  pi-oduce  of  the  estates  on  ite 
banks  for  shipment  at  Demerara.  Vessels,  however,  of  16  feet 
draught  can  get  up  to  Macouri  creek,  about  40  miles  from  the 
mouth.  The  rise  at  the  mouth  of  the^  river,  at  spring  ticl€a>  is 
from  8  to  9  feet 
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Wiih  ordinary  care,  the  Essequibo  is  not  considered  unhealthy 
for  the  crew  of  a  ship;  sleeping  on  deck  by  night,  even  under  an 
awning,  will  induce  sickness.  Temperance  both  in  eating  and 
drinking  must  be  observed,  and  a  certain  amount  of  energy  should 
be  exercised  to  prevent  that  lassitude  usually  brought  on  by  the 
climate,  and  which  is  the  commencement  of  fevers.

BERBICE. 


The  whole  coast  of  Guiana  lies  very  low,  being  entirely  alluvial 
land,  without  any  mountains  visible  fi-om  the  sea.  A  dark  straight 
line  of  trees  is  all  that  marks  the  land,  and  the  only  breaks  in  it 
are  the  mouths  of  the  rivers.  The  water  is  very  shoal  for  many 
miles  from  the  shore,  and  of  a  dirty  coloiu*.  The  bottom  is  mostly 
aoft  mud,  and  vessels  getting  aground,  seldom  sustain  any  material 
injury.  Thei*e  is  a  fine  lightship  off  Berbice,  visible  20  miles  offl 
Vessels  should  speak  the  lightship  and  take  a  pilot  there. 

There  is  a  bar  of  mud  across  the  entrance  to  the  river  Berbice, 
and  large  vessels  require  to  cross  it  at  high  water,  spring  tides. 
There  are  18  feet  of  water  on  the  bar  at  high  water,  and  6  feet  at 
low  water;  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  being  12  feet  at  springs, 
and  9  feet  at  neaps. 

The  port  of  New  Amsterdam  is  three  miles  up  the  river,  which 
is  there  about  2  miles  wide.  The  depth  of  water  off  the  town  is  1 1 
feet  6  inchea  The  anchorage  is  perfectly  safe,  and  ships  can 
either  come  alongside  the  wharves  or  lie  a  little  way  off  in  the 
stream.  Cargoes  are  generally  taken  away  or  brought  alongside 
in  punts  or  schooners.  Homeward  cargoes  are  sent  alongside  by 
the  shippers,  at  their  own  expense. 

The  depth  of  water  increases  considerably  as  the  river  is  ascended ; 
it  is  also  free  from  any  kind  of  obstruction,  large  vessels  liaving 
loaded  timber  180  miles  up. 

The  principal  Exports  are  rum  and  sugar. 

The  sugar  is  mostly  shipped  in  large  hogsheads,  averaging  a  ton 
grooa  Small  stowage  is  scarce,  except  dry  sugar  in  bags,  which 
pays  a  lower  rate  of  freight. 

Rum  is  exported  in  puncheons  of  100  gallons. 

The  information  regarding  cost  of  stowage,  &a,  to  be  found 
under  Demerara  is  for  the  most  part  applicable  to  Berbice. 
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The  rates  of  freight,  which  are  ruled  bj  Greorgetown,  are  3d.  to 
6d.  higher  at  Berbice.

ASCENSION. 


Ascension  is  chiefly  frequented  by  vessels  in  need  of  water  and 
provisions.  Unless  unavoidable,  these  supplies  should  be  procured 
at  St  Helena,  as  the  authorities  have  recently  received  instmctaons 
to  limit  the  issue  of  water  to  a  quantity  that  will  afibrd  each  man 
on  board  a  gallon  a  day  for  the  passage  to  Pemambuoo,  whidi 
will  occupy  about  10  days. 

All  the  charges  for  supplies  are  now  doubled,  pier  dues  estab- 
lished, and  a  scale  of  charges  drawn  up,  for  the  use  of  the 
admiiiilty  hoists,  d»x 

The  anchorage  is  in  Sandy  or  Clarence  Bay.  Ships  can  anchor 
in  any  part  of  the  bay  in  moderate  depths  of  water.

4.  Masters  of  vessels  arriving  at  the  port  are  not  to  leave,  or 
permit  any  other  person  to  leave  their  vessel,  either  to  come  on 
shore  or  to  go  on  board  another  vessel  in  the  harbour,  before 
receiving  pratique  from  the  health  officer. 
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7.  No  gunpowder  to  be  landed  without  4  hours  previous  notice 
being  given  to  the  commanding  officer  of  artilleiy  and  the  harbour 
master. 

8.  No  boat  whatever  to  land  any  peraon  or  cargo  from  tnj 
ship  or  vessel,  except  Her  Majesty's  ships  or  vessels^  at  any  other 
place  than  James*  Valley,  without  permission. 

2.  Masters  of  ships  to  give  24  hours'  notice  to  the  ooloottl 
secretary  of  any  person  about  to  leave  the  island;  provided  tbat 
if  it  shisdl  not  be  such  master's  intention  to  remain  24  hours  after 
application  for  a  passage,  then  immediately  after  such  applicstion 
from  any  person  about  to  leave,  he  is  forthwith  to  give  such  notioe 
as  aforesaid,  and  which  such  last-mentioned  notice  must  be  given 
within  3  hours  before  his  departure;  and  not  to  take  any  perMm 
from  the  ialaud  against  the  onler  of  His  Excellency  the  CJovemor, 
or  the  colonial  secretary. 

10.  Every  person  being  on  board,  or  having  been  on  board,  anj 
ship  or  vessel,  wherein  any  contagious  dis^ise  or  sickneaa  shall 
prevail,  to  remain  on  board  the  same  ship  or  vessel,  or  to  go  to 
such  place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor, 
until  such  disease  or  sickness  shall  have  ceased.

Masters  of  vessels  are  hereby  cautioned  against  the  transship- 
ment of  goods  in  these  roads,  which  subjects  Uiem  to  the  penalties 
set  forth  in  Her  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  the  11th  JulVt 
1839.

Mauritdus,  or  Isle  of  France,  about  100  leagues  to  the  west  of 
Rodriguez,  is  mountainous,  and  may  be  discerned  16  or  18  leagues 
in  clear  weather ;  but  it  seldom  can  be  seen  at  a  great  distance,  the 
gommits  of  the  mountains  and  other  elevated  parts  of  the  islands 
being  frequently  enveloped  in  clouds.  This  island  extends  in  a 
N.E.  and  S  W.  direction— the  S.W.  point  being  in  lat.  20°  28J'S., 
long.  57°  17f'  R,  and  the  N.E.  point,  in  lat  19°  58'  S.,  long. 
57*'  42^  E. 

H0NE7,   WEIGHTS  AND   MEASURES. 

By  the  Municipal  Regulations  of  March  3rd,  1851,  Article  31,

Accounts  are  kept  in  dollars  and  cents,  100  =  1  dollar;  1 
dollar  =  4  shillings ;  1  cent  =  0*48  penny. 


PORT     LOUIS 


Ships  receive  a  pilot  outside  the  reefs,  between  Cannonier's  Point 
and  Port  Louis,  and  should  keep  under  way,  or  anchor,  as  required, 
until  the  Government  steam-tug  comes  out,  and  takes  the  ship  at 
once  into  her  berth.  The  harbour  is  sheltered  from  all  winds  save 
tiiose  from  the  westward,  which  never  blow  here. 

There  are  no  moorings  for  large  ships,  which  involves  a  great 
amount  of  trouble  and  loss  of  time,  mooring  with  heavy  anchors 
and  cables. 

No  communication  with  the  shore  is  permitted  until  vessels 
have  received  pratique. 

In  1861  the  following  Port  Regulations  were  published : — 
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That  the  following  signals  will  in  future  be  made  from  the  flag- 
staff of  Fort  George,  on  the  approach  of  bad  weather. 

Signals  to  ships  and  vessels  in  the  harbour  and  the  roadstead  :— 

DAY  SIGNAL. 

A  white  flag,  with  horizontal  Send  down  top-gallant  yards 
blue  stripes  and  ball  above.  and  prepare   for  bad  weather. 

The  masters  of  all  sh^»  and 
vessels  in  this  port  are  required 
immediately  to  repair  on  board 
their  respective  vessels;  andyesr 
sels  at  the  bell-buoy  ought  to 
proceed  to  sea. 

A  red  flag,  with  a  ball  above.  Strike  lower  yards  and  top- 
masts. 

N,B. — ^These  signals,  respectively,  shall  be  conflrmed  by  a  gun 
from  Fort  George. 

The  several  ships  and  vessels  are  required  to  answer  the  aboTe, 
by  hoisting  the  jack  of  their  nation  at  the  main. 

KiaHT  SIGNAL. 

One  blue  light  at  the  Port  Vessels  at  the  bell-buoy  to  pro- 
Office,  repeated  at  Fort  George,  ceed  to  sea  forthwith;  and  venels 
and  accompanied  by  a  gim.  in  the  port  to  make  every  pre- 

paration for  bad  weather. 

Ships  at  the  bell-buoy  can  communicate  with  the  Post  Office  br 
Marryatt's  signals;  the  same  to  be  kept  flying  till  answered  by  the 
pendant  at  the  flag-staff  battery. 

"There  are  three  excellent  graving  docks,  suitable  for  ships  of 
large  tonnage,  also  a  patent  slip,  and  ships  can  be  repaired  at  a 
cost  very  little  exceeding  that  in  England  M.  Vogoreaux,  the 
proprietor  of  one  of  the  docks,  has  also  a  floating  dock  for  lighters, 
and  extensive  warehouses  where  cargoes  can  be  stored  at  reason- 
able rates. 

I  must  draw  attention  to  one  very  bad  custom  in  Port  Loai& 
Ships  arriving  with  rice,  &c.,  fi-om  India,  are  obliged  to  land  their 
cargo,  and  take  receipts  on  the  discharge  of  the  lighter,  wbidi 
gives  rise  to  great  abuse,  if  not  robbery,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
remedy  it  It  matters  not  that  a  Master  has  signed  his  laJls  of 
lading  that  the  cargo  is  to  be  received  from  the  ship's  tackles ;  on 
arrival  he  will  find  that  he  must  conform  to  the  customs  of  the 
port  I  was  obliged  to  send  a  seaman  in  each  lighter,  and  the 
result  was  loss  of  goods,  as  well  as  of  the  seaman's  services,  for 
I  got  no  more  good  of  that  man  that  day.     The  Customs'  officers  also 
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have  it  in  their  power  to  retard  a  ship  very  much  if  you  do  not 
humour  all  their  whims.  I  found  the  best  waj  of  dealing  with 
these  gentry  was  to  go  at  once  to  the  collector. 

Ballast  ia  always  dear,  and  often  dilficult  to  procure,  consequently 
ships  are  greatly  cheated  in  the  quantity,  Owing  to  bad  weather 
and  the  number  of  ships  requiring  ballast,  I  was  detained  several 
days,  and  had  to  pay  six  shillings  per  ton  for  it. 

Provisions  dear — a  leg  of  mutton  costs  from  14s.  to  16s. ;  fowls, 
4&  6d.;  and  ducks,  6s.  each ;  pork,  Is.  per  lb. ;  turkeys  and  geese, 
188.  to  20s.  each ;  Madagascar  beef,  for  shipping,  6d.  per  lb.,  (tough 
and  bad.)  Ships  are  supplied  with  water  by  tanks  (there  are  one 
or  two  steam  tanks,)  or  if  preferred,  they  can  fill  up  with  water  in 
casks,  tree  of  expense.  Water  from  the  tanks  costs  Ss.  per  ton. 
Port  charges  for  a  bai^que  of  364  tons  register,  during  a  stay  of  19 
days,  £31  10s." — ExPr<ictedfrom  ike  Mercantile  MaHne  Magazine. 

BEOULATIONS   FOB  THE   HARBOUB  OF   POBT  LOUIS. 

1.  All  vessels  above  one  himdred  tons  burden  shall  take  a  pilot, 
and  receive  the  assistance  that  may  be  sent  them  from  the  Port 
Office. 

3.  Vessels  of  every  description  are  to  be  moored  with  two 
bower-anchors  forward,  and  from  1st  December  to  30th  April, 
two  also  astern,  with  buoys,  and  good  buoy  ropes  on  them ;  during 
the  other  months  one  bower  anchor  extra  will  be  deemed  sufficient. 

5  As  soon  as  a  vessel  is  mooi*ed  and  secured  in  the  berth  (or 
before  if  necessary),  the  flying  and  standing  jib-booms,  and  also 
the  studding-sail  booms  on  the  yards,  are  to  be  run  in,  and  no 
spars  serving  as  guess-warp  booms  can  be  allowed  while  in  the 
harbour.  Captains  and  officers  not  complying  with  this  regulation 
must  be  answerable  for  any  accident  which  may  happen  by  othei 
vessels  hauling  in  or  out,  sailing  in  or  out,  or  towing  in  or  out  by 
the  steamers,  changing  their  berths,  or  by  small  craft  boarding 
them,  or  by  any  other  means  whatever. 

6.  From  the  1st  day  of  December  to  the  30th  of  April,  all  ships 
and  vessels  moored  in  the  harbour  are  to  keep  their  top-gallant 
yards  and  masts  struck  and  on  deck,  that  they  may  be  in  constant 
readiness  to  strike  their  yards  and  topmasts  on  the  first  order 
from  the  harbour  master. 

19.  Notice  of  the  departure  of  vessels  shall  be  given  in  writing, 
by  their  respective  commanders,  at  the  Custom-house  and  Port 
Office,  48  houi*s  previous  to  sailing,  and  a  flag  shall  be  hoisted  at 
the  maintop  gallant  mast-head  from  the  time  such  notice  is  given 
until  their  departure.  English  ships  to  hoist  the  jack,  and 
foreigners  the  small  flag  of  their  own  countiy. 

20.  Vessels  that  are  swimg  will  be  allowed  to  remain  24  hours 
on  the  warps  belonging  to  the  port,  but  no  longer ;  if  they  do  not 
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V(  answered  fix>m  the  ManJiigfa  or  Sham  Shan  signal  stfitionft,  or 
both.  Manhigh  is  about  230  feet,  and  Sham  Shan  about  1800 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea ;  keep  the  land  of  Aden  on  the 
starboard  bow  until  the  above  bearing  is  got,  then  <do8e  with  ike 
land,  steering  in  a  n<»th  westerly  direction  until  the  harbour  li^t 
C'exhihtted  by  the  lightship")  is  sighted,  get  the  light  to  W 
N.N.R,  distant  about  5  miles,  then  steer  N.  by  K  until  you  gefc 
soundings  in  6  fiithoms,  when  you  should  come  to  an  anchor  with 
40  £ith<mis  cable.  The  lightship  fires  a  gun  and  bums  a  blue  li^t 
when  a  vessel  is  seen  entering  the  harbour  at  night. 

Ye8si4s  from  the  eastwaid  making  Aden  at  mght  in  the  SW. 
monsoon,  and  coming  from  the  African  side  of  the  gutf^  should 
get  Sham  Shan  or  centre  point  of  the  peninsula  to  bear  KEL, 
and  the  harbour  light  N.E.  by  N.  half  N. ;  steer  for  the  light  S 
miles»  then  gradually  alter  the  course  to  N.  half  £. ;  when  in  6 
fiUhoms,  come  to  an  anchor  with  50  fiithoms  of  cable,  the  harbour 
light  bearing  N.£.,  distance  about  2  miles. 

The  light-house  on  Ras  Marshigh  is  visible  20  miles.  Now 
that  the  light  is  exhibited  the  following  directions  will  be  found 
useful: — 

Vessels  from  the  eastward,  making  Aden  light,  situated  on  Bis 
Marshigh,  should  get  the  light  to  head  from  the  ship,  any  point 
north  of  west,  by  so  doing,  any  part  of  the  peninsula  may  he 
approached  very  closely  with  safety.  A  Tessel  in  the  N.& 
monsoon,  making  the  light  bearing  between  W.  by  N.  to  K.W., 
may  steer  straight  for  it  until  it  is  distant  about  6  miles,  then 
steer  west,  gradually  hauling  up  to  N.W.  as  they  round  the 
peninsula,  at  the  same  time  closing  with  the  land  to  within  a 
distance  of  2  miles ;  wh«[i  the  harbour  lig^t  bears  N.K,  dutsnt 
about  2  miles,  come  to  an  anchor  with  40  &thoms  cable. 

Vessels  making  Aden  light  in  the  S. W.  monsoon,  coming  from 
the  African  side  of  the  gulf^  will  have  the  light  bearing  from  the 
ship  N.  of  N.K,  they  may  stand  boldly  on,  as  they  will  lose  sight 
of  the  light  when  about  2  miles  distant  from  the  nearsst  huod. 
The  ship  being  about  W.SW.  from  the  light,  distant  5  miles  ti 
least>  the  hist  bearing  of  the  light  should  be  N.R  by  R  half  &, 
nearly ;  should  the  harbour  light  not  be  visible  when  the  Aden 
light  on  Marshigh  is  lost  sight  of,  it  would  be  advisable  to  go 
about  at  once  and  bum  a  blue  light,  or  two  if  necessary,  it  wSi 
be  answered  at  Sham  Shan  ;  should  the  harbour  light  be  made, 
get  it  to  bear  N.  by  E.  half  E.,  steer  for  it  until  it  is  about  3 
miles  distant,  tlien  steer  N.  half  W. ;  when  in  6  fathoms,  come  to 
an  anchor  with  50  fathoms  of  cable. 

•  Vessels  making  the  port  from  the  westward,  should  keep  the 
*^t  on  Marshigh  just  visible  until  the  harbour  light  is  sighted. 
The  hai-bour  light  is  lowered  to  be  tiimmed,  at  10  p.m.  and  2.  ajn. 
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The  outer  harbour  runs  nearly  N.  aiid  8.,  is  protected  on  the 
E.  by  the  peninsula  of  Aden ;  on  the  W.  by  little  Aden  or  Jibbel 
Hainan,  and  on  the  N.  by  the  Arabian  coast. 

The  inner  harbour  runs  nearly  E.N.E.  and  W.S.W.,  and  is  pro- 
tected on  the  E.  by  the  isthmus  which  connects  the  peninsula 
with  the  Continent ;  on  the  N.  by  the  Arabian  coast,  and  on  the 
8.  by  the  peninsula  of  Aden. 

Depth  of  water  in  the  outer  harbour  is  according  to  position, 
from  28  to  19  feet. 

Inner  harbour  or  pool,  from  24  to  17^  feet;  beyond  the 
boundary  of  171  feet  excellent  accommodation  is  afforded  to  a  very 
large  number  of  country  craft,  drawing  from  14  to  6  feet. 

Hire  of  moorings. — Half  an  anna  per  ton;  ballast,  Ss.  per  ton ; 
labour,  Is.  per  diem;  tonnage  dues,  3  annas  per  ton;  charges  on 
bill  of  lading,  4  annas. 

6d.  to  10s.  per  100 
gallons ;  bread,  Sfd.  to  44d  per  lb. ;  biscuit,  35s.  4d.  per  100  lbs. ;

Rides, — Part  /. — Rega/rding  the  Port. 

1.  Every  vessel  above  200  tons,  entering  or  leaving  the  Port  of 
Aden,  shall  have  a  pilots  and  while  he  is  on  board,  she  shall  fly 
her  national  flag  between  sunrise  and  simset,  or  as  long  before  and 
after  as  the  flag  may  be  visible.  She  shall  also  show  her  nimiber 
aa  entering  the  port 

3.  Every  vessel  in  the  port  of  Aden  shall  have  her  flying  jib- 
boom  rigged  in ;  she  shall  also  rig  in  her  jib  and  driver  booms, 
and  shall  strike  her  yards,  if  required  to  do  so  by  the  Conservator. 
Ballast  and  cargo  boats  are  not  to  be  permitted  to  hang  on  astern 
oi  ships. 

6.  No  vessel  is  to  throw  ballast,  dirt,  or  refuse  overboard  within 
the  limits  of  the  harbour,  and  any  person  convicted  thereof  «K<^1 
be  liable  to  a  penalty.

21.  Except  in  cases  where  assistance  is  required,  no  privale 
vessels  are.  without  permission,  to  hoist  signal  lights  at  night, 
bum  blue  lights,  fire  rockets,  disdiarge  guns  or  firearms  of  any 
description,  at  the  hours  of  sunset  or  sunrise,  or  at  any  other  time: 

2-lw  Sick  seamen  may  be  admitted  into  the  European  Qeoenl 
Hospital,  on  application  being  made  to  the  port  surgeon,  for  tiie 
expenses  of  which  seamen  the  master  of  the  vassd  will  be  hrid 
res}x>nsible,  at  the  rate  of  1  rupee  per  diem  for  each  man.  Twdvo 
hours  notaee  is  required,  except  in  cases  of  emeiyncy. 

25.  A  port  due  of  3  annas  for  every  ton  of  burden,  and  1  aaot 
for  pilotage,  shall  be  diargeable  in  respect  of  every  sea-going  vend 
of  the  burden  of  10  tons  and  upwards  whidi  diall  enter  tl^  pori 

26.  No  such  due  shall  be  chargeable  in  re^Kct  of  any  v^eeaA 
which  having  left  the  port,  is  compelled  to  re-enter  it  by  stresB  of 
weather,  or  in  consequence  of  having  sustained  any  damage. 

27.  The  port  due  shall  not  be  chargeable  oftener  than  onee  is 
the  same  calendar  month,  in  respect  of  the  same  vessel 
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28.  Vessels  entering  port  aiid  leaving  within  seven  daySy  without 
discharging  or  taking  in  any  cargo  or  passengers,  shall  be  charged 
with  haJf  only  of  the  port  due  which  would  otherwise  be  chargeable. 

29.  Vessels  entering  the  port  in  ballast,  shall  be  charged  with 
three-fourths  of  the  port  dua 

30.  The  shipping  are  forbidden  to  send  boats  to  the  northern 
fide  of  the  harbour  or  to  Little  Aden,  without  permission  of  the 
authorities. 

Masters  of  vessels  selling  spirits  to  soldiers,  are  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  500  rupees. 

Fart  II — Connected  with  the  Cuatotju*  Laiwa. 

82.  Within  24  hours  after  the  vessel's  arrival,  the  commander 
is  to  deliver  into  the  Aden  Custom-house  a  true  and  perfect  mani- 
fest of  his  cargo  and  stores.  He  will  attend  in  person  to  acknow- 
ledge his  signature  to  it  before  it  can  be  admitted  to  entry.  The 
manifest  should  include  all  goods,  the  property  of  the  crew,  d^., 
under  a  penalty  of  1,000  rupees  in  case  of  omission,  and  the  numb^ 
of  packages  must  be  inserted  in  words  as  well  as  in  figures. 

84.  Commanders  of  vessels  are  to  report  at  the  Custom-house, 
within  eight  hours  after  arrival  at  the  port  of  Aden,  the  quantity 
(if  above  10  lbs.)  of  gunpowder  which  they  may  have  on  board, 
under  a  penalty  not  exceeding  500  rupees. 

36.  No  goods  to  be  allowed  to  leave  any  vessel  entering  the 
port  of  Aden,  until  entry  shall  have  been  made  at  the  Custom- 
fiouse,  under  penalty  not  exceeding  500  rupees. 

37.  Masters  of  vessels  are  in  all  cases  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  500  rupees  for  every  package  not  duly  manifested,  that 
is  missing  on  boaixl,  unless  the  deficiency  be  duly  and  satisfactorily 
accounted  for,  obvious  and  unintentional  errors  in  the  manifest 
may  however  be  altered,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Customs' 
aulJiorities. 

88.  Commanders  of  vessels  when  applying  for  a  Port  Clearance, 
ftre  required  to  produce  at  the  Custom-bouse,  a  certificate  from  the 
harbour-master,  the  European  Greneral  Hospital  at  Steamer  Point, 
and  the  Police  Court,  tJiat  all  claims  against  them  have  been 
aiyusted,  as  also  a  Certificate  of  Registry  of  the  vessel,  a  list  of  the 
<grew,  and  (if  any)  of  the  passengers. 

39.  If  any  goods  be  taken  on  board  after  a  Port  Clearance  is 
granted,  the  master  must  amend  the  export  manifest  in  the  presence 
of  the  ofiicer  in  charge  of  Customs,  or  any  other  authorised  person 
ttodei'  a  penalty  not  exceeding  1,000  rupees. 

41.  Ally  package  passed  either  for  importation  or  exportation, 
not  found  to  contain  quantity,  sort,  or  value,  as  described  in  the 
a])plicatton  for  passing  it,  will  be  liable  to  confiscation;  which 
penalty  may  be  conmiuted  at  tlie  disci'etiou  of  the  adjudicating 
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officer,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ono-tenlh  of  the  market  value  of 
such  gooda 

PaH  III. — Connected  with  PoUoe  JRegulaHcns. 

45.  Commanders  of  vessels  are  to  give  twenty-four  hours*  notice 
at  the  assistant  political  resident*s  officei  Aden,  in  writing,  previouB 
to  their  sailing,  and  no  pei*son  whatever  is  to  be  taken  from  Adea 
without  permission  being  obtained  from  the  political  resident,  or 
his  assistants,  and  in  no  case  will  permission  be  granted  for  the 
shipping  of  any  Europeans  or  natives,  as  seamen,  unless  such  sea- 
men appear  in  person  at  the  Police  Court  to  sign  the  ship*s  articles. 
Any  evasion  of,  or  attempt  to  evade  this  clause,  will  be  punishable 
by  fine  not  exceeding  600  rupees. 

46.  No  vessels,  whether  British  or  Foreign,  shall  discharge  anj 
one  of  their  crew  in  Aden,  without  permission  being  obtained  from 
the  political  resident  or  his  assistant,  and  the  commanders  of  all 
vessels,  whether  British  or  foreign  shall,  on  their  arrival,  deliver  in 
a  statement  to  the  assistant  poHtical  resident  containing  a  correct 
list  of  their  crew,  as  also  of  any  other  person  they  may  have  oa 
board.  Any  breach  of  this  regulation  will  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  600  rupee& 

48.  Commanders  of  vessels  laden  with  coal,  who  require  the 
service  of  labourers  to  assist  in  discharging  ihdr  cai^go^  are  recom- 
mended to  apply  to  the  police  authorities  at  Steamer  Point,  vho 
will  render  them  every  possible  assistance.  They  will  thus  be 
secured  from  imposition  and  from  the  annoying  importunities  of 
the  Somalie  labourers. 

49.  Conmianders  of  vessels,  whether  square-rigged  or  ooontiy 
craft,  having  pilgrims  on  board,  are  required  to  attend  at  the 
Police  Court,  witJbin  six  hours  after  anchoring  in  port,  to  give  a 
true  account  of  the  pilgrims  on  board,  and  if  required,  to  obtain 
permission  to  land  them.  Any  commander  of  a  vessel  landing  or 
allowing  pilgrims  to  land  without  such  permission,  will  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  10  rupees  for  each  individual  so  landed.

KARACHI. 


This  place,  known  also  as  KuiTachee,  increasing  daily  in  impor- 
tance as  the  seaport  of  Sindh  and  the  Piinjaub,  U  situated  near  the 
base  of  the  southern  extremity  of  the  Pubb  mountains,  on  a  leyel 
space  intervening  between  them  and  the  sea« 

The  population  of  Karachi  and  the  suburbs  is  steadily  increasing 
with  the  importance  of  the  place,  -  the  Sindh  railway  bringing  it 
into  speedy  communication  with  Hyderabad. 

The  native  Exports  are  camels,  saltpetre,  salt,  rice,  and  other 
grains,  ghee,  hides,  tallow,  oil;  oil-seeds,  salt-fish,  bark  for  tanning, 
alkalies,  indigo,  cotton;  also  horses  from  Cabtil  and  the  adjoining 
countries. 

The  Imports  are  metals,  hardware,  cottons,  and  silks,  twist  and 
jam,  and  recently  much  railway  plant  and  European  goods. 

E16amfiri  point  is  now  connected  with  the  main  land  by  a  strong 
causeway,  or  mole,  which  greatly  facilitates  communication  with 
the  town. 

On  arrival  of  ships  off  Karachi  the  water  on  the  tail  of  the  bar 
in  signalled  from  a  small  staff  to  the  right  of  the  high  ilag-staff 
on  Manora  Point ;  this  may  be  reckoned  upon  as  the  least  water 
in  the  Eastern  channel  between  the  two  red  buoys. 

Vessels  making  the  lighthouse  should  always  endeavour  to  come 
within  signal  distance  before  dark,  but  if  not  enabled  to  do  so,  to 
keep  standing  off  and  on  till  daylight,  when  they  should  endeavour 
to  pick  up  the  pilot  boat  without  delay,  if  she  displays  a  pilot 
jack,  for  when  she  does  so  it  is  to  intimate  that  there  is  no  time  to 
be  lost  to  save  the  tide;  but  in  picking  up  the  pilot,  no  vessel 
should  run  down  to  the  eastward  further  than  to  biing  the  light- 
house to  bear  north.  The  pilot  boat  is  usually  European  rigged, 
but  if  in  a  native  boat,  the  pilot  jack  is  hoisted. 

The  following  instructions  for  approaching  Kar&chi  Harbour 
were  issued  by  Mr.  £.  Giles,  master-attendant  at  the  port,  July 
Ist,  1866:— 
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The  lighthoaae  on  Manora  Point  is  in  lat.  24""  47'  21^  N.;  long. 
66**  58'  15"  £.  The  light  isjbxdj  at  119  feet  above  the  sea  krd, 
and  TifiiUe  from  a  distance  o£  about  17  miles  in  clear  weather,  bat 
only  7  to  9  nules  in  the  hazy  weather  prevalent  during  the  soath- 
west  monsoon. 

It  is  high  water  on  the  days  of  full  and  change  of  the  moon,  at 
lOh.  30m. ;  the  rise  and  fall  on  ordinary  spring  tides  is  9  feet  6 
inches.  The  depth  of  watw  on  the  bsr  during  the  south-west 
monsoon  season  (May  to  September)  is — spring  tides^  22  to  28  feet 
6  inches;  nei4>  tides,  19  to  18  feet.  During  the  fine  sesson 
(October  to  April)  it  is — spring  tides,  20  to  21  feet  6  inches; neap 
tides,  19  to  18  feet.  Ships  may  load  from  September  15th  to 
April  15ch  (the  bar  being  generally  smooth) — -spring  tides,  20 
feet ;  neap  tides,  18  feet.  From  April  15th  to  the  end  of  May, 
from  Septnnber  15th  to  the  30th;  periods  before  and  afier  ^ 
south-west  monsoon — spring  tides,  18  feet  6  inches;  neaptide% 
17  feet  6  indies.  From  June  1st  to  the  middle  of  September, 
with  the  average  weather  in  the  south-west  monsoon — qving 
tides,  17  feet;  neap  tides,  15  feet. 

There  are  days  during  this  monsoon  when  the  sea  on  the  bar  ii 
BO  heavy  that  ^ips  at  the  above  draft  cannot  with  safety  croea, 
and  it  is  advisable  not  to  send  out  vessels  of  above  600  tons 
burthen  during  the  bad  weather  season. 

At  all  seasons,  if  coming  from  southward,  the  coast  of  Sindh, 
from  the  parallel  of  23^  30'  N.,  should  not  be  aj^roached  under 
14  fiithomsL  Hiis  line  of  soundings  will  carry  a  ship  from  7  to  8 
mileis  off  the  dangerous  banks  which  extend  from  the  Hujamree^ 
Kedewarry,  and  Kokowarry  mouths  of  the  Indus  river  to  a 
distance  of  7  miles,  showing  in  several  places  10  fathoms  on  their 
extreme  edge.  The  set  of  the  tides  and  currents  being  very 
uncertain,  the  coast  low  throu^out,  and  barely  visible  from  the 
outer  edge  <^  the  banks  in  clear  weather,  too  much  attentioa 
cannot  be  paid  to  the  lead  in  passing  these  banks. 

Has  Muari  (or  Oape  Mon2se),  distant  18  miles  W.  ^  N.  from  tlie 
western  entrance  to  Karachi,  is  high  and  bold  of  approach.  Ships 
during  the  south-west  monsoon  season  should  make  this  headland, 
runiiiug  eastward  for  Manora  Point,  keepiog  it  (Manors  Point) 
on  any  bearing  to  the  north  of  east 

Mtinora  Point,  forming  the  west  side  of  Karachi  Harbour,  is 
100  feet  in  height,  and  can  be  approached  to  within  ^  mile  on  anj 
l^eariug  from  north  to  east,  with  5  fiathoms  of  water;  on  this  point 
stands  the  lighthouse  and  signal  station.  As  at  certain  times  of 
tide  pilots  cannot  get  oS,  attention  should  be  given  to  all  directions 
signalled  from  the  shore.  Masters  of  ships  should  not,  under  anj 
circumstances,  attempt  to  enter  the  port  without  a  pilot 
Anchorage  in  the  roads: — June  to  the  middle  of  September,

Bbould  not  on  any  account  anchor,  but  stand  off  and  on, 
keeping  the  lighthouse  bearing  from  N.  by  K  to  N.E.  1  to  2  miles 
distent  until  boarded  by  a  pilot,  or  directed  by  signal.  September 
15th  till  the  end  of  March : — Anchorage,  Lighthouse  N.  by  E.  to 
N.N.E.  1  mile,  in  7  fathoms.  April  and  May — lighthouse 
N.N.E.  to  N.E.,  distant  1^  miles,  in  8  ^thoms. 

Supplies  of  every  kind  are  cheap  and  good.  Turtle  abound  on 
the  besich  north  of  Manora;  game  is  plentiful  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  can  be  bought  at  reasonable  prices. 

Por  changing  the  position  of  the  vessel,  if  by  desire  of  the 
captain,  25  rupees  is  charged ;  if  by  order  of  the  harbour-master, 
nothing.     All  ships*  materials  are  dear. 

Ships  going  out  with  iron  rails  are  promptly  discharged,  but 
those  with  government  stores,  such  as  beer,  &c.f  have  often  to 
wmt  a  considerable  time  before  they  can  dischai^  carga  Captains 
should  therefore  be  on  their  guard  in  signing  charter  parties  for 
this  port.  Captains  discharging  a  cargo  of  beer  should  also  see 
that  the  Customs*  officer  puts  a  seal  on  every  hole  pierced  in  the 
casks;  this  is  often  neglected  to  be  done.  The  mate  of  the  ship 
should  note  down  the  numbera  of  the  casks,  from  which  samples 
of  beer  have  been  drawn,  and  the  Customs'  officer  has  to  give 
a  certificate,  in  which  these  numbers  are  put  down.  On  receiving 
the  cargo  on  board  the  mate  should  be  careful  that  no  holes  have 
been  bored  in  the  casks,  any  such  should  be  returned  as  not  being 
in  good  condition,  certified  by  the  captain.  All  casks,  empty  or 
half  empty,  are  examined  upon  landing,  and  if  there  be  holes  in 
them,  not  sealed^  the  ship  has  to  pay  for  them. 

In  the  charter-party,  no  matter  what  the  cargo  may  be,  the  lay- 
d&ys  should  be  exactly  specified,  and  also  inarked  in  the  bills  of 
lading,  so  as  to  acquire  validity,  as  the  facilities  for  discharging 
cargo  at  this  port  are  very  deficient.  In  the  "Bunder,"  where  the 
discharging  takes  place,  there  is  only  one  pier,  with  two  cranes. 
All  vessels  have  to  discharge  here,  and  there  is  only  room  for  two 
lighters  at  a  time.  It  often  happens  also  that  the  pier  is  taken 
possession  of  by  the  government  in  order  to  land  or  embark  troops 
and  horses;  in  that  case  no  vessels  can  be  discharged,  even  if  she 
have  lighters,  which  are  at  these  times  difficult  to  be  got.

6.  No  goods  to  be  removed  from  or  taken  on  board  between 
inset  and  sunrise,  nor  on  Sundays.  

6.'  Qoods  leaving  the  ship  should  be  accompanied  hy  a  boat-note, 
gned  by  the  master  or  chief  officer  of  the  ship,  which  boat-note 
fould  be  delivered  to  the  customs  ofiicer  at  the  Bunder. 

7.  No  dutiable  goods  are  permitted  to  be  landed  at  any  other 
taoe  than  the  authorized  Bunders,  Keamaree,  and  the  Upper 
under. 

8.  No  export  cargo  to  be  shipped  without  the  permission  oi  the 
kUector  of  customs. 

9.  No  transhipment  to  be  made  in  the  harbour  without  the 
irmission,  in  writing,  of  the  collector  of  customs. 

Persons  infringing  any  of  the  above  rules  will  become 
liable  to  t^e  penalties  of  the  Customs  Laws. 

10.  Application  for  port  clearance  shoidd  be  made  at  least

4.  A  list  of  seamen  (if  any),  either  in  jail  or  hospital,  to  be 

left  behind. 

5.  Should  any  seamen  be  left  behind,  their  certificates  of 

character  and  discharge,  also,  clothes  and  wages  (if  any,) 
should  be  deposited  at  the  custom  house. 

6.  A  certificate  from  the  port  officer,  that  the  claims  of  his 

department  have  been  satisfied. 
The  particular  attention  of  the  commanders  of  ships  is  directed 
I  the  government  notification  respecting  soldiers  attempting  to 
asert,  as  aiding  them  renders  any  one  guilty  of  a  misdemeanoor^ 
id  liable  to  fine  and  punishment ;  also,  no  soldier  may  be  received

All  vessels  in  the  port  of  Bombay  shall  have  their 
flying  jib-booms  rigged  in,  and  shall,  when  ordered  by  the  master 
attendant,  rig  in  their  jib  and  driver  booms,  and  strike  their  masts 
or  yards,  and  any  signal  made  from  the  dock-yard  shear  flagstafl*, 
directing  the  striking  of  masts  or  yards,  or  the  rigging  in  of  booms, 
■hall  be  considered  to  be  orders,  and  obeyed  as  such. 

Clause  4.  Cargo  boats,  fidl  or  empty,  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
awing  astern  of  any  vessel  without  permission,  nor  shall  anchors 
be  cock-billed,  or  spare  spars  allowed  to  hang  alongside  or  astern 
af  any  vessel. 

Clause  5.  Vessels  taking  in  or  discharging  ballast,  or  any 
particular  kind  of  cargo,  within  the  port  of  Bombay,  shall  be  bound 
to  take  up  such  berth  as  tlie  master  attendant  or  the  harbour 
master  may  direct. 

Ski/Hng  Moorings. — ^Transporting  vessels  below  the  middle 
ground,  20  rupees  for  vessels  not  exceeding  300  tons,  and  for  all 
flliipe  above  that  tonnage,  30  rupees. 

Clause  9.  No  vessel  shall  use  any  of  the  Government  chain 
moorings,  whether  fixed  or  swinging,  without  permission  of  the 
inaster  attendant  or  the  harbour  master. 

Clause  10.  All  vessels  occupying  Government  moorings,  fixed  or 
•winging,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  for  the  same,  according  to  the 
following  scale,  but  no  more : — 
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The  following  is  taken  from  the  Mercantile  Marine  Magasm^ 
and  was  written  by  Captain  Robertson  : — 

Carija  Bay^  opponte  Bombay, — There  could  not  be  a  more 
eligible  spot  on  which  to  lay  an  iron  ship  to  be  cleaned  and  painted 
-^<iuring  the  monsoon.     To  the  north  of  the  high  land  of  Thull, 
and  opposite  the  island  of  Carija,  there  is  a  yery  extensive  sand^ 
flat  which  is  neither  too  hard  nor  too  soft, — free  from  rocks,  stones, 
or  any  inequalities  whatever.    We  were  towed  across  and  took  the 
groimd  about  high  water,  and  carried  out  our  kedge  anchors.    As 
soon  as  the  tide  began  to  fall,  we  commenced  operations  at  once, 
with  hanging  stages ;  it  soon  fell  low  enough  to  stand  in  the 
water ;  and  shortly  after  we  could  walk  round  the  ship,  dry,  and 
on  a  bottom  pleasant  to  the  naked  feet     After  the  first  tide  ih» 
ship  formed  a  bed  for  herself,  in  which  by  heaving  ahead  or  astern 
she  exposed  a  considerable  portion  of  her  keeL     This  will  not 
injure  or  strain  an  iron  ship  with  all  her  ballast  in  the  centre. 
We  found  it  useless  to  heel  tiie  ship  with  the  ballast,  as  she  gene- 
rally settled  down  upon  her  flat;  but  she  listed  sometimes,  accord- 
ing as  she  took  one  side  or  the  ol^er  of  the  bed,  on  which  occasion 
we  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  scrape  and  paint  the  ked 
under  the  bilges,  by  means  of  long-handled  brushesL      During 
neaps  there  was  not  enough  water  to  float ;  a  ship  should  go  on  al 
the  flrst  of  springs.     With  extra  lascars  iJie  work  can  be  done  in 
a  few  days,  and  the  ship  hauled  into  the  stream  in  three  &thom8 
low  water,  ready  for  the  tug.    We  went  upon  the  hard  rather  late 
in  the  springs,  but  being  Christmas  .week,,  and  the  ship  not  fixed 
for  freight,  we  remained  13  days  aground,  and  hove  ofl*  on  the 
first  of  the  following  springs.     We  were  able  to  scrape  thoroughlj 
and  lay  on  a  coat  of  red  lead,  another  of  paint  and  hot  resin,  which 
sets  quickly — very  little  washed  off  with  the  tides — and  a  finiahing 
coat  of  coloured  taUow.     The  ship  Evelyny  of  Liverpool,  Captain 
Boag,  also  came  across  to  clean,  and  many  parties  firom  Bombay 
came  to  visit  us,  and  see  the  two  ships  high  and  dry. 

The  cost  of  towage  h  only  a  little  over  the  charge  for  docking 
at  Bombay,  or  going  to  the  slip,  namely,  300  rupees  each  vaj, 
pilotage  70  rupees  ditto,  thereby  saving  dock  expenses^  which  are 
considerable,  and  having  ihe  advantage  of  keeping  the  crev  on 
board — sober  and  steady,  at  their  work.  We  were  beyond  the 
limits  of  Bombay  Harbour,  but  were  called  upon  to  pay  a  fee  for 
the  use  of  the  beach.

The  Liverpool  shipowners'  ajssociation  has  issued  the  following 
station  to  masters: — It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this 
Bsociation  that,  notwithstanding  the  existence,  both  at  Bombay 
od  Calcutta,  of  a  recognised  tonnage  schedule,  which  fixes  the  ton 
f  measurement  goods  at  50  cubic  feet,  a  practice  has  grown  up  in 
be  trade  between  Calcutta  and  Bombay,  of  inserting  in  charter- 
arties  a  clause,  that  bales  of  gunny  bags  should  be  *'at  the  rate 
f  not  over  14  cwt  per  ton."  This  involves  a  heavy  loss  to  the

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Kteam,  as  the  wind  and  seas  are  constantly  driving  into  the  harboor. 
From  October  to  March.  (N.E.  monsoon),  the  land  breezes  enable 
vessels  to  leave  at  midnight,  or  early  in  the  morning,  when  three 
ahora  boats,  (at  a  cost  of  about  £1,)  are  stationed  at  ^e  buoys  with 
lights.  As  there  are  only  15  feet  of  water  on  the  bar,  it  is  veiy 
necessary  to  know  the  state  of  the  tides.  Once  inside,  vessels  are 
perfectly  safe.  Cochin  is  connected  by  tel^raph  with  Bombaj, 
Madras,  and  Calcutta,  and  there  are  three  lines  of  steamers  tondi 
here.  The  climate  is  mild  and  variable.  Be|)airB  can  be  execated, 
and  provisions  obtained  at  moderate  prices. 

Exports, — Rice,  pepper,  ginger,  yams,  sweet  potatoes,  arrow-root, 
coffee,  cotton,  sugar-cane,  fruit  and  coprah.

Anchorage, — The  best  anchorage  in  the  roads  is  with  the  follow- 
ing bearings :  rfag-staif  E.  ^  N.  to  E.N.K  in  5^  to  6^  fathoms, 
soft  ground,  about  2  to  2}  miles  off  shore. 

All  post  oflSce  packets  and  letters  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  post 
office  peon  who  is  sent  for  them. 

Commanders  are  required  to  report  themselves  in  person  on 
landing  at  the  master  attendant's  office,  and  to  bring  with  them 
the  ship's  register,  with  two  lists  of  the  officers,  ship's  oompsny, 
and  passengers;  and  no  vessel  will  be  admitted  to  entry  at  the 
Custom-house,  without  producing  a  certificate  from  the  master 
attendant  that  the  provisions  of  this  article  have  been  complied 
with. 

Commanders  are  also  required,  previous  to  clearing  out,  to 
deliver  to  the  master  attendant  two  lists  of  the  officers,  crew  and 
passengers  proceeding  by  the  vessel,  together  with  notification  of 
all  casualties  which  may  have  occurred  during  her  stay  in  port» 
whether  by  death,  discharge,  or  desertion.  No  vessel  will  be 
granted  port  clearance,  until  the  production  of  a  certificate  from 
the  master  attendant  that  the  port  rules  have  been  complied  with. 
Commanders  requiring  a  pilot  to  enter  the  inner  harbour,  are 
to  hoist  the  union  jack  at  the  fore-royal  mast-head.  Applications 
for  pilots  inwards  and  outwards  are  to  be  made  to  the  master 
attendant  in  writing. 
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No  cargo  is  to  be  landed  in  ship's  boats,  under  a  penalty  of  50 
rupees  and  confiscation  of  the  boat. 

No  ballast  is  to  be  thrown  overboard  in  less  than  9  fathoms ; 
nor  is  any  to  be  discharged  on  the  beach  or  elsewhere  from  which 
it  would  be  liable  to  be  washed  into  the  port.  The  penalty  for 
infringing  this  rule  is  200  rupees. 

Commanders  of  vessels  having  more  than  50  lbs.  of  gunpowder 
or  other  combustibles  on  board  are,  under  a  penalty  of  200  rupees 
for  defJEtult,  to  report  the  same  to  the  conservator,  who  will  arrange, 
if  necessary,  for  landing  and  storing  the  excess. 

When  the  surf  is  so  high  as  to  render  communication  with  the 
shore  dangerous,  a  red  and  white  chequered  flag  will  be  hoisted  at 
the  master  attendant's  flag-staff.  When  the  surf  is  impassable, 
the  first  distinguishing  pennant  will  be  displayed  wider  that  flag. 

Should  a  boat  be  urgently  required  during  the  night,  three 
lights  should  be  hoisted  horizontally;  and  in  case  of  danger  from 
fire  or  other  causes,  blue  lights  shoidd  be  burnt,  and  guns  fired. 

No  boats  are  to  be  detained  alongside  after  6  p.m.  ^e  detention 
of  a  boat  during  the  day  for  more  than  three  hours,  will  entail 
double  hire.  Commanders  and  oflicers  are  particularly  requested 
to  abstain  from  ill-using  boatmen  or  other  native&  All  complaints 
will  be  promptly  inquii-ed  inta 

No  vessel  of  200  tons  and  upwards  is  to  be  moved  in  the  inner 
harbour,  without  having  a  pilot  or  the  conservator  on  board ;  and 
no  vessel  exceeding  100  tons  and  less  than  200  tons  is  to  be  moved 
without  a  pilot,  except  imder  the  authority  of  the  conservator, 
under  penalty  in  each  case  of  100  rui)ees. 

All  vessels  in  the  inner  harbour  shall  have  their  jib  and  driver 
booms  rigged  in,  and  their  yards  and  top-masts  struck,  unless 
otherwise  permitted  by  the  conservator,  All  projections  from  the 
ship's  sides  must  be  removed. 

All  vessels  moored  in  the  stream  shall  keep  a  clear  hawse. 

No  vessels  anchored  between  the  buoys  and  the  inner  harbour 
shall  have  lights  exhibited  aloft  or  above  the  deck. 

No  warps  are  to  be  made  fast  to  the  fairway  buoys. 

A  free  passage  of  half  a  cable's  length  or  1 20  yards  shall  be  kept 
between  the  wharves,  jetties,  landing-places,  and  dockyards,  and 
the  position  of  the  vessels  moored  in  the  inner  harbour.

Alipey  is  in  latitude  9**  30'  K ;  longitude  76*  20'  E.  It  is  in 
the  dominions  of  the  Rajah  of  Travancore,  and  before  the 
opening  of  Sedashagiir  and  Narrakel,  was  the  only  port  on  the 
Malabaj:  coast,  where  vessels  conld  load  in  safety  during  the  S.W. 
monsoon. 

A  steady  trade  is  carried  on  with  the  Ked  Sea  and  Persian  Gulf. 

The  town  is  completely  hidden  from  seaward  by  the  dense 
vegetation,  and  nothing  is  visible  but  the  light-house  and  flagstaff, 
except  a  long  bam-like  building  on  the  beach,  from  whence  goods 
are  shipped  and  landed,  and  which  is  connected  with  the  town  by 
a  tramway  ;  a  canal  also  runs  through  the  town,  by  which  trade 
is  chiefly  carried  on  along  the  coast  in  the  bad  season,  as  it  extends 
north  nearly  to  Beypore,   and  south  almost  to   Cape   Comorin, 

The  piincipal  Exports  are  cocoa-nut  oil,  cassia,  coir,  molasses, 
timber,  paddy,  turmeric,  hides,  mats,  cinnamon,  flour,  coflee,  pepper, 
arrowroot,  croten  seed,  sapan-wood,  &c. 

Salt  is  imported  in  large  quantities  from  varioiis  sources,  also 
tobacco,  piece  goods,  cotton,  thread,  bullocks  and  buffaloes,  iron, 
copper,  coriander,  gingelly  and  cummin  seeds,  liquors,  wheat,  dholl, 
ghee,  grain,  camphor,  sugar,  &c. 

The  Eajah  has  caused  the  following  regulations  to  be  passed 
for  facilitating  trade  : — 

1st.  Port  dues  at  the  rate  of  1  anna  per  ton  shall  be  chargeable 
in  respect  of  every  sea-going  vessel  of  the  burthen  of  20  tons  and 
upwards,  other  than  dhonies  and  country  vessels  employed  in  the 
coasting  trade,  which  shall  enter  the  port  of  Alipey. 

4th.  Vessels  entering  the  port  of  Alipey,  and  leaving  it  in 
seven  days,  without  discharging  or  taking  in  any  cargo,  or 
passengers  therein,  shall  be  charged  with  only  one  half  of  the 
port  dues  which  would  otherwise  be  chargeable. 

5th.  Vessels  entering  the  port  with  ballast,  shall  be  charged 
with  three-fourths  only  of  the  port  dues,  which  would  otherwise 
be  chargeabla 

6th.  Vessels  touching  at,  and  departing  from  the  port  within 
forty-eight  hours,  without  discharging,  or  taking  cargo  or  pas- 
sengers, are  exempted  from  all  port  dues. 

"file  following  Customs'  Regulations  were  issued  by  the  master 
attendant  of  Alipey  in  1857,  and  are  still  in  force. : — 

1st.  The  commanders  of  ships  are  requested  on  the  arrival  of 
their  vessels,  to  deliver  into  the  master  attendant's  office,  a  true  and 
complete  manifest  of  all  the  goods  and  merchandise  laden  on  board 
their  vessels,  and  they  are  further  required  to  specify  at  what  port 
they  were  received ;  to  whom  they  belong ;  whether  laden  on 
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account  of  their  owners,  or  on  freight,  together  with  the  mar^ 
and  numbers  of  the  bales,  packages,  or  boxes,  &c. ;  a  form  of  the 
above  manifest  will  be  furnished  for  their  guidance  on  application. 
Previous  to  any  ship  or  vessel  having  any  transaction  with  the 
shore,  the  pass  register  and  every  other  credential  concerning  ike 
ship  or  vessel  must  be  delivered  into  the  master  attendant's  office. 
If  the  ship  or  vessel  be  in  ballast,  it  is  to  be  reported  aocoidingly. 

2nd.  Goods  landed,  or  attempted  to  be  landed,  before  the  dup 
is  regularly  entered,  or  which  have  not  been  entered  in  the  manifest, 
shall  be  charged  double  duty.  The  same  is  applicable  to  goods 
exported  under  similar  circumstances. 

drd.  Application  for  port  clearance  shall  be  made  between  10 
a.m.  and  1  p.m.  the  day  previous  to  sailing,  to  enable  them  to  be 
granted  by  4  o'clock,  after  which  hour  none  will  be  givm 
Applicants  for  port  clearances  should  furnish  the  Oiistom-hotue 
with  an  export  manifest  of  all  cargo  shipped  on  board  their  vessels 
from  this  port,  specifying  the  names  of  the  vessels  and  commanders, 
sorts  of  goods,  marks  and  numbers,  quantity  or  weight,  shippen' 
and  consignees'  names,  and  the  names  of  the  port  or  ports  bound  ta 

6th.  Commanders  of  ships  are  strictly  prohibited  from  throwing 
stone  or  shingle  ballast  overboard  in  the  roads;  boats  for  the 
purpose  of  landing  the  same,  will  be  supplied  on  application. 

7th.  The  anchorage  is  with  the  lighthouse  beaiing  £.  half  K 
and  N.K  by  £.,  in  from  3^  to  4^  fathoms,  soft  mud. 

Boat  and  port  regulations  sanctioned  by  the  Travancore  Sircar, 
and  established  for  the  Ports  of  Quilon  and  Alipey : — 

When  boats  are  required  either  for  landing  or  shipping  cai^ 
they  will  be  supplied  by  the  master  attendant  on  application. 

Commanders  or  merchants  making  application  for  boats,  and 
not  using  them,  will  have  to  pay  half  hire. 

Water  will  be  supplied  to  all  ships  or  vessels  at  the  following 
rates,  viz. : — For  a  hogshead,  1  rupee;  pipe,  2  rupees;  butt,  2 
rupees  8  annaa 

For  ballasting  a  ship  or  vessel  with  sand,  an  addition  of  2 
chuckrams  will  be  charged  to  the  usual  boat  hii*e. 

For  a  boat  attending  a  ship  or  vessel,  1^  rupees  per  day. 

Commanders  of  all  European  and  native  vessels,  when  aj^ljing 
for  port  clearance,  shall  declare  at  what  intermediate  ports  (if  any) 
they  intend  to  touch  before  proceeding  to  the  port  of  their 
destination. 

Small  boats  to  all  square-rigged  vessels  in  the  inner  anchorage, 
8  chuckrams;  ditto  to  ships  and  vessels  of  every  description, 
anchored  in  6  to  8  fathoms;  14  chuckrams;  ditto,  8  and  9,  16 
chuckrams;  ditto  beyond  9,  18  chuckrams;  and  to  increase  pro- 
gressively 2  chuckrams  for  every  fathom  beyond  the  above  depths. 

Alipey  flagstaff,  and  the  new  lighthouse  are  in  lat.  9°  29'  48'  N. 
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ihe  anchorage  in  the  roads  during  the  S.W.  monsoon  is  with  the 
lighthouse  bearing  from  £.  by  N.  to  N.E.  by  E.  in  3^,  4,  or  4^ 
&thoms,  soft  mud,  where  ships  will  be  in  perfectly  smooth  water, 
with  a  ridge  of  breakers  in  6^  fathoms  of  water  (in  bad  weather) 
to  seaward  of  them.  It  is  very  seldom  that  there  is  any  surf  on 
the  beach  at  Alipey,  even  in  the  worat  weather,  so  that  ships'  boats 
can  at  all  times  communicate  with  the  shore.  In  very  heavy 
weather,  for  a  number  of  years  back,  the  sea  has  broken  in  6 
fathoms,  inside  of  which  it  is  quite  smooth,  and  Arab  ships  of  600 
to  1,000  tons,  anchor  inside  of  these  breakers,  in  3^  to  4  fathoms, 
landing  their  cargoes  during  the  whole  of  the  bad  season.  Ships 
may  procure  water  from  a  well  on  the  beach,  and  good  vegetables 
and  fruit  can  be  obtained  (generally)  in  abundance.  Fish  is 
plentiful  and  of  the  best  desciiption  and  variety;  and  live  stock 
abundant  and  only  half  the  price  they  cost  at  Bombay.  The  whole 
of  the  adjacent  country  is  one  continual  tope  of  cocoa-nut  trees, 
and  the  green  nuts  are  a  great  luxury  on  board  ship,  and  cost  but 
little. 


CEYLON. 


Port  dues, — 2d.  per  ton  for  entry  inwards,  and  at  the  rate  of  2d. 
per  ton  for  clearance  outwards,  on  all  ships  and  vessels  arriving  w 
and  departing  from  any  port  of  this  island;  provided  always  that 
such  dues  shall  not  be  payable  on  any  vessel  entering  inwards  or 
clearing  outwards  in  ballast,  nor  in  cases  whei'e  the  cargoes  are 
re]iX)rted  for  exportation,  and  ultimately  the  vessel  leaves  the  port 
without  breaking  bulk,  or  taking  in  merchandise  for  the  purpose  of 
exportation.  •'  No  vessel,  either  at  the  time  of  enteiing  inwards 
with  cargo,  or  at  the  time  of  clearing  outwards  with  cargo, 
shall  be  subject  to  more  than  £5  as  port  dues,  whatever  may 
be  the  tonnage  of  the  vessel;  provided  always  that  a  vessel 
shall  pay  port  dues  only  at  one  port  in  tliis  island  during  the  same 
voyage. 

Any  vessel  employed  for  the  conveyance  of  goods  between  one 
port  and  another  in  this  island,  shall  be  allowed  to  compound  for 
port  dues  for  twelve  months,  at  the  rate  of  Is.  i)er  ton  of  the 
registered  tonnage;  and  on  payment  thereof,  the  collector  or  other 
princi{ial  officer  shall  grant  a  certificate,  which  shall  exempt  such 
vessel,  while  so  employed,  from  any  further  demand  for  poi*t  dues 
duiiug  the  period  stated  in  such  cei-tificate.

POINT  DE  GALLE. 


Point  de  Galle  is  much  frequented  as  a  port  of  call  for  orders, 
owing  to  the  electric  telegraph  being  in  communication  with  every 
port  in  India.  Water  can  be  had  from  a  small  bay,  within  Water- 
ing Point — where  there  is  an  excellent  spring  and  wooden  pier— 
at  5&  per  ton  of  224  imperial  gallons.  No  stranger  should  attempt 
to  enter  without  a  pilot.  The  anchorage  used  by  shipping  is  in 
5  to  4  fathoms,  sandy  bottom,  on  the  west  side  of  the  bay,  abreast 
the  port,  where  supplies  of  every  kind  may  be  procured. 

Port  charges,  2d.  per  ton  inward,  the  same  outward,  if  with 
cargo.  (See  Ceylon.)  Stone  ballast,  5s.  per  ton;  sand,  la  6<L 
per  ton;  bill  of  health,  if  wanted,  21s. ;  fresh  beef,  5d.  per  lb.

PORT   REGULATIONS. 

1.  No  vessel  of  above  100  tons  shall  enter  the  port  of  Galle,  or 
leave  it,  or  move  from  one  place  to  another  within  it,  betweoi 
sunset  and  sunrise,  without  the  special  permission  of  the  master 
attendant 
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3.  All  vessels  are  to  be  %erthed  by  the  pilot  bringing  them  into 
the  port,  and  after  mooring  are  required  to  have  on  deck,  i-eady  to 
Teer  away,  1 5  fathoms  of  each  bower  cable,  should  they  be  called 
on  suddenly  to  do  so  by  the  master  attendant  or  his  deputies. 

6.  All  vessels  are  to  rig  in  their  jib  and  driver  booms,  and  to 
turn  in  board  boat's  davits ;  vessels  lapng  with  their  yards  square, 
or  with  spars,  anchors,  or  other  things  projecting  from  their  sides, 
which  may  occasion  fouling  with  another  vessel,  will  do  so  at  their 
own  risk,  and  shall  remove  such  spars,  anchors,  or  other  things, 
when  required  by  the  master  attendant. 

7.  All  vessels  shall,  at  the  setting  in  of  the  south-west  monsoon, 
about  the  months  of  May  s^d  June,  send  down  top-gallant  yards 
and  masts,  and  otherwise  be  kept  as  snug  as  possible  aloft,  and  be 
prepared  to  slack  away  their  stem  moorings,  during  heavy  squalls, 
in  preference  to  holding  on  until  they  part 

8.  In  the  event  of  a  vessel  parting  or  bringing  home  her  stem 
moorings,  and  there  being  a  vessel  moored  to  leeward  of  her,  the 
ulaoking  away  of  whose  stem  moorings  would  enable  the  weather 
vessel  to  swing  clear  to  her  bower  anchors,  the  vessel  to  leeward 
must  immediately  slack  away  her  stem  moorings,  and  should  it  be 
neoessary,  and  she  has  room,  also  veer  away  sufficient  bower  cable 
to  allow  the  weather  vessel  to  clear  her. 

9.  In  cases  when  ships  during  the  night  are  in  distress,  and  in 
want  of  immediate  assistance,  they  must  fire  two  guns,  the  second 
five  minutes  after  the  first,  with  one  or  more  blue  lights,  hoisting 
at  the  same  time  two  good  lights  perpendicularly  where  best  seen, 
when  every  possible  assistance  will  be  given. 

10.  Mastera  and  commanding  officers  of  vessels  are  prohibited 
from  firing  guns  or  burning  blue  lights,  or  making  any  signal 
which  may  be  taken  for  a  signal  of  distress,  between  sunset  and 
sunrise. 

14.  Commanders  of  all  vessels  at  anchor  in  the  Port  of  Galle 
are  required  to  cause  a  bright  light  to  be  hoisted  at  the  starboard 
fore-yard  arm,  between  the  houi-s  of  sunset  and  sunrise. 

16.  No  vessel  not  carrying  a  pi-operly  qualified  medical  officer, 
shall  communicate  with  the  shore,  or  permit  any  person,  except  a 
pilot,  to  board  them,  until  tliey  have  permission  from  the  health 
officer. 

17.  Vessels  provided  with  a  properly  qualified  medical  officer, 
shall  not  land  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  without  the  knowledge 
and  consent  of  the  local  medical  officer  of  government 

19.  Masters  of  vessels  shall  fmiiish  the  master  attendant  an$l 
collector  of  customs  with  a  list  of  all  passengei-s  arriving  at,  or 
about  to  embark  from  the  port,  on  board  their  vessels. 

20.  Mastei*s  of  veFsels  are  required  by  law  to  attend  the  Custom- 
hoiise  widiin  24  houra  after  theii*  anival,  and  repoi*t  their  shipa^ 
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whether  bound  for  the  po.*t  or  only  asking,  by  neglect  of  which 
thej  subject  themselves  to  a  penalty  of  £100. 

23.  All  vessels  entering  or  leaving  the  Port  of  Galle  shall  pay 
pilotage  according  to  the  following  scale,  whether  they  make  a 
signal  for  a  pilot  or  not : — 

Vessels  of  600  tons  and  upwards,  inwards  and  outwards,  £3; 
400  tons  and  under  600,  £2  5s. ;  200  and  under  40i),  £1  10a ; 
100  and  under  200,  £1  2s.  6d. 

Pilots  detained  on  board  any  vessel  longer  than  48  hours  are,  by 
the  Ordinance,  entitled  to  claim  8s.  for  every  day's  detention  after 
that  time.  Application  for  pilots  to  be  made  to  the  master 
attendant,  in  writing  or  by  a  signal. 


COLOMBO. 


The  roadstead  of  Colombo,  although  exposed  to  the  S.W.  mon- 
soon, is  a  safe  one  for  vessels  well  found  in  ground  tackle.  Vessels 
generally  ride  out  the  monsoon  at  single  anchor,  with  a  long  scope 
of  chain.  A  gale  of  wind  may  occur  about  the  change  of  the 
monsoon,  in  the  months  of  May,  Jiine,  November,  and  even  as 
late  as  December,  though  a  gale  in  the  latter  months  is  very  lare, 
and  several  years  sometimes  pass  away  without  any  beyond  a  stiff 
monsoon  oreeze.  These  gales  are  seldom  violent,  and  it  is  only 
during  them  that  casualties  occur  to  the  shipping.  Only  five  ves- 
sels have  been  wrecked  within  the  last  thirty-two  years.  Com- 
munication between  the  shore  and  shipping  is  seldom  interrupted, 
although  there  are  occasional  spells  of  squidly  weather,  and  a  high 
sea  during  the  S.  W.  monsoon,  which  make  the  passage  over  the 
bar  difficult  and  dangerous,  especially  for  small  boats.  The  best 
anchorage  is  with  the  flag-staff  bearing  about  S.S.K  |  K,  in 
8  fathoms  of  water.  Vessels  arriving  during  the  S.  W.  monsoon,  or 
about  the  changes  of  the  monsoon,  should  not  anchor  nearer  Uie 
north  bastion  than  half  a  mile,  or  Ining  the  rocky  point  at  Mutwal 
(which  is  about  1^  miles  northward  of  the  fort)  to  bear  northward 
of  N.K  i  K. ;  and  they  are  recommended  to  ride  with  not  less 
than  80  fathoms  cable  to  the  hawse,  and  to  have  all  the  shackles 
looked  to,  and  the  small  pins  well  secui^  before  coming  to  an 
anchor.  The  constant  pitching  motion  which  vessels  are  subjected 
to,  causes  the  cables  at  some  distance  from  the  hawse  to  beat  and 
chafe  on  the  ground,  and  the  shackle  pins  frequently  work  ont  if 
not  well  secured.  The  small  pins  should  be  of  iron  with  large 
heads,  and  the  other  ends  well  clinched  over  a  ring ;  if  not  clinched 
they  invariably  loosen,  and  work  out^ 

The  inner  road  or  harbour  is  mostly  occupied  by  the  natm 
coasting  vessels,  and  aflbixls  good  and  safe  anchorage  for 
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drawing  1 1  feet  Strangers  should  not  enter  the  inner  road  with* 
out  a  pilot ;  and  as  the  sea  sometimes  breaks  on  the  bar  during 
the  S.W.  monsoon,  and  several  lives  have  been  lost  by  boats  being 
swamped,  they  should  not  use  their  own  boats  in  landing,  but 
employ  one  of  the  outrigger  canoes  which  are  always  available, 
until  they  become  acquainted  with  the  passage  over  it. 

The  ballast  ground  during  the  S.W.  monsoon  is  in  15  fathoms  of 
water,  with  the  flag-staff  bearing  about  East ;  and  during  the  N.E. 
monsoon  in  the  same  depth  of  water  with  the  flag-staff  about 
E.S.K,  where  vessels  may  discharge  their  ballast  overboard. 

Colombo  abounds  with  good  water,  and  other  refreshments. 
The  exports  to  Europe  are  cardamoms,  cinnamon,  coffee,  cocoaruut 
oil,  coir  cordage,  ebony,  pepper,  plumbago,  and  satin  wood;  and 
the  trade  is  increasing  every  year. 

Pilotage  payable  by  all  square-iigged  vessels,  sloops  or  schooners, 
X6  16s.  This  charge  is  only  made  if  the  vessel  make  the  signal, 
and  a  pilot  actually  repair  on  board.     Tonnage  dues,  see  Ceylon.

TRINCOM  ALEE. 


Ships  may  lie  securely  in  Back  Bay  during  the  S.W.  monsoon, 
and  procure  supplies  of  wood  and  water.  Buffalo  beef  may  be  got, 
but  vegetables  and  other  refreshments  are  scarce.  Little  trade  is 
done  here. 

Trincomalee  is  considered  an  unhealthy  place,  being  surrounded 
by  low  marshy  land.  The  land  winds  are  very  noxious  to  Euro- 
peans who  sleep  on  shore,  exposed  to  them  in  the  night. 

Mr.  Findlay,  in  the  Indian  Ocean  Directory,  remarks,  that  it, 
perhaps,  forms  the  most  secure  harbour  in  the  Indian  Seas ;  but 
its  present  importance  is  very  far  from  being  commensurate  with 
its  excellence.  It  is  surrounded  by  a  coimtry  almost  deserted, 
and  all  provisions,  &c.,  have  to  be  brought  hither,  but  water-carriage 
makes  them  abunctant  and  cJieap.

MADRAS. 


Madras,  or  FoH  St.  George,  is  the  principal  settlement  on  ^ 
coast  of  Coromandel,  and  the  seat  of  the  su{)erior  CrOYemor  and 
Council.  It  is  a  place  of  great  trade,  and  the  coast,  although 
sandy  close  to  the  sea,  becomes  fertile  and  of  an  agreeable  aspect 
at  a  small  distance  inland ;  the  water  is  excellent,  and  plenty  of 
all  sorts  of  provisions  may  be  procured  for  a  fleet  of  ^pe,  but 
firewood  is  scarce. 

As  the  surf  breaks  very  high,  on  the  beach,  the  country  boats 
are  employed  on  all  occasions  when  communication  with  the  shore 
is   I'equisite.      The   boats  belonging  to  the   ships  in  the  road 
frequently  proceed  to  the  back  of  the  surf,  where  they  anchor  on 
the  outside  of  it,  and  the  boats  from  the  beach  to  carry  on  shore 
their  passengers,  &c      When  the  weather  is  unsettled,  with  a 
heavy  swell  i*olling  in,  the  surf  is  often  very  high,  rendering  it 
dangerous  for  any  of  the  country  boats  to  pass  to  or  from  the 
shore ;  when  this  is  the  case,  a  red  and  white  chequered  flag  ii 
hoisted  at  the  master  attendant's  flagstaff,  to  caution  all  persons 
against  landing  from  ships,  which  should  be  carefully  attended  to, 
for  many  lives  have  been  lost  through  the  temerity  of  Europeans 
proceeding  to  pass  through  the  silrf  in  defiance  of  the  admonitoiy 
signal. 

The  following  signals  are  also  made  from  the  same  place : — 

Flag,  white  with  blue  cross weather  suspicious,  prepare  for 

sea  ;  ditto,  red,  with  swallow-tail cut  or  slip. 

After  sunset,  an  approaching  gale  is  indicated  by  thi'ee  lights 
being  hoisted ;  1  at  the  flag-stafl*  head,  and  1  at  each  yard-aim; 
and  a  gun  is  fired  every  ^yq  minutes. 

The  road  is  open  to  all  winds  excepting  those  that  blow  from 
the  westward,  off  land,  and  there  is  generally  a  swell  tumbling  in 
from  seaward,  making  ships  labour  or  i*oll  considerably  at  times ; 
they  are  also  very  liable  to  have  their  cables  rubbed  or  cut  through 
by  pieces  of  wrecks  or  lost  anchors,  there  being  many  of  de 
latter  in  the  northern  parts  of  the  road.  To  the  southwaixl,  where 
large  ships  moor  in  9  to  1 1  fathoms,  it  is  more  clear,  with  less 
lisk  of  injury  to  cables  ;  the  bottom  in  many  places  is  stiff  mud, 
from  wliich  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  extricate  the  anchors.  To 
moor  in  9  fathoms,  with  the  flag-staff  fi-om  N.W.  half  W.  io 
W.N.W.  is  a  good  position  for  a  large  ship,  where  she  will  be 
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about  2  miles  from  the  shore ;  but  ships  having  a  cargo  to  dis- 
charge often  moor  in  8  ^  to  9  fathoms  abreast  the  flag-staff,  with  it 
bearing  west,  or  W.  by  N.  In  the  bad  weather  season,  it  is 
prudent  to  anchor  well  out,  and  keep  the  ship  ready  to  proceed  to 
sea,  should  circumstances  render  this  advisable.  The  gales  generally 
commence  at  N.W.,  blowing  strong  from  the  land,  with  which 
ships  can  run  off  shore  before  the  wind  veers  to  the  N.E.  and 
eastward,  when  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  out  to  sea. 

From  the  beginning  of  October  to  the  10  th  or  15  th  of  December, 
ia  considered  the  most  dangerous  season  to  remain  in  Madras  Road, 
or  at  any  of  the  other  ports  on  the  coast  Gules  have  also  been 
known  to  happen  in  Apiil  and  May,  notwithstanding  which,  ships 
are  found  in  Madras  Road  at  all  times,  for  these  gales  are  not 
frequent ;  and  if  a  ship  be  kept  in  a  good  condition  for  proceeding 
to  sea,  embracing  the  opportunity  to  weigh,  cut,  or  slip,  and  run 
out  on  the  first  approach  of  a  gale,  there  is  probably  little  danger 
to  be  apprehended  ;  but  many  ships,  by  remaining  at  anchor,  have 
at  various  times  been  driven  on  akore,—Findlaf/*8  Indian  Ocean 
Directory. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  eighteen  ports  under  the  Ports  Con- 
servancy Act,  No.  XXII.,  of  1855,  at  which  a  tonnage  rate  is 
demanded  as  in  the  table.  Occasionally  on  the  Malabar  coast, 
where  sometimes  a  passenger  has  been  landed  from  a  ship  without 
anchoring,  under  the  impression  that  dues  were  not  thereby  in- 
curred, dissatisfaction  has  been  felt  when  payment  was  demanded. 
But  the  legal  authorities  at  Madras  and  Calcutta  have  decided  on 
the  liability.

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COCANADA— CORINGA  AND  TANAON. 


Coringa  is  a  well  situated  roadstead,  on  one  of  the  months 
of  the  Godavery;  the  anchorage  is  in  excellent  holding  ground, 
and  no  vessel  has  ever  been  lost  from  her  anchorage.  There 
are  13  feet  of  water  on  the  bar  at  spring  tides. 

There  are  several  sand- banks  off  the  light-honse  on  Hope  Island, 
and  vessels  from  the  S.,  in  the  N.K  monsoon,  should  make  the 
land  to  the  north  of  this  island,  as  the  currents  are  strong  and 
shifting,  and  land  is  only  visible  when  close  to.  In  the  S.W, 
monsoon,  vessels  from  the  S.  should  coast  the  banks,  using  the  lead, 
80  as  not  to  go  too  far  N.  They  will  be  guided  by  the  buoys  placed 
on  the  banka  Coming  from  the  N.  vessels  are  guided  by  a  chain 
of  hills  which  stops  30  miles  from  the  roadstead.  There  are  no 
pilots.  A  ship  at  anchor  in  Coconada  can  discharge  cargo  for 
Ooconada,  Coringa  or  Yanaon,  without  changing  her  anchorage 
ground.  Yanaon  is  a  French  port,  9  miles  up  the  Coringa  river, 
and  is  accessible  to  vessels  of  200  tons. 

The  port  charges  are  1  anna  9  pice  per  ton,  in  ballast;  2  annas 
per  ton,  with  cargo  (part  or  full) ;  Id.  per  ton  light  money ;  French 
vessels  pay  64  francs  each ;  ballast  can  be  discharged,  free  of  expense, 
if  composed  of  stones  that  can  be  used  in  building;  sand  ballast, 
Axi,y  costs  8  annas  per  ton  for  discharging.  Ttie  same  price  is  also 
charged  for  sand  ballast,  the  only  kind  procureable  here,  put 
alongside. 

Boats,  from  10  to  60  tons,  are  employed  in  loading  and  discharg- 
ing— they  charge  from  6  to  8  annas  per  ton 

€k)ods  ai-e  invariably  sold,  "put  on  board,"  less  the  insurance. 
The  risks  of  putting  on  board  are  thus  borne  by  the  buyer  who 
should  insure  his  goods  from  "land  to  land." 

Provisions  are  cheap ;  firewood,  1  rupee  per  500  lbs.  Since  the 
establishment  of  a  branch  of  the  Bank  of  Madras,  and  the  regular 
line  of  steam-ships  belonging  to  the  British  Indian  Steam  Navigation 
Company,  the  trade  of  Coconada  has  greatly  increased. 

The  principal  Exports  are  rice,  sesame  and  cotton.  Dried  rice 
18  largely  exported  to  the  Mauritius  and  Reunion.  In  good  seasons 
the  price  varies  from  5  rupees  to  5  J  per  bale  of  164  lbs.  (74*54 
kilos),  free  on  board.  Sesame — ^this  grain  is  chiefly  sent  to 
Marseilles.  French  vessels  generally  call  at  three  poi-ts  for  this 
article,  viz.,  Coconada,  Bimlijmtam,  Vizagapatam  or  Calingapatam. 
The  crop  at  Coconada,  in  good  years,  is  calculated  at  200,000  bales, 
and  the  other  ports  at  300,000.  The  red  cotton  of  Coconada  is 
hi^ly  appreciated  in  the  French  and  English  markets.  It  sells 
at  about  the  same  price  as  the  "Western"  of  Madras.  In  1864-5, 
00,000  bales,  of  300  lbs.  each,  were  exported.     Prices  range  from 
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110  rupees  to  120  per  candy  of  500  Ibe.  (227*27  kilos),  free  oa 
board.

£egulatian8/or  the  Port  of  Cocanada^  in  which  is  indtided  Coringa, 

1.  Commanders  of  vessels  are  requested  to  fill  up  and  despatch 
the  report  sent  for  that  purpose  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

2.  Commanders  of  ships  and  vessels  arriving  in  the  roads  an 
required  to  send  on  shore  all  letters  and  post-office  packets  by  the 
Beport  Dhoney,  and  in  the  event  of  this  not  being  done,  thej 
render  themselves  liable  to  a  fine  of  1000  rupees. 

3.  Commanders  are  required  to  report  themselves  in  person,  or 
by  letter  at  the  master  attendant's  office  at  Cocanada,  when  they 
are  to  fiunish  a  list  of  their  officers  and  crew,  and  truly  state  the 
number  of  sick  that  may  be  on  board.  No  merchant  diiip  will  be 
admitted  to  enter  at  the  Custom-house  without  the  provisions  of 
this  article  have  been  complied  with. 

4.  Commanders  are  also  required  previous  to  the  departure  of 
the  ship  or  vessel,  to  send  to  the  master  attendant  a  list  of  the 
passengers  that  may  be  proceeding  in  her,  together  with  official 
notification  of  all  casualties  that  may  have  occurred  to  their  crews 
whether  by  death,  discharge,  desertion,  or  new  shipment,  while 
the  vessel  remained  in  port.  The  port  clearance  will  not  be 
countersigned  till  the  provisions  of  this  article  have  been  complied 
with. 

5.  Ships  should  anchor  in  the  roads  H  to  2  miles  from  the 
Cocanada  or  Jaggemaikpooram  shore  in  the  S.W.  monsoon,  in  ^ 
to  6  fathoms  of  water,  with  the  lighthouse  bearing  S.  by  E.  i  E. 
to  S.S.K,  and  the  Jaggemaikpooram  flag-stafiT  W.  by  S.  J  a  to 
W.S.W.,  but  in  the  N.E.  monsoon,  a  mile  more  to  the  eastward, 
in  5J  to  6  fathoms  with  the  flag-stajff  W.  to  W.S. W.  good  holding 
ground,  when  with  a  good  scope  of  cable  out,  vessels  would  be 
able  to  lide  out  heavy  weather. 

6.  The  commanders  of  vessels  should  make  their  wants  known, 
either  verbally  or  by  Marryatt's  Code  of  Signals,  to  the  master 
attendant  at  Cocanada.  All  signals  made  by  ships  in  the  roads 
will  be  promptly  attended  to  by  that  officer.  When  a  catamaran 
is  required,  hoist  No.  5  of  Marryatt's  Code  where  most  con- 
spicuous, and  numeral  pendant  over  the  number  for  any  quantity 
of  boats  wanted. 

7.  No  ballast  of  any  description  to  be  thrown  overboard  in  lesJ 
than  10  fathoms  of  water,  with  the  lighthouse  bearing  S.  by  W. 
Commanders  infringing  tiiis  rule  will  incur  a  heavy  penalty, 
awarded  at  the  discretion  of  the  collector.  Every  facility  will  be 
afforded  by  the  master  attendant  for  landing  ballast 
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8.  Commanders  are  hereby  informed  that  the  shipping  or 
landing  of  cargo  in  ship's  boats  is  strictly  prohibited  under  a 
penalty  of  50  rupees,  and  confiscation  of  the  boat 

9.  The  boat  and  catamaran  men  are  not  to  be  employed  on 
board  ships  or  vessels  in  the  roads,  or  in  any  occupation  whatever, 
except  in  loading  or  unloading  and  working  their  boats.  Each 
boat  is  registered  to  carry  a  certain  amount  of  cargo  and  passen* 
gers,  and  should  a  tindal  be  compelled  to  carry  more  than  is 
specified  in  his  license,  a  penalty  of  10  rupees  for  each  surplus 
passenger  and  candy  of  cargo  will  be  incurred. 

10.  In  the  event  of  any  irregular  practices  among  the  crews  of 
boats,  dhonies,  or  catamarans,  and  if  detected  carrying  spirits 
alongside  any  vessel,  committing  theft,  &c,j  the  officer  on  board  is 
requested  to  note  down  the  number  of  such  boat,  dhoney,  or 
catamaran,  and  report  the  circumstance  in  writing  to  the  master 
attendant.  Commanders  of  vessels  are  particularly  requested  to 
enjoin  the  necessity  of  their  officers  abstaining  from  beating  or 
illusing  boatmen  or  natives  of  any  class.  All  well  grounded 
causes  of  complaint  will  be  strictly  enquii-ed  into,  and  redress 
afforded  to  all  parties. 

11.  Commanders  of  vessels  are  hereby  infoimed  that  ships 
lying  in  the  roads  in  more  than  5  fathoms  in  the  S.W.  monsoon, 
or  6  fathoms  in  the  N.E.  monsoon,  will  be  subjected  to  extra  boat  hire. 

12.  Should  a  vessel  have  encountered  bad  weather  on  her 
voyage,  by  which  the  ship  has  sustained  any  sort  of  damage, 
sprung  a  leak,  or  should  any  other  accident  have  rendered  the 
vessel  unable  to  proceed  to  her  port  of  destination,  commanders 
will  be  pleased  to  inform  the  master  attendant  by  official  letter, 
with  extracts  firom  the  log  book,  for  the  information  of  the  marine 
board,  noting  the  latitude  and  longitude  at  the  time  of  the 
gale,  <S:c.,  &c, 

13.  Commanders  are  hereby  required  to  transmit  to  the  Custom- 
house a  true  and  complete  manifest  of  all  goods  and  merchandise 
laden  on  board  their  vessel,  specifying  at  what  port  they  were 
received,  to  whom  they  belong,  whether  laden  on  account  of  the 
owners,  or  on  freight,  together  with  the  marks  and  numbers, 
agreeable  to  the  form  sent.  They  will  also  be  pleased  to  deliver 
their  last  port  documents  to  the  bearer  before  their  vessel  can  be 
entered  at  the  Custom-house,  they  will  be  returned  after  inspection, 

N.B. — Ships  in  ballast  are  to  be  repoi-ted  accordingly. 

14.  Commanders  of  vessels  on  their  arrival  in  the  roads  are 
requested  to  declare  whether  they  enter  for  the  French  or  English 
port 

15.  Business  may  not  be  transacted  with  both  at  once,  but  they 
may  select  which  port  they  prefer  to  commence  loading  and  di^ 
charging  cargoes. 
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16.  Goods  consigned  to  Yanaon  need  not  be  entered  in  tbe 
Eng^iftV^  manifest,  but  a  separate  list  should  be  sent  signed  by  the 
commander. 

All  vessels  in  the  roadstead  of  Cocanada  shall,  when  at  anchor 
between  stmset  and  sunrise,  have  a  good  light  hoisted  at  the  star- 
board foreyard  arm,  and  all  vessels  under  weigh  at  night  shall 
show  a  good  light  at  the  foreroyal  or  upper  foremast  head,  and 
when  imder  weigh  in'  tow  of  a  steamer,  shall,  in  addition,  show  a 
light  at  each  foreyard  arm;  the  steamer  showing  the  usual  light 
prescribed  by  the  Admiralty  ftegulationa

VIZAGAPATAM. 


Vizagapatam  is  in  latitude  17*  43'  N.,  longitude  83**  19'  E 

The  principal  Exports  are  wax,  salt,  coir,  pepper,  turmeric^ 
tamarinds,  ivory,  horns,  and  native  cloth. 

The  following  description  is  taken  from  a  letter  written  by 
Captain  BUton  to  the  Mercantile  Marine  Magazine,  Feb.  1863:— 

"The  entrance  to  the  inner  harbour  is  by  a  small  river,  with  a 
very  bad  bar.  Here  we  had  the  Masoolah  boats,  each  of  which, 
as  at  Madras,  brings  off  35  bags,  and  other  goods  in  proportion,  as 
established,  by  a  regular  tariS*,  by  the  master  attendant,  who  is 
expected  to  see  that  they  are  kept  in  repair,  and  a  sufficient  number 
allotted  to  each  vessel. 

Finding  the  ship  too  far  out,  and  detention  in  loading  likdy  to 
occur  therefrom,  I  got  under  way,  and  stood  out  under  easy  sail  to 
enable  me  to  go  farther  in  shore ;  when  I  had  got  off  about  4  or  5 
miles,  the  wind  fell  light  and  variable,  and  I  was  unable  to  reach 
the  anchorage  again  till  9h.  next  morning,  bringing  up  in  7  fiithoms 
with  60  fathoms  of  cabla  Dolphin's  Nose  S.W.  i  S.,  and  centre 
of  Green  Hill  W.N.W. ;  this  is  imdoubtedly  the  best  berth  for  a 
large  ship  during  S.W.  monsoon;  but  no  part  of  the  road  is 
protected,  consequently,  a  ship  rolls  fearfully,  and  much  of  the 
cargo  gets  very  wet  Inside  the  bar  there  are  about  4  fethoms  in 
the  river,  and  numbers  of  large  native  vessels  were  laid  up  there 
during  the  monsoon,  completely  land-locked.  Every  description 
of  fresh  provisions,  except,  perhaps,  potatoes,  are  to  be  procured 
at  reasonable  prices." 

On  the  bar  at  the  entrance  of  the  river  there  is  from  8  to  10 
feet  of  water,  and  sometimes  more  in  the  N.K  monsoon,  but  th« 
sands  are  liable  to  shift,  with  a  decrease  of  depth  in  the  opposite 
mcHisoon.  As  the  water  shoals  fast  in  standing  into  the  road,  sail 
should  be  reduced  in  time,  before  a  ship  is  too  near  the  shora 
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BIMLIPATAM. 


Bimlipatam  flagstaff,  lat  17°  53'  30*  K,  long.,  83**  27M0^  R 
The  town  stands  at  the  foot  of  a  small  detached  hill  close  to  the 
sea,  on  the  summit  of  which  is  a  ruined  house  with  a  few  straggling 
palmyra  trees.  Half  way  up  on  its  sea  face,  there  is  a  large 
pagoda^  The  coast  hereabouts  is  bold  and  safe  to  approach,  there 
being  no  danger  except  the  Santapilly  rocks,  bearing  from  the 
town  N.E.  by  E.  (true)  distant  16  miles. 

There  is  a  small  backwater  used  by  boats  and  country  craft. 

Ships  entering  in  ballast,  pay  9  pice  per  ton.  Ships  landing 
passengers  or  stores,  pay  the  full  rate. 

When  any  infectious  disease  is  on  board,  no  communication  is 
permitted  with  the  shore  until  the  medical  officer  sanctions  it  An 
hospital  has  been  established  by  the  inhabitants,  and  is  available 
for  seamen,  at  a  charge  of  2  rupees  per  day.  Ships  subscribing  50 
rupees  are  entitled  to  the  attendance  of  medic^  officer  during 
their  stay,  by  paying  the  boat  hire.  Seamen  from  a  subscribing 
ship  are  charged  1  rupee  per  day  while  in  hospital ;  non-subscribing 
ships  are  charged  15  rupees  and  boat-hire  for  each  medical  visit  to 
the  ship. 

Charges  on  bills  of  lading,  4  annas  for  government  stamp  on 
each  copy. 

Water,  3 J  rupees  per  300  gallons ;  bread,  2  annas  per  lb. ;  beefi 
1  rupee  per  12  to  16  lbs.;  sheep,  2  to  3  rupees  each;  pigs,  3  to  4 
rupees  each;  fowls,  3  rupees  per  dozen;  fish,  plentiiful,  good  and 
cheap.  European  stores  and  provisions,  scarce  and  dear.  Bengal 
maund  =  82  lbs. ;  Madras  candy  =  500  lbs. ;  Madras  maund  = 
25  lbs.     Cargo  is  shipped  by  the  Bengal  maund. 

Boats  carrying  35  bags  of  grain  =  2  Bengal  maunds,  1  rupee 
per  trip.  Sundays,  holy  days,  and  after  6  p.m.  double  time.  The 
boats  are  the  Surf  or  Masulah  boat& 

Imports. — Piece-goods,  cotton  yam,  twist,  metals,  spices,  Euro- 
pean provisions  and  liquoi-s. 

Exports, — Jaggery,  gingelly  seed,  niger  and  rape-seed,  buffalo 
horns  and  bides,  deer  horns,  turmeric,  lac,  indigo,  jute,  cotton,  <Ssc. 

Bimlipatam  is  a  rising  port,  and  when  tjie  roads  into  the  interior 
are  fully  opened,  will  become  of  great  importance.  The  anchorage, 
although  it  is  an  open  roadstead,  is  generally  safe.  The  winds  in 
tlie  S.W.  monsoon,  being  a  little  off  the  land,  the  along-shore 
winds  blow  fresh  in  April  and  May.  In  the  latter  part  of  October 
and  beginning  of  November,  when  the  change  of  tbe  monsoons 
takes  place,  bad  weather  is  sometimes  experienced,  but  taking  everyr 
thing  into  consideration,  it  is  one  of  the  best  open  roadst^uls  on 
the  Coromandel  coast.     Several  British  and  French  merchants 
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reside  here.  The  British  India  Steam  Navigation  Company's 
steamers  call  here  six  times  a  month.  Bimlipatam  has  also  tele- 
graphic communication  with  India,  Burmah,  Ceylon,  and  Earope.

Instructions  to  commanders  of  vessels  entering  the  port  of 
Bimlipatam  :— 

Sir, — I  am  desired  by  the  Supeiintendent  of  Marine  at  Madras, 
to  request  that  you  will  without  delay  fill  up  the  accompanying 
report  and  return  it  by  the  bearer,  the  hour  of  whose  departure 
from  your  vessel  should  be  noted  on  the  report. 

2.  Should  any  infectious  or  malignant  disease  prevail  on  board, 
you  are  to  note  the  same  in  the  report  and  hoist  the  cypher  flag. 
Further  communications  with  the  shore  or  the  shipping  is  then 
strictly  prohibited,  imtil  leave  shall  have  been  granted  by  the 
health-officer  of  the  port. 

3.  Your  attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  following 
rules: — 

4.  The  best  anchorage  in  the  roads  is  with  the  following 
bearings  : — 

Pagoda  on  Bimlipatam  Hill,  from  W.  by  S.  to  W-S-W.,  Sugar 
Loaf  HiU,  from  S.W.  to  S.W.  by  S.,  flag-staff,  W.  to  W.  by  S.; 
depth  of  water  from  6  to  7i  fathoms.  Southern  Boimdary  Pillar, 
W.  to  W.S.W.  Northern  Boundary  PiUar,  N.  to  N.W. 

5.  All  Post-office  packets  and  letters  are  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Post-office  peon  who  is  sent  for  them. 

6.  Commanders  are  requested  to  fill  up  and  return  the  accom- 
panying paper  relative  to  the  port  light,  and  the  superintendent 
of  marine,  at  Madras,  invites  them  to  forward  to  him  any 
observations  they  may  wish  to  offer,  regarding  this  or  any  other 
light  along  the  coast  which  they  may  have  passed. 

7.  Commanders  are  required  to  report  themselves  in  person  on 
landing  at  the  master  attendant's  office,  or  in  his  absence  at  the 
office  of  the  superintendent  of  sea  Customs,  and  to  bring  with 
them  the  ship's  register,  with  two  lists  of  the  officers,  ship's  com- 
pany, and  passengers,  and  no  vessel  will  be  admitted  to  entry  at 
the  Custom-house  without  producing  a  certificate  from  the  master 
attendant,  if  present,  that  the  provisions  of  this  article  have  been 
complied  with. 

8.  Commanders  are  also  required,  previous  to  clearing  ont,  to 
deliver  to  the  master  attendant  or  superintendent  of  sea  Customs, 
two  lists  of  the  officers,  crew,  and  passengers,  proceeding  by  the 
vessel,  together  with  the  notification  of  all  casualties  which  may 
have  occurred  during  last  stay  in  port,  whether  by  death,  dischaigei 
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or  desertion.  No  vessel  will  be  granted  port  clearance  until  the 
production  of  a  certificate  from  the  master  attendant  or  superin- 
tendent of  sea  Customs  that  the  port  rules  have  been  complied  with. 

9.  No  cargo  is  to  be  landed  in  ships'  boats,  under  a  penalty  of 
50  rupees,  and  confiscation  of  the  boat. 

10.  No  ballast  is  to  be  thrown  overboard  in  less  than  10  fathoms  ; 
nor  is  any  to  be  discharged  on  the  beach  or  elsewhere  from  which 
it  would  be  liable  to  be  washed  into  the  port  The  penalty  for 
infringing  this  rule  is  200  rupees. 

11.  Commanders  of  vessels  having  more  than  50  lbs.  of  gun- 
powder or  other  combustibles  on  board,  are  under  a  penalty  of 
200  rupees  for  default,  to  report  the  same  to  the  conservator,  who 
will  arrange  if  necessary,  for  landing  and  storing  the  excess. 

12.  When  the  surf   is  so  high  as  to  render  communication 
with  the  shore  dangerous,  a  red  and  white  chequered  flag  will  be^ 
hoisted  at  the  master  attendant's  flag-staff.     When  the  surf  is 
impassable  the  first  distinguishing  pendant  will  be  displayed  under 
that  flag. 

13.  Should  a  boat  be  urgently  required  during  the  night,  three 
lights  should  be  hoisted  horizontally,  and  in  case  of  danger  from 
lire  or  other  causes,  blue  lights  should  be  burnt  and  guns  fired. 

14.  No  boats  are  to  be  detained  alongside  after  6  p.nL  The 
detention  of  a  boat  during  the  day  for  more  than  one  hour  will 
entail  double  hire.  Commanders  and  oflicers  are  particularly 
requested  to  abstain  from  ill-using  boatmen  or  other  natives.  All 
complaints  will  be  promptly  inquired  into. 

15.  In  the  event  of  boisterous  weather  having  been  experienced, 
commanders  are  requested  to  report  the  same  to  the  master 
attendant  for  the  information  of  the  superintendent  of  marine, 
forwarding  if  likely  to  be  useful,  copy  of  the  log  detailing  the 
circumstances. 

16.  No  vessel  is  to  be  moved  in  the  Bimlipatam  backwater, 
except  under  the  authority  of  the  conservator. 

17.  All  vessels  in  the  Bimlipatam  backwater  shall  have  their 
jib  and  driver-booms  rigged  in,  and  their  yards  and  topmasts 
struck,  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  the  conservator.  All  pro- 
jections from  the  ship's  side  must  be  removed. 

18.  A  free  passage  shall  be  kept  between  the  wharves,  jetties, 
landing  places,  dock-yards,  and  the  position  of  the  vessels  moored 
in  the  Bimlipatam  backwater. 

19.  The  Madi-as  Poi-t  Acts  can  be  seen  at  the  master  attendant's 
office,  and  copies  of  them  can  be  had  at  6  annas  each. 

20.  Schedules  of  the  boat  hire,  and  other  charges  of  the  port 
are  hereto  annexed.

CALCUTTA. 


Calcutta,  the  capital  of  the  presidency  of  Bengal  and  of  all 
British  India,  is  situated  on  the  left  or  east  bank  of  the  Hoogly^ 
one  of  the  arms  of  the  Ganges,  nearly  100  miles  from  the  sea,  in 
latitude  22**  35'  N.,  longitude  88°  SO'  R  The  river  adjacent  to  the 
city  varies  in  breadth  from  rather  more  than  a  quarter  to  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mila 

Ships  of  1,500  tons  can  ascend  to  the  city  where  there  is  anchorage 
in  6  or  7  fathoms.  The  draught  of  water  for  ships  departing  from 
Calcutta  to  proceed  down  the  river  is  usually  limited  to  17  feet; 
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but  the  {nlots  will,  for  a  gratuity,  sometimes  take  charge  of  ships 
drawing  17 J  or  18  feet;  and  if  a  powerful  steam-tug  be  employed, 
they  may  be  taken  from  Calcutta  drawing  19  or  even  20  feet,  when 
the  tides  and  weather  are  favourable. 

The  pilots  bring  in  or  take  out  vessels  drawing  not  more  than 
20  feet,  with  or  without  steam,  but  with  22  feet  draught  with  steam 
only ;  and  no  vessel  drawing  more  than  this  is  allowed  to  be  brought 
above  Kedgeree  without  special  permission  of  the  master  attendant. 
Below  Saugor  it  is  left  to  the  pilot's  discretion  whether  he  will  pilot 
a  vessel  drawing  more  than  22  feet. — Findla'i/a  ^^  Indian  Ocean 
Directory.*' 

Vessels,  on  passing  signal  stations  within  the  limits  of  the  river 
Hoogly,  must  hoist  their  signal  number,  and  keep  the  same  flying 
until  answered  from  the  signal  station. 

Notictafor  the  irifomuUion  and  guidance  qfoimiers  and  commanders 

o/ vessels  by  the  master  attendmU, 

1.  Commanders  are  requested,  prior  to  quitting  their  vessels  on 
arrival  off  Calcutta,  to  fill  up  and  certify,  or  cause  to  be  filled  up 
and  certified,  a  form  of  certificate  showing  the  actual  registered 
tonnage,  the  draught  of  water,  and  whether  the  vessel  has  or  has 
not  been  tugged  by  a  steamer  any  part  of  the  way,  or  has  not  had 
the  use  of  a  row-boat,  which  form  will  be  furnished  to  the  pilot,  in 
order  to  see  the  bills  of  the  vessel  correctly  made  out 

2.  Commanders  are  further  requested,  as  early  after  their  arrival 
as  possible,  to  notify  in  writing  to  the  master  attendant  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  reference  for  the  payment  of  his  vessel's  bills. 

3.  On  the  receipt  by  the  master  attendant  of  the  above  certifi- 
cate and  written  reference  for  payment,  a  single  bill  will  be  pre- 
pared, including  inward  pilotage,  port  dues,  and  row-boat  hire 
(if  any,)  which,  together  with  the  certificate,  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  collector  of  customs  for  collection,  within  fifteen  days  of  the 
arrival  of  the  vessel,  and  having  on  it  the  name  and  residence  of 
the  party  referred  to  for  payment,  which  commanders  are  requested 
to  furnish  to  the  master  attendant  in  writing,  as  early  after  their 
arrival  as  practicable,  so  that  that  officer  will  more  readily  be 
enabled  to  present  it. 

By  this  arrangement  all  the  charges  connected  with  the  vessel, 
up  to  her  arrival  off  Calcutta,  will  be  embodied  in  one  bill,  instead 
of  as  hitherto  being  made  in  separate  bills. 

4.  In  the  event  of  the  vessel's  docking,  or  being  transported  at  the 
desire  of  the  commander,  it  is  requested  that  a  certificate  may  be 
given  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  operation  having  been 
performed,  in  order  to  its  accompanying  the  bill  when  presented 
for  payment  to  the  referea 
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5.  The  charges  for  hauling  to  the  moorings,  for  their  monthly 
hire,  and  for  hauling  from  the  mooiings,  will  be  in  separate  bilk, 
including  the  charge  for  hauling  to  the  moorings,  that  for  occupying 
them,  and  that  for  hauling  from  them;  and  commanders  are 
requested  to  give,  to  the  master  attendant  or  the  harbour-master,  a 
certificate  of  the  date  of  hauling  to  or  from  the  moorings,  which 
certificate,  as  before,  will  accompany  the  bill  when  presented  for 
payment.  The  hire  of  the  moorings  will  be  charged  for  the  day  on 
which  the  vessel  is  hauled  thereto,  without  reference  to  the  period 
of  the  day;  and  in  like  manner  no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  day 
on  which  she  hauls  from  her  moorings,  however  late  in  the  day  sb® 
may  leave  theuL 

6.  The  system  of  charging  outward  pilotage  on  an  estimated 
draught  of  water,  with  an  addition  of  10  per  cent.,  subject  to 
adjustment  after  the  vessel  has  sailed,  and  of  charging  a  certain 
number  of  days  for  a  row-boat,  subject  to  a  like  adjustment,  is 
abolished ;  and  in  future  the  outward  pilotage  and  chai^  for  row- 
boat  hire,  on  outward  boimd  vessels,  will  be  made  as  follows:— 
When  the  vessel  is  finally  laden,  the  commander  thereof  is  to  give 
notice  to  the  master  attendant,  when  the  draught  of  water  is  to  be 
ascertained  and  certified  by  the  commander  or  commanding  oflEicer 
on  the  part  of  the  vessel,  and  by  the  pilot  on  the  part  of  the 
government,  subject,  in  case  of  dispute,  to  the  decision  of  the 
master  attendant.  On  receipt  of  the  certificate,  the  master  attendant 
will  cause  a  bill  to  be  made  out  for  the  regular  amount  of  pilotage, 
and  for  the  row-boat  hire.  The  bill  and  certificate  will  be  presented 
in  due  course  for  payment. 

7.  As,  however,  it  frequently  happens  that  vessels  are  taking 
in  cargo,  or  filling  their  water  up  to  the  last  day  of  their  departure, 
or  that  from  other  causes  the  bills  for  the  chain  moorings  and  out- 
ward pilotage  cannot  be  made  out  till  the  eve  of  departure,  owners, 
agents,  and  commanders,  are  in  such  cases  particularly  requested, 
with  a  view  to  dispatch,  to  cause  an  individual  to  attend  at  the 
Bankshall,  and  expedite  the  transmission  of  the  bill  and  certificate 
to  the  collector  of  customs  for  collection. 

8.  In  the  event  of  any  vessel  being  tugged  any  part  of  the  way 
by  steam,  or  not  having  the  use  of  a  row-boat,  commanders  are  to 
obtain  fix>m  the  pilot  at  Kedgeree  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  which 
they  should  forward  by  Dak  to  their  agents.  On  receipt  thereof, 
agents  are  requested  to  make  out  a  bill  against  Her  Majesty's 
Government  for  the  quarter  deduction  from  the  pilotage  allowed, 
if  tugged  by  steam,  or  for  the  row-boat  hire  paid,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  to  forward  it,  together  with  the  certificate,  to  the  civil 
paymaster  for  audit  and  payment 

9  In  cases  where  a  vessel  leaves  Calcutta,  avowedly  intending 
to  fill  up  cargo  in  some  place  below,  the  pilotage  will  be  charged 
at  the  d[raught  at  which  she  leaves  Calcutta  in  like  manner,  though 
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at  the  reduced  amount,  as  if  she  had  proceeded  to  sea ;  and  with 
respect  to  the  subsequent  pilotage  charge,  from  the  place  at  which 
the  vessel  takes  in  the  additional  cargo  to  sea,  owners  or  agents  of 
vessels  will  be  required  to  furnish  a  special  guarantee  to  pay  the 
amount  chargeable  according  to  a  certificate  of  the  draught  of  water, 
to  be  signed  by  the  commander,  or  commanding  officer  and  pilot 

10.  Two  sets  of  moorings  at  Diamond  harbour  having  been  fitted 
specially  to  enable  vessels  arriving  in  distress,  from  loss  of  anchors 
and  cables,  to  be  readily  moored,  the  charge  will  be  10  rupees  for 
mooring  and  unmooring,  and  the  daily  hire  the  same  as  for  the 
moorings  at  Calcutta.  The  moorings  will,  of  course,  be  available 
to  vessels  not  in  distress  from  loss  of  anchors  and  cables,  but  the 
harbour-master  will  be  instructed  at  all  times^  to  keep  two  sets 
vacant  duiing  the  S.W.  monsoon,  to  meet  casualties. 

1 1.  Annexed  is  a  statement  of  the  several  port  and  pilot  charges, 
and  the  mivster  attendant  trusts  that,  with  these,  and  the  certificates 
of  the  commanders  or  commanding  officers  before  them,  ownera 
and  agents  of  vessels  will,  at  all  times,  be  enabled  readily  to  ascertain 
the  correctness  of  the  bills,  and  to  discharge  them  on  presentation.

One  of  the  "  Customs  of  the  Port"  in  Akyab,  is  to  charge  2&  8d. 
per  rupee  for  advances  made  to  ships.  In  a  circular  issued  by  the 
Liverpool  Shipowners'  Association,  December,  1868,  it  is  stated, 
that  *'  this  charge  has  been  made  even  where  charter-parties  stipu- 
lated that  these  advances  were  to  be  at  the  current  rate  of  exchange. 
In  justification  of  this  practice,  it  is  alleged  that  the  Chambers  of 
Commerce  in  those  places  have  ruled  that  2s.  3d.  per  rupee  shall 
be  considered  the  current  rate  for  such  advances. 

"  This  being  evidently  contrary  to  the  intention  and  under- 
standing of  the  parties  when  such  charters  were  entered  into,  and 
the  current  rate  of  exchange  being  generally  under  par,  or  2s.  per 
rupee,  it  is  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  carrying  of  this  measure  into 
a  custom  that  we  are  directed  now  to  apprise  you  of  the  attempt, 
80  that  you  may  guard  against  it  more  fully  in  future  charters, 
and  be  pi*epared  under  any  circumstances  to  resist  the  payment  of 
so  serious  an  overcharge,  which  involves  an  addition  of  12^  per 
cent,  on  the  ordinary  disbursements  of  a  vessel 

"  It  is  recommended  tliat  captains  be  instructed  to  give  receipts 
for  such  advances  in  rupees  only,  or,  if  in  sterling  money,  to  be 
sure  that  it  is  calculated  at  the  cuiTent  rate  of  exchange  for  good 
three  months'  bills,  at  which  date  ships'  disbursements  are  generally 
drawn." 


BASSEIN. 


Bassein  is  fast  rising  into  a  place  of  great  importance,  owing  to 
the  large  exportation  of  rice,  which  is  there  cheap,  and  also  on 
account  of  the  easy  and  expeditious  manner  ships  can  take  in 
cargo.  The  rice  is  husked  in  Bassein  at  all  seasons,  although  the 
chief  crops  are  usually  shipped  in  the  months  of  January  and 
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May.  In  Februaxy  and  March  the  rice  is  brought  to  market  in 
large  quantities.  New  rice  may  be  obtained  in  December,  but  is 
seldom  husked  befoi^  January.  Rice  husked  between  May  and 
October  becomes  eajsily  hot  if  stored  up  in  warehouses  or  shipped 
for  Europe. 

Ships  chartered  to  load  in  Bassein  have  usually  25  to  30  lay 
days  according  to  their  size,  25  days  are,  however,  quite  sufficient 
to  load  a  vessel  of  1,400  tons,  if  the  cargo  be  ready  for  shipment 
Wet  weather  does  not  delay  the  loading,  as  the  ships  lie  alongside 
a  covered  wharf 

Of  the  numerous  kinds  of  rice  grown  in  the  country,  Ngasin 
and  Pyoo-dong  are  the  best  for  European  markets.  Hie  large 
kind  of  the  first  has  the  preference.  Pyoo-dong  rice,  although  a 
large  white  grain,  becomes  soft,  and  does  not  keep  well  on  a  kng 
voyage.  The  other  kinds  of  rice  are  not  so  abundant  as  to  merit 
notice.  They  are  generally  mixed  together  and  shipped  to  ClmuL» 
for  which  market  they  are  all  well  adapted.  They  are  mostly 
long,  fine  grains. 

'Die  purchases  are  usually  made  from  the  rice  boats  after  their 
arrival  in  Bassein,  and  in  some  instances  advances  are  given. 
The  husking  is  generally  done  by  Burmese.  Sacks  are  always  to 
be  obtained  in  Bassein« 

Company  rupees  are  the  only  current  coins,  other  gold  coins  are 
received  in  payment  at  the  current  valua  Specie  is  forwarded 
from  Calcutta  vid  Rangoon  by  steamers  every  fortnight. 

Bills  are  generally  drawn  in  Bassein  on  the  Rangoon  Exchequer. 

Negrais  River,  called  also  Persaim  and  Bassein  River,  is 
navigable  a  great  way  inland. 

Vessels  of  14  feet  draft  and  upwards,  should  on  no  acooont 
attempt  the  passage  to  the  westward  of  Negrais  Island. 

Pilots  are  generally  to  be  had  at  or  near  Diamond  Island ;  bnt 
vessels  not  finding  one,  and  being  provided  with  Lieut  Ward's 
Chart  of  the  Bassein  River,  need  have  no  hesitation  in  coming  in 
as  far  as  Dalhousie  Bay,  where  they  can  generally  obtain  one  fborn 
the  master  attendant's  department. 

The  bazaar  of  Bassein  supplies  the  same  refreshments  as  at 
Akyab  and  Rangoon.  Medi(^  assistance  can  be  had  wheneTcr 
required.  Ships  in  Bassein  haul  alongside  the  wharf,  and  receive 
their  cargoes  without  the  help  of  lighters.

For  each  day's  detention  the  mastere  are  to  pay  the  pilots  16 
rupees,  in  addition  to  their  regular  pilotage.  The  rate  of  pilotage 
outward  will  be  the  same  as  inward  for  all  vessels  up  to  17  feet, 
above  1 7,  one-fourth  more.  This  rule  is  applicable  to  the*  rates  of 
pilotage  from  Diamond  Island  to  Dalhousie  only. 

Masters  of  vessels  are  requested  to  apply  for  pilots  at  the 
master  attendant's  office  48  hours  before  leaving,  the  pilotage  to 
be  deposited  at  the  above  office. 

BASSEIN   PORT   RULES. 

1.  No  vessel  of  above  200  tons  shall  enter  within  the  limits  of' 
the  port  of  Bassein,  or  move  from  one  place  to  another  within  the 
port  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  without  the  special  permission 
of  the  master  attendant 

2.  The  commanders  of  all  vessels  arriving  at  the  port  of  Bassein 
are  desired  to  enter  correctly,  in  the  columns  of  the  report  book 
of  the  master  attendant,  as  soon  as  presented  to  them,  the  infor- 
mation therein  required  regarding  their  vessels.  Tliey  will  also 
report,  in  writing,  to  the  master  attendant  the  particulars  noted  in 
the  form  appended  thereto. 

3.  All  commandcra  of  vessels  arriving  at  Bassein  shall  anchor 
in  such  a  position  as  the  master  attendant  or  his  assistant  shall 
direct.  All  vessels  shall  moor  with  two  bower  anchors  each  way, 
and  shall  not  move  from  their  position  without  a  pilot,  except 
with  the  express  permission  of  the  same  authority. 

6.  The  commanders  of  all  vessels  entering  the  port  of  Bassein 
with  ballast  on  board,  shall,  without  delay,  send  to  the  master 
attendant  a  report,  in  writing,  stating  the  description  of  the 
ballast  in  hand,  the  quantity  in  tons,  and  the  port  of  shipment. 
Application  must  be  made  by  the  commander  to  the  master  atten- 
dant for  pel-mission  to  tninship  or  land  ballast,  and  no  balLnst 
shall  be  transhipped  or  landed  except  under  the  sanction  of  the 
master  attendant,  and  only  at  such  stations  as  he  shall  direct, 

6.  A  free  channel  is  to  be  kept  for  ships  moving  up  and  down 
the  river  within  the  port,  and  always  free  passages  to  piers,  jetties, 
landing  places,  wharves,  quays,  docks,  and  moorings;  and  all 
vessels  shall  be  bound  to  move  when  required  to  clear  such  chan- 
nels or  passages.

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7.  All  vessels  witliin  the  port  of  Bassein  shall  be  moored  or 
warped  from  place  to  place  as  required  by  the  master  attendant, 
or  other  officer  of  the  port,  and  no  vessel  shall  cast  off  a  warp  that 
has  been  made  fast  to  her  to  assist  a  vessel  in  mooring  without 
being  required  so  to  do  by  the  pilot  or  officer  in  charge  of  the 
vessel  mooring. 

8.  No  vessel  within  the  limit  of  Bassein  (port)  shall  boil  any 
pitch  or  dammar  on  board,  or  shall  draw  off  spirits  by  candle  or 
other  artificial  lights.

KANGOON. 


Rangoon,  the  chief  commercial  port  and  town  of  British 
Burmah,  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  at  a  distance  of 
27  miles  from  the  sea,  in  latitude,  16**  42'  N.;  longitude,  96^  20^ 
E.  The  Rangoon  river  is  an  eastern  branch  of  the  great  Irrawaddy 
river,  and  is  connected  with  it  by  the  Paulang  Creek  to  the  west- 
ward of  the  town,  which  is  navigable  for  small  steamers  from 
1st  June  to  30th  September,  and  by  the  Bassein  Creek,  half  way 
between  Rangoon  and  the  sea;  this  creek  is  navigable  at  idl 
seasons,  but  is  only  used  when  the  Paulang  Creek  is  closed,  as  the 
distance  is  much  greater  by  this  route. 

The  situation  of  Rangoon  for  commercial  purposes  is  extremely 
convenient,  being  near  the  sea,  and  commanding  the  navigation  of 
the  Irrawaddy  some  250  miles  beyond  the  capital  of  Burmah 
Proper,  which  is  500  miles  from  Rangoon  and  250  miles  above 
Thayatmyo,  the  frontier  station  of  British  Burmah,  on  the 
Irrawaddy.  Rangoon  is  accessible  to  vessels  of  the  largest  tonnage. 
There  are  three  fathoms  water  on  the  bar,  spring  tides  i-ise  21  feet ; 
neaps,  14  feet ;  the  navigation  is  safe  and  easy,  rendered  more  so 
by  a   very  good  staff  of  Eurojiean  and  native  pilots.         / 

The  Hastings  shoal,  2 J  miles  below  the  town,  is  the  only  great 
difficulty  in  the  river,  there  ai'e  6  feet  6  inches  on  it  at  lowest 
spnngs.  Works  are  soon  to  be  commenced  on  this  shoal,  with  the 
object  of  opening  a  deep  channel  to  enable  vessels  of  any  draught 
to  pass  at  all  times  of  tides.  No  port  to  the  eastward  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  is  better  adapted  for  ship  building  piurposes 
than  Rangoon  ;  teak  timber  of  the  finest  quality  is  obtained  from 
the  ad jjiceut  forests,  and  the  natives  of  the  country,  under  £ui'0])ean 
supervision,  make  dexterous  and  laborious  workmen  far  sujK^ior 
to  the  natives  of  any  part  of  India. 
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The  trade  of  the  port,  ihcreasing  azmoally,  sbewd  the  following 
returoB  for  the  years  1865-66: —

Imports—      „       27,834,764  =  £2,783,476  88. 

The  Exports  consist  principallj  of  rice,  timber,  cutch,  cotton, 
sticklac,  copper,  hides,  horns,  earth  oil,  ivory,  wood  oil,  wax,  and 
daiimar. 

Imports: — Manchester  piece  goods,  twist,  hardware,  common 
cotton  cloths,  and  all  European  necessaries  for  table  and  household 
purposes. 

It  is  the  current  idea  with  shipowners  and  commanders  of 
vessels  not  acquainted  with  the  Burmah  coast,  from  Bassein  to 
Rangoon,  that  it  is  very  diificult  to  make,  in  consequence  of  the 
lowness  of  the  land,  and  the  distance  shallow  water  extends  out, 
but  this  is  a  mistake,  there  are  several  simple  and  good  directions 
published  for  making  the  port  of  Rangoon,*  and  with  proper  and 
close  attention  to  the  lead,  always  keeping  in  6  fathoms,  soft  mud, 
before  and  after  the  Krislina  8hoal  is  past,  together  with  due 
attention  to  the  sets  of  the  tide;  (as  this  shews  your  exact  position 
on  the  coast,)  no  vessel  should  have  any  difficulty  in  making  the 
lightship  at  the  entrance  of  the  river.  There  are  now  two  first-class 
lights,  one  on  the  Cocos  Island,  and  the  other  on  the  Alguada 
Reef,  and  during  this  year  it  is  exi)ected  there  will  be  one  on  the 
Krishna  Shoal,  and  two  at  the  entrance  of  the  river,  viz.,  one  on 
the  Chinese  Flicker,  and  another  on  the  enti-ance  of  tJie  river, 
which  will  supersede  the  present  floating  light. 

Port  CJiarges: — On  all  vessels  earning  freight,  4  annas  per 
register  ton.  Vessels  entering  and  leaving  in  ballast  that  earn  no 
freight  either  by  passengers  or  goods,  half  dues.  No  charge  is 
made  on  vessels  driven  in  by  stress  of  weather. 

Light  dues,  local,  1 J  annas  per  ton;  coast  lights,  not  yet  decided. 
At  present  it  is  not  compulsory  to  take  a  pilot,  but  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  have  requested  tlie  government  to  make  it  so,  and 
no  doubt  their  request  will  be  complied  with. 

During  the  rice  season,  when  boats  are  in  great  demand,  the 
usual  charge  for  landing  is  2  rupees  per  ton,  and  sometimes  as 
high  as  3  rupees.  Water  is  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  2  to  3 
rupees  per  ton.  All  European  supplies  cost  on  an  average  double 
the  home  pricea  Beef,  5d.  per  lb.  Fowls,  18s.  per  dozen. 
Bucks,  248.  per  dozen.  Bread,  12  lbs.  for  2s.  Vegetables,  2d. 
per  lb.     Fish,  9d.  per  lb.

100  tons  must  moor  with  two  bowers,  and  30  feithoms  cable  oq 
each. 

Pilotage, — If  a  vessel  be  boarded  south  of  the  light^p,  full 
pilotage  is  charged;  north  of  it,  and  between  it  and  Elephant 
Point,  one-half  pilotage.  Vessels  in  tow  of  steamers  pay  thiee- 
foui-ths,  and  steamers  one-half  the  rates. 

Stone  ballast  is  sometimes  taken  by  Government  from  alongside 
the  ship,  free  of  charge.  Ships  have  to  discharge  other  ballast  on

MOULMEIN. 


Moulmein  or  Maulmain  and  Martaban  rivers  may  be  considered 
as  one,  although  the  former  name  should  be  restricted  to  the  channel 
inside  Pelew-Gewen  island,  which  leads  off  the  proper  entrance  to 
the  latter.  These  having  been  fixed  on  as  the  boundary,  between 
the  Burmese  divisions  and  the  territory  ceded  to  the  British  govern- 
ment, Amherst  town  or  village  has  been  built  on  a  peninsula  (to 
which  the  same  name  has  been  given,)  situated  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Moulmein  river. 

The  town  of  Moulmein  is  situated  at  the  head  of  the  Moulmein 
channel  or  river,  on  its  eastern  side,  and  near  the  S.K  entrance 
point  of  the  Martaban  or  Salween  river,  fronting  the  town  of  Mar- 
taban, which  stands  on  the  opjwsite  point.  Ship-building  is  canied 
on  to  a  considerable  extent.  Moulmein  is  24  miles  to  the  north- 
ward of  Amherst. 
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Pilots  are  kept  at  Amherst  The  station  is  at  the  entrance  of 
the  river,  which  is  easily  known  bj  the  flag-staff  and  building  on 
the  point ;  but  the  best  anchoring  ground  to  wait  for  a  pilot  is 
with  the  south  point  of  Green  island,  from  EL  to  RN.EL,  about 
2  miles  distant,  and  do  not  go  to  the  northward  of  this  without 
a  pilot. 

There  is  no  want  of  water  in  the  channels.  Ships  drawing 
23  feet  can  go  dovin  during  the  springs  at  any  time  of  the  year. 

Beef  is  3^d.  to  4^d  per  pound ;  pork,  5d.  to  6d. ;  poultry  of  all 
kinds  rather  dear  for  India,  but  less  than  half  the  price  in  England; 
vegetables  and  fruit,  abundant  at  reasonable  prices.  Marine  stores 
may  be  stated  at  25  to  30  per  cent,  on  invoice  cost,  and  the  market 
is  generally  well  supplied.  The  disbursements  of  a  ship  of  500 
tons  will,  imder  ordinary  circumstances,  not  exceed  £250,  par- 
ticularly if  a  ship  is  properly  fitted  out  with  stores  before  she 
leaves  England 

All  repairs  above  water  can  be  executed  at  Moulmein,  well  and 
cheap ;  there  are  no  graving  docks,  but  several  master-carpenters, 
Englishmen,  who  are  capable  of  undertaking  heavy  repairs,  reside 
hei-e.  The  shippers  send  the  timber  alongside  at  their  own  cost 
and  risk  to  a  chartered  ship  ;  but  when  a  ship  purchases  a  cargo, 
the  delivery,  unless  specially  stipulated,  takes  place  on  shore. 
Loading  ships  moor  with  two  anchors  within  a  cable's  length  of 
the  shore,  the  nearer  the  better ;  there  is  less  tide  in-shoi'e,  and  in 
case  of  a  log  of  timber  getting  adrift,  it  is  easier  picked  up  again. 
The  contract  price  for  hoisting  in  and  stowing  the  timber  is  one 
rupee  a  ton ;  about  500  tons  stowed  away  in  a  month  is  considered 
good  work. 

Moulmein  river  seems  to  be  the  chosen  home  of  water-worms; 
any  timber,  even  wlien  payed  with  several  coats  of  tar  or  blacking, 
forms  no  protection  from  them ;  in  six  weeks  they  form  a  lodgment 
in  a  ship's  bottom  or  bends ;  there  is  no  preventive  but  copper  or 
metal  sheathing,  and  it  is  strongly  recommended  to  all  ships  bound 
to  Moulmein,  to  have  an  extra  streak  or  two  of  copper  put  on ;  but 
if  once  they  have  perforated  the  bends,  tliey  can  only  be  destroyed 
by  lightening  the  ship  to  the  copper,  and  exposing  Uie  sides  to  the 
sun,  when  the  heat  and  want  of  water  effectually  destroy  thenu 

The  climate  of  Moulmein  is  healthy  for  tlie  tropics.  March, 
April,  and  May  are  hot  months ;  the  i^est  of  the  year  is  cool,  and 
not  much  warmer  than  a  summer's  day  in  England.  Seamen 
suffer  much  from  dysentery  and  disoixlers  of  the  bowels,  fevers,  Ac, 
ascribed  to  drinking  the  river-water,  which  is  seldom  fresh  at 
Moulmein ;  but  there  are  plenty  of  wells  on  shore.  The  best  plan 
is  to  send  a  boat  up  the  river,  say  to  the  distance  of  one  tide,  "where 
the  water  is  fresh  and  good.— Horsburgh' 8  Dirtctory, 
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The  limits  of  the  port  of  Moulmein  are  as  follows : — 

To  the  north,  a  line  drawn  across  the  Salween  rivei*,  from  the 
Great  Martabah  Pagoda  to  the  boundary  piUar  at  the  junction  of 
the  Attaran  and  Salween  rivers. 

To  the  south,  a  line  drawn  from  the  boundary  ])illar  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Kyouktan  Ci-eek,  to  the  boundary  pillar  on  the 
inside  of  Beeloogyoon,  immediately  opposite.  So  much  of  the 
Martaban  branch  of  the  Salween  river  as  lies  to  the  east  of  a  line 
drawn  from  the  Great  Martaban  Pagoda  to  the  boundary  pillar  on 
the  north-east  comer  of  the  island  of  Beeloog}'oon. 

The  limits  of  the  said  port  include  to  the  east  and  west  so  much 
of  the  river  Salween,  and  of  the  shores  thereof,  as  are  witldn  50 
yards  of  high  water-mark,  spiing  tides.  The  limits  of  the  navigable 
river  and  channels  leading  to  the  said  port  of  Moulmein,  made 
subject  to  the  said  Act,  are  as  follows : — 

To  the  north,  the  port  of  Moulmein,  as  above  defined 

To  the  soutli,  a  line  drawn  from  Double  Island  to  the  western 
shore  of  Beeloog^'oon. 

PORT   RULES. 

1.  No  vessel  of  above  200  tons  shall  enter  within  the  limits  of 
the  port  of  Moulmein,  or  move  from  one  place  to  another  within  the 
port  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  without  the  special  permission  of 
the  master  attendant,  and  the  commanders  of  all  vessels  arriving  at 
the  port  of  Moulmein,  are  desired  to  outer  correctly,  in  the  columns 
of  the  report-book  of  the  master  attendant,  as  soon  as  presented  to 
them,  the  information  therein  required  regarding  their  vessels. 
They  will  also  report,  in  writing,  to  the  master  attendant,  48  hours 
before  their  departure,  the  particulars  noted  in  the  form  ajipended 
thereto. 

7.  All  vessels  within  the  port  of  Moulmein  shjill  anchor,  moor, 
and  unmoor,  when  and  where  required  by  the  master  attendant. 

8.  All  vessels  within  the  port  of  Moulmein  shall  be  moored  or 
warped,  from  place  to  place,  as  required  by  the  master  attendant, 
and  no  vessel  shall  cast  off  a  warp  that  has  been  made  fast  to  her, 
to  assist  a  vessel  in  mooring,  without  being  required  so  to  do  by 
the  pilot  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  vessel  mooring. 

9.  No  vessel  shall  use  any  of  the  Government  chain  moorings> 
whether  fixed  or  swinging,  without  permission  of  the  master 
attendant. 

10.  All  vessels  occupying  Government  moorings,  fixed  or  swing- 
ing, shall  be  liable  to  pav  for  the  same  according  to  the  following 
scale,  but  no  more : — 
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12.  All  vessels  within  the  limits  of  the  ch^imels  leading  to  the 
port  of  Moolmeiu  shall,  when  at  anchor,  between  sunaet  and  sun- 
rise, hare  a  good  light  hoisted  at  the  starboard  fore-jard-arm; 
and  all  Tessels  under  any  way  at  night  shall  show  a  good  light  at 
the  fore-royal  or  upper  fore-mast-head,  and  when  under  way,  in 
tow  of  a  steamer,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  mast-head  light,  show  a 
good  light  at  each  fore-yard-arm;  the  steamer  showing  the  usual 
light  prescribed  by  the  aidmiralty  r^ulations. 

Ejcirads/rom  Rules  for  PUoU  and  Pilotage, 

5.  The  oixlinary  place  for  a  pilot  to  board  or  leave  a  ship  oat- 
side,  will  be  half-a-mile  to  the  southward  or  to  the  westward  of  the 
patch  or  outward  buoy. 

6.  Every  pilot  is  required  to  produce  his  license  and  engagement 
(if  any,)  to  the  master  of  any  vessel  requiiing  a  pilot. 

8.  A  pilot  le;iving  a  vessel  without  the  consent  of  the  master,  is 
liaUe  to  have  his  dmught  reduced  or  his  license  revoked.

The  rate  for  intermediate  poitions  of  a  foot  is  to  be  regulated 
as  follows,  viz. : — three  inches  and  under,  no  addition ;  between 
three  inches  and  nine  inches,  the  medium  between  the  two  rates ; 
above  nine  inches,  ^he  draught  of  the  next  foot  to  be  taken. 

12.  Vessels  taking  steam-aid  to  be  charged  two-thii'ds  of  the 
rate  for  sailing  vessels. 

13.  Steamers  under  15  feet,  one-half  the  rate  of  sailing  vessels ; 
above  15  feet,  three-fifths  of  such  rate. 

14.  Vessels  not  taking  licensed  pilots,  and  above  100  tons,  will 
be  charged  by  government  at  the  rate  of  one  anna  per  register  ton. 

15.  The  charge  for  shifting  a  berth  in  the  port,  or  for  removing 
a  vessel,  shall  be  twenty-five  rupees. 

16.  Vessels  that  call  for  orders,  or  put  into  Amherst  in  distress, 
and  proceed  in  and  out  without  a  pilot,  shall  be  exempt  from 
Rule  14. 

17.  A  pilot  may  be  detained  twenty-four  hours  after  arrival  off 
town  without  demurrage. 

18.  The  pilotage  distance  is  divided  into  fifths,  for  charging 
broken  or  intermediate  pilotage,  but  the  least  sum  payable  to  a 
pilot,  for  taking  a  vessel  in  or  out  of  Amherst,  will  be  twenty-five 
rupees : — 

From  outside  Patch  buoy  to  Amherst  inner  roada l-5th. 

„     Amherst  inner  roads  to  Fishing  village l-5th. 

„     Fishing  village  to  Half-way  cr«ek   l-5th. 

„     From  Half-way  creek  anchorage  to  Natmoo  anchorage,  l-5th. 

„     Natmoo  anchorage  to  off  Mouhnein l-5th. 

19.  Every  licensed  pilot  that  brings  a  vessel  from  sea  to  town  is 
entitled  to  have  the  pilotage  charge  of  such  vessel  outward,  if  he 
is  available  twelve  hours  previous  to  her  intended  date  of  departure. 

Demurrage  Hides, 

1 .  Commanders  of  vessels  requiring  a  pilot  are  to  give  notice, 
by  signal,  48  hours  previous  to  their  clearing  out. 

2.  If,  having  obtained  a  pilot,  a  vessel  be  not  prepared  to  leave, 
and  do  not  move  from  her  moorings  on  the  date  notified  by  the 
commander  to  the  master-attendant,  and  should  the  services  of  the 
pilot  then,  in  consequence,  be  dispensed  with,  the  commander  of 
the  vessel  shall  pay  to  such  pilot,  if  he  be  a  pilot  licensed  to  convey 
vessels  of  full  draught  to  sea,  the  sum  of  company's  rupees,  15 ;  if 
he  be  a  pilot  licensed  for  vessels  of  lesser  di-aught,  the  sum  of 
company's  rupees,  10. 

3.  If,  after  having  obtained  a  pilot,  a  vessel  be  not  prepared  to 
leave,  and  should  she  not  quit  her  moorings,  and  the  pilot  be 
detained  on  board,  the  commander  of  the  vessel  shall  pay  to  such 
pilot,  should  he  be  a  pilot  licensed  to  convey  vessels  of  fidl  draught 
to  sea,  the  sum  of  companv's  rupees,  15  for  every  day  of  his

detention ;  and  if  he  be  a  pilot  licensed  to  conduct  Teasels  of  \entf 
draught,  the  sum  of  company's  rupees,  10  for  every  day  of  hii 
detention. 

4.  Always,  be  it  understood,  that  the  detention  alluded  to  in 
the  forgoing  pai*agraph8  has  not  arisen  in  consequence  of  the 
desertion  of  the  seamen,  or  from  wind,  tide,  or  weather,  which 
could  not  be  foreseen,  or  over  which  the  commander  had  no  control 

5.  In  detention  in  port  from  desertion  of  seamen,  the  pilot 
cannot  be  detained  more  than  24  hours  without  the  usual  demurrage. 

6.  If  a  pilot  be  detained  on  board  a  vessel  out  of  the  limits  of 
the  port  of  Moulmein,  by  the  desertion  or  misconduct  of  its  seamen, 
or  any  unforeseen  casualty  over  which  the  commander  could  have 
had  no  control,  the  pilot  shall  be  bound  to  remain  with  the  vessel, 
without  receiving  any  extra  remuneration,  for  the  space  of  48 
hours;  after  which  time,  should  his  further  detention  continue, 
occasioned  by  any  other  cause  whatsoever  than  that  of  the 
prevailing  wind,  tides,  and  weather — for  delay,  owing  to  which, 
no  claim  shall  hold  good — the  commander  of  the  vessel  will  paj 
such  pilot,  if  he  be  a  pilot  licensed  to  convey  vessels  of  full  draught 
to  sea,  the  sum  of  company's  rupees,  15  for  every  day  of  his 
detention;  and  if  he  be  a  pilot  licensed  to  conduct  vessels  of 
lesser  draught,  the  sum  of  company's  rupees,  10  for  every  daj  of 
his  detention. 


PENANG. 


Prince  of  "Wales'  Island,  native  name  Pillo  Penang,  is  at  the 
entrance  of  the  Strait  of  Malacca,  about  800  miles  to  the  N.W. 
of  Singapore.     Georgetown  is  the  principal  port  on  the  island. 

The  piincipal  Exports  are  pepper,  betel  nuts,  rattans,  tin,  gutta 
percha,  india-rubber,  and  some  gold,  brought  by  the  Malay  proas 
fiom  the  Main,  Sunmtra,  Java,  and  other  islands  to  the  eastward, 
and  for  which  they  receive  opium,  piecegoods,  arrack,  dollars,  k^^ 
From  England,  various  kinds  of  piecegoods,  iron,  cutlery,  &c.,  ire 
imported. 

Firewood  may  be  procured  at  a  moderate  price :  also  bullocks 
and  poultry,  but  they  sell  high  and  are  scai-ce  when  the  harbour 
abounds  with  ships.  Vessels  of  the  largest  draught  ctn  enter  the 
harbour.  Ballast  costs  generally  2  dollars  for  10  tons.  There 
are  no  pilot  or  anchorage  dues,  and  no  dutiea  of  any  kind.  Bilb 
of  lading,  1 2  cents  per  set ;  water,  1  dollar  per  ton ;  bread  5  cents 
and  beef  10  cents  per  IK  Port  clearance  charge^  1  rupee  48 
cents. 

There  is  a  stamp  duty,  which  entails  J  per  oenl  on  exports,  and 
■|  per  cent,  on  imports.     European  imports  aro  usually  sold  at  three 
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to  £aur  montlis  credit^  and  produce  bought  for  cash.  The  currency 
is  the  Spanish  dolLur,  divided  into  cents.  The  weights  are  the 
picul  of  133^  lbs.  avoir,  divided  into  catties,  and  the  Bhar  of  321 
catties.  Kice  and  salt  are  sold  by  measurement,  coyau  weighing 
about  63  piculs.  Gold  dust  by  the  bunkul  of  2  dollars  weight,  or 
832  grains  troy.  Gold  thread  by  the  catty  of  36  Spanish  dollars 
weight,  or  81  oz.  4  dwt.  Bengal  rice,  wheat  and  grain,  by  the. 
bag  of  2  Bengal  maunds.  Indian  piec^oods,  by  corge  of  20  pieces, 
and  Java  tobacco  by  corge  of  40  baskets.

Port  JRegidations,  <S:c.,  of  Prince  of  Wales^  Island, 

To  prevent  inconvenience  and  delay,  the  commanders  of  all 
merchant  vessels  arriving  here,  are  informed  that  no  permits  to 
land  cargo  can  be  granted  until  their  ship's  certificate  of  registry, 
cleai'ance  from  last  port,  and  manifest  of  cargo,  have  been  produced 
at  the  office  of  imports  and  exports. 

All  vessels  having  gunpowder  on  board  as  a  part  of  tlieir  cargo 
are  prohibited  from  entering  the  inner  harbour  until  the  powder 
shall  have  been  safely  lodged  in  a  magazine  on  shore.  Commanders 
of  such  vessels  to  apply  for  instructions  on  this  head  to  the  master 
attendant 

The  commander  of  every  merchant  ship  entering  the  harbour 
IB  bound  to  deliver  to  the  master  attendant,  withiu  24  hours  of 
the  arrival  of  the  vessel,  a  true  list  of  all  passengers  on  board  of 
his  vessel  at  the  time  of  such  arrival,  specifying  the  name,  nation, 
and  rank  or  condition  in  life  of  each. 

The  commander  of  every  vessel  entering  the  port  with  ballast 
on  board,  shall  without  delay,  send  to  the  master  attendant  a  report 
in  writing,  stating  the  desciiption  of  ballast  on  board  and  the 
quantity  in  tons,  application  must  be  made  by  the  commander  to 
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the  master  attendant  for  permission  to  tranship  or  land  ballast, 
Qo  ballast  shall  be  transhipped  or  landed,  except  bj  his  sanctioa 

No  guns  to  be  fired  by  merchant  vessels,  except  signal  guns,  bj 
ships  leaving  the  harbour,  or  vessels  in  distress. 

Every  vessel  entering  the  port  shall  show  the  proper  lights 
aifthorised  by  the  admiralty,  viz.,  on  the  starboard  side  a  green 
light,  and  on  port  side  a  red  light 

Every  vessel  lying  at  anchor  within  the  limits  of  the  port  in 
more  than  8  fathoms  of  water,  to  display  a  white  light  in  accord* 
ance  with  article  7  of  the  regulations  for  preventing  collisions  at 
sea,  relative  to  the  lights  to  be  shown  by  vessels  when  at  anchor 
in  roadsteads  or  fairways. 

The  commanders  of  merchant  vessels  are  requested  on  their 
nearing  the  island  within  signal  distance,  to  show  their  number  to 
the  flag-staff  on  the  hill,  from  whence  it  will  be  repeated  to  the  toirn.

SINGAPORE. 


Singapore  was  foimded  in  1819  by  Sir  Stamford  Raffles.  It  is 
a  free  port;  there  ai-e  no  tonnage  or  harbour  dues.  Vessels  of 
the  largest  size  can  anchor  with  safety  in  Singapore  Hoods, 

Singapore  New  Harbour  possesses  wharves  and  jetties,  alongside 
which  vessels  drawing  19  to  24  feet  can  load  or  discharge  with 
ease  and  despatch.  Every  necessary  for  repairs  can  be  found, 
and  there  are  two  docks,  one  of  which  is  420  feet  long,  43  feet 
broad,  and  depth  over  sill  15^  feet;  the  other,  400  feet  long,  64 
feet  wide,  and  21  feet  deep  over  sill. 

The  chief  Imports  are : — 

From  Europe  and  North  America: — Treasure,  cotton  mann- 
factures,  woollens,  beer  and  wines,  arms  and  ammunition,  iroo 
and  ironwork,  copper  and  yellow  metal,  lead,  earthenware,  canvas 
<&c.,  miscellaneous. 

Fi*om  Calcutta : — Opium,  grain,  saltpetre,  gunny  bi^^ 

From  China : — Gold  bars  and  dust,  sycee  silver  and  dollars^  China 
cash,  sugar,  tea,  camphor,  cassia,  alum,  raw  thread  silk,  tobacca 

From  the  Dutch  jwrts  in  Java,  &c. : —Treasure,  tobacco,  rice, 
pepper,  gambier,  coifee,  cottons,  birds'  nests,  cloves,  cassia,  cinnft- 
mon,  other  spices. 

Frgm  Borneo : — Unprepared  sago,  antimony  ore,  rattans,  gttt*i^ 
percha  from  Sarawak,  and  coals  from  Labuan. 

From  Celebes: — Sandal-wood,  sapan-wood,  coffee,  and  guttSr 
percha,  the  products  of  the  island,  and  mother  of  pe>d 
bartered  for  with  the  natives  of  New  Guinea  and  other  iaboda  \fi 
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the  Bouth-east  of  the  Archipelago.  Birds'  nests,  and  a  small 
quantity  of  bees'  wax  also  form  items  of  importation  from  Celebes. 

From  Sumatra : — Pepper,  sago,  coffee,  gutta-percha,  gum  ben- 
jamin, gum  elastic,  and  ivory. 

From  the  Malayan  peninsula: — Chiefly  rice,  gutta-percha  and 
tin ;  small  supplies  of  ivory,  horns,  hides,  and  birds'  nests. 

From  Australia: — Chiefly  horses,  bread-stufis,  coals  from  the  mines 
at  New  South  Wales,  and  sandal  wood  from  Western  Australia. 

The  chief  articles  of  Export  are : — Gambier,  tin,  sago,  tapioca, 
black  pepper,  tortoise-shell,  mother  of  pearl,  gutta-percha,  nut- 
megs and  mace,  camphor,  white  pepper,  gum  elastic,  cofi*ee,  sapan 
wood,  sticklac,  rattans;  and  most  of  the  articles  enumerated 
among  the  imports. — China  Sea  Directory,  voL  1. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  shipping  by  tank-vessels  at  about  1 
dollar  per  ton.  Beef,  11^  cents  per  lb.;  fuel,  3^  dollars  for  1000 
billets. 

The  only  due  on  shipping  is  a  small  one  for  the  Straits'  lights, 
which  amounted  to  22  dollars  for  a  ship  of  800  tons  register.

LABUAN. 

Victoria  Harbour,  the  port  of  Labuan,  is  on  the  S.E.  side  of 
the  island.  The  following  instructions  are  issued  by  Mr.  Hugh 
Low,  harbour-master : — 

Vessels  approaching  the  Harbour  of  Labuan  by  the  northern 
entrance,  should  be  careful  to  avoid  a  sunken  rock  off*  Tanjong 
Poh,  (Bethune  Head,)  discovered,  in  August,  1850,  by  H.  M.  S. 
"Boyalist,"  having  passed  over  it  about  half  ebb: — afterwards 
finding  as  little  as  3  feet  at  low  water  spring  tide.  The  rock's 
position  is  a  high  palm  tree  on  Pulo  Koulin-Papan,  on  with  Tan- 
jong Tarras,  (Collier  Point,)  bearing  S.  2°  E;  Lyang-Lyangan. 
(Tree  Rock,)  off"  Sawangan-Pagar,  (Luke  Point,)  just  open  of 
Sawangan-Arroo,  (Heath  Point,)  S.  44°  W;  and  Tanjong  Poh  S. 
28®  W.  distant  two  miles.  On  rounding  the  point  vessels  should 
bring  the  whole  of  Koulin-Papan  open  of  Tanjong  Tarras  before 
shaping  course  for  the  fairway,  then  steer  due  south  for  the  White 
Rock,  off*,  and  close  to  Pulo  Daat,  until  Pulo  Burong  begins  to 
open  of  Tanjong  RancharRancha,  (Hamilton  Point,)  S.  63°  W., 
then  immediately  haul  up  for  Pulo  Enoe  until  the  flag-stafl*  bears 
I^.W.  by  W.,  when  a  ship  may  run  in  on  that  bearing  and  take 
np  an  anchorage  in  any  part  of  the  harbour  between  the  Middle 
Shoal  and  the  flag-stafl^,  avoiding  the  harbour  rock* 
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Yesnels  coming  in  to  the  soathward,  after  giving  tbe  fool 
ground,  M,  and  in  tlie  Tidnitr  of  Polo  TJsokan-Besar,  a  wide 
berth,  ahoold  rteer  for  the  lafamd  Koolin-Papon  abont  N.K  \  K, 
until  the  flag-sUff  bean  north,  then  haul  op  for  Tanjcmg  Tanus, 
K.  br  K  I  R,  until  the  flag-staff  bears  N.  bj  W.  i  W.,  then 
pfoceed  as  before. 

Xoia  Bent. — Buovs  hare  been  |Jaced  on  the  following  rocks  and 
riioals  in  the  harbour: — 

1.  The  Papan  West  Spit  Buot,  striped  longitudinally  black  and 
white,  with  a  Tane,  lies  in  3  fiithoms  at  low  water,  and  on  tli« 
extreme  western  edge  of  the  Spit  S.  W.,  400  yards  from  the  nearest 
pcnnt  of  the  Ishmd  Koulin-Papan,  with  the  fc^owing  bearings:—

and  about  9  cables  N.K  and  S.W.,  and  is  dangerous,  being  in  the 
ikirway,  and  having  in  many  places  as  little  as  3  feet  of  water  on 
it.     Bearings  of  the  buoy  as  foUows  : —

line  with  the  flag-staff  and  Enoe  Island,  and  abont  half  way :  this 
rocky  shoal  is  steep  all  round  and  Teiy  smalL  Bearings  of  the 
buov  as  follows,  viz. : —

4.  The  Columbine  Buoy,  painted  black  with  a  white  band  round 
the  centre,  lies  in  2  fathoms  at  low  water,  on  or  near  the  Columbine 
Rock  ;  the  position  of  this  rock  not  being  yet  correctly  ascertained, 
it  is  advisable  for  ships  not  to  approach  too  near,  nor  within  a  line 
drawn  from  this  buoy  to  the  flag-staff.  Running  N.R  from  this 
buoy  is  the  spit  off  Tanjong  Tarras,  which  may  be  seen  by  vesselt 
beating  into  the  hari>our.    Bearings  of  the  buoy  as  follows,  via. : —

Burong  Island  may  be  distinguished  by  its  being  much  higher 
than  those  of  Usukan,  and  round  at  the  top. 

There  are  only  7  feet  of  water  inside  the  harbour.  Ships  must 
hoist  their  national  flag,  and  masters  report  within  twenty-fonr 
hours  after  arrival  Pilotage,  1  dollar  per  foot ;  labour,  50  cents, 
per  day ;  water,  1  dollar  per  ton ;  beef,  10  cents,  per  lb.

AUSTRALIA. 


The  monies,  weights  and  "measures,  in  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  tire  the  same  as  those  of  Great  Britain. 

Australian  bales  of  wool  weigh  2,  2  J,  3,  and  3  J  cwt,  averaging 
3  cwt.;  South  Australian,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  cwt.,  averaging  410  lbs. 
in  the  grease ;  the  beavy  b»iles  of  wool  are  very  rare.  Freight^  at 
per  lb.,  say  |d.  greasy,  and  Id.  washed,  according  to  arrangements. 


WALLAEOO. 


There  is  a  considerable  coasting  trade  from  Adelaide  (in  the 
adjoining  gulf,  St.  Vincent,)  and  likewise  from  Tasmania  to  Wal- 
laroo. At  this  new  port  a  custom  house  has  been  established, 
brokers  for  entering  and  clearing  ships,  and  pilots. 

The  wharf  where  the  vessels  go  to  discharge  has  only  14  feet 
water  at  its  utmost  extremity ;  there  is  also  a  slight  rise  and  fall, 
about  3  to  4  feet,  which  reduces  the  water  to  10  or  11  feet.  The 
proprietor  of  the  wharf  intends  carrying  it  out  some  200  feet 
further,  which  would  give  a  depth,  at  the  end,  of  about  3  fathoms. 

The  inhabitants  are  solely  dependent  on  the  rain  for  the  supply 
of  their  families,  and  each  dwelling  is  careful  to  catch  it  in  tanks 
during  the  winter  or  rainy  season.  When  the  summer  is  dry  they 
are  very  ill  off  indeed.  This  necessary,  in  the  latter  case,  has  to 
be  supplied  by  a  distilling  apparatus,  which  makes  water  very  deai* 
and  scarce.  Ships  that  may  be  chartered  or  destined  for  Wallaroo 
would  do  well  to  keep  this  in  view,  and  provide  accordingly. — 
Mercantile  Marine  Magazine,

It  is  compulsory  for  a  vessel  to 
take  a  pilot,  if  the  master  is  not  exempt  under  the  act. 


PORT    AUGUSTA. 


Port  Augusta  is  situated  nearly  at  the  head  of  the  navigation 
of  Spencer's  Gulf.  The  township  is  situated  on  the  east  bejik  of 
the  estuary,  above  Caslen  Point. 

There  is  anchorage  in  any  part  of  the  estuary,  but  S.  of  Douglas 
Bank  the  best  anchorage  is  towards  the  east  coast,  in  about  six 
fathoms.  In  the  strong  S.S.K  winds  which  prevail  during  the 
summer  months,  when  Port  Augusta  is  most  visited,  a  vessel 
seeking  anchorage  for  the  night,  or  a  tide,  would  do  well,  when 
inside  Point  Lowly,  to  haul  to  the  eastward,  and  let  go  in  six 
fathoms,  imder  the  lee  of  Ward  Spit.  The  rise  of  ordinary  springs 
is  from  nine  to  twelve  feet 

It  has  been  the  c^stom,  hitherto,  for  vessels  bound  to  Fort 
Augusta  to  proceed  first  to  Port  Adelaide,  and  there  pick  up  a  pilot 
for  S{)encer*s  Gulf  and  Port  Augusta.  The  outward-bound  vessels 
frequently  leave  their  pilots  at  Wedge  Island,  at  the  mouth  of 
Spencer's  Gul£  Tugs  can  be  procui-ed  from  Port  Adelaide,  to 
which  place  a  mail  goes  overland  once  a  week.  The  steamer 
trading  to  Port  Augusta  frequently  tows  vessels  up  or  down 
through  the  estuary,  on  her  trips  backwards  and  forwards.  Bea- 
cons and  buoys  have  been  placed  to  denote  the  channel  to  Port 
Augusta. 

Masters  of  vessels  bound  up  the  Gulf  will  keep  the  black  buoys 
and  beacons  to  port,  and  the  red  to  starboard ;  the  beacons  are 
placed  in  a  depth  varying  from  2  to  10  feet  at  low  water,  and  care 
should  be  taken  in  approaching  them,  as  many  are  close  to  the 
edge  of  the  steep  bank.  Middle  grounds  are  denoted  by  chequered

POET  ADELAIDE. 


Port  Adelaide  is  situated  on  the  Gulf  of  St.  Vincent,  about  6 
miles  from  the  town  of  Adelaide.  There  are  14  feet  water  on  tlie 
bar  at  low  water,  ordinary  spring  tides;  avei*age  rise  and  fall  at 
spring  tides  8  feet.  Pilots  will  always  be  found  off  the  light-ship 
at  the  entrance.  Steam-tugs  can  be  had.  Vessels  waiting  for 
water  to  cross  the  bar  have  excellent  anchorage  in  5  to  6  fathoms. 
There  is  a  patent  slip  and  a  ship-building  yard  where  vessels  can 
be  repaired.  The  water  is  soft  in  the  port  and  the  bottoms  of  iron 
ships  liable  to  get  fouled. 

Pilot  dues, — For  every  vessel  taking  a  pilot  inwards,  £3  58.; 
outwards,  £3  6s. ;  for  every  foot,  or  part  of  a  foot  of  draught  above 
9  feet,  inwards,  15s.;  outwards,  15s. 

Harbour  Pilotage  dues  for  the  removal  of  vessels  from  one  place 
of  anchorage  to  another,  within  the  port: — For  every  vessel  above 
100  and  under  200  tons,  15s.;  200  and  under  800  tons,  £1  6s.; 
300  and  imder  400  tons,  £1  15s. ;  400  and  under  500  tons,  £2  5s. ; 
500  tons  and  upwards,  £3,  including  mooring  and  unmooring.

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PORT  ELLIOT,  VICTOR,  &  ROSETTA 

HARBOURS. 


Victor  Harbour  is  about  three  miles  to  the  N.K  of  Rosetta  Head. 
It  is  situated  between  Port  Elliot  to  the  N.R  and  Poi;|;  Douglas. 

Having  closed  with  the  land  so  as  to  make  out  the  Seal  Rock, 
a  mass  of  granite  boulders,  about  50  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
sea,  lying  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  S.K  of  Granite  Island, 
a  course  may  be  shaped  to  pass  half-a-mile  to  the  southward  of  the 
rock,  hauling  round  under  its  lee  or  N.R  side  as  closely  as  wind 
and  sea  will  permit;  from  thence  a  N.W.  course  may  be  kept 
towards  the  harbour,  when  the  mooring-buoys  inside  will  be  seen. 

A  government-pilot  resides  at  Port  ElHot,  and  a  competent 
licensed  pilot  at  Rosetta.  The  latter  station  is  the  most  convenient ; 
but,  should  the  Rosetta  pilot  not  come  off,  the  officer  stationed  at 
Port  Elliot  will  do  so,  and  the  ship  should  be  kept  to  the  N.K 
from  the  Seal  Rock  to  meet  him.  With  ordinary  care  and  judg- 
ment no  commander  of  a  vessel  need  hesitate  in  taking  his  ship 
into  Victor  Harbour,  without  the  services  of  a  pilot,  during  the 
day,  or  on  a  clear  moonlight  night. 

The  anchorage  at  Victor  Harbour  cannot  be  said  to  be  of  the 
best  description,  as  patches  of  ix)cky  bottom  exist  in  many  places. 
To  obviate  this  objection  very  heavy  moorings  have  been  laid 
down  for  3  vessels,  in  depths  from  9  feet  6  inches  in-shore,  to 
19  feet  6  inches  seaward. 

Additional  moorings  have  been  placed  in  deeper  water,  affording 
accommodation  for  3  vessels.  The  outer  berth  has  30  feet,  middle, 
33  feet,  and  inner  berth  18  feet  at  ordinary  low  water  springs. 

Port  UUioL— Port  EUiot  is  in  35°  33'  S.,  138°  43'  W.  bearing 
nearly  N.E.  J  K,  34  miles  from  the  Sturt  light  on  Cape 
"Willoughby. 

The  anchorage  is  sheltered  from  the  S.  by  an  island  called 
Lipson*s   Breakwater,      A    stranger  should   not   enter   without 
having  first  made  a  signal,  which  will  be  answered  by  the  harbour- 
master, who  will  either  go  off  in  his  own  boat,  or  signal  for  one 
to  be  sent  to  him.     The  harbour  is  said  to  be  fiist  filling  up. 

The  moorings,  laid  down  under  Lipson's  Island,  will  accommo- 
date 3  vessels  of  very  large  tonnage.

MELBOtTENE. 

Melbourne  is  eitnated  on  the  river  Tura-Tana,  wluch  falls  into 
Hoheon  Bay  at  the  head  of  Port  Phillip.  Vessels  of  11  feet 
draught  can  ascend  as  far  as  Melbourne,  but  those  of  12  to  23  feet 
draught  flischarge  and  load  alongside  the  jueis  in  Hobsoa  Baj, 
where  there  is  good  holding  ground  of  son  mud.  The  depth  in 
the  bay  is  3  to  5  &thoms.  Southerly  gales  sometimes  s^td  in 
sufficient  sea  to  interrupt  traffic. 

Qeelong  stands  at  the  head  of  an  inlet  on  the  west  side  of  Port 
Phillip,  about  48  miles  S-W.  of  Melbourne,  The  harbour  is  well- 
sheltered,  and  the  new  channel  by  Corio  Bay,  across  the  bar  snd 
up  to  the  wharves,  will  admit  vessels  drawing  18  feet  of  water, 
and  by  choosing  a  proper  time  of  tide,  vessels  dmwing  20  feet  csa 
pass  through. 

Vessels  intending  to  proceed  to  sea  to  Geelong,  would  save  time 
by  sending  a  telegram  from  the  Heads  (stating  draught  of  water) 
to  the  harbour-master,  who  would  have  a  pilot  ready  to  boaid  the 
vessel  off  Point  Henry, 

Large  vessels  bound  for  Geelong,  whose  draught  exceeds  18  or 
20  feet,  lie  at  Point  Henry,  5  miles  distant,  and  discharge  their 
cargoes  into  lighters. 

No  stranger  should  attempt  to  enter  Port  Phillip  without  a  pilot, 
who  will  always  be  found  cruising  some  distance  off  the  Heads. 

KATES  OF  PILOTAQL 
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YesEels  forced  back  after  having  been  piloted  to  sea,  one  half  of 
the  above  rates.  Such  sailing-vessels  as  may  receive  the  assistance 
of  a  steam-tug  for  any  intermediate  distance  to  those  above  enume- 
rated, will  be  allowed  (if  considered  just)  a  proportionate  reduction 
of  the  rates  of  pilotage,  on  a  reference  to  the  pilot  board. 

Ship-masters  before  entering  the  Heads  should  have  their  an- 
chors, chains,  and  everything  clear  for  bringing  up. 

Port  Dues, — A  duty  of  Is.  per  ton  is  levied  once  every  six 
months  upon  all  vessels  arriving  within  Victoria. 

Port  Rules. — ^A  copy  is  handed  to  every  ship-master  by  the  pilot. 

Ballast — Stone,  put  on  board,  ds.  6d.  per  ton ;  sand,  2s.  6d.  per  ton. 

Ballast  lighters  have  the  amount  they  carry  marked  on  the  stem 
and  stem  posts.  Before  commencing  to  discharge  the  lighter,  these 
marks  should  be  compared  with  those  in  the  piinted  certificate, 
and  it  should  be  seen  that  she  hajs  nothing  on  board  hut  ballast, 
and  the  whole  be  discharged.  Stowing  generally  costs  Is.  per  ton 
for  general  cargoes.

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PORT   JACKSON. 


Port  Jackson  is  the  most  commodious  and  secure  harbour  on  tlie 
east  coast  of  Australia.  The  lowest  depth  of  water  on  the  bar, 
spring  tides,  21  feet. 

The  localities  where  wharves  and  stages  haTe  been  constructed, 
which  admit  of  cargo  being  rolled  in  and  out  of  a  vessel,  are 
Sydney  cove,  with  1,000  yards  of  berthage;  the  bight  between 
Dawes  and  Miller  points,  800  yards;  and  along  the  eastern  shore 
of  Darling  harbour,  2,300  yards  of  shore,  which  by  staging, 
without  the  expensive  aid  of  docks  or  basins,  admit  of  shipping 
accommodation,  in  from  18  to  20  feet,  at  low  water. 

Every  fiEunlity  is  to  be  obtained  at  Sydney  for  repairing  vesselsof  any 
size  or  description,  with  abundant  supplies  and  stoiies  of  every  kind. 

lliere  are  steam-tugs  which  may  be  summoned  by  signal  when 
required. 

The  Sea  Pilot  Establishment  is  stationed  at  Watson's  Bav,  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  entrance  to  the  harbour,  and  a  look-out  is  kept 
both  by  day  and  night,  at  the  signal  station  adjoining  the  flag-staff 
on  the  Upper  South  Head. 

Vessels  requiring  pilots  during  the  day,  should  make  the  usual 
signal  of  hoisting  an  Union  Jack  at  the  fore-topmast  head,  and  if 
during  the  night,  by  firing  a  gun  or  burning  a  blue  or  flash  lights 
which  signal  will  be  answered  from  the  look-out. 

The  pilots'  instructions  are  to  board  vessels  outside  a  bearing  (^ 
the  South  Head  lighthouse,  S.W.,  or  the  North  Head,  N.W. 

The  pilots'  boats  will,  during  daylight,  carry  a  red  and  white 
flag,  and  during  the  night,  a  light 

As  it  will  require  about  half-ai^-hour  for  the  pilot  to  board  afto* 
a  signal  is  made  in  the  olfing,  masters  of  vessels  are  particularly 
requested  to  make  the  demand  in  good  tima 

During  the  night  a  pilot  and  boat' s  crew  are  stationed  on  board 
the  Floating  Light 

A  copy  of  the  harbour  regulations  is  handed  to  every  shipmaster 
by  the  pilot 

These  regulations  contain  the  post-office  rules,  which  are  similar 
to  those  at  Port  Phillip;  the  rules  and  fares  of  the  boats  and 
boatmen  within  the  harbour,  the  Customs'  regulations,  and  also 
those  relating  to  the  discharging  of  gunpowder,  dba 

Time  allowed  for  discharging. — Vessels  lying  at  any  public 
wliarf  are  exempt  from  the  payment  of  tonnage  rates,  diuing  the 
following  number  of  days,  Simda}^  not  included — 100  to  200  tons, 
12  days;  200  to  300  tons,  16  days;  300  to  400  tons,  20  days;  400 
to  500  tons,  24  days;  above  500  tons,  35  days;  but  after  the 
expiration  of  the  above  period,  payment  shall  be  made  at  the  rate 
of  id  per  register  ton,  per  diem,  on  all  vessels  loading,  unloading 

refitting  at  any  public  wliai-C 
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Harbour  dues. — Payable  to  the  harbour-master  for  repairing  on 
board  and  appointing  the  place  of  anchorage  of  ships  or  vessels 
entering  any  port  or  harbour  of  J^ew  South  Wales,  and  for  each 
removal  of  the  same,  from  one  place  of  anchorage  or  mooring  to 
another,  not  being  for  the  purpose  of  leaving  the  port — ^Vessels 
under  300  tons,  20s. ;  and  5s.  additional  for  every  100  tons,  up  to 
1,000;  over  1,000  tons,  £3. 

Pilotage, — 4d.  per  ton  in,  and  4d.  per  ton  out. 

A  /ew  JRemarka  on  Sydney. 

May  9,  1860,  at  7.30  a.m.,  we  anchored  in  the  sound,  having 
obtained  our  pilot  immediately  outside  the  South  Sydney  Head, 
half-an-hour  previously  i.e.  at  daylight,  in  which  position  we  had 
been  hove-to  since  4  a.m.,  waiting  to  take  the  harbour; — the  wind 
being  from  the  southward,  and  our  draft  of  water  25  feet,  we  could 
not  beat  over  the  bar,  and  the  steam-tug  "Washington,  (the  only  one 
at  that  time  able  to  tow  so  large  a  ship),  being  under  tempoi'ary 
repairs,  we  had  no  alternative  but  to  anchor  in  the  sound;  the 
following  morning.  May  10,  we  discharged  our  gunpowder — ships 
not  being  allowed  to  proceed  to  the  wharves  at  Sydney  before 
having  complied  with  this  regulation  of  the  port;  the  lighterage 
amounted  to  J£3  2s.  on  about  15  tons,  which  had  to  be  paid  by  the 
ship,  although,  no  doubt,  this  expense  ought  to  hav^e  been  borne  by 
the  home  charterer  or  the  shipper;  and  a  clause  on  the  bill  of 
lading  to  that  effect  would  have  eased  the  ship  of  that  burden,  eg. 
"any  extra  expenses  incurred  by  landing  gunpowder  to  be  borne 
by  the  shipper. "  After  discharging  th  e  powder,  the  tug  Wash  ington 
having  completed  repaii-s,  came  alongside ;  we  hove  up  the  anchor, 
and  with  Captain  Crook  (the  harbour-master)  on  board  tlie  steamer 
and  the  pilot  on  board  the  ship,  we  were  towed  through  the  eastern 
channel  in  safety,  and  reached  Darling  harbour  by  1  p.m.,  and 
mooi-ed  abreast  of  Botts*  wharf  for  the  day,  whilst  arrangements 
were  being  made  in  respect  to  the  place  of  discharge;  ultimately  it 
was  decided,  that  the  ship  should  be  discharged  in  Sydney  Cove, 
and  accordingly,  the  following  day  we  towed  round  there,  and 
moored  abreast  of  the  Government  commissariat  warehouses,  near 
to  the  upper  end  of  the  Cove — the  lessee  of  tlie  whai-f  paying  all 
the  titmsporting  expenses  for  the  benefit  of  having  the  ship's  cargo 
for  wharfage  charges;  May  16th,  we  commenced  to  discharge, 
having  been  detained  till  liat  date  in  getting  all  the  receivers  of 
cargo  to  sign  an  average  bond  (befoi*e  delivery  of  goods)  for  an 
anchor  and  chain,  from  which  we  had  to  slip  in  the  Downs  to 
save  the  ship  and  cargo.  Of  all  the  places  that  Sydney  can  boast 
of  for  discharging,  (and  they  are  many),  none  surpasses  Sydney 
Cove, — its  central  position  in  respect  to  the  town,  its  broad  wharf, 
and  good  roads  leading  from  the  town  by  easy  grades,  all  combine 
to  give  it  advantages  for  dispatching  large  ships,  which  no  other 
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place  possesses  in  like  memsare;  and  which  makes  a  difference  of 
6d.  per  ton  on  huge  cargoes;  Is.  6d.  per  ton  being  the  rate  in  the 
Coye,  and  Ss.  per  ton  for  the  same  in  Darling  harbour.  The 
cooper^s  surrejors  fees  were  £5  5s.;  steam-tug  inwards^  £21; 
discharging  clerk,  £32;  pilotage,  in  and  oat,  and  other  trifling 
commifffdons,  XI 06;  marine  sorve^,  £6  6a. — Jfereaniile  Marine 
Magazine,

Newcastle  harbour  was  formerly  known  as  Port  Hunter. 
Vessels  drawing  21  feet  can  safely  enter.  Coal  is  the  principal 
export.  Nobby  Head  is  the  rounding  point  of  Newcastle  harbour, 
and  lies  in  lat  32''  55'  2(f  &  Ion.  151°  49'  8^  K  Marryat's  and 
the  local  harbour  signals  are  both  used  at  the  signal  station  on 
Nobby  Head.  The  latter  are  exhibited  to  show  tiie  state  of  the 
tide  and  whether  it  is  prudent  or  otherwise  to  approach  the  harbour. 
These  signals  are  now  hoisted  at  the  top-mast  head  of  the  south- 
eastern-mast on  the  Head. 

Vessels  having  approached  sufficiently  near  the  entrance  of 
Newcastle  hai*bour  to  decipher  the  signab  exhibited  from  the 
signal  station,  must  pay  strict  attention  to  the  instructions  com- 
municated by  them,  as  it  is  im{K>ssible  to  get  into  the  harbour 
against  strong  south,  or  south-westerly  winds,  and  serious  conse- 
quences are  likely  to  befall  a  vessel  attempting  to  enter  the  harbour 
in  defiance  of  the  requests  made  from  the  signal  station. 

Pilots. — Masters  of  vessels  are  particularly  cautioned  not  to 
approach  too  close  to  the  port  without  having  been  first  lioarded 
by  a  pilot,  and  to  cause  the  usual  signal  to  be  made,  of  hoisting  a 
union  jack  at  the  fore. 

Vessels  requiring  a  pilot  during  the  night  should  keep  well  to 
windward  of  Nobby  Head  and  bum  a  blue,  or  flash-light,  which 
will  be  answered  by  the  watch  at  the  pilot  look-out  station,  on  Old 
Signal  hilL 

Whenever  the  pilot  is  outside  and  in  a  good  position,  he  will 
bum  a  blue  light,  when  the  vessel  requiring  a  pilot  should  take 
the  bearing  and  steer  in  that  direction,  showing  a  light  for  the 
pilot's  guidance. 

Tug  Vessels. — ^Vessels  approaching  the  port  can  obtain  the  assis- 
tance of  a  steam-tug,  by  exhibiting  a  chequered  or  wafb  flag.

Moreton  Bay  is  the  sheet  of  water  separatmg  Stradbroke  and 
Moreton  islands  fix)m  the  mainland. 

Vessels  unable  to  ascend  the  river  to  Brisbane,  anchor  in  the 
roads  in  4  fathoms,  about  8  miles  from  shore.  Vessels  drawing 
14  feet  can  go  6  or  7  miles  up  the  river  to  the  second  bar,  where 
they  have  to  lighten  to  12  feet. 

The  town  of  Brisbane  is  about  18  miles  from  the  entrance. 
Supplies  of  every  kind  can  be  obtained,  and  any  quantity  of  coal 
and  firewood. 

Extracts  Jram  the  JIarbaur  Regvlations. 

1.  All  vessels,  moored  or  at  anchor,  are  to  have  both  cables 
clear  and  in  readiness  to  slack  away  when  required. 

2.  Vessels  entering  the  river  will  be  boarded  by  the  tide  sur- 
veyor, previously  to  theii*  passing  the  Customs'  station  at  Lytton  ; 
and  delay  and  inconvenience  may  be  spared  to  the  masters  by 
having  their  stores  in  readiness  for  the  inspection  of  that  officer, 
and  the  hatches  of  their  vessels  cleared,  to  be  sealed  down. 

3.  Every  vessel  is  obliged  to  employ  a  licensed  pilot  entering 
and  leaving.

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A  copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  port  is  handed  to  each 
shipmaster  on  arrival. 

Hobart  town  is  said  to  be  the  cheapest  port  in  Australia  or 
Tasmania.

Vessels  bill  lasting  or  rlischarging  ballast  are 
limited  to  half  the  time  such  vessels  would,  under  the  foregoing 
scale,  be  entitled  to  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  cargo,  anJ 
vessels  occupying  stage  berths  for  any  of  the  above  purposes  to  be 
allowed  double  time. 

The  draught  of  water  to  which  vessels  in  the  Constitution  dock 
may  be  loaded  shall  not  exceed  10  feet  6  inches. 

The  following  services  performed  to  any  vessel  by  or  under  the 
direction  of  the  harbour-master  to  be  severally  paid  for  at  the  rate 
of  one  penny  per  ton  ;  that  is  to  say — 

For  mooring  or  anchoring  on  arrival. 

For  unmooring  and  moving  to  the  wharf. 

For  hauling  off  the  wharf  and  re-mooring. 

For  unmooring  and  moving  to  a  fair  way  for  sea.

A  Bliipmaster  writmg  to  the  Shipping  and  Mercantile  Gazette 
makes  several  complaints  against  the  maritime  laws  of  this  colony. 
He  states  that  cargo  for  out-ports  has  to  be  kept  on  board  nntiil 
the  consignees  feel  disposed  to  send  for  it ;  that  the  lightermen 
after  receiving  cargo,  will  not  sign  the  receipts,  any  other  than  for 
a  large  quantity  in  bad  order.  Further ;  that  the  insertion  of  the 
clause  *^not  accountable  for  breakage,  leakage,  or  rust,"  in  the 
bills  of  lading  is  of  no  use,  unless  printed  in  the  body  of  the  billa 
He  ran  into  Lyttleton,  without  seeing  a  pilot,  but  had  to  pay  full 
pilotage,  viz.,  6d  per  ton,  amounting  to  £39  7s.  on  a  vessel  of 
1,574  tons.  Light  dues  were  charged  after  the  same  rate.  He 
recommends  shipowners  to  specify  in  charter-parties  that  "in  default 
of  entries  being  passed  in  a  certain  number  of  days,  and  lighters 
provided  for  removing  such  cargo,  demurrage  will  be  charged." 


OTAGO   HARBOUR 


The  average  depth  at  low  water  springs  upon  Otago  bar  is  16  to 
17  feet.  Withiu  the  bar  the  harbour  extends  S.W.  for  11  miles, 
and  at  the  head  stands  the  town  of  Dimedin.  Seven  miles  within 
the  heads,  a  prominent  headland,  with  two  adjacent  and  lofty 
islands  extending  across  the  harbour,  form  a  natural  division ; 
above  which,  the  channels  leading  to  Dunedin  become  too  shoal  for 
large  vessel&  A  mile  K  of  these  islands  the  port  town  of  Chalmei*s 
has  been  placed  at  the  head  of  Koputai  bay,  where  there  is  good 
anchorage  for  large  vessels  in  5  fathoms.  Here  they  discharge 
cargo,  which  is  conveyed  in  boats  to  Dimedin.

PORT  NAPIER,   HAWKE  BAY.

Magazine : — 

Almost  every  person  I  have  fallen  in  with  has  spoken  very 
much  against  Hawke  bay,  as  being  exceedingly  dangerous ; — per- 
haps it  is  so  in  the  winter  months,  and  no  doubt  tJbe  rollers  are

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yeiy  heavy  at  times,  but  my  opixuon  is  that  a  ship  can  ride  out 
any  weather  there — with  good  ground  tacMing^  and  if  made  anug 
aloft. 

The  StrathaUan  (530  tons,)  lay  in  Hawlce  bay  from  the  23rd 
November,  1864,  until  Ist  March,  1865,  moored  to  a  large  iron  buoy 
attached  by  a  heavy  steel  chain  to  a  mushroom  anchor,  in  5  fBithoms 
water;  thu  I  think  capable  of  holding  any  ship  in  the  Navy;  and 
during  the  time  I  was  there  I  had  not  the  slightest  anxiety  about 
the  safety  of  the  ship, — she  never  had  any  great  strain  on  the 
cable,  and  the  weather  was  generally  fine;  once  the  rollers  set  in, 
but  unaccompanied  with  much  wind, — indeed  the  ship  never  tau- 
tened her  cable.  There  are  experienced  pilots,  who  take  the  ship 
in  and  out,  and  moor  her  to  the  buoy;  they  are  very  attentive  and 
obliging. 

The  wind  generally  blows  from  N.K  during  the  day,  and  is 
westerly  during  the  night — off  the  land.  The  province  exports 
about  5,000  bides  of  wool,  and  the  government  is  very  anxious  to 
give  every  facility  to  ships  loading  or  unloading. 

Boat  hire  in  expensive,  viz.,  7s.  per  ton  for  unloading;  boat  to 
attend  ship,  10s.  per  day;  labour,  8s.  per  day,  with  rations;  river 
water  to  fill  up  casks,  14:&,  and  well-water,  12s.  6d.  per  ton,  put 
alongside.  Shingle  ballast,  8&,  and  stone,  10s.  per  ton.  Beef  and 
mutton,  at  5d.  per  lb. ;  potatoes  are  plentiful,  but  other  vegetables 
are  scai'ce. 

There  is  an  hydraulic  press  for  damping  wool,  for  which  the 
charge  is  3s.  per  bale,  and  screws  can  be  hired.  The  facilities  for 
discharging  are  not  very  great,  and  a  screw  steam  lighter  is  verjr 
much  required.
